3. In the selection of Mahomedau Registrars, 
preference shall ordinarily lie 
given to cx-ka/.is and Govern¬ 
ment pensioners, lieing Maho- 

medans, vrlio reside at a convenient place within 
the limits of the proposed jurisdiction ; but no 
person shall be appointed a .Mahonicdaii Registrar 
merely by reason of some supposed hereditary 
right, A Sub-Registrar of Assurances may be 
nomiuatetl as Malioniedan Registrar, provided 
he be a Mahomedau, atid is otherwise.(piaiificd. 

4. The limits witliiti which a Mahomedau 
Registrar shall be licensed to 
act shall for the (ircseiit coin¬ 
cide with the limits of a sub-district under the 
Indian Registration Act, or with the jurisdiction 
of a police station. The h.'ad-tpiarters shall be at 
some convenient place within those limits. 

5. The District Registrar’s nuiniaation, with 
the accompanying applications and certificates, 
shall be forwarded to Gorernment by the Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Registration with his remarks and 
rccomiiicndatioii. 

6. Should such a cour-sc appear expedient 

hereafter, all Muhomcdaii 
l.uUlitv tofjaiinna- Kpaistrars who may have been 

appointed under these rules, 
and all future applicants for liecnsr-s, shall be 
liable to examination in the following suhjerts;— 
(I.) Arabic and vcrntieular of the district,

25. The Malioniedan Registrar shall satisfy

or, if citlirr or both of them are minors, 
their lawful guardians. If the woman 
be a puriiah~nis/tin, her duly authorized 
vakil shall be examined, instead of the 
woman; 

(2) by examining the two witnesses who 
were present at the marriage. 

26. The Mahoiucdan Registrar shall satisfy 
himself whether or not a divorce, other than the 
kind known as kfaila, was effected by the man 
by whom it is represented ,to have been effected 
by examining tliat man; and if he be of the 
Sheah sect, by also examining the two witnesses 
to the divorce being effected. 


27. The Mahomedau Registrar shall satisfy 
himself that a divorce of the kind known as 
khtila was effected by the persons by whom it 
was represented to have been effected in the 
following manner:— 


(1) by examining the parties to the khula, 
provided that if the woman be a purdah- 
nishin, her duly constituted vakil shall 
be examined instead of the woman ; 

(2) if the man be of the Sheah sect, by also 
examining the two witnesses to the 
divorce being effected. 


2S. The Mahomedan Registrar shall satisfy 
himself of the identity of persons appearing 
before him as witnesses of a marriage or divorce, 
unless they arc otherwise personally known to 
him, by examining at least one witness to the 
identity of each person so appearing. 

29. In the case of any person appearing as 
the representative of the man or woman (whether 
he appears as guardian or vakil), the Mahome¬ 
dan Registrar shall satisfy himself of the 
right of such person to appear by examining 
such person. If a vakil so appear, the Mahome¬ 
dan Registrar shall further examine witnesses to 
the fact of the vakil having been duly authorized 
to appear. 

30. When the entry of the marriage or divoree 
has been made in the proper register, it shall 
be read over by the Mahomedan Registrar to the 
persons who, by section 11, arc required to sign 
such entry. If they admit its correctness, the 
entiy shall then be signed by them. 

31. When a person who cannot write signs 
his name by means of a mark, his name shall be 
recorded at length, and the writer shall also sign 
his name in attestation that the mark was affixed 
in his presence. 

32. J[f a Mahomedan Registrar discovers any

Of any entry of a marriage or 
divorce made by him, he may within one month 
next after the discovery of such error, in the pre¬ 
sence of the persons married, or, in case of their 
death or absence, in the presence of two other 
credible witnesses, correct the error by entry in 
the margin, without any alteration of the original 
entiy, and shall sign the marginal entiy and add

thereto the date of such correction, and he shall 
also make the like marginal entry in the copies 
thereof, * 

And every entry made under this section shall 
be attested by the witnesses in whose presepce 
it was made. » 

Aifd, in case a copy lias been already sent to 
the Registrar, such person shall malic and send 
anotber copy thereof, containing both the origi¬ 
nal erroneous entry and the marginal correction 
therein made. . 


33. No erasures shall be made with a knife 
in any register book or record, but mistakes 
shall be corrected, when necessary, with the pen, 
and shall be invariably attested by the registenng 
officer. Corrections arc not to be obliterated or 
blotted out, so as to be illegible; but a Hue is 
to he drawn through erroneous words with the pen, 
so that they may remain legible.

I HAVE tho honor to forward herewitli a detailed aceontit of receipts ami expemlitnrc 
of the District Hoad Fund for the year eutliiie: "lOth Septeml er 1.''75 in tho form iirescrihed 
hv Government order, Department I'uhlie ^\ orks. No. llio'.’, ot ihe'J Ith Ncpfeinlu'r I<''7‘J, and 
at tho same timo to submit tho following report on the works dom.- hy thejtistriet Hoad 
Committeo during that year and those pn>pose>I during the cnrreiit year l.''70-7(i. in 
accordance with tho iustructious coutaiiied in t-iowruiiient circular No. ot), of the ‘Jdrd 
July 1873. 

X?. The year opened with a balance of Hs. 1->-7, ami the receijits of the year 

came to Hs. 87.584-I'J-li, making si total of Hs. I.i'3...’>'3-1’.'-1 as the sivailal>!e linids of this 
district for tho year. Hart II of tho annual account shows in d« tail tin- S 'Uiv. s from which 
the sum was derived There has bi.'cti iio graiit made to this distriet during the year from 
proviacial funds. Tho total expeudititre for works ami esta’t.li.'hnieiit. without taking in cost 
of tho dredger, amounted to Hs. 53,Sl!.l-t).ll, of which Hs. 1;i.(IM!).5-I) were diduirscd fin 
original works and Hss. •J0,lti3.13.7 on repairs, aggregating Hs. ::!M73.2-7. Cif this outlay, 
Hs. 3l,4!*5-14-2 were spcirt through tho Itepaitmeiit I’liblie Works. 

3. The original works e.xecutcd during tho year consi>ted solely in fini.-liing works 

begun last year. No new original work was hegiiii owing to the refusal of (iovenimont to 
sanetion, without more complete e.'timatos and plans, the cxteimiou of the (Joalundo road, one- 
third of which from Manickgniigu to 8hcalo, a distaiieo of 15J miles, is completed. Tho 
Committee have taken advantage of the money thus nnexpcmlcd in rcjiayiug in full tho 
loan of Hs. 30,000 taken for tlie dredging machine, togetlmr with Hs. on aiveuut of 

interest, and tho Commitleo are now absolutely free fr-m debt. 

4. The accounts do not show this tran.s.actioii fully, and 1 therefore exjilain it now. 

The Committeo borrowed Hs. 30,OuO from Government under Al t XXIV' of 1871 for 

tbo purposes of paying their half of the total cost of tho dredging maelnne. This was cniered 
as a receipt in our ucoounts for the first quarter of tho eurrent vi ar, hut this was ohjei-tod to hy 
the Controller, who directed it to be entered a.s a deposit till [laid olf. 'I'liis was tlnue, and 
tho amount was finally paid oil in tho fourth quarter. 

This sum of Hs. 30,000, along with Hs. 5,iil)0 in additlnu. wa madeover (o the Kxci "iiic 
Engineer, and tho sum of Its. 33,011-3-0 shown as an ad.ai.eo (■.^taiidiu'; to i-r'.dit lu fho 
Department I'ublic AV’^orks really rej resents the sum of. Hs. 35,0')i> pijiil fi,r t .o iln dger, 
minus some payments made by tho Exixiitivo Engim er.

I iiAVK the honor to submit the report on the road cess opmtions in this distriot during 
the past }’ear, beginning on the Ist October 1874 and ending with the 80th Soptember last. 

2. The Hold Coss Act was only brought into operation in this district in Noreinher Inst, 
and the first mooting of the District Itoad Cess Committee was held and a Yioe-Chairmau 
elected on the 20th May lost. 

3. The memorandum of accounts appended hereto shows the income and expenditure of 
the Committee during the year. 

4. Nearly one-third of.the income of the Committee wa.s swnlloweil up by establishment 
and contingent charges, and a balance of more than Its. 5,000 nmiained nt the close of the 
year. Rs. 21,000 odd were spent under the superintendence of Public Works Department 
and sub-di>'isional otfioers and the Town ('oiuiuitteo in repairing and intiintuining the roads 
and other channels of communication and locomotion in this district. Only one original 
work was undertaken, or, to speak mure accurately, the Modariporo rood was not only repainxl, 
but extended and improved. 

5. I send herewith a copy of the memorandum of expenditure projioscd to bo incurred 
during the current year 1875-76. The estimates submitted have received the sanction of the 
Commissioner, and the memorandum specifies the various works to bo undertaken and their 
nature and extent 

6. The estimated income for the current year is nearly Rs. 76.000. Of this nearly 
Rs. 22,500 will be rei]uircd for establishment and contingeut charges, leaving Rs. 53,000 odd 
for expenditure on various works. From this Rs. 53,0o0 odd must also no provided, the 
contribution towards the Public Works Department establishment, which amounts to 
Rs. 5,548. 

7. No work was done during October, and wo have not yet received the November 
accounts from the Executive Engineer. The rciU working season is just beginning, and con¬ 
siderable progress will have been made before the end of the cold weather, although 1 cannot 
yet state which of these works will be first taken in hand.

I HAVE the honor to submit the annual report on the administration of the Road Co8.s 
Doportmout for the year 1874-70, and also the accounts, which have been scrutinized and 
audited by n sub-committoo of three meml{prs, as required by Section 88 of the Rml Ceu Act. 

2. The Act oamo into actual operation in this distriot on Ist October 1874, and the first 
instalments of the cess were realized in January 1875, so that we really had no funds to our 
credit till the muldlo of January; there was then no sanction to expenditure iu anticipation 
of income, as has now boon permitted. During October, November, December 1874 very 
little was done.

4. Seven meetings of the Committee were held during the year; the .ittcndn.'uv wa.-* 
good, ilost of the members take lively interest in the work, among such are Messrs. Humo 
Smith, H. L. We.athr.dl, O. Ridstlale, and E. DoLanney; Bulxws J^m DuLal lb.y, Shib 
Chundra Aich, Nilmonoy D:lss. I[iirrLsh Chundra Bose, and Mohamed G.azi Choiidhury; 
several members of the Committee, however, did not disjday much interest, and imb'iid rarely 
afteudod the meeting.^, such were Baboos Uma Loehuii Mozumdar, Igaliftn Chundra Roy, and 
Munshi Aptabuddin Mohamed and Munshi Amcru'ldin Ahamed. 

5. Besides the SudJer District Committee, four Branch Committees have liocu 
organized, viz: — 

1. The Bralimunberiah Branch Committee, which has 31 members. 

2. The (Jliouflogram Branch Committee, which has 26 members. 

3. The jSursingporo Branch Committee, which has 21 members. 

4. Murodnagur Branch Committee, which has 22 members. 

The Branch Committee hold a fair number of meetings and the attendance at them was 
goo<l, and all of them appear to have taken some interest in tho work; tbj Chotidogram an<l 
Brohmunberiah Committees esmcially so. The Brahmunberiah Committee was presided over 
by tho sub-divisional officer; the Chondogram Committeo by tho Moonsif, to whom our 
thanks are specially due for his attention and zeal, os ho did this work in aildition to his 
heavy duties as Moonsif. Tho Murodnagur and Nursingporo Committees wore also presided 
over by tho Moonsif of those places; they did very fairly, but the Murodnagur Moonsif is 
overworked, as it is with rent cases, ami has but little time to give to anything ol.so; and in 
Nursingporo there is not much room for village roadworks; the country is covered with 
dense jungle and intersected in every direction with tidal khals. Further ou is given the 
cxiieudituro of each Committee on the works undertaken by it. 

6. The total sum at the disposal of tho Committeo being from cossos levied on lands 
and houses under parts II and IV of the Act, levied at tho maximum rates on a valuation of 
Rs. 34,93,935, amounted to Its, 1,00,331-1 11: tho various items are shown in tho accounts 
appende<i. The total expenditure under all heads amounted to Rs. (JO,174-11-1, thus loavine 
a balance of Rs. 38,012 6, the deta^s of the expondlturo os set Wh in the statement 
appended.

7. The rather large balance* remaining unexpended at tho end of the year is due 

• H* 88 1 * fi chiefly to our not naviug been able diuing tJie patt year 

to carry out tho proposed mawmry bridges of the Brahmun* 
iiariah and Loksham roads. As regards tho Brahmunbariah njad, suuction to our proiMsed 
estimates and plans for tlie road was recciTe<l too late to commence brick-making. iSome 
attempt was mode in March, but owing to the largo rainfall we had the attempt harl 
to be abandoned; but we have commeuc^ early this year, and the work will Ite pushed 
on vigorously. As regards the Loksham road, tho Chief Engineer and Secretwy to 
Qovemment, Public Works Department, wished for further information as to levels, Ac., 
and the work was put off altogether. These two items alone, vix. tho bridging on these 
roads, amounted to lls. 17,2:^l>. This is one difficulty w'o hare to oemtend with. The 
plans and estimates are in the case of all large works sent to the Chief Engineer, and 
lor some nfunths we remain in imcertainty whe-ther they will be sanctione'l or not. If 
sanctioned, a good portion of the current working season has often pa-csed; if not sanc¬ 
tioned, it*is generally too late to turn to something else. The fact lies, I think, in having 
A It . = ...».1 . . the statutory mecting+ so late in the year os August. I do 

not Be«^ why it should not take place, say, in May of each 
year; then ample time would be given to settle all operations in time for the ensuing working 
season. In a district like Tipp<.‘rah v-ery little work can l^o done on the road.s and canals, &c., 
after May or before DocemWr, as the whole country is, between May and December, more or 
less in on inundated state. 

8. Tho following were the works undertaken during tho past year in their order of 
importanco 


A. —The Jlrahmunbariah iiood.—This road when completed will greatly facilitate comma- 

nu'otion between the suo-division of Brahmunbariah and 
' ho«l.qua^ Tho to.^ loDgU. of tho ™,d i. 40 mUo,: of 
this tho 16 miles of road from Conulla^ to Nojanpore is 
in good condition, from Noyanporo to the Titas, 14 miles, including the Titas river valley. 
Of this a portion of about six miles has been fairly done, though not perfectly finished; the 
remaining eight miles are in coiirso of construction. The work is a most ffifficidt one; tho line 
>f road is intorsccied with hill streams flowing down from tho closely adjoining hills in the 
Uill Tipperah country. These necessitate a number of bridges at short intervals, which I need 
Qot say add considerably to tho cost and arduousness of the work: indeed, before the road is 
Ji a complete state, it will have cost, 1 estimate, about Rs. 2.000 jicr mile, and even then it is 
loubtful if we shall be able to bridge the Titos river valley. This stream, which in the cold 
indshot seasops is an insignificant little river, in tho rains, and when in flood, is from two to 
:hreo miles in width where it crosses the line of road. My idea is to keep ferry boats on this 
part of the road during the rainy reason, and after the flood subsides each year to m.ake a 
lomporary road down to the propt>r banks of the stream. No earthwork will oxer stand the 
force of this hill stream when in flood, and to bridge over thoeo three miles would cost a mint 
)f mon^; but I intend during tho present cold season to have some decision come to on the 
point. The road between the Titas and Brahmunbariah, 10 milee, is passable and wants little 
remaining to be done to it. 

B. — The Lakehatn amt Noakbally Road.—-This road is about 28 miles in length. Of this 
Ae 17 miles as far as Loksham is bridged and in good order, except the damages d«me to it 
a Angnst last by the floods of the Oumti river. Beyond Ijoksham to the boundary of the 
^oakhally district, a distance of 11 miles, the road is still inoomplete, and there is not much 
m onr oomploting this portion of the road unless the Noakhally authorities continue on on 
Aeir ride. Between Loksham and the Noakhally boundary there are no la^ marts or villages 
tvrii in our district. The only objeet of the tom will be to oonneot Comilla and Sudhaim, 
nd unlMi the Noakhally Gonunittee do the toad m ti&eir distriot^itisof little use our making 







a fine bridged road <0 t»d in a tacamp. The work of bridging thia road, when it » done, 
will be costly owing to the innumerable khaU intersecting this port of the country. 

C.—Thf Gokarna Canal.—Thin canal when completed will save boats going to Brah- 
munbarinh more than a day's journey by water: the eaual will he about throe miles in length, 
and will save a bond of the 'ritas river of nearly 40 miles. A great deal can be done in this 
way in saving time by niaking short cuts in the interminable windings of such rivers os the 
Titas and Oumti. 13uriug the .past year IJ miles o*' the canal wore excavated, the nvoraso 
depth being 7 feet, tho cost being its. 7,S:iO-l l-;l, or nearly the whole sum estimated for the 
year. Owing to tho nature of tho soil the work proved more arduous and costly than hod 
been anticipated. If we can succeed in getting the current of tho river to How into tho canal 
even a little, il trill *are much ctpcndilure ami Itilmr.

The total number of roads, i.(c., so undertaken amounted to Ii7. The roads, a.s their names 
explain, are roads leading from main rond.s to village or from village to vill.age. In a district 
like Tipperah, I think the re-opening of silted up khals or water channels will bo more useful 
and popular than the constructmg of village roads only, though it does not socm quite clear 
if such works can bo brought under the head of petty villago works; tho hea'iiug might bo 
“ village roads and canals.” 

E.—Chandpore Ca«af.—This canal is a very important one. It connects tho Megiia river 
with the Dacoetoa and saves many trading boats going to marts in tho south lif tho district 
and to Noakhally. The former dangerous passage down tho Mogua to tho mouth of tho Docootea, 
the junction of the Dacoctea and Megna, is a peculiarly dangerous spot. Done river liappem 
to be in higher flood than the other, a sort uf whirlpool forms ut tho mouth of tho Dacoctea; 
and many boats were annually wrciked trying to get into the Dacoctea from the Megna on 
their way to the large river marl.s of Hazigunge, Dowlntgungo, Chitoshi, and many others. 
The bore, too, in the Megna at this spot i.s very dangerous at certain seasons of the j-ear to tho 
country craft. They are now save<l all these ilaugers, boiidi's m.aking a saving of time of 
four or five days often, by taking the short cut throu^i this canal, a distance of six miles. The 
canal ha*! a good deal of money cx|)ended on it in 1873, and this pa.st year a sum of 
Rs. 905-5-3 were further expended on it ; and in tho present year it is going to be 
further widened and deepened to oilniit of the passage of the largest boats all tho 
year round.

0 .—Two inspection bungalows were constructed, one at Brahmunbariah and the other 
at Laksham, for the use of the engineering staff and generally for inspecting officers, Ilie cost 
of these was Rs. 882-14-0. 

H .—There were other misfellanoous works, such os temporary bamboo bridgas, repairs 
to offices, &c., &c. 

9. As regards establishment, throughout the year we made an ;irrangomont by which 
we employed the Public Works officers stationed at Uomilla. Up to 1st April 1875 this officer 
ww deiigDated the Executive Engineer io charge of the ^ippeiah and Koakhalljr dlstriet i. 





uid WM an officer of aonfb ataading and experienoe, but latterly the separate execntire 
' charge was done away with, and an officer of the rank of Overseer simply was here, 
in consequence of which this Committee resolved to appoint an Kitsiueor of its own from 
1st OotoW 1875. During 1874>75 we paid before the 1st Anril 1875 naif the salaries of the 
officers of the Public Works Dep^ment as our quota, aha after the Ist Ajwil 1875 at the 
rate of two-thirds of the said solpies, so that throughout the year we have had the sorvicffs 
of the staff of the Publin Worln'Department. 1 did not think it a g'xxi plan in the middle 
of the road cess year to appoint any one as Engineer to the Committee; the change tr^^k 
place in April 1875, when more than half the year hod expired. It was not a<lvif>ahlc at that 
stage to introduce an entirely new man; indec<l, by tho time candidates could have Ik-i-h 
advertised for and a man appointed the cess year would have nearly expirc<l. iiy the 

fvinBont* of thoiChief Engineer, this district was temporarih* 
isrs^**’ ’‘***'*^' classified as a third-class one, and Mr. T. Smith, a sub-engineer 

of the Public Works Department, appointed to act os District 
Engineer, drd class. Mr. Smith made over charge to Mr. J. Wilson, Overseer of the Depart¬ 
ment Public Works; Mr. Wilson held charge till the end of the year. As we had only 
Engineers of tho status of Messrs. Smith and Wilson, it was os well that the expenditure for 
the year did not much exceed that fixed for a third-class district. 

10. Olio of (the chief difficulties experienoed in this district, especially by the Branch 
Committees, is that of getting a sufficiency of labor. Here day laborers even, either 
themselves or their families, possess some land. 'NVlien any ploughing or neaping has to bo 
done (and this occurs pretty frequently in tho year),'our roaris are deserted the labriurfrrs 
leaving almost r/i maxHe at stated periods. This difficulty is not easy to overcome, as the climate 
of Tipperali does not suit up-e<iuntry men, who soon Bi<-ken w'ith fever. 

11. As regards the working establishment, Mr. T. Smith held charge from 1st October 
1871 to 28th Juno 1875. Ho did not exert himself as he ought to have done. This was 
probably duo to his bad state of health. He did not manage to go about the district as much 
as an Engineer should, and did not l<x>k after his contnu-tors and subordinates os much os he 
should have done. Mr. Wilson held charge from 2tHh June to •‘lOtli Septcmlicr l‘<75. He 
worked well, though, as he held charge only during the time the inundation was at its height, 
ho could do little road work ; but what ho did wiu w’ell done. 

Tho Overseers, Babu Chundra Nath Bannerjea and Taruck (.'hundra Gupta, d d their 
work in a satisfactory manner.

— Public .—The 
Right Honourublo Edward Robert Lytton Bulwcr-Lytton, Baron Lytton 
of Knebworth, in the county of Hertford, and a Baronet of the United 
Kingdom,M8 expected to arrive at Aden on or about Saturday, the Ist proximo, 
and af Bombay on Friday, the 7th idem, in Her Majesty’s Ship Orontes, to 
assume the oiHco of Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

The Resident at Aden wdll receive Lord L^dton with all the honours and 
distinctions which ore due to the Viceroy of India. 

His Excellency the Governor of Bombay will make arrangements, in 
communication with the Naval Authorities, for the landing and reception of 
Lord Lytton at Bombay with all the honours and distinctions which arc due to 
the Viceroy of India. 

An Aide-de-Camp of the Viceroy will proceed to Bombay to attend upon 
Lord Lytton throughout his journey from Bombay to Calcutta. 

One of the principal Civil Officers of each Government, Administration, or 
Agency, will bo deputed to meet Lord Lytton as he enters the limits of such 
Government, Administration, or Agency, and will remain in attendance upon 
His Lordship until ho passes beyond those limits. 

At the Railway Stations at which halts are made for rest and refreshment. 
Civil and Military Officers will bo in attendance. There will also bo a Guard 
of Honour upon the platform. 

Should Lord Lytton make any stay at Allahabad, His Honour the Lieu- 
tanant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces will make all wrangements, 
in commdnication with the Military Authorities, for His Lordship's reception 
in a suitable manner.

Lord Lytton will bo received as ho alights from tho carriage at the foot of 
the grand .staircase by His Honour tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, attended 
by his personal staff. 

All tho Civil and ^Military Officers of Government at tho Presidency will 
be in attendance upon tho grand staircase of Government House. Consular 
Officers and other representatives of Foreign Governments at Calcutta, and 
all non-official gcntlenicn, are invited to bo present upon the grand .staircase. 

His Excellency tlio Viceroy and Governor-General, attended by his 
personal staff and tho Members of tho Governor-General’s Council, will receive 
Lord Lytton at the top of tho grand stairca.se, and will conduct His Lordship 
to tho Throne-room. 

Shortly afterwards. Lord Lytton will proceed with the Members of tho 
Govemor-Generars Council to tho Council Chamber, whore His Lord.ship’.s 
Commission from Her Majesty the Queen wdll be read by tho Homo Secretary. 

A Royal Salute will then bo fired from tho ramparts of Fort William in 
honour of I.rf)rd Lytton upon his assumption of the oflicc of Viceroy and Gover¬ 
nor-General of India. 

Tho troops may then bo withdrawn. 

Full dress will be worn by all Officer.s, Civil and Military, on this occasion, 
and evening dress by all gentlemen not entitled to wear unimrm.

Fara. 1. I have considered in Council your Financial letter dated the 29th January 
1875, No. 39, on the subject of the Leave Rules of the Uucorenanted Service. 

2. You therein state that you have some doubts as to the intentions of the Duke of 

Argyll, and as to the manner in which effect should ba given to His Grace's 
instructions; tliat nearly all the uiTicos in the Uncovenanted Service arc such as 
may. under certain circumstances, be '* titly held by Natives,” and that, conse¬ 
quently, if you were to aduyt a principle of selection, which would be most in 
accordance with the instructions received by you, the logical conclusion would be 
that no members of the Service should be admitted to the favourable rules. 

3. You consider that the rigid .adoption of the principle that the present holders of 
offices to which Natives could fitly be appointed should not be admitted to the 
benefits of the favourable rules, would cause not unreasonable dissatisfaction, 
and you arc of opinion that some limit of a more or less arbitrary nature as 
to the position of those to whom those rules should be extended will have to be 
laid down. 

You therefore forward nominal lists, which yon state to he complete, of .all those 
officers of the ITueovenanted Service who come within the category set forth in 
Schedule A of the Civil Leave Code, and request me to determine the principle 
on which admission to the favourable Leave Rules shall be rcgiibatcd. 

With your Financial letter dated the 30th Scptcmlicr 1875, No. 346, you forwariled, 
in continuation of tlio list already referred ta. a list of officers of the Accounts 
Branch o( the Public Works Department whom you proposed to admit to the 
more favourable rules. 

’6. Tho instruction conveyed to your Governraent in the Fin.anci.al despatches dated the 
lOtli March 1870 and the 6th Deccmln'r 1871. appear to me to leave no doubt as 
to the intentions of the Duke of Argyll on this subject. 

7. In the former despatch the Duke of Argyll assented to the favourable rules 
“ proposed for holders of oflii’c.s now held by English gentlemen,’’ with certain 
modifications, and desired " that they be declared applicable from this date only 
to officers of the Edueation Department appointed from England, and to such 
others of tbusc now actually in the Service as you may think lit to include in a 
nominal list for that purpose, to be submitted for my approval.” His Hraec also 
stated that the srcoiu^ set of Rules pfopoted “ for all other classes of the 
Uncovenanted Service would, for tho present, apply to ail Uncovenanted 
Servants not entitled to the benefits of the first set of Rules, and hereafter to al\ 
Uncovenanted Servants who may not have been appointed from England.” 
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8. In para. 7 of the latter Despatch, the Duke of Argyll extended the benefits of the 

•''first set of Rules to those Uncovenanted Servants appointed in England to 
offices for which they bad special qualifications,” and ” to those Europeans who 
for special reasons may have been, or, with my sanction, may be hereafter 
appointed in India to certain exceptional posts,” and His Grace added '* but, in 
order to confine these privileges within reasonable limits, I must again request 
that you will furnish me with a nominal list of the officers who appear to you 
to come within the description referred to ix my Financial Despatch dated the 
10th March 1870, No. 84.” ‘ 

9. The Duke of Argyll concluded*—The principle which Her Majesty's Government 

have steadily kept in view throughout the discussion on these 
s^Fioudal DMpatcb.iothUttdi furlough Rules is, that the Uncovenanted Service should be 

principally reserved for the Natives of the country, and that 
superior appointments wMch require English training and experience, should 
be made as heretofore from England; and they look with great disfavour on 
the ^stem, which appears to be growing up in India, of appointing Englishmen 
in India to situations that ought only, as a rule, to be filled by civilians who 
have gained their position by open competition. 1 trust that the views I have 
now expressed will put a stop to the above practice.” 

10. In the views expressed by the Duke of Argyll in those Despatches I concur. 

11. In respect, therefore, to the future, I request that it may clearly be understood 

that the less favourable Leave Rules will be applicable to all Uncovenanted 
Servants appointed after the year 1871, unless— 

(1) They have been appointed in England. 

(2) They have been appointed in India with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

It remains to ^ecify in detail the reasonable concessions which, in accordance with the 
intimation made by the Duke of Argyll, I am willing to grant to certain of your 
Uncovenanted Servants who now hold, and at the date of Uis Grace’s Despatch 
held, appointments in the Uncovenanted Service. It is to be understood that the 
instructions contained in the remainder of this Despatch apply only to them. 

12 I have not within my reach the information necessary to enable .nc to select 
individual officers according to their merit or according to the peculiar iiircum* 
stances of their appointment. In the absence uf any such principle of choice, 
it will be expedient to shape the proposed concessions in such a manner as to 
harmonise with the policy which has been laid down for the future. Without 
going so far as to assent to your Excellency's opinion, that “ if the whole uf the 
classes enumerated in Schedule A arc admitted to the new rules, the concession 
must be extended to the future,” 1 am quite sensible of the difficulty which 
would attend any attempt to enforce, in respect to the future, a system contrasting 
violently with that which shall be adopted in resiicct to present incumbents. 
It will be, on this ground, expedient to apply a ditferent mode of treatment 
to the present incumbents of those offices which will in future, so far as they 
are continued, certainly be filled up as a rule from England, and those which 
may possibly continue to be filled in India. The Uncovenanted Service of 
the Public Works Department,—except so far as it is recruited from students 
educated at the Indian Civil Engineering Colleges which were specially designed 
for the natives of the country,—will ordinarily in the future be supplied from 
Cooper's Hill. The forest service will, in like manner, and with possibly an 
analogous exception, consist of candidates prepared in Europe under the system 
estabUshed by Dr. Brandis. The limited opportunity which exists in India for 
obtaining men of scientific training furnishes an obvious reason for confining, 
as a general rule, to persons selected in England the higher grades of the 
Telegraph and Geological Survey Departments. It has already been determined 
that the higher Eucational Officers shall be selected here. On the other hand, 
the officers on the present establishment at Mysore only exist for a temporary 
purpose. A similar consideration applies to the arrangement under which the 
smul number of uncovenanted Marine and Medical Officers arc at present 
appointed. To all these officers, as occupying posts which, so far as they are 
filled up by Englishmen at all, will in the future be ordinarily filled up in 
England, I see no difficulty in extending without restriction the concessions 
contemplated by the Duke of Argyll. 

13. The following Officers, therefore, named in the enclosure to your Despatch of 29th 
January 1875, may be immediately admitted to the more favourable Leave 
Rules:— 

The 274 Officers, under the Government of India, included in Section D. 

The 30 Officers, under the Government of India, included in Subfseetions 4 and 6 of 
Section £. * 

The 20 Officers, under • the Government of Madras, included in 8ub*section 2 of 

Section B. 
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The 10 Offieen, under the Oovernment of Bombay,^ included in Sub-iection 2 of 
. Section C end four Foreat officer* in Sub<section 1 of the same S^tlon. 

The 10 Officer*, employed in Bfyaore, included in Section I. 

The Educational Officers, the Officers of the Marine Department who hare serred in 
the Indian Nary or Bengal Marine, and the Medical Officers nam^ in the lists 
transmitted by you. ^ • 

The three Medical Officers of the Persian Telegraph Ser\'ice, as recommended in 
your Kiuaucial letter dated the 26th February 1873, No. 79. 

A nominal list of all the abore Officers is annexed to this despatch. 

14. Of the remaining Officers named in your lists, the greater part are filling posts 
which do not require preliminary technical education, and which, in future, if 
not held by Natires, will be occupied partly by Covenanted Civil Servants, or bv 
UncovAianted Servants specially selected with the sanction of the Secretarr of 
State, according to the principles adverted to in para. 11 of this despatch. Adopt¬ 
ing therefore, with regard to this class of Officers, your suggestion that, as 
respects existing incumbmits, an arbitrary limit must be to some extent applied 
to them, I sanction the extension of the more favourable rules to such of the 
above-mentioned Officers named in your lists as are now in the receipt of salaries 
of not less than Rs. G,00U per annum, and I request that a list of the persons to 
whom this will apply may be forwarded for recoil in this office. 

13. I observe that your lists do pot include any of the Officers employed in the higher 
appointments of the Andamans. You may, perhaps, desire to correct the omis¬ 
sion, and possibly other similar omissions; if so, I will gladly consider any recum- 
nieudations you may make.

PAUT I. 


In the first Part we have added numerous definitions; and have made alterations in thc 
definitions of “ Deputy Collector,’' “ Estate," and “ thc Collector." 

We have provided that partitions of estates in progress when thc Bill comes into force 
may be completed cither under the procedure of the old law, or of this Bill, as the Collector 
may think best, and that certain provisions of the Bill as to striking cases off thc file after 
estates have been admitted to partition may be applied to such pending cases. We 
have reproduced in other words the provision of thc c.vistiiig law, that the laud revciiiiu shall 
be assessed on each separate estate into which the parent estate is broken up, in proportion 
to the assets of such estate. 

We have laid down a rule for calculating the rental of Und to form thc basis of partition 
proceedings. 

PART II. • 


Tn view of the provisions of thc Bill for thc compulsory registration of estates 
and of thc interests of proprietors therein which is now before this Couuoil, we havi; 
provided that only recorded proprietors of joint undivided estates, who are in actual 
possession of thc proprietary interests in respect of which they arc recorded on thc 
flollectors' registers, shall be entitled to claim partition of estates, and separation of the 
interests which they hold therein. 

Wc have specified thc different kinds of interests which proprietors ordinarily hold 
in estates, and have defined the rights of the holders of each kind in respect of thc asaign- 
meiit to them of lands as their separate estates. ^ 

Wc have debarred the holders of life interests only in estates from applying for parti- 
tion of such estates. ' 

We have provided that no partition shall be made which would result in thc formation 
of a separate estate liable for an annual amount of revenue less than twenty nipees, and of 
which the assets would lie .less than two hundred rupees, unless the proprietor of such estate 
agrees to redeem the revenue for which such estate would be liable, by a capitalized payment 
at such rate as the Lieutenant-Governor may determine ,with reference tp thc circumstances 
of each case. 
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We liavo provided that when an eKtatc haa Ixsen divid^ l)y private arrangctneiit of the 
proprictora, and the lauds arc held in aevcralty by the proprietors in accordance with such 
arraoKemeut, no partition of such estate shall Iw made under the provisioua^of the Bill other> 
wise than on the joint applicatiouof all the proprietors. 

We have provided that no partition shall be made of which the effect would be to 
break up a compact estate into one or Inorc estates consisting of lands so scattered as to 
endanger the public revenue. 

We have provided that nothing in thjp Hill shall relieve the entire parent estate 
^om its joint liability lor the whole amount of land revenue assessed upon it nntil the par> 
tition proceedings are completed, and the applicant for partition has been Anally put in pos. 
scHsion of the separate estate representing his interest; from which time each separate istatc 
forincd by the partition will become separately liable for the amount of land revenue assessed 
upon it. Up to hiti-h time we have left it to joint proprietors to protect their several interests 
by causing aejiaiatc accounts to lie opened for their respective sbares under Act XI of 18uU.

Wc have laid down ill detail the procedure for dealing with applieatioiis fur partition; 
and have required applicants to Ale copies of their rent rolls and statements of their collec¬ 
tions with their applications when possible. 

We have provided that when objection is made to the extent of interest claimed by .in 
applicant or a question of right and title is Mised, as between the applicant and other 
]iersons claiming to be proprietors, it shall be ill the discretion of the Collector either to 
refuse to make the partition, nr, if satisAed that the applicant is in possession in accordance 
wi'.h his claim, to direct that the partition shall proceed in accordance with the applicant’s 
I'laini, or to direct that tlic proceedings be postponed for four montbs in order t.) give the 
objector an opportunity of instituting a suit to try the qucsiion in dispute. 

Wc have provided that if the objector fails to avail himself of such opportunity, 
or if he fails to bring a suit within four months of the date on which the Collector has 
ordered the partition to iirocecd notwithstanding his objection, 

or within four months of the date on which the Collector has admitted an estate to 
partition, no objection having been nmdc to such admission, 

he shall by such laches forfeit his right to recover any iutcrest in common tenancy of 
the parent estate. 

No suit brought after the expiration of the four months shall be allowed to stay or to 
iiiterlerc with the partition proceedings; and every decree passed in such suit will he subject to 
such proceedings, so that any right which the plaintiff may recover will give him a status 
in that separate estate only which is in process of being formed for, or, which has been 
assigned to the individual proprietor from whom the plaintiff is declared by the decree to 
lie entitled to recover. 

Wc have provided that the Collector may employ a Deputy Collector to make the 
enquiries connected with an application, but that all important orders shall be passed by 
the Collector himself. • 

We have proviilcd that as soon as the Collector has ordered a partition to be made, he 
may appoint a Dopuiy Collector to carry out the p.-irtitioii. 

We have jirovided that after an estate has hceit admitted to partition, the case may be 
struck off the Ale at tho joint request of the partii s thereto, or, by order of the Commis¬ 
sioner fur good and suAieieiit reason. 

PAllT IV. 

Wc have empowered the officer m.aking the partition to appoint the necessary ameens 
and estalilishments for earrying it out, and to A,\ their remuneration under sanction of the 
Commissioner; and have aiitliorized the appointment of speeial establishments in the oAiee 
of the Collector and of the Commissioner when the partition eases to he supervised ore so 
numerous or extensive as to require sueh agency. 

Wc have dcAiied what items shall be deemed costs leviable from the p.srtie$ to a 
paiiition. 

Wc have jirovided that in districts in which partitions are minierous, instead of leaving the 
e.\penses of each partition to be dealt with .separately, the Licnteuaiu-Covernor nuay order 
the formation of a general fund for the partition of e.statos to which all sums levied on 
account of making partitions shall he creditetl. and all costs of establishments entertained 
for that purpose and other cx)'cnsea charged; and for districts in which the partition work 
is so heavy as to require this organization, we have j'rovided that the salary of the Deputy 
Collector whose time is employed in making the partitions shall form a portion of tlie 
expenses leviable from the parties. 

Wc have provided that where a general fund is formed, the expenses in.iy be levied 
from the parties in the shape of fees on a scale to he Axed by the Hoanl so as to keep 
the receipts and charges of the fund .la far as possible in cquilibrinm, and that the accounts 
of the fund of each district sluall be published annually for general information. 

Wc have given power to the Commissioners to order that any proprietor who wilfully 
delays the progress of a partition and thereby increases the cost of it, shall be required 
to pay more than his proportionate share of the expenses.

We have pfovided that rent-rolla and meaiuremeut papers filed shall be verified bj a 
person who has a personal knowledge of the facts. 

We have laid down the procedure ai to the summoning of parties and witnesars and the 
enforcement of the production of pitpers, and have provide*! that the cost of any special 
enquiry which is rendered necessary by the delay of any party to make an objection at the 
proper time shall be home entirely by such party. 

PAR!f VI. 

We have provided for partitions being effected by the parties themselves and by 
arbitraton, snch partitions being subject to the approval of the revenue officers for the pro* 
tection of the public revenue. 

PART VII. 

We have provided that the general arrangement of the partition shall he devised, and 
the situation of the several separate estates indicated, by the Deputy Collector himself, in 
consnltation with the parties j thus depriving the uinecns ot the power oi suggesting and 
initiating such general arrangements, which they now enjoy and notoriously abuse. 

In order to avoid the unnecessary delay and waste of labor which is caused by the 
Collector at a later stage of the proceedings disapproving of the general arrangement made 
by the Deputy Collector, we have provided that the approval of the Collector to the 
geueral arrangement proposed by the Deputy Collector shall be obtained before its details are 
carried out. 

We have allowed the officer cmiducting the partition to award the payment of compensa¬ 
tion to persons whose attendance at the office on days fixed tor hearing has been rendered 
fruitless by the fault of others. 

We have laid down the procedure for completing the details uf a pariitinn, and for the 
consideration and approval or amendment or rejection by the Gollcotor uf a pai titiun as made 
by the Deputy Collector. 

PART VIII. 

In re-enacting the existing rules for the guidance of officcis making partitions, and in 
adding new rules to clear up certain points whicii have hitherto been doubtful, wc have 
distinguished between rules applicable to estates of which the lands are held 
in common tenancy, to estates of which the lands are held in severalty, and to estates uf 
both classes. 

We have made compactness of the estate a consideration secondary to the main object 
of making an equitable partition. 

We have provided that whenever the dwelling-house of one proprietor is situated on 
land which is unavoidably assigned to the separate estate of another proprietor, the former 
shall be allowed to hold the land on which it is situated on payment uf a rent tu be fixed 
in perpetuity by the officer making the partition; and that this annual reut may lie redeemed 
by payment of a capitalised sum. 

We believe that this provision will be appreciated as a boon by those concerned. 

We have empowered the officer making the partition to make a siiuilar arrangcmcDt 
allowing a proprietor to hold, on a fixed rent, as tenant of another propriettir, orchards and 
other lands which have acquired a special value to him^ or through tiic iiufirovcnicnt made 
by him, but we have not provided that the rent fixed on such lands may be redeemed. 

We have provided that when lands of an estate are held in severalty by the proprietors in 
accordance with a private arrangement made by them, such estate ^hall nut he brought 
under partition otherwise than on a joint application from all the proprietors thereof. 

We have allowed the Collector to give effect under this law not only to the private dividon 
of lands as made among themselves by the proprietors, but also to any private arrangement 
which thev may have made aa to the proportions of the whole land revenue for which each 
proprietor's share shall be liable; provided always that such private arrangement can be 
accepted with reasonable security to the public revenue, and not otherwise. 

We have laid down rules as to the mode of allotting lands held without payment of rent, 
and lands held on permanent intermediate tenures, the rent of which cannot ^ altered by 
the proprietors or their representatiyes. 

We have prescribed a procedure for dealing with lands held in common between the 
proprietors of the estate under partition and the proprietors of other estates. 

We have laid down how the Collector is to act in case of a boundary dispute between the 
estate under partition and another estate. 

We have provided that in cases in which a dispute has been raised before the Collector 
as to whether any lands belong to the estate under partition or to any other estate, and the 
Collector has included the disputed land on the partition, the fact of snch disputed land being 
^pbseqnently declared by a Civil Court not to have belong to the estate which *wae under 
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partition ahall not disturb the partition, but that the proprietor w^qms diHpossessed 
of such land after it has been assigned to his separate estate by the Collector, shall he 
■entitled to recover compensatioh on account of the reduction in the proportionate value 
of the separate estate assigned to hiin; such compensation being recoverable from the 
proprietors of the separate estates on which a proportionate share of the loss caused by the 
decree of the Civil Court in respect of the said lands does not fall. 

We have provided tliat the officer making the partition may, in his discretion, allot 
equal separate estates according to lot, or may, with the sanction of the Collector, dispense 
with lots; and we have provided that two or more shares may be aggregated so as to form 
equal shares fur the purpose of casting lots. 

PART I.X. 

We have prescribed a procedure for the Commissioner in dealing with partition cases; 
and have authorized the Collector to cause boundary marks defining the separate estates 
formed by the pariition to be erected at the cost of the proprietors; and have provided 
that such marks shall be maintained as provided iu the Bengal Survey ^ct, 1875. 

PART X. 

We have provided that a tenure created by one or more proprietors of a joint undivided 
parent estate, bnt not bv all the proprietors of such estate jointly, shall, after partition of 
the estate, hold good in respect of, and be confined to, the separate estate which has been 
assigned to the proprietors who created such tenure. 

We have generally retained the provisions of the existing law empowering the 
Liciitenant-fiovernor to readjust the apportionment of land revenue on separ te estates 
where fraud is discovered within twelve years of a partition. 

We have speeified the mode of publication of general notifications, and of service of 
notices on individuals. 

We have empowered the Collector to enforce compliance with his requisitions by impo¬ 
sition of a daily fine. 

We have provided that the cost of any local enquiry may be dealt with apart from the 
general expenses of a partition, and levied from any party on whom the officer making the 
partition thinks proper to impose the payment of such cost. 

We have provided that all sums payable under this Bill shall be leviable as demands 
under Bengal Act Vll of 1808. 

Wc have speeified the. oiders of a Deputy Collector, of a Collector, and of a Commis¬ 
sioner re${)ectively, against which an appe.-il will lie as of right to the superior revenue 
authority, bnt wc have provided that all proceedings and orders of every subordinate 
authority will be subject to sui^rvisiou, control, and revision by the superior authorities. . 

Wc have authorized the Commissioner and the Board to pass such orders as ther think 
proper as to the payment of costs of appeals made to them respectively. 

We have provided that the Lieutcnaut-Oovornor may vest any Collector or Deputy 
Collector employed on a partition with any powers with which such officer might 1 m 
vested if the parent estate were under settlement. 

Wc have provided that under the orders of a Civil Court or of the Board, partition 
of a rcTcnuc-frcc tenure may be made under the provisions of the Bill. 

Wc have provided that a revenue officer may exercise the same powers as a civil 
court in respect of false evidence given on forgery brought to light iu the course of parti¬ 
tion proceedings. 

Wc have defined the orders of revenue officers which shall be final, and not liable to be 
contested in tniy civil court, or otherwise than as provided in this Bill. 

Wc have rescrvxd a general power of control to the Licutcnant-tlovernor, and have 
provided that the Board shall make rules for the guidaucc of officers; 

*Aud wc have made other verbal and minor changes iu the Bill, as referred to us.

comes before the Couucil.

WiiERKAB it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend tlic lav relating vo 
FKtmbie. partition of estates; 

It is enacted as follows 

PART I. 

Freliminarv. 

1. This Act may be called the “Estates’ 
Partition Act, 1876.” 

It extends to the territories for the time being 
ander the administration of 
Loetl extent. tlic Lieutcnant-tiovcriior of 

Bengal; 

And it shall come into force from the date on 
which it may be published 
Comioenccmcut. Calcutta Gazette with 

the assent of the Governor-General, which date is 
hereinafter referred to as the coramcnccraeut of 
this Act. 

2. When and so soon as this Act shall come 

into force, the Regulations 
Lewi repealed. specified in the 

Schedule hereto annexed, to the extent mentioned 
in the third column thereof, shall cease to have 
effect in the territories subject to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, save so far as they repeal or 
modify any other Regulations or Aets, and save so 
far as regards the partition of any estate which 
shall be pending at the time of the commencement 
of this Act. 

The partition of any estate which shall be pend- 
iag at the time of the commencement of this Act 
shall (except as provided in the next succeeding 
section) proceed and be completed in the same 
manner as if this Act had not been passed. 

3. The provisions of this Act, so far as they 

<, , relate to the contimiation 
.ppiicalle to partition Mail of a partition froul the point 
pending at tUa time of ita pfhich it lias readied, or to 
the staying of the partition 
of an estate, or to striking a partition ease, off 
the file, may be applied, at the discretion of the 
Collector, in all cases of partition of estates 
pending at the time of the comuieuccmcnt of 
this Act, provided that before applying such 
provisions to the continuation of a partition 
the Collector give due notiee in each case to 
the parties concerned that such provisions will 
be applied.

Exception 1.—If the rent payable by the eiilti- 
vating ryots on account of any land * shall have 
been determined by any Court of competent 
jurisdieiion, or shall have been altered with the 
consent of the said ryots at any time during the 
said three years, the amount so determined, or the 
amount to which the rent may have been so altered, 
ihall bo deemed to be the rental of the band. 

Exception 2.—If any land is held on a 
permanent tenure whieh was created by all the 
proprietors of the estate, and which by any law 
for the time being in force is ])rotccted against 
the purcliascr at a sale for arrears of revenue, 
the rent payable by the holder of such tenure 
shall be deemed to be the rental of such land. 

Exception 3.—If any land is held on a tenure 
which, althongh not protected as aforesaid, is 
admitted by all the recorded proprietors of the 
estate to bo a permanent tenure created by all the 
proprietors of the estate, and of such nature tluii 
the rent thereof is not liable to be raised under 
any circumstances by the proprietors^ of the said 
estate, or any person deriving his title from such 
pronrietors. the rent navable hv the holder of

water-works belonging to tho Commissioners is

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fouled or corrupted, the Commissionera may, after 
twenty-four hours’ notice in writing, lay open 
and examine any pipes, conduits, and works 
belonging to such person; 

and if, upon such examination, it appears.that 
the water has been fouled or ooiriiptod by any¬ 
thing proceeding from, or contained in. the 
pipes, conduits, or works examined, the expenses 
of such examination shall bo paid by the person 
to whom such pipes, conduits, or works belong, 
or under whoso maiingcmoiit or control they may 
bo; 

but if it appear that the water has not been so 
fouled or corrupted, then such expenses, and all 
damages occasioned by the ex.aminatiun, shall be 
paid by the Commissioners. 

160. The water rate and all monies collected, 
Applictionofrat^anJ «coivod, or rocovci-ed for 
moniM Ti'CDiTt'J from tlie or in rcspcctof the Supply ol 
supply uf water. Water or tile execution of 

works, and all fines connected therewith, or 
in any respect relating to the water-supply, 
shall be applied by the said Gommissionei's in 
deiiaying the expense of making, extending, or 
maintaining the water-works, 

in paying the interest of monoy borrowed for 
the water-works, 

and in the liipiidation of debts incurred in con¬ 
nection therewith, or for some other purpose con- 
neoted with the supply of water.

obstruction or oiioroncbmeiil, as also all walis, 
fences, rails, posts, or other obstruction or encroach¬

the level and width of every such street shall be 
fixed or approved by the Commissioners; 

and the Commissioners may, if they think fit, 
cause any such street laid out or madb at a level or 
width otherwise thou in accordance with the level 
or width so fixed or approved as aforesaid, to be 
altered; 


or may cause any house, erected in any such

DISTRICT ROAD FUND. 

Notification.

Under Section 89 of Act X of 1871, the following annual accounts and reports of the 
District Road Committees of Cuttack, Poorec, and Balasore, of works done and in progress 
during the past ccss year 1874-75, together with the remarks thereon of the (>ommissiouer 
of the Orissa division, are published for general information.

1 HAVE the honor to submit the annual report of the road ccss operations for the 
year ending on 30th September 1876. 

2. The total income for the year wds Rs. 60,661, and the expenditure Rs. 51,821; leav¬ 
ing a balance of Rs. 8,840-6'5 to be carried to the credit of the fund for the following year. 

3. Original works.—The remodelling of the first > fifteen miles of the Chandballi road 
has been completed at a total cost of Bs. 9,212, or Rs. 614 per mile. Out of this amount 
Ks. 6,135-14-11 were expended during the year under report, the rest having been spent in the 
previous year. The Executive Engineer considers that this work is a great improvement, 
and recommends its being carried out over the next 80 miles; but as to do this would cost 
Rs, 30,000, it is not probable that the Committee will be able to supply the necessary funds. 
The work consists of uniformly raising the road to a proper section, laying down metalled 
tracks to prevent the sandy soil, of which the road is made, from being worn into ruts by 
the heaiy cart traffic, putting in ’culverts in the place of causeways, and building masonry 
bridges in lieu of the present wooden ones. The road runs through a country iuterseoted by 
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uumeroua draiuRge channels and the distributaries and branch distributaries of the Kcudra- 
para canal, and is a very difficult and costly work. It has already been urged that tliis 
road should be made a provincial one, as the cost of maintaining it is too heavy for the 
resources of the Road Cess Fund to bear. 

4. The Oobri bridge on this road, with masonry piers, timber and iron girder superstruc¬ 
ture, is now finished. It is apparently a strong and useful work, though it cannot be said 
to be ornamental. 

5. The road from Bingharpore to Indpore, completing the through line of communica¬ 
tion between the two sub-divisioiial towns of Jajpore and Keiidrapara has been finisbed 
as far as the earthwork is concerned; but several bridges and culverts will be required 
next year, as the country traversed is low and liable to be flooded. 

6. A road has also been constructed from Kendrapara to the canal at Marsagbai 
to open up communication with False Point. It is expected that this road will be 
largely us^ for locai traffic, even after the extension of the canal to Jamboo. The line 
selected appears not to have been the best avalablc, but as the shortest,''was preferred from 
considerations of economy. It will rer^uire further development this year. 

7. Another important Work is the road from Salcporc to Mahanga. This is miles 
long and acts as a feeder to the Chandballi road, opening up a very fertile and populous 
tract of country ; it will be feasible in future years to continue this road to Jajpore, and it 
will then be the shortest way from that place to Cuttack. Three-quarters of the earthwork 
and turfing have been done, and the whole would have been finished, but for the excessive 
rain, which stopped the work. 

8. The Singporc road was marked out, but no work could be done on it owing to 
want of establishment. This is intended to be prolonged eventually to Aul, and this additional 
work will complete the line of communication between Jajpore and .-’iul, which is much 
needed. 

9. The shoal at the mouth of the Chota Hrahmini at Patamoondy has again been 
deepened by the Executive Kngineer, Brahmini Division, from funds supplied by the Road 
Cess Department. This important but inexpensive work will require to be done every 
year, a,8 the floods cause it to silt up. Only Rs. 454-7-1 has been spent on it, and this small 
sum yearly will keep open the river, on which there is important boat traffic. 

10. Under the head of village roads, several small works have been carried out through 
the agency of zemindars, both cheaply and efircctively. 

11. The public garden at Chowllagunge, a suburb of Cuttack, has been very successful 
Supplies of seeds arc regularly received from the Superintendent, Botanical Gardens, Howrah, 
and germinate freely. I have also commenced what I hope will be a very useful feature in 
this garden in future years, by sending men into the hills of the Gurjats to bring seedlings 
of the many valuable and ornamental trees in which those forests are rich. One great 
obstacle to the establishment of a flourishing timber trade in Orissa is the difficulty mer¬ 
chants and others experience iu getting at the trees. It occurred to me that if’ living 
specimens of the most valuable kinds could* be collected in some central place where they 
could be easily inspected, their value would by degrees bi'comu known. I have therefore 
made a large plantation of these trees, aud the gardener in charge is prepared to give informa¬ 
tion to visitors concerning them. 

12. During this, which is only the second year of its existence, the <;arden has alre.'idv 
begun to bo profitable. One thousand nine hundred and sixteen trees have been sold to the 
Irrigation Department and others, realizing the price of Rs. 246-5 ; 287 trees have boen 
sent to Jajpore fur planting on the roads in that sub-division, 100 to F.'ilsc I’uint, and 
48 to the Court of Wards' cutcherry compound at Kauika. At the request of the Civil 
Surgeon 42 trees were supplied for the General Hospital compound, aud to the Reverend 
Chaplain 58 for the church com{K)und. 

13. In order also to stimulate the people of the district to some interest iu the matter 
64 trees have been distributed gratis to native gentlemen in the town and district. In 
addition to this, four miles of the Taldanda road have been planted on both sides with trees, 
in addition to the two miles planted lust year, making a total of six miles, aud about sixteen 
hundred trees. 

14. The total number of healthy young trees averaging six feet in height turned out by 
the garden during the year has been a little over 4,000, and the number still gro-ving and 
ready to be planted out is not much under 6,000. I trust these results will be considered 
satisfactory, especially when it is remembered how short a time the garden has been under 
cultivation, and that the soil was originally a barren waste of sand hills aud thorns. 

16. Bepairs .—These consist of the usual annual earthwork, met.alling, and turfing. 
Due attention has been paid to every road in the district, aud they arc all now iu fair order. 

16. The newly appointed District Engineer, Mr. J. St. Clair Glasson, took charge on the 
I5th May 1875, aud has already effected many improvements. Mr. Glasson’s energy and 
careful supervision have given tlte Committee much satisfaction, and there is every reason to 
hope that the road work of the district will be efficiently conducted under his charge. 
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17. Of the oveneers, Dadar Biix has done veil; Mr. D'Souza does not seem to 
have been so careful as he might have been, but the- District Engineer has not yet had time 
to inspect his work thoroughly. 

18. The head clerk, Paboo Gunnesh Prasad Singh, is an intelligent young man, and 
has performed his duties with great accuracy and diligence. The rest of the establisliinent 
has also worked well. 

19 I submit herewitb the returns in the prescribed form, with the necessary explanations 
as to sanction of transfers from one head of account to another, and other points requiring 
elucidation. 


Explanatory Kote$. 

A. —The figures given in this column have been taken from the revised estimate passed 

by the Hoad Cess Committee on the 19th April 1875, and approved by the Commissioner in 
his letter No. 59RC., dated 5th June 1875. ^ 

B. — Rs. 1,000 ^ere first sanctioned as per budget estimate, and afterwards Rs. 341-7-8 
were transfeircd from village roads iu tliana Salepur— {pide Commissioner's letter 
No. 70RC., dated 14th June 1875). 

C. —Rs. 2,921-3>5 were first sanctioned in the budget for this work, and lieing 
insufficient, the sum of Rs. 412 was added to this amount, as reported in this office No. 244, 
dated 15tb September last, and sanctioned by the Commissioner in his letter No. 20SRC., 
dated 19th idem, from the head of “ Reserve.'’ 

D. —Rs. 2,-400 were alloted in the budget for this purpose, from which Rs. 344-7-8 
were transferred to Mahanga road, as per Commissioner’s letter No 70RC., dated 11th 
June 1875, as stated iu note B. 

E. —Rs. 1,3(X) were first sanctioned in tbo budget, and Ks 50 were received by 
transfer on application of ('oveuanted Deputy Collector of Jajporc from the head of Baruan, 
to ludpore road— (vide Commissioner’s letter No. 17511C., dated 2Srd August 1875). 

F. —Rs. 650 were allotted for this road iu the budget; Rs. 50 were transferred to 
Syadpore road— (vide Commissioner's letter quoted above). 

O.—An allotment of Rs. 4,129-3-3 was provided for in the budget under this head 
Rs. 200 were transferred to the head of Tools, and Rs. 412 to that of the Gobri Nullah 
bridge on the Chandballi road— {vide Commissioner's letters No. 70 and 208RC., dated the 
14th June and 19th September 1875, respectively). 

H. —There was nothing allotted in the budget under this head ; Rs. 200 were sanctioned 
by the Commissioner in his letter No. 7URC., dated 14th June 1875, from the head of 
“ Reserve.” 

I. —The receipts on this head have exceeded the amount estimated in the budget, as the 
realizations of refunds, &c., came to more than was estimated. 

J•—Nothing was aytent on this road during the year ; demarcation completed, but too late 
to allow of any work being done before the rains. 

K. —Rs. 800 were allotted in the budget lor this road including Gopia Nullah bridge, 
which is to be built on it. 11s. 100 only were spent in repairing the road, as the work of 
the bridge was not begun till the commencement of the rainy season. The whole amount 
sanctioned under this head could not be spent before the close of the year under review. 
However, the bridge will be finished this year. 

L. —The excess (Rs. 10) being paid during t^e year on account of last year's salary, ntA 

drawn during that year. V 

M. —This expenditure, incurred by the District Engineer and his establishment, which 
was newly organized under Government Circular No. 1209, dated 8th .March 1875, from Mav 
last. 

Note —Certain original works were erroneously charged in the quarterly returns under 
the head of Repairs. This has been rectified in the annual accounts.

With reference to yonr No. SOlllC., dated L’9th ultimo,! have the honor to state that 
under the following circumstanees the e-xpenditiire under heads “ Original Works’' and 
“ Repair” has been sanctioned and paid by the Committee. 

ItemodeU'inff Pipke anti Khoorda Jinad .—Under this head Rs. 3,000 was only 
sanctioned during the year 1871-1875; Us. 9,851 was estimated and aaneti(»ned for the work 
during 1872-73, of uhich lls. 6,547-7-5 were spent up to the end of 1873-71. and the 
balance of the estimate ainonntcd to lls. 3,306-8-7 on the eoiumenceincnt of the year 
1871-75, Init Us. 3,000 w.as only assigned for expenditure on this road in the budget grant 
of 1874-75, ,as reci’inmended by the Executive Kiigiiicer. The sum of Us. 1,452-10-11 was 
on Ins hands on aeeount of this road on the oOtli September 1874, being the balance of 
advances made in 1873-71, and the dill’erencc of Us. 1,547-5-1 paid to make up the assign¬ 
ment for 1.S74-75, leaving a balance of Us. 306-8-7, as per estimat.! of 1873-71. This sum 
was afterwards paid from Ueservo Fund under orders contained in your letter No. 157 of 
6 th March 1''75 } but still the exi'onditnrc amounted to lls. 471-5-10 in excess of the 
estimate for 1874-75, as explained in the olfiee letter No. 357 of to-day’s date. This makes 
up Rs. 3,780-14-5 expended on the road during 1874-75. 

2. The sum of Us. 1,533 has been expended by the Committee for the eonstruetion 
of a road from Balianta to Sardeipore via llhoobanessur, not originally estimated for under 
your letter No. 92 of 3rd December 1874. 

3. Tlie sum of lls. 331 was only allotted for the annual repair of the road fnim 
Khoorda to Piplee, but the expenditure having amounted to Us. 1,479 on aeeoiiiit of 
sudden damage doue to the road by the Hoods, the repair was sanetioiic<l, and lls. 1,118 in 
excess of the estimate was paid under your letter No. 91 of 7tii December, but still the 
amount could not cover the charges rtaiuired for the repair of the whole road, hence there 
has been an increase of expenditure of Us. l47-6-lf), under order of Committee on the 
report of tiie Executive Engineer, beyond your sauetion, which is now solicited.

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It will be observed that most of the members have attended several meetings. Khetribar 
fihagwan ilatsingh and the Rajah of Parikood each attended only one meeting; hut their 
residences are at a considerable distance from Poorcc. Tiic same is the ease with the 
Revd. T. Bailey. The object of appointing residents of distant parts of the district was 
that every part might be represented as far as possible, and tiiut tlie inhabitants of the whole 
of the district might feel that they had an interest in the disbursement of the roatl cr-ss as 
well as in the payment of it. That this object has been fairly attained is shown by the 
numerous petitions that are received from villages from all parts of the district, beg.'ing tor 
village roads, bridges, &c. The period of two year's for which the ('omroiitee was nominated 
in 1872 expired last year. The appointment of certain new members, and the rc-appoint- 
ment of some of the old members for the next two years, were published in tbc Cairnlla 
Case/fe dated the l8th August 187.5, at page 1055,

3. The original works carried out during the year under report are detailed below. 
The work dune under this iicad has chiefly been confined to carrying on and completing 
what was begun in previous years, viz.:— 

I. —Remodelling and bridging the road from Khoorda to Fipice, 14 miles ; expenditure 
during the year Ks. 3,780-14-5.

II. —Constructing a road from Balugaon on the Cliilkato Banporc; cost Bs. 212-12-2. 

III. —Remodelling and repairing the old Satyabadi stime bridge; expenditure during the 
year Bs. 332-10. 

IV. —Constructing a ferry boat for the Dbamra river on the Baliaghai and ^ladhab 
road at a cost of Us. 293. 


The first road is one of the most important in the district. It was originally con¬ 
structed from the District Road Fund. In consideration of its importance it was siib.se(|nently 
made over to the Public Works Department, and was roughly constructed and partially bridged 
by that department. When the road ccss came into operation it was taken up .as one 
of the local roads. In 1872-73 Rs. 9,834 was sanctioned for remodelling the road, and the 
work was recommenced. Up to the end of last year the work was c.arricd out in ueiieral 
accordance with the estimate and drawings passed by the Committee and the Cutninissioner, 
but the flood of 1874 necessitated additional water-way to the extent of 28 lineal feet. 
This raised the expeuditure to Rs. 10,423-15-7, or Ks. 5G9-13-7 in excess of the 
estimate. 


7. The II. road is one that is purely of local advantage. It branrhes off the Gaiij.-mi 
Trunk Road in the 70th mile from Cuttack, and runs westward to the large and important 
village of Banpore. Us. 2,8-4(i was estimated for this road, and the work cuiuineuccd in June 
1873. It has been completed at a cost of Rs. 2,845. 

8 . The immediate benefit of this work is at present limited to the pilgrims tliat visit 
the temple at Satyabadi, situated about a mile off the Jiiggcrnath road It i-s hnped, howeycr. 
to remodel the old road from Satyabadi to Khoorda hereafter. Tliis iucludo.s Ivs. 500 
subscribed by a native official, Baboo llarekristo Das. 

9. The IV. work, thoijgli small in cost, is an extremely useful one, as tlie river on which 
the boat plies is never fordable.

10. The following roads, bungalows, and ferry boats have been completely repaired 
daring the year under review. The amount incurred in repairing each ol them is set forth 
against each item.

Besides this, Rs. 115 has been paid to the Deputy Collector of Khourda fur the repair 
of Alihidihi village road. The work has not been completed, and the amount is therefore 
shown in the annual account under “ Advance.”' The Deputy Collector of Khoorda, who 
has been entrusted with the work, reports as follows 

“ I have lately visited this road, and am satisfied with the amoiint of work done fur the 
money expended. The heavy rains had cut up the work a great deal, and I have advanced 
a further sum of Rs. 10 to the master of the Alihidihi school, who lives at one end of the 
road, and who has engaged to repair damages and the road fur that sum. There is a small 
nullah which crosses the new road close to the Alihidihi village, and 1 found a few cart loads 
of stone and gravel collected for making a small causeway at the crossing, and 1 have advanced 
Rs. 7 to the Simakaran of Pauchpalli, who has engaged to complete the causeway at a further 
cost of Rs. 7. Rs 82-12-3 was shown as the sum before expended, and I have now advanced 
Rs. 17 more; making in all Rs. 99 12-3, and leaving a balance still in hand of Rs. 15-a>9. 
1 think that the whole of this sum will be required before the road is well finished.

1 HAVE the honor, on behalf of the Road Ce.ss ('omniittce of tliis district, to ml»mit the 
acpoiints f>f the receipts and expenditure of the District Road Fund duriur the year i>74-75, 
as required by section 8U of the District Hoad Cess Act ot 1871. 

2. In coinpliiinec with the requirements of section 88 of the Act, the accounts were 
examined by the Vice-i huiiman and a Sub'Cominittcc appointed ill its behalf hy the Com¬ 
mittee, and were submitted to, and passed by, a general meeting of the i.onimittec held oa 
tlie 15th instant. 

!}. Section 89 of the Act prescribes the submission of “ a report of the work done and 
in progress,” hut contains no specifieatiou of the nature and scope of the report required. 
Avoiding any very minute nr lengthy di$cus.siun on the details of district works, which 
teems unnecessary, 1 shall submit a brief general note on each work nnde;taken. 

4. The roads of this uistrict, exclusive of the Trunk Road, which is not under 
the Cominittcc's supervision, and of village roads, are iwenty-five in number, with a 
mileage of 119 miles and 1,471) feet. For the maintenance of these roads the total allot¬ 
ment, as per the sanctioned estimates, was Rs. G,3u0, and this sum, together with 
Us. 400 for vill.igc roads, Rs. Tii'O for terry boats, and Rs l.'it! for coiitiiigcncies, was 
the entire sum originally allotted for district works of every description. With only Rs. 42 
per mile available fur the maintenaiiec ot cstahlished ruiuls, seven of which are metalled, 
the Committee did not consider itself jii»titii-d in attempting any original works, and 
aeeorditigly allotted the entire sum at its disposal to maintenance and repairs. At 
tlie end of January, however, the t'omniittec received from (loveriimeiit a subsidy of 
Rs. .5.Out), sanctioned in (Jilvcriimeiit Notitication No. 409, dated the iJUih December A.'v"!, 
which enabled it to build several bridges and culverts that w.re urgently required. 

5. Xa. 1, Port Hoad. — A great portion of this important road was reiuetallcii. Tlie 
customs landing place was levelled and metalled. A masonry drain was construe;: d to 
intercept the drainage from above, which formerly caused much mischief. The river hank has 
been protected witli piles driven six to eight feet into the bottom, and with planking bciiiwd 
them, so as to atlurd accommodation for both tlie forward and after gangways of a ste.'imer. 
The receipt of the iron Rualing jetty, which lias been so long detained in (’ah utta, is awaited. 
The only thing the port road now wants is greater width, hut the houses ou both sides 
render any iniprovrmciit in this respect very costly. 

6. iVo. 2, lialanore to JJilrapore Hoad .—Trees were planted and cflii iently fenced : 
wooden bridges were rejiaired ; casual repairs to metalling were carried out where necessary. 
In the previous sca.son four new miles of metalling had been laid down and the mad wiy 
much improved throiighuiit. 

7. A’o. 3, JitJasore to Rulramgurhi Hoad. —Repairs to metalling were carriid out 
where required; the uiimctalled portion was smoothed and reiidereii passaiile afi. r tiiC 
usual damage done hy the floods. 

8. Ao. 4, Soruh to Charukmaree Road. —The portion between Soroh and I tt.iresl.uar 
was remetalled; the remainder of the road has been given up .as uiiiicee.«sary. 

9. No. 0, l iatillery Hoad. —The largo bridge bad its wooden .Nuperstnuturc entirely 
renewed. About two-thirds of the road were renictallod, 

10. No. 8, liusta to Ha iupal Hoad. —Three masonry cause ways were ciuisfriieted and 

some earthwork done. After the expenditure had exceeded Ka. ;5i)0, I stopjicd tin work, 
fciiri'ig that to coiitiuuo to spend small sums of money on this road, which h.ail b'.'cii ooii- 
striieted without .any regard to scioiitifle principles, would ho merely to contiMie the waste of 
fumls ujioii it whieii has alrearfy taken place so often. Put of the reiiiainiiig allotmetit was 
._ r _ ...,i ..n.A .- ...:i:_'-.i .i.__ i __ ..-r •• Ir i« rr.-itifvin<r to ba able tii 
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state that I have this year received from au independent source the sum of Rs. 18,000, 
which I have appropriated for the thorough reconstruction of this road,-—a work which 
Mr. Vertannes, the Executive Engineer, Halasore Survey Division, has kindly taken charge of. 
A survey has already been completed, and briuk-niakiug will commence almost iinmc- 
d’ately. 

11. iVo. 10, Berhampore to Gurpada Road .—Tlie work ou this short line consisted 
merely of surface dressing. 

12. No. 11, Bahitiore to Rasadebporp Road .—A mile and a half was metalled, and the 
timlicr bridges were repaired. In a few places the ro.ad w.is raised. 

18. No. 12, Soroh to Anantpur Road .—This road, which was entirely reconstructed 
during the previou-s year, got its annual surface repairs. A culvert was built, and trees were 
planted and protected. 

14. No. 13, /o.A’iwJrtrree The timber bridges were repaired, and the road 

was sniootheiie t aiul rendered passable by vehicles. 

15. No 14, liinrr'a/oo to Kiiparco Itoif't. —Hs. 200 wore expended in smoothening the 

road and rendering it passable. ' 

1C. ■'<). 15, A^iirpara to Bhudnick Road. —Rs. 3i)0 were spent in smoothening this road, 

which is foniteen miles long. 

17. .!(). It', Bfiitiinirk Station Roadi. —Rs. 500 were expended in metalling the road 

from the salt golas to the ghat; the remaining Rs. 400 were expended in filling in and 
smoothening the roads, and in mending the timber bridges. 

l.s. .\o. If, Bork'kpar to ‘''fiainnutjijnr Road .—Nothing more than smoothening and 
filling up breaches could be done with the funds (Rs 3"(l) allotted. Abridge is very badly 
wanted, and will be constructed when funds are available. 

U). No. IS, lihudrut'k to Chandbali Road .—This road is 32 miles in length, one-half 
of which has been raised, though narrow and ilUconstruetcd ; the other h.ilf is simply a 
track. This road being an essentiid towards the opening out and advancement of the 
province. (Jovernment has several times been urged to re-align and constinct a provincial 
road from the Trunk Hoad to Chandbally, but fnmls have not yet been made available. 
During the year under report a larger .snni (lls. 1,751)) was given to this road than to any 
other, and what could be effected with that sum in earthw.irks and rep.iirs to bridges w.is 
done ; but the road continues very bad, and is in fact frequently totally impa-ssablc. Road 
cess funds arc inadequate for its construetion. 

2b. i\o. 19, Baraiij to Haadftipnr Road. —The large timber bridge was reconstructed, 
the siip.ersfructurc being renewed, and the piers, abntmeiits, and flouring repaired. I'lic 
usual annual surface repairs were carried out. 

21. No, 20, Tarkui to Kunarda Road.—\. large bridge was built over the deep and 
unfordalde Nassa tidal khal, wliicli was diverted so as to allow of the bridge being 
constructed in a favorable situation. Some earthwork was also done. 

22. Ao. 21, t-aliupal to Kainarda Road. —Another bridge was built over the same 
khal. 'lliese two bridges, which may be considered sister works, were the principal original 
undertakings of the year. 'Ihey were built with wooden siipiTstmeture over masonry piers 
and abutments, laid on very solid and deep fouiidatioiia to resist the force of the tide and 
floods, Refore tney were completed, they were exposed to a v.-ry high flood spill from the 
Sooburnarekha, wliich, however, did them no damage. These bridges have rcinlered avail¬ 
able for traffic the two newly coristruetcd roads on whicli they have lieen built. 

23. No. 22, Hlnyla to ^anf/lashwar /font/.—This is a mero track. A few rupees were 
spent in smoothening it, and timber was bought with the remainder of the allotment of 
Rs. 100. 

24. A'o. 23, Knparce to Agarpara 7?o«d.—Smoottiencd and levelled. 

25. No. 2ir, Sawaranjee to Koirpur Road .—The same. 

26. No. 2d, Ranaga to 2'ulpada Road .—This road was improved ; holes were fillcil up, 
and breaches repaired, 

27. Resides rejiairs to existing ferry boats, five new ones were built. A good flat- 
bottomed ferry boat was built for tbc Subnrnarekha ferry at Kalikaporc. Another, on the 
same pattern, was built at the side of the Trunk Hoad close to ibc Kaiisba bridges, and 
floated down stream into tbc (luinai river in Octoljer. It could not have been otherwise 
supplied, as it would have been impossible to cart it; the weather during the south-west 
monsoon would not have permitted its being conveyed by sea from Ralasoie, and the mouth of 
the Gomai is closed during the north-e ist monsoons. For the (inchida, north Baliapal, and 
south 13a lapal femes, new jolly-boats were built and carefully spcltcred, so as to resist the 
teredos, which infest the Balaspre ports and tidal rivers 

28. On the whole, limited as oiir funds have been, tbc district eommunientions have 

been kept in fair order, except the Busta and Baliapal road and the Bliuddruck and rbandbally 
roads. Of these two, tbc former will be reconstructed during the present season, and its 
reconstruction will not only confer a vast boon upon the traflic of the entire north-eastern 
portion of tbc district, but is absolutely essential for administrative purposes. The latter 
can only be adequately dealt with as a provincial work, and 1 trust you will see fit to support 
my frequent recommendations-to that effect. ‘ ‘ 

29. Tliis district has Iiad no Resident Engineer since the beginning of 1874, when the 
late Mr. McClcory was translbrrcd on account of famine exigencies. Ojir workiiiw staff 
eonsi.sts of two overseers at head-quarters, and a siib-overscCr at the siib-tlivision. So far

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probability of road ceas fiiuda, even when tlio rate ia doubled, aa I hope will be the ease 
next year, being adequate for the entertainment of an Kxccutive Engineer. 

60. I have already explained that the effect of the recently sanctioned alterations in 
, the dates fixed fur the payment of the cchs in Orissa will be the reduction by onc-haif of the 
assets of the fund during the current year, and that the expenditure will be very largidy 
increased by the debit against the fund of the cost of the land newly acquired by Oovernnient 
at Olmndbally, in accordance with the orders of Government,—a charge whieh was wholly 
unexpected and unprovided for in the sanctioned estimates ;--80 that, without assistanee, the 
payment of our establishment and the execution of the very moderate works of tnainteiiaiiee 
and repairs which have been sanctioned fur the present year must involve the i'lind in a 
serious dr^ficit. I have a|iplicd for the grant of a sum just sufficient to cover that di ficit, and 
I await the orders of Guverninent upon my application. Meanwhile the current year's 
sanctioned estimates arc being carried out. 

31. Suspicions of dislioucsty having arisen against the late head clerk, Shama (dinrn 
Sircar, a searching investigation was held into the road cess accounts since the date of 
the introduction of the Act into this district. It was found that Shama (diurn Sircar had 
cmbcr./dcd eight separate sums, aggregating Rs. 793*10, and consisting partly of cuntiiigi nt 
charges on account of local printing work, and partly of allotments for village roads, whiidi 
he had hren ordered to draw and to remit to certain persons in the interior. Troper 
measures were at once taken to bring the offender to justice. He was senttoced to five 
years’ rigorous imprisoiiinciit by the sessions court on the 18th June 1875.

31. In eonelusion, it is satisfactory to be able to state my opinion that tbe Road Cess 
Act IS on the whole not unpopular. ' his is much to say of a new measure of taxati m. 
The project of raising by local assessment funds for the maintenance of local communications 
is one of those simple and intelligible arrangements which commended themselves at once 
to the plain practical sense of tlie people. Every one understands the object of the tax, and 
the advantages to he gained by a judicious expenditure of its proceeds. A cousidcrable 
amount of real lively personal interest in the subject has been awakened in persons who 
reside cln.su to, or have business coiiiiections'with, undertakings which have been success* 
ftdly tak 'ii in hand. A great step has thus been gained, both towards tbe introduction of 
self-govcriimcut, and towards tbe. attainment of important material advantages. Experience 
shows that public spirit, and a disposition to iutcrest themselves in affairs relating to tlie 
general welfare, arc making a gradual and steady advance among the native gentlemi u of 
this district; and 1 have frequently occasion to regret that some of those whose services on 
the ( oiumittee might be most useful reside too far off to permit of their attendance. There 
is one point in whieh an alteration in the Act would undoubtedly render it much more 
acceptable—for the present somewhat intricate and troublesome method of calculating the 
cess, a readier and simpler method should be substituted.

With reference to Government Circular No, 51 of 8th August 1874, and section 89 of 
the Uoad Cess Act, I have the honor to submit in original, for publication in the Calcutta 
Gaietle, the annual reports and accounts of the District Road Fund of the several districts 
of this division for the cess year 1874.76, and to observe as follows. 

2 . The total receipts during the year in Cuttack, Puoree, and Balasore di-stricts, 
including balance outstanding on 30th September 1874, and the grant-in-aid from provincial 
fund, amounted toBs. 1,08,912-7-7 {vide divisional statement ^annexed); the total expendituie 
on originnl works, repairs, and establishment, &c., was Rs. 87,865>7-10, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 21.046-15-9 unexpended at close of the year. 
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3 . The total receipts, expenditure, and balance of each district were as follows

The balance unexpended in Pooree is large, because the Road Cess ('ommittcc liad no 
proper and elEcicnt working establishment. In future such large balances will not recur. 

4. In Cuttack district the undermentioned original works were carried out:— 

(1) Remodelling ^jie first fifteen miles of the Ghandbally road. 

(2) A bridge on this road over Gobri Nullah with masonry piers, timbers, and iron 

girder superstructure. 

(3) A road from Bhingharpore to Indpore, completing the line of communication 

between the two sub-divisional towns of Jajipore aud Kendrapara. 

(4) A road from Kendrapara to Marsaghye, opening up communication with False 

Point. 

(5) A road from Salepore to Mahanga, acting as a feeder to the Chandbally road, and 

opening up a fertile and populous tract of country. 

(6) Several small village roads, constructed with assistance of zemindars. 

(7) Deepening shoal at mouth of Chota Bramhini river to keep open the rivers on 

which there is important boat traffic. 

(8) A nursery or public garden at Chowleagunge. 

5. The Chandbally road is most important both for traffic and passengers, and ought to 
be completed and kept in thorough repair. It runs through a country intersected by 
numerous drainage channels and canal distributaries. The Executive Engineer e.HtimatPs 
completion of this road over the remaining 30 miles at a cost of Rs. 30,000, a sum beyond 
the power of the Road ('css Committee to set apart for it. The Committee are of opinion 
that this road should be made a provincial one. A proposition to this effect has been already 
disallowed by Government, and I fear it is not likely to be reconsidered. 

6. The Collector gives the following account of Chowleagunge nursery :— 

“ During this, which is only the second year of its existence, the garden has already 
begun to be profitable. 1,916 trees have been sold to the Irrigation Department and others, 
realising the price of Rs. 246-5; 287 trees hare been sent to Jajipore for planting on the . 
roads in that sub-division, lUO to False Point, aud 48 to Court of Wards' cutcherry compound- 
at Kumika ; 42 trees supplied for the General Hospital, and .58 for the Cuttack church conv 
pound; and about 1,600 trees have been planted on to the aides of six miles of the T.-iMunga 
road. These results arc satisfactory as far as they go; but the difficulty iu rearing trees when 
planted in Orissa is immense, as they are exposed to persistent depredations of cattle." 

7. Repairs. —Necessary repairs were executed to every road in the district, aud all ro.'ids 
arc reported in fair order. 

8. The Committee have worked fairly well during the year. I think their meetings 
might have been more frequent. The District Engineer, who is well spoken of in the Com¬ 
mittee's report, has, I am sorry to say, fallen into evil ways sinec the close o: the period 
under report, and his case has been submitted for orders of Government. 

9. The works proposed to bo done during 1875-76 by the (.'ominittee are detailed in 
the budget estimate fur 1875-76, submitted with this office No. 225 RC, dated 2.5th Septem¬ 
ber 1875. 

10. Pooree District. — Original tforks. —The work done under this head has been con¬ 
fined to carrying on aud completing what was begun in the previous year, viz.— 

Isf.—Remodelling and bridging the road from Khoorda to Piplec. 

'2nd .—Constructing a road from Baliigaon on the Chilka to Daiiporc. 

Sn/.—Remodelling aud repairing old stone bridge at Satyabadi. 

4/A.—Constructing a ferry boat for the Dhainra river on the Baliighori and 
liladhub road. 

11. Road No. 1 is an important line. It is 14 miles in length, and connects the town 
of Pooree and Khoorda sub-divisional station. From paragraph 6 of the t’oniniittre’s 
annual report it appears that the remodelling of this roail has cost Ks. 10,123-15-7. The 
tlollcctor and Chairman of the Committee was asked to explain, with refercni e. 'o paragraph 
11 of Government Notification No. 113 of 7th j'lny tL’w J, why no :;.n)eum of C.ivi rnuu'iit 
was obtained before the work was put iu liond, or tlic insiruciions ihcrcin given were 
followed. 

The Collector explains that construction of the road was at fir.st sanctioned .at Rs. 2,354 
in 1872-73 : hence no application was made for Govcrnnient sanction. The work w-as rom- 
meuced, and carried out agreeably to the csliroalc.a sauclioned, until the end of last 
when the flood of 1874 necessitated the construction of additional bridges, thus raising the 
expenditure to Ra. l0,423.16-7,Rs. 569-15-7 in excess of the original estimate. As the 
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cumplction report of this road, shoving excess expenditure above the estimate, came to hand at 
the end of the year 1874-75, it was laid before the Committee on the 2ud October, anU the 
excess amount was paid on their approval. 

12. Repairs .—The following roads, bungalows, and ferryboats, were completely repaired 
at a cost of Us. 5,617-9-0, and Rs. 610-11-7 were expended in repairing village roads•

1 "). The Committees have held meetings regularly, and worked very well under thi- 
earet'n! direciioti of Mr. Armstrong. 

16. JJalasnre District —No original work was undertaken in this district during the 
year under report. The total sanctioned allotment was expended on repairs, maintenance, 
and establishment, &:c. The Committee’s report describes fully the works executed, and tin' 
annual account shows the expenditure ‘on each work. In the annual account a sum of 
Ks. 1,206-14-2 has been shown under head “ Original worksbut the Collector explains 
that it represents an unadjusted balance remaining over from 1873-74, which was .shown 
under advances outstanding in that year's account. The same remark applies to the item 
of Rs. 100 on account of clearing Dhainra towing-path, for which no provision was made in 
the budget for 1874-76. 

17. The expenditure on following works differs from the appropriation made in the 
sanctioned budget owing to subsequent transfers of funds from one work to another, sanc¬ 
tioned by this office agreeably to paragraph 12 of Government Notification No. 173, dated 
7th May 1872

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18. For the works proposed to be done during 1875.76 the Collector reports as 
follows 

" For the year 1875-76 the sum of Rs. 6,400 has been assigned to the maintenance and 
repair of roads other than village roads, R», 500 to the construction and repairs of ferry 
boats, and Ks. 500 to village roads. The sum of Us. 6,400, applied to the maiutcriancc 
and repairs of 149 miles of road (excluding the new Barripadda and Moraigdon road to be 
added during the current year), gives somewhat less than 43 per mile. With this sum it is 
not intended to attempt any new works, except a few small culverts on roads Nos. 2,3, and 11. 
Excluding the cost of these, which will be slight, the whole of the allotment will he expended 
on repairs to masonry and wooden bridges, renewal of metalling, repairs to earthwork, and 
surface dressing.'’ 

19. In all districts, with increased funds, much useful work remains to he done. The 
Committees are well aware of this, and have only refrained from increasing the rate until a 
reasonable time has elapsed, and the people acquire confidence in the working of the law. It 
is probable that next season the higher rate of cess will be voted, and fuuch thus obtained 
for extended operations. I fully appreciate and approve of the caution which has charac¬ 
terised the Committee’s proceedings in not too hastily imposing the full rate. 

20. So far the road cess law has worked smoothly and well, and I believe that it has 
been accepted by all classes without serious objection, and is likely to prove a most popular 
and useful measure, not only in providing funds for local roads and improvements, but as 
aifording zemindars a clear insight into their assets, and ryots and tenure-holders a useful 
record of their rights and rents : tlius securing confidence between landholders and tenants, 
and materially improving zemindary management.

empowered hy the Government of India to grant licenses under Section 17 of Act XXXI 
of 1860 for import to the sea-port or station. 

h. When a person is desirous of transporting any such articles from any place in Briti.sh 
India other than the sea-ports or stations referred to in the last preceding rule, to any place 
ill British India within the territories of another Local Government or .Administration, he 
must apply fur a pass to the ISecretary to tlic Government of Imiia in the Home Department, 
or to the .Secretary to the Local Government of the territory out of which he desires to 
convey the articles, or to the Magistrate or Deputy Commissioner or other chief Evecutivc 
Olficer of the District out of which he desires to cuiivev the articles, or to such other ofllecr 
as the Government of liulia may have authorized by notification to grant such a pass. 

1. The apjilieation must in either case he in writing; it must sjieeify the town, station, 
or other place into whieli the articles are intended to be transported, and must contain fnlT 
information as to the quantity, ipialitr and dcscriptiou of the articles and the purpose for 
which they are respectively designed. AVliere tho articdcs have been imported from abroad, 
the license under which they have been imported must be appended. 

0 . It will be within the discretion of thfl officer authorized in this behalf to grant the 
pass if from the information thus given and otherwise obtained he considers that such p.ass 
may he safely granted. A register shall be kept of all passes so granted, and a copy of 
each p.ass shall lie sent to the Magistrate of the district within which the place to whie!i the 
articles arc to be transported is situated. 

6 . The articles covered hy such pass shall be taken direct to the place of destination 
mentioned in the pass without being sold or made use of at any intermediate place. 

7. On the articles rc.aching their destination the person in charge thereof must deliver 
the pass to the Magistrate of the district within six days. It will be the duty of that officer 
to satisfy himself tiiat the articles transported correspond with the entries in tho pasr, and 
to sec that any deficiency that may exist is satisfactorily accounted for. The pass shall then 
be endorsed and returned to the bolder if he may lawfully keep in his possession the articles 
of which it covers tho transport.

^ Fixed White Light at Veua'wal. 


No. 8.— Fort tl'Uliam, the 13/A April 1876.—Information has been received from 
the British Political Agent at Kattywar that the light hitherto displayed from a kcrosinc 
lamp at VcrAwal, has been replaced by a mure {towcrful light which was exhibited on the 
5th March 1876. 

The light is a fixed while light at an elevation of 56 feet above high-water, visible 
through an arc of 180° from a distance of 13 miles. 

The illuminating apparatus is dioptric, or by lenses of the fourth order.

tion of the Commissioners, for non-payment of the 
same, such sum, with all costs, may be levied by

or land in respect of which a rate is duo, bydistross 
and sale of any moveable property found on the house 
or land, under a warrant in tho form contained 
in the fifth schedule, or to the like effect, to be 
issued for that purpose by tlie Commissioners. 

Fbr every notice of demand under this section 
which the Gonuuissioaers shall cause to bo served 


upon any person, a foe, not exceeding one rupee, 
shall be paid by such person. 

Such fee shall be added to tho amount of the 
rate in respect of which the notice is given, and, 
if not duly paid, shall bo levied in the sane 
manner os such rate may be levied.

All sales of property under this section shall, so 
for as maybe practicable, bo regulated by the 
procedure now in force, or liereafter to bo in force, 
in the Court of Small Causes with respect to sale 
after distress. 

Fees shall bo payable upon distraints under 
this Act according to tho rates set Jforth in the 
Table of Fees in tho sixth schedule. 

All officers and servants of the Corporation are 
prohibited from purchasiug any property at any 
such sole.

Report No. 207, dated 26th May 1871, fmni the Comptroller .and Deputy Comptroller General, 
recommending certain modilicatiuiis in the arrangement of subjects and detailed rules for 
conducting the Departmental Examinations founded on their experience as examiners. 


Resolution. —The Governor General in Council is pleased to approve 
of the proposed alterations in the rules. 

2. The subject of “ Algebra to Quadratic Equations inclusive ” will be 
transferred to the examination for admission; the marks assigned to it will be 
as before 260, raising the total marks obtainable to 1,250: no further ehuiige 
will be made in this exaniinution. 

3. The rules for the examination of candidates for admission to the 
service of the Government of India in the Financial Department, and of 
officers in the Financial Department, wdll henceforward be as follows:— 

Entrance Examination. 

I. —Candidates for admission to the Department arc selected from time to 
time according to the lequircments of the service, three being numi'd for each 
expected vacancy. 

II. —The ago of a candidate, wdien examined, must not exceed twenty- 
five years, and he must produce a certificate by a Government medical officer 
of physical fitness for service in the plains of India. 

III. —The nominated candidates arc examined in the subjects described in 
the first schedule attached to this resolution, and (subject to the condition 
hereinafter stated), the candidate who obtains the liigbost marks is appointed to 
the first vacancy in the sixth class of the Department, the candidate who 
obtains the second place to the second vacancy, if tlnu’c he more than one 
vacancy to he filled, and .so on. No candidate is admitted to the Department 
who obtains less than 600 marks in all, or less than half marks in Arithmetic 
and Algebra. 

IV. —A candidate is not allowed to compete at the entrance examinations 
more than twice. 

V. —The examination is by Written questions and answers; the questions 
being prepared in such manner as the Governor General in Council from time 
to time directs. 

« 

VI. —A candidate may be examined at any place w'here arrangements can 
be made to secure the integrity of the examination. 

Departmental Examinations. 

VII. —A half-yearly examination is held for officers in the fifth and sixth 
classes of the Department (on the Mondays next after the 10th May and lOtli 
November, and following days) in the subjects detailed in schedules II and 
III annexed to this Resolution. These examinations are stylcd,the Lower and 
Higher Departmental Examinations respectively. 
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VIII. —Aa officer who shows, at any departmental examination, a corape* 
tent knowledge of all the prescribed subjects and obtains half marks in the 
Aggre^te, is held to have passed the examination. An officer is, however, per¬ 
mitted to pass each of the departmental examinations in two instalments, if 
he notifies his intention beforehand, and specifics the subjects in wliicdi he is 
prepared for examination. In such case a higher standard of knowledge is 
required. 

IX. —As a rule, a candidate failing in one of the subjects specified is 
re-examined in the whole; but, in case of marked excellence in a subject, tlie 
examinors may exempt the candidate from re-examination in such subject, even 
although he may have failed in others. 

X. —An officer who does not pass the Lower Departmental Examination at 
the fourth or some earlier examination, and the Higher Department Examina¬ 
tion at the eighth or some earlier examination, after he joins tlic l)ei>artmeut, 
ceases, without further orders, to belong to the Department from the date on 
which the result of the examination is declared. Provided that if, before the 
said fourth or eighth examination (as the case may be), tlie officer have obtained 
leave of absence on medical certificate for more than three months, he is 
allowed to remain in the service for six months longer, in order to present him¬ 
self at one more examination. 

XI. —Upon passing each departmental examination, the pay of an officer of 
the sixth class is increased, from the date on which the examination ends, 
by Rs. 50 a month. The pay of an officer of the sixth class who has 
passed the Ixnver Examination is Rs. 250, and that of an officer of the 
sixth class, who has passed the Higher Departmental Examination, Rs. 300 a 
mouth. 

XII. —An officer is not promoted sub.stantivoly to the fifth class until he 
has passed the Lower Departmental Examination, and to the fourth class until 
he hasliassed the Higher Departmental Examination. 

XIII. —-Offieialing appointments to the fourth and fifth classes are made 
after consideration of tlie order iu which officers have passed the departmental • 
examinations. 

XIV. —The departmental examinations are conducted at the local account 
offices, iu the presence of the Accountant General, and under the direction of 
the Comptroller General and Deputy Comptroller General, who decide’ upon 
the marks to he awarded to each examinee. If those officers differ as ^o the 
marks to be assigned to any answer, the Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Financial Department decides finally between them.

XV.—The rules for conducting all the examinations are as follows :— 

(1.) The examination papers are sent in a sealed packet, not to be opened 
till the examination begins, each cover containing a separate sialcd 
envelope for each paper set; these envelopes must not be opened 
until the papers are required for distrihutioii. An index 
number is assigned to each candidate. This index number is to be 
entered by the candidate on each of liis pajicrs, instt-ad of his nano , 
which is uotohere to appear on the proceedings. 

(2.) The several papers should he given out singly, and the hour at which 
each paper is given out and received back is to l)c mentioned in the 
presiding officer’s report. The exercises are to be worked out hv 
the ctindidate in presence of the presiding officer. 

(3). The questions need not be written out by the candidate, but only the 
answers and solutions in full, with the numlM'v of the (jiie.stion pn*- 
fixed. The answers may be first worked out on waste paper. The 
neatness of the candidate’s paptws is taken into eonsideratiou by tlie 
examiners in assigning values to his work. paper sliould be of 

foolscap size, ivith the candidate’s index number and tln' date, and 
the title of each subject at the head of the jiapor. 'I'lie solutions as 
first written out fair are to he tninsmitted to the Comptroller tieneral, 
without alteration or correction, immediately after the close of the 
examination.

13. —Candidates for the Lower Examination yvho are now in tho D^*partment 
and who have not passed in Algebra, will be examined in that sulgect; and 
those who have already passed the Lower but not the Higher Departmental ex¬ 
amination, will i)e examined in annuities, compound interest, and tho use of 
logarithms of numbers. 

14. —In order to avoid misapprehension, tho Qovomor-Qcneral in Council 
declares that nothing in this Re.solution is to bo understood as limiting the 
powers which the Government has, throughout, expressly retained, of appoint¬ 
ing gentlemen not in tho Departrhont, to any office in any class of the Depart¬ 
ment whenever the interests of the public service require it. The Government 
will alwrays appoint an officer belonging to the Department to a vacancy, if there 
is such an officer of sufficient standing and ex'pcrience and qualified for the 
office in every respect. But it must he emphatically undeivstood that the offi¬ 
cers in the Classified List have no monopoly of tho departmental service other 
than that wlitch the opportunities of their position, diligently improved, may 
seedre to them. 

16.— ^Tlie first consideration, when a vacancy occurs in the Department, 
will always be the efficiency ‘of tho public service; and no claim on the part 
of tho officers of the Department will ever be allowed to stand in the way of the 
enlistment, in the higher offices of the Department, of officers of the Covenanted 
Civil Service, or even of gentlemen not in the service of the Government at 
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all. whenever it is thought that the public interests require, or will be pro¬ 
moted by. such enlistment. 

16. —Moreover, His Excellency in Council deems it proper to declare that 
*the Government of India holds itself free, not only to appoint to any oQice in the 
Einance Department any one not an enrolled officer of the Department whose 
appointment is considered necessary in the public interest, but also to pay to 
the person selected for such appointment such remuneration as may be required 
in order to secure his services. 

17. —As regards Departmental Examination this resolution will take effect 
from the examination to be held in November 1870. 


Ordered, that the foregoing Eesolution be published in the Gazette of 
India and communicated to the Comptroller General, the Accountants General, 
and the Deputy AecoiAitants General in independent charge, and to each can¬ 
didate nominated to compete for admission to the Department, and to each 
officer on his appointment to the Department.

XXXIII of the Kurlout^h Rules published vith the General Order of the Government of 
India in the Military Department, No. 171, dated the 25th February 1874, the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to decide that furlough in India may be allowed under 
Chapter I of those Rules to a Military Officer in civil employ, who is entitled to furlough 
out of India, under the same chapter, by the Gorerninent to which ho is subordinate, and 
that such an Officer is further entitled to subsidiary leave and privilege leave under the 
Rules in the Civil Leave ('ode. If he is a ('ommissioned Officer, he is also entitled under 
the Notification of the Government of India, in the Financial Department, No. 1709, dated 
Uth March 1875, to examination leave under the Buies in the Civil Leave Code. A 
Military Officer is under no circumstances entitled to any leave under the Civil Leave Code, 
excepting subsidiary leave, privilege leave, and examination leave. 

When furlough in India is granted to a Military Officer in civil employ by the Govern¬ 
ment to which the Officer is subordinate, a copy of the order granting the furlough should 
be sent to the Military Department. 

A'o. 2295.—The Governor-General in Council directs that the following be substituted 
for Rule 1; under Section 24 of the Acting Allowance Code 

1. A regimental Medical Officer appointed to act as Civil Surgeon of a Station without 
relinquishing his regimental duties is entitled to an acting allowance of one hundred 
rupees a mouth.

Wbebbas it is expedient to consolidate and 
_ amend the law relatbg to 

** ■ the municipal afRurs of the 

Town of Calcutta; It is hereby enacted as 
follows:— 


CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited as The Calcutta 
Municipal' Consolidation 
Act, 1876.”

three months after the date on which it may be 
published in the Calcutta Gazette with the assent 
of the Governor-General.

This repeal shall not revive any office, autho¬ 
rity, or thing abolished by any such enactment, 
or afiect the validity of any thing done or 
suffered, or any right, title, obligation, or liability 
accrued before tho'commencement of this Act. 

And all rules prescribed, assessments, valua¬ 
tions, measurements, divisions, and appointiuonts 
made, powers conferred, and notifications pub¬ 
lished under any such enactment, and all other 
rules (if any) now in force and relating to the 
matters hereinafter dealt with, shall (so far as 
they are consistent with this Act) be doomed to 
have been respectively prescribed, made, con¬ 
ferred, and published hereunder. 

And all references made to any such enactment 
shall, as far as may be practicable, be deemed to 
be made to this Act.

occupied houses, and the houses then being bmlt 
and therOforo uninhabited, and also of all other 
uninhabited houses within his district, and in all 
respects conform to, and obey, the instructions 
which may be issued ^o him by the Chairman in 

this behalf. , » , 

Provided that, m the case of females, no 
account shall be taken either of their name or age. 

184. The Chairman, when he deems such

fences, rails, posts, or other obstruction or encroach* 
ment erected in any publio street, or in or over

and the Comminioners may, if they think fit, 
cause anv sudh street laid out or mode at a level or 
vridth otherwise than in aooordanco with the level 
or width so fixed or approved as aforesaid, to be 
altered;

and, under the provisions of the said Act No. IV 
0 ^ 1862 and Madras Act No. VI of 1866, is bound 
to appoint, and has power to remove, certain of 
the directors of the said Banks of Benf^l and 
Madras respectively, and has also power to give 
a proxy to any person whom the Governor General 
in Council may appoint, to attend and vote at any 
meeting of the proprietors of each of the same 
Banks; 

And whereas the Government of India has 
determined to sell its said shares and to surrender 
its said powers; and it is expedient to relieve the 
said Government from the said duty of appointing 
directors, and to repeal the said enactments and to 
consolidate such of them as relate to the said 
Banks of Bengal and Madras respectively with tlie 
changes rendered necessary or desirable by such 
sale, surrender and relief; 

And whereas it is expedient to rednee the said 
capital of the Bank of Bengal by two millions 
of rupees and. to reduce the said capital of the 
Bank of Madras by six hundred and twenty-five 
thousand rupees, and to divide the capital so re¬ 
duced of each of the same Banks into shares of 
five hundred rupees each; 

And whereas it is expedient that the said New 
Bank of Bombay, Limited, should be reconsti¬ 
tuted and regulated, in manner in this Act provid¬ 
ed, under the name of the Bank of Bombay; 

It is hereby enacted as follows 


CHAPTER-1.

CHAPTER VIII.

(il) bonds, debentures and annuities charged 
by the Imperial Parliament on the 
revenues of India; 

(3) stock or debentures of, or shares in. Rail* 

way or other Companies, the interest 
whereon shall have Iteen guaranteed 
by the Secratary of State fur India iu

(4) debentures or other securities for mone^ 

issued by, or on behalf of, any municu 
pal body under the authority of any 
Act of a legislature established in Bri* 
tish India;

(5) bullion or other goods which, or the doou* 

ments of title to which, are deposited 
with, or assigned to, the Bank as 
.security for such advances, loans or 
credits; and 

(6) accepted bills of exchange and promissory 

notes indorsed by the payees 
Provided that such advances and loans may be 
made, if the directors think fit, to the Secretary 
of State for India in Council, without any specific 
security'; 


{b) the selling and realization of the proceeds of 
sale of any such promissory notes, debentures, stock 
receipts, bonds, annuities, stock, shares, seourities, 
bullion or goods which, or the documents of title 
to which, have been deposited with, or assigned to, 
the Bank ns security for suck advances, loans or 
credits, or which are held by the Bank, or over 
which the Rank is entitled to any lien or charge 
in respect of any such loan o§ advance or credit or 
any debt or claim of the Bunk, and which have 
not been redeemed in due time in accordance with 
the terms and conditions (if any) of such deposit 
or assignment; 

(e) the drawing, discounting, buying and selling 
of bills of exchange and other negotiable securities 
payable in India, or (in the cose of the Bank of 
Madras) in Ceylon ; 

{/I) the investing of the funds of the Bank 
upon any of the securities specified in paragraph 
(a) of this seotion, clauses (1), (2), (3) and (4),and 
converting the same into money when requin^, 

and from time to time altering, converting and 
transposing such investments for or into others of 
the iuvestnieuts above speoiiied ; 

(e) the making, issuing and circulating of bank- 
post-bills and letters of credit iiiiule payable in 
India, or (in the case of the Bank of Madras) iu 
Ceylon, to order, or otherwise than to the bearer 
on demand; 

(/) the buying and selling of gold and silver, 
whether coined or uncoined; 

(y) the roa'iving of deposits and Icceping cash- 
accounts on such terms ns may be agreed on ; 

{A) the acceptance of the chaige and manage* 
ment of plate, jewels, title-deeds or other valuable 
goods on such terms as may be agreed upon; 

(») the selling and realizing of all property 
whether moveable or immoveable, which may in 
any way come into the possession of the Bank iu 
satisfaction or part satisfaction of any of its claims; 

(y) the transacting of pecuniary agency business 
on commission ; 

{i) the acting as agent on commission in the 
transaction of the following kinds of business 
(namely) j— 

(l) the buying, selling, transferri,ig and taking 

charge of any securities, or any shares 
in any public Company ; 

(8) the receiving of the process, whether prin¬ 
cipal, interest or dividends, of any 
securities or shares; 

(3) the remittance of such proceeds at the risk 
of the principal hy public or private 
bills of exchonge, payable either in 
India or elsewhere; 

(/) the drawing of bills of exohange, and the 
granting ofi letters of credit, payable out of India, 
for the use of principals fur the purpose of the 
remittances mentioned in the last preoraing clause 
of this section; 

(m) the buying, for the pqroose of meeting such 
bills or letters of credit, of bills of exchauge payr 
able out of India, at any usanoe not exceeding six 
months; 

(•) and, generally, the doing of all (uch mat¬ 
ters ond things as may be inoidentdl or subsidiary 
to the transacting of the various kinds of business 
hereinbefore specified; 
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(o) It shall also be lawful for tlie Bank under 
any arrangement or agreement with the Socretaiy 
of State for India in Council— 

(1) to act as banker for, and to pay, receive, 

collect and remit money, bullion and 
securities on behalf of the Government; 

(2) to undertake and transact any other busi¬ 

ness which the Government may from 
time to time entrust to the Bank ; 

And the directors shall have power from time to 
time to arrange and settle with the Governor Gen¬ 
eral in Council the terms of remuneration on 
which such business shall be undertaken by the 
Bank, and also as to the examination and audit 
from time to time of the accounts and adairs of 
the Bank by or on behalf of the Governor General 
in Council.

whole at any one time such sum as may be prescrib¬ 
ed by the hyc-laws for the time being in force. 

{e) Nor siiall they discount or buy, or advance and 
lend, or open cash-credits on the security of any iic- 
gotiahlc instrument of any individual or panner- 
ship firm, payable ill the town or at the place where 
it is presented for discount, which does not carry on 
it the several resjxmsibilities of at least two ]>crsons 
or firms unconnected with each other in general 
partnership. 

(f) Nor shall they discount or buy, or advance 
and lend, or open oash-crcdits on the security of 
any negotiable security having at the date of the 
propofi^ transaction a longer jieriod to run than 
three months, or if drawn after sight, drawn for a 
lunger period than three mouths : provided that, 
in the case of the Bank of Madras, the directors 
may discount negotiable securities payable in 
Ceylon having at the date of the traii.-actioa a 
jieriod to run not exceeding four mouths. 

Nothing contained in this Act shall bo dei'mcd 
to prevent the directors from 
Ovonlniwing. allowing any pt‘rsou who 

kiieps an account with the Bank from overdrawing 
such account, without security, to the extent of 
sums not oxc^ing at any one time two thousand 
rupees in the whole.

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mk. Damfier, the Bill to amend and consoli¬ 
date tho law relating to municipalities was further considered in order to tho 
settlement of its clauses. » 
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To Section 3, on the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Damfieb, the following 
clause was added:— 

“ All property, moveable and immoveable, of any kind whatsoever, derived under any of 
the enactment specified in theRfth sohedole, or otherwise, and vested in, or held in trust for, 
the late'Commissioners under the stud District Municipal Improvement Act, 1864, or the late 
Committee under the said District Towns’ Act, 1868, shall become vested in the Commissioners 
under Chapter II, and their successors; and oil such property so derived, and vested in, or held 
in trust for, the late Commissioners under Act XX Vl of 1850, shall become vested in the 
Commissioners of the station under Chapter lY, and their BucoeBsors.” 

In Section 5, clauses (1) and (2), verbal amendments were made in the 
definitions of ‘‘carriage” and “cart;” and clause (13), the definition of 
“ navigable channel,” was omitted as unnecessary. 

A verbal amendment was made in Section 6. 

Section 31 was omitted as unnecessary, consequent on the addition made 
to Section 3. 

The* Hon’ble Mk. DAifPiEK moved the insertion of the following clause at 
the end of Section 79 (relating to the tax on persons), and the omission of a 
similar clause from the end of Section 81:— 

“ Such tax shall not be assossed or levied on any person in reepoct of the occupation of 
arable lands, or of any building which is used exclusively os a place of worship.” 

In Section 90 (exemptions from the tax on holdings) the words “ or as a 
hospital ” were omitted. 

A verbal amendment was made in Section 111. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Damfieb, the following section, taken 
from Section 27 of Bengal Act IV of 1871 (the Pooree Lodging-houses Act), was 
introduced after Section 197;— 


“ Whoever being the occupier of a house in or near any public road, keeps, or allows to 
be kept, for more than twenty-four hours, otherwise than in some proper receptacle, any dirt, 
dung, bones, ashes, night-soil, or filth, or any noxious or offensive matter, in or upon such 
house, or in any out-house, yard, or ground attached to and occupied with such house, or 
suffers such receptacle to be in a filthy or noxious state, or neglects to employ proper means to 
cleanse the same, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees.” 

And the following sections, taken from Sections 69 and 70 of Bengal 
Act III of 1864 (the District Municipal Improvement Act), were introduced 
after Section 200:— 


“ The Municipal Commissioners may license such necessaries for public accommodation as 
they, from time to time, may think proper; and whoever shall keep any public necessary 
without such license, or, having a license for a public necessary, shall suffer the same to be in 
a filthy or noxious state, or sh^l neglect to employ proper means for cleansing the same, shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees, and such license may bo withdrawn. 

“ Whoever being the owner or occupier of any private drain, privy, or oess-pool, s h a l l 
neglect or refuse, after warning from the Municipal Commissioners, to keep the same in a 
X)roper state, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty rupees.” 


A verbal amendment was made in Section 215. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Damfieb, a verbal amendment was 
made in Section 233, and the following section was introduced after Sec¬ 
tion 233:— 


“ 238a. Whoever causes or allows the water of any sink, sewer, or oess-pool, or any 
other ofi'ensive matter belonging to him, or being on his land, to run, drain, or be put or 
thrown upon any road, or causes or allows any offensive matter to run, drain, or be thrown 
into a Bunaoe drain near any road, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty-five rupees 
for every such offence.” 

Verbal amendments were made in'Sections 285, 286, and 338; and 
Section 337 was omitted. 


On the' motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Damfieb, the following words were 
added to Section 372:— 

” And the proceeds of the assessment on such lands made under the Part shall be 
paid into the Municipal, Union, or Station Fund (as the case may be), and shall be available 
lor the puiposes of such fund.” 

In the schedule of repealed Acts (Schedide V, Parts 1 and II) some 
necessary amendments wore made. * 
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On the motion of the Hom’ble Baboo Ramshunkes Sen, a verbal amend¬ 
ment was made in Section 364; and in Section 369 the period after wliicli the 
proceeds of unclaimed holdings should be transferred to the Municipal Fund 
was extended from one year to three years. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Dampieb then moved tliat tlie Bill be [)as8cd. 

His IIoNOK the Pkisident said—“It will bo entirely for the Council to 
decide whetlier tliia Bill sliould be passed; but I wish to say that, for myself, 
I think that the Bill has been most fully and amply considered down to its minutest 
details, and that there appears to bo no reason why it should not be passed. 

But before putting the motion, I should like to make one or two observa¬ 
tions on the resolutions passed at a meeting of a number of respectable native 
gentlemen at Bhowanipore, which appears in the newspapers this morning. 
With all respect for tho.se gentlemen, I should like to make a few remtirks that 
occur to mo for the consideration of hon’ble members. The first resolution at 
which the meeting arrived is this— 

“ That this meeting records its dissatisfaction with the present system for the adminis¬ 
tration of municipal ail'uira in the suburbs of Calcutta, there Icing no bond of union 
Wween those who administer the municipal funds, and those who have to find the same; 
and observes with aiixictr the expansion of the -objects of municipal expenditure, and the 
studied exclusion of the Imperial and Provincial Funds from due liability for the same.” 

The Council will observe that there are two points in that resolution— 

that these gentlemen think that there is not a sufficient “ bond of union 
between those w'ho administer municipal funds and those who have to find 
the same.” I really do not know what that means. It is a vague and 
general observation, and one which it is not possible for the legislature to’ 
remedy. If there is not a good understanding between the Commissioners and 
their constituency, it is difficult to remedy that defect by legislation. This 
Bill provides for the introduction of the elective system; and if the rate-payers 
ore not satisfied with the existing Municipal Commissioners, they will have an 
opportunity under the Bill of lawfully electing their representatives; and after 
that the Council must presume that there is confidence between the electors 
and the elected. If the system of election does provide that mutual confidence, 
then 1 submit that it is impossible for the legislature to do more. 

The next-point in the resolution is this: “the studied exclusion*of the 
Imperial and Provincial Funds from due liability ” for municipal expenditure. 
That is a large question, settled by a variety of considerations. It is not 
within the power of the Council or the local Government to provide imperial 
funds for municipal expenditure; and most of the hon’ble members are 
doubtless aware that it is quite impossible for the Government to give any 
help from Provincial Funds. If we are able to do so, there "is nothing to 
prevent it; but 1 think the Council will agree that it is impossible to spare 
anything for municipal expenditure. So 1 submit that there is nothing in the 
first resolution which the Council can take into prac:ical consideration. 

The second resolution runs in this form:— 

That this meeting believes that the introduction of a popular elected element in 
municipalities will lead to a more economical and impartial a^iuistration of municipal 
funds, and deprecates, on principle, any increase of taxation, however slight or indirect, till 
the proposed remedy has been tried.” 

There are two points in this resolution— firat^ the elective principle; and 
aecondly^ increase of taxation. As regards tlie introduction of the elective 
principle, 1 have no doubt that it will lead to a more economical and impartial 
administration of municipal funds: in that I believe the Council will entirely 
concur. But they further ‘ deprecate any increase of taxation.’ Now, that 
increase of taxation question has been mentioned so many times in this Council, 
that it is difficult to enumerate the number of occasions of such mention. 1 
believe that all the members will agree that the increase of taxation in this 
Bill is really almost nothing; whereas, on the other hand, there are decreases of 
taxation in one or two items: so that the not result is rather favorable to the 
tax-payer than otherwise. And I am sure the Council will consider that there 
is no reason on this account to make even the slightest alteration in a single 
section of the Bill. 
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The third resolution says— 

"That this mooting protests'against any grant or aid from municipal funds to eduoo* 
tionnl institutions where religious education is directly or indirectly oompulsory.” 

Now, that is a very arguable point which, as the members will recollect, 
has been fully and satisfactorily considereil in the Council. Wo have had 
the advantage of hearing all that can be said from one or two hon’blo members; 
also of hearing the answers given to those arguments; and the Council has 
deliberately decided after full consultation, and after full hearing of the 
arguments, to retain the section which relates to this point. 

Those, then, are the three resolutions which were arrived at by the 
meeting; and 1 submit, for the reasons I have stated, that there is nothing in 
any one of them which should induce the Council to modify the opinions it has 
already formed, or to delay the passing of this useful and important measure.” 

The Hon’ulk Mr. Dampiek said ho would wish to add a few words to what 
had fallen* from His Honor the President, to correct a misapprehension which 
seemed to exist. One of the resolutions passed at the meeting referred to 
“deprecated, on principle, any increase of taxation, however slight or indirect.” 
He saw that some of the native papers were calling upon the people to band 
themselves together, to protect themselves against the contemplated increase 
in the scope of municipal taxation. This, as had been said over and over again, 
was founded on misapprehension. He thought that the Act which was passed 
in 1873, after the Municipal Bill of Sir George Campbell was vetoed by the 
Governor-General, had been overlooked. That Act, which was the existing law, 
introduced the innovations which seemed to bo the subject of complaint. If 
any hon’blo member would point out specifically any point upon which ho 
considered that this Act introduced a now object to which the municipal funds 
might be applied, Mr. Dampier thought he could point out a section of the 
existing law which already legalized the application of municipal funds to 
that purpose. So far as he was aware, not one single new object of municipal 
expenditure was created by the present Bill, and nothing was made compulsory 
which was loft optional by the existing law. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said, before the motion was put to the 
vote, ho thought it necessary to point out that the charge of increased taxation 
was not altogether groundless. It was true that in Committee of this Council 
concessions were made on two important points which had a tendency to 
increased taxation—they were the horse and carriage tax, and what he 
might call the conservancy cess. Hon’ble members would recollect that 
the schedule of horse and carriage tax attached to the Bill nearly doubled the 
tax prescribed in the schedule to Act III of 18fi4. No doubt the hon’ble mover 
had since thought fit to considerably reduce the scale of foes. With regard to 
the conservancy cess, as he called it, ho need hardly remind the Council that it 
was proposed to charge the inhabitants of mofussil municipalities for the removal 
of rubbish from the road-side; but after considerable discussion, that point was 
yielded, and it was now declared that fees should be charged for the removal 
of only business or professional rubbish when deposited on the street. 

But the most important point (on which he might say hon’ble members 
were almost unanimous as to its mischievous and vexatious tendency) was that 
the road tolls had not only been retained, but extended to those municipalities 
in which they were not now levied. JFirst of all it was urged that it would 
not be judicious to curtail the income of those municipalitie.s where road tolls 
were now levied, because they yielded a largo amount of revenue. He for one 
was prepared to make the concession, because it tnight bo difficult to replace 
the loss thereby sustained. But it was not only resolved to retain the road 
tolls where they were now levied, but to extend the power to levy them where 
they did not now exist. If that was not additional taxation, ho did not 
know what w'as; -and it would be a harassing mode of taxation. It was a mode 
of taxation which ought not to be tolerated anywhere where other means 
were open for bringing ina-revenue. It was sure to prv)vo a fruitful engine 
of hara-ssment and oppression. That had been over and over admitted by the 
officers of Government; and he observed with regret the extension of the power 
to impose these tolls. 
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Then the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had thrown out a challenge 
to any hon’ble member to point out any additional objects of taxation embo¬ 
died in the Bill, and which did not find a place in the existing Acts. Of course 
Baboo Kbistodas Pal had not now time to go over the whole of the sections 
of the BiU, and compare the provisions which bore on that point with the corre¬ 
sponding sections of the existing Acts. But he might generally observe that 
the hon’ble member had copied some of the provisions for the application of 
the municipal fund from the Calcutta Municipal Bill, and those provisions 
were quite new. One thing he might point out as a novel principle, so far 
as municipal government in Bengal was concerned, and that was the authoriz¬ 
ing one municipal body to contribute funds towards works undertaken by 
another municipality. At any rate that was a new provision. It implied a 
system of municipal federation which, so far as he was aware, did not exist in 
any country, ana which might lead to extensive and ambitious works, to the 
detriment of the ordinary requirements of a municipality, not to sa.y that it 
would defeat the very object for which a municipal unit was formed. 


Then, again, he might point out that this Bill for the first time laid upon 
municipalities the obligation to provide for the maintenance of establishments in 
the offices of Magistrates and Commissioners for the discharge of duties con¬ 
nected with municipalities. He held that the supervision of municipal work 
was a part of the general duty of the administrative agency of the country, 
and if it was justifiable to charge a municipality with the expense, why 
not change as well a part of the salary of the supervising officers on the self¬ 
same principle ? Perhaps it would come to pass by and bye. This, he said, 
was a new provision. 

Then, again, all the objects mentioned in section 6 did not find a place 
in the existing Municipal Acts,—roads, bridges, embankments, tanks, gh&ts, 

g ardens, wharves, jetties, wells, channels, drains, privies, latrines, and urinals. 

ome of these were certainly legitimate objects of municipal expenditure; 
but if municipal funds were to be applied to the construction and maintenance 
of embankments, one could easily see that the whole of the income of a towu 
might be absorbed in this work. There was a special Act for the construction 
and maintenance of embankments. Again, gardens were a superfluity in . 
mofussil towns, which were not at all densely populated, and which did not 
therefore need opening out for the health of the people. Similarly, wharves 
and jetties more especially fell within the requirements of ports, and the expen¬ 
diture on that account should be borne nrom port funds: in Calcutta they 
were so paid for. If there was a port fund in Calcutta for the execution of 
such works, much more was it necessary that the comparatively poor munici¬ 
palities in the mofussil should not be burdened with the construction and main¬ 
tenance of such works. In the mofussil there were but one or two municipalities 
in which wharves and jetties might bo necessary. Chittagong was the only 

{ >lace he could now recollect in which such works existed, and there we had a 
arge customs revenue. 

Now, he submitted that he had gone over most of the objects which the 
hon’ble mover had introduced, in addition to what obtained in the existing 
Municipal Acts. Two things were thus clear—^that there vras additional 
taxation, and that there was a multiplication of the objects of municipal 
expenditure, many of which should not come under it. 


The third point was this. The Hon’ble President had referred to the 
proceedings of a meeting held at Bhowanipore, and had gone carefully, aeriatim^ 
into the subject. Baboo EIbistodas Pal admitted that the resolutions wore 
vague and indefinite, and he wished that those gentlemen in the mofussil who 
were interested in the Bill had taken time by the forelock, and had made known 
their wants and grievances before the Bill had reached its last stage. He need 
not go into the questions raised by the resolutions, because they had been 
already answered by the President. He did not, however,, agree with His 
Honor that the o^uestion about the application of municipal funds to the 
maintenance of religious schools was satisfactorily decided in tliis Council. 
In fact. His Honor might remember that there was a tie on the motion for 
the exclusion of these schools from amongst the obj^ts of municipal expendi- 
ture^ and that it was only the vote of the l^sident which decided the 
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Q uestion in the negative. But be that as it might, there was a distinct vote in the 
'ouncil on this question. He confessed he was not satisfied that it was right 
in principle that a tax paid hy persons belonging to other religions should be 
applied to tho maintenance of institutions which were kept up avowedly 
with the object of subverting their religion. There was a strong feeling 
in the matter, for the taxes which were paid by Hindus and Mahomedans ought 
to be applied to the secular education of the children of the soil, and not for 
the propagation of an antagonistic religion. But let that pass. 

Then the hon’blo mover had been pleased to point out that the Bill did not 
make anything compulsory which was hitherto optional, and did not give a 
discretionary power where such power did not now exist. Baboo Kristodas Pal 
submitted that this Bill came within the objections taken by the Viceroy to the 
Bill of 1872. The great objection which His Excellency took to that Bill was 
that it left a larjge measure of discretion to the executive authority; and this 
Bill, at every step, left a discretion to the executive quite to tho extent left by 
the previous Bill. This Bill, in its conservancy ana' sanitary regulations, fur 
exceeded the provisions of the former Bill. The Bill of 1872 did not, so far as he 
recollected, contain the building and bustee regulations embodied in the present 
Bill, which were very stringent, and could not bo worked in the mofussil 
without producing great injustice and oppression. He thought that the opera¬ 
tion of these sections, if they were necessary at all, should be confined to the 
municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah ; but he was told that it 
would be loft to the discretion of the Executive Government to extend these 
provisions. Now, it was this matter of discretion of the executive which drew 
the attention of the Viceroy and led to the vetoing of the former Bill. His 
Excellency’s remarks on this point were as follows:— 

7. “ It is true that many of the provisions of the Bill to which His Excellency objects 
are permissive, and depend for their introduction upon the exercise of the powers committed 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. Tho present Lieutenant-Governor has expressed his 
intention to use with great caution and reserve tho powers which would be placed in his 
hands; and Uis Excellency cordially tigrms with the sentiments expressed by His Honor 
that it is unwise “ to push too far sanitary and other regulations which may effect some 
future good at the cost of great individual vexation.” And that in introducing such regu¬ 
lations we must recollect “ not only that our knowledge of these subjects is yet imperfect, 
but also that much regard must be bod to the habits and feelings of the people which, even 
in Europe and still more in this country, are opposed to great innovations in matters 
affecting their doily lives in their homes and neighbourhoods but while entirely concurring 
in those views, His Excellency must, in dealing with the Bill, look rather to the powers 
which it confers than to the extent to which for the present it is proposed to make use of 
those powers. If he objects to any material provisions contained in a proposed law, for 
which his assent is required under the Indian Councils’ Act of 1861, it is not sufficient for 
His Excellency to be informed that the officer in whose discretion their introduction is 
vested considers that action should be suspended or deferred. No feeling of confidence in 
the discretion of any one man in whose power the administration of a law may for the time 
being be placed, would, in His Excellency’s opinion, justify him in assenting to a measure, 
to any essential provisions of which, if fully brought into operation, he entertains such 
serious objections as he does to some of those which are contains in the Bengal Municipa¬ 
lities Bill.” 

Now, Baboo Kristodas Pal had already pointed out that in the matter of 
building regulations, bustee improvements, sanitary rules, and market provi¬ 
sions, a very wide discretion was left to the Government,—a discretion to 
which the Viceroy had taken exception, and on which ground His Excellency 
had vetoed the former Bill. 

Ho would read one paragraph more from the letter which conveyed the 
disallowance of the Bill of 1872. It was the last paragraph:— 

11. ” While His Excellency regrets that the* great labor which has been bestowed by 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and the Le^ative Council of Bengal upon the 
preparation of this Bill will not produce any immediate results, it is not his desire to interpose 
an obstacle to improvements in the municipal law of Bengal, provided that such improve¬ 
ments are not accompanied by any material increase of taxation, or by changes so extensiva 
08 those which are embodied in the present Bill.” 

These were the two conditions laid down for the amendment of the 
municipal law—that there should be no increase of taxation; and 
that no material innovations should be introduced. Baboo Kristodas Pal 
had endeavoured to show to the Council that, on the point of 
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taxation, the proyisions in the Bill relating to road tolls were quite sufficient to 
justify him in holding that there had been additional taxation, and that in a 
most objectionable mrm. And in regard to innovation, he thought that the 
dbcussions in Council had sufficiently shown that there had been great, material, 
and injurious innovations in the Bill, which required the serious consideration of 
the Council. 

On these grounds, ho thought it his duty to object to the passing of the Bill. 

The Hom’blk Mb. Dampier said that, in replying to the hon’ble member, 
he would confine himself to three specific points. The hon’ble gentleman 
said there had been increased taxation first in the provision wliich enabled 
one municipality to contribute to useful works which were undertaken by a 
neighbouring municipality, and which would be beneficial to itself. . If that 
was to be called increased taxation, to that extent he admitted that the Bill did 
provide increased taxation. But he did not think that this was a fair use of 
the words. (|The Hon’ble Baboo Kkibtodas Pal observed that he said that 
it was a multiplication of the objects of taxation.^ Mb. Dampiek could.not admit 
that; but if taxation itself was not increased, what could be the harm of 
increasing the objects to which they might be applied according to the require¬ 
ments of circumstances, and at the option of the municipal bodies. Tiie 
hon’ble member to his right (Mr. Bell) had just suggested that the effect of this 
provision might be said to be to diminish expenditure rather than to increase it, 
for it enabled two municipalities to club together for a common object, and 
each one, instead of paying the whole cost of the work undertaken, would only 
pay one-half; as, for instance, in the case of a water-supply, where one set of 
head-works would supply two municipalities. 

Another example which tho hon’ble gentleman had thought worthy of 
bringing forward, of increase of taxation, was tho very minuto contribution 
which municipalities of districts and divisions in which these institutions 
abounded could be called upon to pay towards tho expense of a clerk, or two 
clerks, employed at the Commissioner’s and Magistrate’s offices for supervising 
the work of municipalities. Mr. Dabipieb really thought this petty item not 
worthy of notice in connection with so large a question; and he thought that if 
the adversaries of the Bill were driven to give a prominent place to this, as an 
instance of the increased burdens thrown on tax-payers by the Bill, it might b^ 
accepted as an indication that there was nothing very serious to complain of 4 n 
this direction. ^ ^ • 

Tho third point which he would notice was tho question of tolls on roads. 
As things stood, tho Lioutenant-Govemor might impose tolls on road.s whor- 
evor ho thought fit. This Bill provided that within municipal limits the 
Commissioners themselves might impose tolls, but only with tho sanction of. 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and only for certain specific puq)o.ses. If they wished 
to construct an expensive bridge, or to mako a metalled road which would 
benefit the municipality, they might, with the consent of the Licutonant- 
Govemor, levy tolls for that object, and they might not impose them for any other. 
Compare the two states of thing^. This Bill apart, the Lieutenant-Governor 
had authority to put on any tolls on any road he liked, and to do what he liked 
with the proceeds. Under this Bill the Lieutenant-Governor was practically 
barred from doing so within municipalities, except on tho recommendation of 
the Commissioners; and they again were barred from recommending the 
imposition of any toll, except for the particular purposes which Mr. Dampier had 
mentioned. Surely it was liardly reasonable to speak of that as an increase of 
taxation, or of the objects of taxation. 

The expenditure of municipal funds on wharves and jetties was legalized 
on the suggestion of the hon’ble member opposite (Baboo Ramshuuker Sen), 
and Mb. Dampieb would leave that hon’ble member to explain the reasons for 
the amendment which lie had moved. 

The Hon’blb Baboo Kahshunker See stated that from his own experience 
he knew that the cost of the construction of wharves and jetties was now paid 
for by municipalities, and that tfiey were maintained from municipal funds; 
and be did not see that there had bMn any increase in the objects of municipal 
expenditure under this Bill; 
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The Council then divided:—

So the motion was carried and the Bill passed. 


PARTITION OF ESTATES. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Dampieb, the Council proceeded to the 
further consideration of the Bill to make better provision for the partition of 
estates in order to the settlement of its clauses. 

Verbal amendments were made in sections 31, 33, 36, and 37. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Dampieb moved the introduction of the following 
section after Section 42:— 

'* 43<i. Whenever it shall appear to the Lieutenant-GoTemor that in any district the 
work required to be done by Deputy Collectors in connection with partitions under this 
Act is so groat that such work would, if concentrated in the hands of one or more Deputy 
OoUeotors, fuUy occupy the time of-such one or more Deputy Collectors, the Lieutenant- 
Governor may make an order directing that the salary of such one or more Deputy Collectors, 
as &e case may be, shall be recovered from the proprietors of estates under partition in such 
district as part of the cost of such partitions, and thereupon such ehar^ as the Collector 
may think fit to make in respect of such salary, in addition to the item mentioned in the liwt 
preceding section, shall be deemed to be a portion of the costs of every partition. 

“ For the purposes of this section, the salary of eve^ Deputy Collector shall be deemed 
to be the amount of salary which is drawn by a Deputy Colleotor of the lowest grade.” 

He said, as the Bill stood the pay of the Deputy Collector in any 
district in which partitions were frequent, and in which an Estates’ Partition 
Fund was started, would be charged to such fund. The hon’ble member 
opposite (Baboo Kristodas Pal) objected to that provision, and asked for 
a reconsideration, and Mb. Dampieb had been able to meet him as far as the 
section now proposed went. The hon’ble member was against the principle of 
the section altogether; but he was aware that the sense of the Council was against 
him, and was prepared to accept this modified provision. The tenor of the 
proposed section was, that whenever the work of partition was not enough, qn a 
fair view of the matter, to occupy the whole time of a Deputy Collector, no 
charge was to be maide on that account against the proprietors of the estates 
under partition. But when the work was sufficient to occupy one man’s time, 
the pay of the Deputy Collector would be levied from the proprietors as part of 
the expenses of the partition. Then it was mged that the whole charge should 
not be debited to the Estates’ Partition Fund, but merely a part of it, as the 
Government was interested in the work of partition. To that Mb. Dampieb 
would answer, that under the section he now proposed, the amount to be charged 
was never more than the pay of a Deputy Collector of the lowest grade, what¬ 
ever might be the salary of the officer actually employed on the duty, although 
as a fact a more highly paid officer would often be employed on this work. 
Secondly, what was charged was the bare pay of the Deputy Collector without 
any travelling allowances. He thought that the travelling allowances, and the 
difference between the actual pay drawn and the pay of the lowest grade, 
would amply represent the share of expense which the Government ought 
to bear. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal said, his views in this matter hod 
been correctly ex^ained by the hon’ble member. He was of opinion that as 
the services ot the Deputy Collector were necessary, chiefly with the view of 
protecting the Government^ revenue, it was but teir that the Govefnment 
sho^d bear the expense of his employment in partition cases, the proprietors of

estates being made to pay the cost of all other establishment required for the 
work. The Council were aware that, under the law of inheritance, proprietors 
were entitled to partition, and they might amicably settle the partition amongst 
themselves if in such matters a second element was not in existence—he 
meant the Government revenue. It' was therefore the duty of the legislature 
to provide that there should bo a representative of the Government to watch 
and protect the interests of the Government. Such being the case, he thought 
it could not be unfair to call upon the Government to pay for the services of 
the Deputy Collector who was its representative. In fact it was tliis principle 
on which the Goveniment had for the last seventy years been paying 
Deputy Collectors in charge of partition work, and Baboo Kki.stodas Pal 
was not aware of any circumstances which had since arisen and which required 
a departure from it. But as the sense of the Council seemed to be against 
such a provision, he intimated to the hon’ble mover that he would bo prepared 
to accept this amendment if the hon’blo member would agree to divide the salary 
in equal moieties between the Government and the proprietors. This was an 
important question. The hon’ble member admitted that it was bat just that 
the Government should contribute a portion of the expense consequent upon 
the employment of Deputy Collectors ‘ in the work of partition, but the 
section now proposed was not sufficient. It was true that the minimum pay 
of the Deputy Collector was to be charged, and that the Government might 
require the services of an experienced officer for the supervision of partition 
work; but on the principle on which ho contended that the expense should be 
borne by the Government, it was quite immaterial what class of Deputy 
Collectors might bo employed, when, strictly speaking, it was the duty of the 
Government to pay him. If the Government was directly interested in the 
work of the butwarah Deputy Collector, was it not right and pr> per that at 
least one-half the pay of such Dcputjr Collector should be borne by the State ? 
Baboo Kristodas Pal thought the justice of this proposition was apparent. 
He would therefore rnovo the insertion of the words “a moiety of” before the 
words “the salary” in lino 11 of the proposed section, and that a similar 
amendment be made in Section 47, clause (cj. 

The Hon’blb the Advocate-General said he was wholly opposed to the 
amendment. He could not conceive how the Government was iutevested in the 
partition of estates in the manner the hon’ble member supposed. Partitions 
were made solely for the convenience of the parties. It was one and the same 
thing to the Government whether the revenue was paid in one sum, or ii> two 
or more sums constituting the required amount fur which the parent estate was 
liable. No doubt in the course of partitions it was necessary to guard the 
Government interest, so that each divided estate should bo ablo to pay the 
amount of revenue assessed upon it. But in all other respects partitions were 
made entirely for the benefit and convenience of the persons concerned. 

Further, if partitions wore not made by the Collector, they would have to bo 
made by the civil court, and the expenses would be considerably increased. 
The assistance of the Deputy Collector was therefore given for facilitating the 
work of partition; and.the Advocatis-Gemkral thought a sufficient concession 
was made by the Government allowing one of their officers to supervise the 
work. Ho could npt admit that the Government was so interested in the work 
of partition as to bo saddled with a portion of the cost. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampiek said it was true that the Government was 
interested to the extent of seeing that the partition was not mado so as to 
endanger the Government revenue; but if the Government officer were to 
confine himself to that,, his duty would be merely to test the partition when 
brought to him ready made by the proprietors. But was that all lie had to do ? 
By no means; he had to begin at the beginning and attend to the whole 
process of measurement, ascertainment of true facts, collection of rent-rolls, 
and he had, generally speaking, to bring the proprietors together. The liou’ble 
member had said that it it were not for the necessity of protecting the Govern¬ 
ment revenue, the partition could bo easily mado by tlie parties theniselves. 
Mb. Dampier asked whether it had not been said over and over again in this 
Council that it was impossible, in the present state of society in this country, for 
the members even of a joint Hin doo family to agree together in carrying out 
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a common object of this sort. It came to this; if the Goyernment were not 
to give the services of its officer in effecting the partition, the proprietors 
would, in the great majority of cases, be practically debarred from availing 
themselves of the benefits which the.partition law hela out to them, for .they 
would be unable'to make the necessary amicable combination for the attain* 
ment of the common object. Under these circumstances, it could not properly 
be said that tho Deputy Collector was only employed, or was mainly employea, 
in partitions in the interests of tho Government. 

The Hok’ble Baboo Kristodas PaIi’s amendment was then negatived, 

. and tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier’s motion was carried. 

Verbal amendments were made in Sections 45, 47, and 60. ^ 

On the motion of the • Hon’ble Mr. Dampier the following section was 
substituted for Section 82:— 

“ 82. .Whenever the Collector shall have approved a partition (whether with or 
without amoudments), he shall cause a notice to ho served on each of the recorded proprietors 
that the papers will be submitted at once for confirmation of the partition by the Commis¬ 
sioner, Awd that any appeals or objections must be presented to the Commissioner, or to the 
Collector for transmission to the Commissioner, within thirty days of the date of the service 
of the said notice, or if the Collector bos approved tho partition with amendments, and the 
.notipe requires the proprietor to produce the e^aot of anypartitioninordertliatamend- 
mmits maybe noted thereon, or to take out a fresh extract from the partition paper, as 
provided in the next succeeding section, then within six weeks of such date.” 

. Unimportant amendmonta were made in Sections 88, 100, 128, 131,133, 
147 and 149, and the position of some of the sections was transposed. 

* On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier, the Bill was then passed. 

SETTLEMENT OF RENT DISPUTES, 

On tho motion of the Hon’blb Mr. Dampier, the Bill to provide for enquiry 
into disputes regarding the rent payable by ^ots in certain estates, and to pre¬ 
vent agrarian disturbances, was further considered in order to the settlement 

of its clauses. • a x- 11 

A verbal amendment was made m Section ll. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said that since the publication of the rules 
contained in Section 14a in the Gazette, public attention had been directed to 
them and he might state for the information of the Council that his attention 
had been drawn to some of these rules as not being quite satisfactory. In the first 
place, it had been pointed out to him that the dictum of the High Court as to the 
role of proportion was not quite consistent with the substantive law. When it 
was admitted on all hands, and when it was, he believed, unanimously agreed 
upon by this Council, that the rule of proportion was not at all workable^ 
practical men thought that it was useless to encumber the present Act with that 
rule. It was only one full bench of the High Court which had laid down that 
rule: another full bench might upset it at any time. 

Then with regard to the new rules that* were proposed, he might 
observe that rule (a) was not quite explicit. It was contended that tho 
proviso, that the Collector should fix tho rent in such a manner as to 
represent such portion of the existing average gross value of the land with 
rererence to the circumstances of each case, was not quite clear. It was urged that 
there was a confusion of terms in that rule, that was to say, between the rate of 
rent and the amount of rent. If the rate or the share of the produce were laid 
down then the amount of rent would l)o regulated according to the circumstances 
of each case. But how could the rate or share of the gross value of the produce of 
the land be regulated with reference to the circumstances of each case ? Whatever 
portion of the gross value of the produce the Collector mijght adjudicate should be 
^ided according to some definite principle; that wm to say, the rate being 
fixed the amount of rent might bo regulated according to the circumstances of 
each case. But iif the rate was to vary according to the circumstances of each 
case thero would 1^ great uncertainty and confusion; in fact, there would be 
no unifi^ity whatever. Not only would two different Collectors act in two 
different ways, but perhaps the same Collector might determine one rate of 
rent'for one piece of land and another rate for another piece of land, thongh 
both pieces of .land .be of the wmeiqualityand be possessed off tne same 
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advantages. T^herefore rule (a) was considered indefinite and calculated to 
lead to confusion. 

Rule (b) was believed to. be open to great objection, inasmuch as it 
intensified tne evils which the ruling of Sir Dames Peacock was calculated to 
produce. If it was difficult to carry out a ruling laid down by such an eminent 
authority like the late Chief Justice because the outgoings were not easy to be 
calculated, it would be much more difficult to calculate the net profits of cultiva* 
lion, and then to divide the profits between the zemindar and the ryot. There 
were so many conflicting elements in these calculations, and it would be so 
difficult to bring them to a satisfactory conclusion, that practically it would 
be impossible to carry out rule (6). 

With regard to rule (e), it was urged that it was a fair and equitable rule; 
but utdess the allowance to be given to occupancy ryots were fixed by law, it 
might, in the one case, lead to injustice to the ryot, and in the other, if the 
Collector was so inclined, it might lead to injustice to the zemindar. In fact, 
it left every thing in the hands of the Collector, and possibly he might be led 
by his own sympathies and inclinations to defeat the intentions of the legislature, 
though acting in perfect good faith. Reference had been made by the Hon’ble 
President to the Punjab i'enancy Act and the Oudh Rent Act. His Honor 
very fully and lucidly explained the principles upon which those Acts were 
based; and if those principles were adopted, that was to say, if the deduction 
to be made from the rent of occupancy ryots were fixed by law, then the difiiculty 
and confusion which were apprehended from the operation of rule (c) would 
disappear. 

Baboo Kbistmdas Pal b' lieved that the learned Secretary had received 
a communication from the British Indian Association upon the subject of these 
rules, in which all these arguments were fully set forth. He had endeavoured to 
state to the Council his opinion on these rules. He believed that the Council 
had come to a decision to lay down some rult^s for the guidance of the Collector: 
and it would be much more satisfactory if the Council would make the rules as 
definite as they possibly could. 

The Hon’blk the Advocatk-Gkneral said he would ask permission to add 
after the words the Collector may ” the words “if he thinlc it proper so to 
do,” in order to make it quite clear that the application of these rules was 
perfectly optional. 

With regard to the observations which had been made as to the rules.not 
being definite, they were simply a repetition of what had been said both in the 
Select Committee and in this Council. On the other hand, the Council was 
told by the hon’ble and learned member on his right (Mr. Bell) that these 
rules were an alteration of the existing law. The Advocate-Genekal had 
ventured to point out that they were not an alteration of the law, but that they 
were merely suggestions made to the Collector, which ho might keep in view in 
deciding what might be “ fair and equitable,” provided he was unable to apply 
the rule of proportion laid down in Thakooranee Dossee’s case. It was quite 
possible that the Council might fall into the ditficulty ap])reliended by his 
learned friend—that they were altering the law, if they made the rules 
definite by giving to the zemindar a certain fixed proportion of the produce 
of the land. That would be an alteration of the luw'. Having regard 
to the fact that it was nut the intention to alter the law, these rules could not be 
made more definite than they were; they might bo susceptible of improvement, 

: but they could not certainly be made more definite. The objection taken by 
the bon’ble member opposite (Baboo Kristodas Pal) was a good one; but unfor¬ 
tunately, as matters stood, the Council could not improve the rules, by overcom¬ 
ing the objection as to indefiniteness. without clashing wdih the other principle of 
not varying the substantive law. All that the rules were intended to point to 
was simply this, that when the rule in Thakooranee Dossee's case could not 
be apphed, then the Collector, who would still have to determine what 
should be a fair and equitable rent so that the zemindar should get a fair 
proportion of the increased produce of the land, might bo assisted by certain 
standards or principles to guide himself in arriving at his decision. That was 
.all that these rules professed to do. It was intended that the rules should be 
. supplementary .to the broad principle laid down in Act X of 1859, . that .the 
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adjustment of rents should be “ fair and equitable.” These rules urould point to 
what might be taken as standards of adjustment; they would furnish the ratio 
deeidendi. He had remarked before upon the difference between the ground 
of enhancement and the mode ef enhancement. The mode of enhancement 
was not the ground of enhancement, but the ratio decidendi upon which the 
enhancement should be fixed. If objection were made to the ratio decidendi, on 
the ground that it might embrace some ground found in Section 17 of Act X 
of 1859, the answer was that such ground was merely used as a means to an e nd, 
t. e. to the decision of what was fair and equitable. The rules only applied after 
it had been decided that the right to enhance existed, and the right only 
existed when a ground had been substantiated for enhancement. Once given 
the ground that the produce of the land had increased, and it followed under 
Section 17 of Act X of 1859 that tlie zemindar had a right to a proportion of 
the increased value. The question next arose as to what proportion ? 'I'hat 
question the Collector had to solve. He had to solve it by the rule laid down 
in Thakooranee Dossee’s case; and if it could not be so solved, then these 
rules would enable him to arrive at a better result than if left to his own 
discretion, and he had to decide what was fair and equitable on principles 
somewhat resembling this, or else in an entirely arbitrary and capricious man¬ 
ner. This Council could not, under existing circumstances, and unless the 
law was altered, provide for uniformity of decision. There could be no 
uniformity where the measure of enhancement was what was fair and equita¬ 
ble.” But ho did not think that a greater amount of uniformity would be 
ensured without than with these rules ; in fact, ho thought that the rules would 
tend to greater uniformity of decision. 

WiUi that explanation ho could only say that he could not go further in 
the direction of these rules. They were open to the criticism and the objection 
that they were indefinite; but they were purposely so framed. It appeared to 
him that there was no reason for altering these rules, unless the Council was 
prepared to change the substantive law by which the adjustment of rents 
oetween zemindars and ryots was at present regulated. 

Hia Honor the President observed, with reference to the letter which had 
been received from the British Indian Association, that the main objection 
therein set forth was that tlie rules in the Bill left a great deal of discretion in 
the hands of the Collector. Ho would point out that tho discretion left in the 
hands of the Collector was not at all wider than it at present was; and the 
discretion so left was hardly so wide as that which was now left to the civil 
court. The rules that had been introduced left the Bill where it was, 
namely a Bill for transferring temporarily that jurisdiction in certain particular 
classes of cases. 

The Advocate-General’s amendment was then agreed to. 

Verbal amendments were then made, on tho motion of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Dampier, in Sections 14a, 2G, and 27. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Dampier said, as he would not bo present at the next 
meeting of the Council, he wished to say that he did not like tho Bill in the 
form in which it was proposed to be passed. He would have liked the Bill to 
give the Government very much more arbitrary powers; and ho would have 
insisted that whatever was done in the exercise of those arbitrary powers, 
should be done on the responsibility of the. highest revenue authority. He 
would have had it recognized to be a very severe remedy applied to a very 
severe disease. But the Bill had acquired a more judicial character in the 
hands of the Select Committee. 

It only remained for him to say of these rules that his own opinion was 
th&t it WES of littlo practicEl iniportEuco whether tho rules were introduced in 
the Bill or not. But the Council were given to understand that it would be 
very much more acceptable to the parties, who would be more immediately 
concerned with this Bill, if some such rules were introduced. It appeared to 
him that the rules authorized the Collector to do nothing which he might not 
do if no such rules existed^ and therefore the introduction of them into tho 
Bill was a defect which was open to criticism from a legislative point of view. 
But in view of making the Bill less unpalatable to those whose interests were 
touched, and who felt strongly on the subject, he had voted with those members 




who wished to have the rules such as they were. At any rate they seemed to 
him to be quite innocuous. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Bbll observed that if what the hon’ble mover had jputt 
said was true, that it would be immaterial whether the Ck>uncil passed this Bill 
with or without these rules, he thought they should be left out. He still 
entertained the opinion that the rules were totally opposed to the existing law. 
That was simply his own opinion, and as his opinion differed from that of the 
hon’ble and learned Advocate-General, it was probable that his opinion was 
wrong. But such was the opinion he had arrived at after great deliberation, 
and he was aware that it was an opinion which was shared % others. But if, 
as the hon’blo mover seemed to think, it was immaterial whether or not the 
rules were retained in the Bill, Mr. Bell should certainly suggest for the 
consideration of the Council whether it would not bo better to do without them 
altogether. 

The Bill as amended was then ordered to be published in the Gazette. 
REGISTRATION OF ESTATES. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier, the Bill to provide for the 
registration of revenue-paying estates and revenue-free lands, and of the 
proprietors and managers thereof, was further considered in order to the settle¬ 
ment of its clauses. 

The following new section was introduced after Section 28:— 

28a. Whenever it shall appear to the Collector in the oourse of an enquiry made in req>eet 
of an application under section 37 or section 42, or otherwise, that any person whose name is 
recorded in the General Register as proprietor or manager, or joint proprietor or joint 
manager of an estate or revenue-free property, is no longer in possession of any interest in 
such estate or property as proprietor or manager, and that the names of other persops have 
been recorded as proprietors or managers of every portion of the interest in respect of which 
such proprietor or manager’s name was borne on the register, the Collector may order the 
name of such person to Im struck out from among the recorded proprietors or managers of 
such estate or property, and, if required, may grant him a certificate to that effect” 

Verbal amendments were made in Sections 37, 39, 55, 57, and 75 ; and 
Section 38 was omitted as unnecessary. 

I'he Hon’dle Mk. Dampier moved the substitution of the following new 
sections for Sections 74, 77, and 78;— 

' 74. ” The Collector shall supply an extract from any Register mentioned in this Act 
to any person who may apply for the same, subject to the payment of such fees for seorqhmg 
and copying os may. be prescribed by the Board; and to any extract so supplied shall be 
appended a note signed by the ('olleotor certifying whether any application for regis&ation 
under this Act in respect of the estate or revenue-free property to which the extract relates 
is pending before the ( ollector, or on a reference by the ( ollector before a Civil Court, and 
if any such application be so pending, specifying the extent of the interest to whioh each 
application relates, and the grounds on whioh it is based.” 

77. “No person shall be bound to pay rent to any person claiming such rent as pro¬ 
prietor, or manager of an estate or revenue free property in respeot of which he is required 
by ibis Act to cause his name to be registered, or as mortgagee, unless the name of such 
olaimant shall have been registered under this Act; 

and no person being liable to pay rent to two or more such proprietors, managers, or 
mortgagees holding in common tenancy, shall be bound to pay to any one such proprietor, 
manager, or mortgagee more than the amount which bears the same proportion to the whole 
of such rent, os the extent of the interest in respect of which such proprietor, manager, or 
mortgagee is registered, bears to the entire estate or revenue-free property.” 

78. “ The receipt of any proprietor, manager, or mortgagee whoso name and the extent 
of whose interest is registered under this Act shall afford full indemnity to any person 
paying rent to such proprietor, manager, or mortgagee, unless an application for registration 
under this Act relating to the interest in respect of whioh such proprietor, manager, or 
mortgagee is registered, is pending before the Collector, or on a reference by the Collector 
before a Civil Court.” 

The sections referred to were those which provided that the ryot should 
not be bound to pay rent to any one other than a registered proprietor, and 
that he should have indemnity for payments made to such proprietors. As the 
sections stood tliey were incomplete. The effect of them was to place any 
person who had given in an application for registration of his name precisely in 
the same favorable position as one whose name was actually registered. 
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On reconsidering the sections carefully with the learned Advocate-General 
they were satisfied of two things; first, that it was quite impossible to give to the 
rent-payers the protection which it was so desirablo to give, if more applicants 
were to be treated on the same footing as registered proprietors ; and secondly, 
that there was no sound reason for so doing. It might be said that the appli¬ 
cant had done a|l he could to effect registration, and that therefore it was 
hard to keep him out of his rents until the application was disposed of, but he 
would remind the Council that such an applicant would be in one of two positions. 
Either- bis right to registration would be unopposed, in which case it would be 
disposed of as a matter of routine immediately the month’s notices were expired, 
or else the right to registration would be opposed, in which case the applicant’s 
position would be that he was asking to have his name substituted for that of 
another which was already on the register; which right was also claimed 
by some other person, either the one wliose name was already on the register 
or some other. That was exactly the crisis at which the ryot most required tho 
protection of these sections. It might be said that it was hard to keep a pro¬ 
prietor out of his rent until tho question of his possession was decided ; that it 
was not hi^ fault that his claim was disputed. But it was by no means certain 
that he was in the right; and surely in such a case the onus lay on the claimant. 
It would be observed that the point that had to bo determined for tho settlement 
of the dispute as to registration was precisely the point which a plaintiff 
would have to make good in a suit for rent against the ryot. Putting aside 
the case of written contracts, on sueing for rent a plaintiff must prove that he 
was in possession; and the moment he had succeeded in proving that, the 
obstacle to register his name as a proprietor fell to the ground. Without proving 
this point he could not recover rents by legal process; tho moment he succeeded 
in proving it, the condition as to registration would no longer be a bar against 
his recovering. 

Another very important point was that, as Mr. Dahpier had said, the time 
when a dispute existed was the precise time at which the ryot wanted protec¬ 
tion. As long as two men were claiming tho same four annas share at present, 
the claimant with the Ipngest lattee probably succeeded in collecting the rents 
which represented tho disputed interest. Any thing which would tend to put an 
end to this state of things must be so far good. Onthewhole, then, the Advocate- 
General and he considered that a man should not get the benefits of registration 
until his name was actually registered. 

Mr. Dampier would now explain how the sections were expected to work. 

Under tho proposed Section 77 the tenant was not bound to pay rent to 
any person claiming as proprietor or mortgagee of an estate in respect of 
which he was bound to register, unless his name was registered, and further 
the tenant was bound to pay no ono except according to the extent of the 
share registered. Then Section 78 enacted that, for payments so made, the 
tenant would get indemnity, except as to any shares for which some other person 
had applied to be resistered. For instance, A, B, C, and D were four pro¬ 
prietors who were registered as possessing four-annas’ share each. Under 
Section 77 a tenant need not pay more than a four-annas share of rent 
to each, and the fact of having so paid rent would give him an indem¬ 
nity against all other comers, except in one case. Suppose there was an 
application pending by X for registration of his name in lieu of D for 
one of the four-annas’ shares. In that case the receipts of A, B, and C 
would give an indemnity for the rent paid in respect of their shares. 
But because there was a pending application for tho substitution of X’s name 
in the place of D, a payment made to* D would no longer afford indemnity. 
The tenant was not bound to pay to the claimant X on the one hand, and 
on the other X would have no status for harassing.tho tenant by demands for 
rent; at the same time the law'would not hold out any special encouragement • 
to him to pay to D. He might pay or not as he chose, and any payments 
would be at his own peril; in fact, while improving tho tenant’s position in 
other respects, the law would leave the tenant precisely where he now was 
in respect of D. 

Now, how was the tenant to know whether any application was pending;— 
that was an all-important question. The Council would now go back to Section 



74, which provided that the Collector should supply extracts from the registers 
to atty one'who wanted thorn. So far there was this anomaly, that the Collector 
would in the chse above instanced give an extract in which it would be stated 
that A, B, C, and D wore each registered for four-annas’ share of the estate. 
That by itself would mislead the tenant into the belief that ho would have full 
indemnity in respect of payments for each of these shares; whereas, 
in fact, there was lurking in the Collector’s office an application by X 
for the registration of his name in lieu of D, which would have the effect, 
under Section 77, of destroying the indemnity for payments made to D. 
To guard against this danger .it was provided by Section 74 that when¬ 
ever a Collector gave an extract from nis register, for whatever purpose, he 
should be bound to give to the person taking the extract a certificate stating 
whether any application for registration was pending before him, or was 
under reference to the civil court in regard to the estate. The Collector was 
absolutely prohibited from giving an extract without such certificate. Further, 
by Section 75 it was provided that when any change was made in the register, 
the widest publicity should be given of the fact on the estate to which the 
mutation related. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Keistodas Pal said he was sorry that he could not 
agree with the hon’ble mover in the view he had taken of the new sections 
which he had just moved. Baboo Keistodas Pal did not expect that the 
hoh’blc member would recede from the position which he had assumed. If he 
referred back to the history of the principle which underlay sections 77 and 
78, he would find that it began with what he ventured to call a piece of out¬ 
lawry, and it had ended again with another piece of much the same sort. He 
himself suggested that if the respective shares of proprietors were registered 
and facilities given to the ryots to know what were the respective shares of 
proprietors, and if provisions were made authorizing the ryots to pay only to 
the extent of the registered shares and not more, a great reform would 
bo made upon the present system of the separate management of joint 
estates. Ho did not then expect that his suggestions would fructify in 
the way they saw in the sections before the Council. For it practi¬ 
cally led to the disqualification of a proprietor who happened to be in 
dispute with a co-sharer as to the extent of his share. Section 77 was 
by far the most important, and it declared that no ryot should be bound 
to pay rent to any person who was not registered. Now, as he had pointed 
out before, a person, however anxious to have his share registered, might 
find many difficulties in carrying out the registration; for instance, a person 
might apply for registry, but the extent of his share might be contested 
by other sharers and he might be referred to the Civil Court, and so there 
might be delay and difficulty in obtaining registration. In the meantime 
was that proprietor to be deprived of the right of receiving rent from his 
ryots? lie had been receiving rent; the ryots did not question his right or the 
extent of his share, but the legislature stepped in and required him tP register. 
He was willing to register, but he had failed to do so because some one else put 
in an objection. As soon as he applied for regi.stration an objection was 
made, and in the meantime the law declared that no ryot was bound to pay 
him any rent, 'fhe practical effect of tho section would be to prevent the 
ryots from paying the rent. Section 78 made tho point still more clear. It 
said to the ryot “ not only are you not bound to pay, but if you do pay you 
will not bo indemnified for such payment.” What would be the combined 
effect of tho two provisions taken togtdher? The ryot would see that he 
might have to pay again, and that tho best course would bo that ho 
should not pay at all. Was that the position to which the legislature should 
deliberately drive tho zemindar, because it was necessary for purposes of State 
to pass a law for registration, the primary object of which was to enforce certain 
responsibilities which had been imposed upon the zemindars ? 

Baboo Kkisiodas Pal submitted that the good of the measure would be 
greatly neutralized if the sections as now presented were passed without modifica¬ 
tion. He accepted the original section because it wtis founded on somo princi¬ 
ples of equity ; because ho thought that a ryot should not be compelled to pay 
rent to proprietors who were not registered. But if a proprietor had made 
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an application for registration, and owing to a dispute his application could not 
be registered, his right to levy rent should not be oarred. If hereafter the court 
deoide,d that he had no right to collect rent, the ryot or the rightful owner would 
hold him liable for the rent which had been paid. But it was not for the legis¬ 
lature to prevent the ryot from paying rent. The hon’ble mover had said toat 
a proprietor who had applied for, but had not succeeded in effecting registration 
owing to a dispute, could not receive rent unless he proved his right in court, 
because the same evidence which was required for registration under this law 
would be necessary to establish a claim for rent. Baboo Kristodas Pal joined 
issue on that point. If the zemindar iiad been in the habit of receiving rent, 
he had only to show that he had so received the rents in order to entitle him 
to continue to collect [The Advocatr-Geneeal —Suppose there was a notice 
from a rival zemindar; the ryot might have to pay twice over.]. If a ryot paid 
rent to a man who was not entitled to receive it, he could easily recover the 
rent so paid. Baboo Kristodas Pal said that the legislature should not drive a 
man to a position in which if he had not means of his own he would be unable 
to meet the Government demand. On these grounds he opposed these sections, 
and said that he thought that the section as it originally stood was fair and 
equitable. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said he should only take up two points in the 
hon’ble gentleman’s speech. He asked whether this was a position in which the 
Council ought to throw the zemindar, because they found it necessary to pass a 
Bill to compel registration for the general executive purposes of the Govern¬ 
ment. He must emphatically deny that the clauses exempting ryots 
from liability to pay rent to persons who were not registered were now 
introduced out of the desire of the Government to enforce registration. It was 
quite true that when the Bill was introduced the disability to sue was imposed 
on the zemindar as a direct means of enforcing registration, but he had joined 
his hon’ble friend in throwing out that section as for that object. He thought 
the means for enforcing registration were quite sufficient without it. Now, 
however, it was agreed that the registration of shares would lose more than 
half its value, unless it could be made use of to give some protection to tenants, 
some light to guide them as to whom they were to make their payments. 
It had been found absolutely impossible to frame sections in such a way 
that the tenant should really be protected in making payments in accordance 
with the reg stration, if the right of a mere applicant to recover rent from 
him as well was reserved; and it came to this, that either the Council must wipe 
out altogether all those sections which affected to give ryots such, protection, 
and to confer such an enormous boon, or else they must put the man who 
had not succeeded in getting his application for registration decided, into the 
position in which this section placed him. Mk Dampier had already said that 
if there was no dispute, the procedure for registration would be merely of a 
formal character. But if there was a dispute, that was exactly the case in 
which a ryot, if acting bond fide, required all the assistance and relief which the 
law could give him. 

The hon’ble gentleman had said that the registration of the names of pro¬ 
prietors and the obtaining of a decree for rent did not depend upon the same 
' point being proved. For instance, a man might be receiving rents, but under 
this section ho would no longer be entitled to recover rents if his name was 
not registered. But if ho had received rents, was he not in possession.as pro¬ 
prietor, and what else had he to establish under this Bill to secure registration ? 
[The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal.— The extent of share.] 

He believed that there was no via media, and it Would rest with the Coun¬ 
cil either to strike out these sections altogether, or to accept them and place an 
applicant for registration in the position in which these sections placed him. 

The Hon’ble the Acting Advocate-General said these two sections wore 
the only sections by which it would be possible to give the ryot an indemnity 
for payments made by him. If the ryot was bound to pay to a man who 
had only applied for registration, what possible indemnity could thero be 
and the ryot might have to pay twice over. But in all these matters one 
must not look to apprehensions of a va^e character: one must look to the 
usual consequences of events connected with registration. When a person 
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had been long in possession and had received rents for a considerable number 
of consecutive years,, there would bo no difficulty in effecting registration. It 
‘might be said tnat in this country false claims wore put forward; but even false 
claims must have some sort of basis to go upon. It could scarcely be supposed that 
when a person was in possession for twenty or thirty years his claim would be 
resisted by persons who sprang up at the time of the application for registration. 
The Advocate-Qenbral’s answer to a great many of the objections made was 
that a person who was in possession would have no difficulty in having himself 
registered; that if objections were raised to the registration of a person so 
situated, he would have no difficulty in satisfying the Collector, through the 
medium of his gomashtas and naibs and the ryots themselves, that he had been 
in possession, and he would be put on the register at once. But if there were 
serious doubts as to possession, the Collector would refer the case to the 
civil court. If it so happened, was it not fair to sup[>ose that the possession was 
not clear, and that it was a bond fide case of disputed possession ? The object was 
to give the lyots an indemnity. A strong argument in favour of registration of 
the extent of shares was that at present the unfortunate ryot, instead of paying 
sixteen annas to the rupee, had to pay seventeen annas, and sometimes eighteen 
annas or more. It was for the purpose of protecting the ryot that registration 
of the extent of shares was proposed, and when it was proposed to give him the 
benefit resulting from such registration, it was objected that the Council were 
giving a boon to which he was not entitled. 

Taking up the subject of registration as it now stood— Thb Advocate- 
Gknbbal had seen cases in which the evidence as to the fact of possession was 
equally balanced; both parties paid the Government revenue, both had gomashtas 
on the estate, and ryots had sworn to the truth of the case on either side. In 
such cases the Collector and the Commissioner could not but refer the parties to 
the civil court. In other cases he apprehended that the Collector would have no 
difficulty in deciding who was in possession, and making a mutation of names. 
If there was no one who could legitimately receive the rent and give a receipt, 
the rents should remain where they ought to remain. The hou’ble mem^r 
said that if the ryots paid the rent to the wrong person they might be recovered 
back. Why should the onus be thrown upon the ryot ? Where there was a 
formidable dispute and neither party was able to obtain regi.stration, then he 
thought it was nothing but fair and equitable that during the existence of that 
dispute the ryots should be protected. At present there was no machinery to 
protect the ryot; for although the civil court might appoint a. receiver, 
m the mofussil the appointment of a receiver was very seldom resorted to. 
The Advocate-General thought there was nothing unjust in these sections. If 
a man had possession of a zemindary, registration followed as a matter of 
course; if he was not in possession, or if possession were disputed, it was not 
hard that the supposed possessor should not collect his rents until the dispute 
was settled. 

Hia Honor the President said that although he was unwilling to prolong 
the discussion, he wished to make a few brief remarks. Tho hon’blo member 
bn the left (Baboo Kristodas Pal) said that supposing a zemindar was unable 
to collect his rents because ho could not get registration, yet he was called 
upon to pay the revenue. Now, it appeared to His Honor that by section 
54 that could not happen, because it the Colloctor took the revenue from 
tho zemindar, you might depend upon it that tho Collector would give him 
registration; if there was any doubt, the Collector would decide it summarily in 
favour of the man from whom he took the revenue. It was not conceivable that 
any Collector would be so unreasonable as to refuse registration to the man 
from whom he received the revenue. So he must confess that he was quite 
unable to perceive the difficulty which had been pointed out. 

After some conversation the Council divided:—

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So tho motion was carried. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the introduction of the follow¬ 
ing section:— 

“It shall be lawful for the Collector, before selling an estate for arrears of revenue, 
to send notice by registered letter or otherwise to the addj^ of the registered proprietor, 
informing him of tho amount of the arrear ; and the expense of such registered letter or other 
notice sliall bo recoverable from the estate, or share of an estate, as an arrear of revenue, but 
no sale shall be liable to be questioned on the ground that such registered letter or other 
notice was not issued or served.” 

The object of tho provision might, he said, be attained by executive 
action, but he thought it would bo more satisfactory if it were embodied in the 
law. This might also bo regarded as one of tho advantages of registration. 
Tho proposal was made in Select Committee in that view, and as far as he was 
aware the majority of the Committee agreed to it. If the Council accepted 
the principle of tho section, the wording could be settled afterwards. 

Tho (Ion’ble Mr. Dampirr said he was against the motion, because, 
although the amendment did not say that the Collector should be bound to issue 
a registered letter before putting up an estate to sale for arrears of revenue, 
the effect would bo to make every one expect that a registered letter would come 
before his estate was sold; it would tend to make the careless more careless, 
the dilatory more dilatory, in tho payment of revenue. The last day of pay¬ 
ment would no longer be on a fixed day for all, but would practically be some 
day after notice had been given to each proprietor that his estate was in 
arrear, such notice being given by a registered letter. Such a provision would 
do away with whatever the present much-abused law had in it of good in the 
way of making tho zemindar punctual in the payment of revenue. If such a 
provision were published in a law, it would be a real hardship to sell any estate 
without issuing the registered notice, and although tho civil court could not 
reverse a sale on tho ground of no registered notice having been issued, still 
with such a clause existing in tho law creating an expectation of notice by 
registered letter before an estate was put up for sale, no sale made by the 
Cmlocter without the issue of such notice would ever be upheld in the large 
discretion given to tho superior revenue authorities by the law. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said it was well known that the sunset 
law as it was called was most rigorous, and that the Government was desirous of 
modifying its rigour. The Lieutenant-Governor had shown a most laudable 
desire to deal leniently in cases of default, being convinced that the present 
law was harsh. His Honor’s opinion had been expressed in tho official corre¬ 
spondence that had been published, that he would rather that notice were given 
in all such cases ; and it was on the strength of that opinion that tho proposal 
was made in Committee. Baboo Kristodas Pal did hope that the harsh and 
rigorous sunset law would bo modified, if there was any way of modifying it 
without risk to the revenue. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said tho proposed provision would be of no 
effect legally, but morally it would create a difficulty. The object sought to 
bo attained might just as well be attained by executive orders passed by the 
Government; and those orders might be tempered so as to adapt themselves 
to circumstances, e.g.^ it might bo ordered that in cases in which tne amount of 
an'ear was less than a certain peiy;entage of the annual revenue, a registered 
letter might issue. 

The motion was then negatived. 

His Honor the President said,—“ Before we break up I want to crave the 
attention of the Council for a few minutes with reference to the departure of 
our colleague, Mr. Dampier. He has now boon exclusively devoted to legisla¬ 
tive business for two sessions, and to-day is the last occasion on which ho will 
sit at present in the Council. We may hope before long to see him back 
amongst us; but as ho will be absent for some time, I think it desirable to 
place on record what, I may say, is the' unanimous sense of all members with 
regard to tho great services he has rendered to the cause o/ legislation in 
Bengal during these two years. 
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I may call to the recollection of the members the number of Acts which 
have been passed through Mb. Dampiek’s instrumentality; not so much the 
easier measures which have been passed, such as the Bill for the Realization of 
Arrears in Government Estates, the Famine Advances Recovery Bill, the Maho- 
medan Marriage and Divorce Remstration Bill. The first two were small mea¬ 
sures ; and with regard to the Mahomedan Marriage Bill, another member of 
the Council had a great share in its preparation. But oven then it was through 
Mb. Dampier’s instrumentality that this last named Bill was passed into law. 
Then he had also the preparation of the Irrigation Bill which has passed into law ; 
also the Bill regarding the Abkaree or Excise Revenue Law. And latterly, he 
has been in charge of those two very difficult measures which have been passed 
through this Council to-da^, namely, the Bill relating to Municipalities in 
Bengal, and the Bill relating to the Partition of Estates. Besides that, ho has 
had in hand what now are brought into a passable shape—that is, a shape in 
which the Bills may be passed through the Council—measures relating to the 
registration of estates and the prevention of agrarian disputc|. We may hopo 
that these two measures will soon pass the Council cither with or without 
further amendment. So the list I have just read of the measures which have 
been passed through the hon’ble member’s instrumentality does represent 
a large amount of legislation ; and I am sure we' shall all long remember the 
great carefulness, the conscientious and laborious assiduity, supported by the 
very extensive local knowledge and experience which he has invariably 
displayed. No doubt Mr. Dampier will acknowledge the great assistance he 
has received from his colleagues in committee. But still I believe it will be 
the opinion of every one present that it is to him that the elaboration and 
comprehensiveness and practical utility of these measures is chiefly due. And 
I am sure that we shall all wish him speedy recovery of his health, which 
must have been considerably impaired by his arduous labours, and assure him 
of our strong recollection of the great value and usefulness of his services 
amongst us.” 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the loth instant.

SETTLEMh:NT OF RENT DISPUTES. 

- On the motion of the Hon’blk the Advocate-General tho Bill for inquiry 
into disputes regarding rent and to prevent agrarian disturbances was further 
considered in order to the settlement of its clauses. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bell said the first anieudiuent ho had on tho paper was 
to add the following proviso to section 14a— 

** Provided that no ryot whose rent is enhanced under tho almvo riilus shall bo liable to 
any inorease of rent in excess of twenty-five per centum on tlio existing rout." 

Since he put that amendment on the paper, it had been repre.>4entcd to him 
that it would be inconvenient to limit the discretion of the Collector in the 
manner proposed in the amendment. It had been said that in Eastern Bengal 
the ryots in some estates held at low rents, and that twenty-five per cent, might 
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not be a sufficient enhancement to impose i^n them. In deference to the 
opinion that had been expressed, ho asked the Council to ^rmit him to withdraw 
the amendment. But he wished at the same time to exjnain the circumstances 
under which ho had been induced to put his amendment on the motion paper. He 
was afraid that it might be thought that he was anxious by a side-wind to neutral¬ 
ize the effect of the rules which were agreed to by a large majority of the Council 
about two weeks ago. He could assure the Council that that was not his intention 
at all. His object in putting the amendment on the paper was this, that as in the 
case of a suitor who goes to a court of equity from a court of law, the court of 
equity imposed such terms on the suitor as equity seemed to demand; so on that 
principle he thought that the Government, when giving the zemindars the advan¬ 
tage of an exceptional piece of legislation, would be justified in saying, “ we are 
willing to give you the advantage of this law, provided you consent to these 
terms, that you will not under this exceptional procedure enhance your rents 
at one leap more than 25 per cent.” That was the object which induced 
Mr. Bbll to put this amendment upon the paper; but as he found that it had 
been objected to oy hon’ble members, whose opinions he was bound to respect, 
he would now ask permission to withdraw it. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

The Hom’dle Mr. Bell moved the insertion of the following section after 
section 14a:— 

“ 14i. Nothing in tho abovo rules shall be held to entitle a zomindar or other land- 
owner to on enhanooment of rent upon any ground whioh he could not have urged in a 
uivil court.” 

Ho said that though there had been an unfortunate difference of opinion 
both as to tho expediency and the operation of these new rules, ho was happy 
to say that there was one point on which they were all unanimously agreed, and 
that was that in a temporary measure of procedure like the Bill before tho 
Council, they should make no change whatever in tho substantive law of the 
land. But though such was the intention of tho Council, he was afraid that 
when these rules came into operation Collectors would consider themselves 
bound by these rules alone, and that they were freed from the obligation of 
following the law as laid down in Act X of 1859. Now he was sure the Council 
would agree with him that it would be very undesirable, as well as a great 
calamity, if the Collector was to follow one law in his court, and the Judge 
another law in his court. The result of such a system would be this, that if 
a zemindar found that the law as interpreted by the Collector was more to his 
interest than the law as administered by the civil court, all he would have to do 
would be to get up a little agrarian disturbance in order to bring in the jurisdic¬ 
tion of tho Collector. The object of tho amendment was to make the intention 
of the Council clear. It was, ho believed, the unanimous intention of the 
Council that tlio substantive law should not be changed, and the object of the 
aiueudment was to make that intention clear, so that no Collector might 
misunderstand or misapply these new rules. 

He would give only one illustration of the danger he apprehended in 
enacting these rules without die amendment he . proposed. According to the 
present practice, no zemindar could enhance rent except on the grounds stated 
in tho notice of enhancement. But ho feared that if these rules were enacted 
in their present form, the Collector would not consider himself in any way 
bound by the notice, but think himself at liberty to decree an enhancement of 
rent on any grounds ho pleased. 

It was for these reasons that he thought it desirable that they should 
expressly state in the Bill that the Collector should not give tho zemmdar any 
enhancement of rent, except on grounds on which he could obtain enhancement 
if he had pursued tho ordinary remedy in the civil court. These were the 
grounds which induced Mr. Bell to g^ve notice of this amendment, and for 
these reasons he asked the Council to agree to it. 

' The Hon’ble Advocate-General said this was substantially a revival 
of the question which he had ventured to answer on the last occasion, when he 
'had endeavoured to explain the difference between a ground A>f‘ enhancement 
and the ratio decidendt involved in fixing the proper sum as an enhanced, rent. 
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In section 13 of this Bill it wm provided that “ in the disposal of such suits the 
Collector shall, as far as possible, follow the procedure prescribed in Act X 
of 1859.” That being so, the pounds of enhancement must be the grounds of 
enijancoment laid down in Act X of 1859, and that Act contained the grounds 
for the enhancement of rent as to occupancy ryots. 

This Bill in no wav interfered with the grounds of cnhancoment; and 
consequently he was unable to discover any reason for putting in this proviso 
in the shape of a rider. The grounds of enhancement contained in Act X of 
1859 would continue to be observed as the only grounds for enhancement of 
rent under this Bill. He felt sure that the introduction of the proposed 
section would do no good, while it might in some way or other, at present 
unknown, interfere with the proper working of the rules; and the persistency 
with which the lion’ble member had opposed these rules did not incline the 
Advocatb-Genekal to adopt an amendment, though apparently innocuous. 

He had over and over again pointed out that these rules were not compul¬ 
sory, but simply auxiliary, and that the Collector might or might not follow them 
as he thought fit. In fact, the words which were lately added were introduced 
for the purpose of giving perspicuity to those rules, and as the point of clear¬ 
ness had been attained, he certainly thought that the proposed amendment was 
altogether uncalled for, and in fact not needed. 

He had endeavoured to explain on previous occasions the office of these 
rules, but unfortunately, whether in consequence of not rendering his remarks on 
the subject intelligible, or for some other reason, he had failed to convince the 
hon’ble member of the accuracy of his views. He would therefore repeat as a 
final attempt that the grounds of enhancement were quite distinct from the 
determination of the proportion in which that enhanceincnt should be made. 
The grounds of enhancement were stated in section 17 of Act X of 1859, and 
were left unaltered by the present Bill. The rules were simply framed for 
the purpose of aiding the Collector, in the event of his finding the rule of 
proportion unworkable. Any one who wished to satisfy himself of the necessity 
of some such rules might consult the last letter received from the British Indian 
Association, in which the question of the enhancement of rent and the unwork* 
able character of the rule of proportion were treated in an able manner. For 
the above reasons he would vote against the amendment. 

The Hon’ui.k Mr. Bell said that he was surprised at the opposition raised 
to his amendment by his hon’ble and learned friend, because if tlie rules in tha 
Bill were not opposed to the substantive law, there could be no harm in putting 
in this amendment. If, on the contrary, the rules were liable to be construed in a 
sense opposed to the existing law, then his amendment ivas absolutely necessary, 
in order that the intention of the Council might not bo niisundeivstood. He was 
afraid, and was still afraid, that if these rules went out from the Council wdthout 
the rider attached to them which he had suggested, the Collectors would con¬ 
sider that they were freed from the ordinary rent law. Tlie hon’ble and leanied 
Advocate-General had expressed hi.s surprise that 3 Ik, Bell should persist in 
thinking that those rulc.s were oppo.sed to the substantive law', and he attributed 
this misconception of the rules to the fact that he iiad not on the j)roviou8 
occasion made himself clearly understood. But Mu. Bell w'ould assure his 
hon’ble and learned friend that had he done himself a great injustice in thinking 
that he had not made himself clearly understood. His hon’ble and learned 
friend’s interpretation of the law was clear enough, but it certainly was one Avith 
which Mr. Bkll could not agree. 'J'his, how'ever, was not a question which he 
would wish to argue before the Council. His reason for bringing forward the 
amendment was not to dispute the position taken up by the learned Advocate- 
General, but merely to make the intentions of the Council so clear that no one 
could misunderstand them. If. however*, it was the feeling of the Couiieil that 
it was not advisable to add this rider to tho rules, he would not press his 
amendment. 

Aftjsr some conversation the motion w'as by leave withdrawn. 

Oh the motion of tub ADVocATK-GKNinjAL tho Bill w'as then passed. 

UEGIS'PRATION OK ESTATES. 

On the motion of tho Hon’ble Mr. Bell the Bill to provide for the regis¬ 
tration of revenue-paying estates and rcveiiuc-frco lands, and of the proprietors 
and managers thereof, avqs further considered in-order to the scttlemcirt of its 
clauses. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Bell moved the omission, from the end of paragraph 1 
of section 55, of the words “ accordingly, subject to any orders which may 
subsequently be made by any civil court.’’ The words, he said, were unneces* 
sory; any person could at any time bring a suit in a civil court to rectify an 
entry in the register. The motion was a purely formal one, which he would 
ask the Council to accept it. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bkll said, the next amendment he had to propose referred 
to certain new sections which had been introduced at the last mooting of the 
Council, namely sections 74, 77, and 78. It would perhaps be in'the memory of 
the Council that these sections were introduced on the motion of Mr. Dampier for 
the purpose of protecting ryots who paid their rents to registered proprietors. 
The sections were framed by Mr. Dampier in consultation with the hon’ble and 
learned Advocate-General, but they were opposed by the hon’ble member opposite 
(Baboo Kristodas Pal), and many objections were urged against them. The prin¬ 
ciple of the sections was, however, affirmed on a division by a very considerable 
majority. After the Council rose,the Advocate-General suggested that Mr. Bell 
should again go over the sections to see if ho could propose any modification of 
them to moot tlie objections which had been raised. Ho accordingly consulted 
several gentlemen outside of this Council, and also the hon’ble member on 
his right (Mr. Reynolds), and the result was the amendment which ho had the 
honor to propose. If tho Council would refer to tho sections they would find 
that tlioir operation was two-fold ; first, as they affected proprietors already in 
possession and entered on tho register as registered proprietors; and secondly, 
as they affected applicants for registration whoso claim to registration was 
disputed. It would bo observed that there was a wide distinction between 
a proprietor in possession of estates and whose name was on the register, and 

S ersons who were not in possession and whoso claim for registration was 
isputed. 

With regard to proprietors already in possession, these rules seemed to 
Mr. Bell to operate somewhat unfairly. Their effect was tliis. If a proprie¬ 
tor was in possession and was collecting rents without opposition from Ins ryots, 
these collections were liable to be summarily stopped by any person filing 
a petition to have his name entered on the register as proprietor. The 
mere application of a stranger for the registry of his name would in this way 
stop the collections of a registered zemindar who had been in posses.sion 
for years. The object of this stringent provision was to protect the 
ryots from paying rent twice over. But it seemed to Mk. Bkll that when a 
person was in possession and his name was upon tho register, ho ought 
to be allowed to collect tho rents until his name was removed from tho 
register. Therefore what ho proposed was this, that when a zemindar was 
in possession with his name upon the register, ho should continue to receive 
rents from tho ryots ; and that his receipt for tho rent should bo a valid receipt, 
and an effectual discharge to tho ryots from any demands which an adverse 
claimant might afterwards make upon liim. If the claimant for registration 
substantiated his right to registration and possession, he would recover the 
rents which had been wrongfully withheld from him, not from tho ryots who 
had already paid the rent, but from the zemindar who had received it. That 
was the ordinary course which was adopted when a man received possession 
with mesne profits. He theroforo proposed to omit in section 74 all the words 
after tho word “ Board ” in Imio 7 :— 

“ and to any extract so supplied shall he appended a note signed by the Collector oorti- 
fying whether any application for registration imder this Act in respect of the estate or 
revonue-firee property to which tlio extract relates is pending before the Collector, or on a 
reference by the Collector before a civil court, and if any such ajipliuation he so pending, spe¬ 
cifying the extent of the interest to which such application relates, and tho grounds on which 
it is based.” 

He proposed to omit this latter part of the section, which provided tha 
the Collector was to note whether an adverse application for registration had 
been made. And ho also proposed to omit the corresponding words in sec¬ 
tion 78, after tho word “ mortgagee” in lino 7:— 

unless on application for registration under this Act relating to the interest in respect 
of which such proprietor, manager, or mortgagee is registered, is pending before the CoUe^r, 
or on a reference oy the Collector before a civil court.’’ 
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Tho effect of omitting these words would be that every person who had his 
name on the register would be recognized, as far as the payment of rent by the 
ryots was concerned, as proprietor'of tho estate, until some other person dislodged 
his name from the register and obtained tho substitution of his own name in its 
place. That was the first object of tho amendments. 

The next point was to consider tho caso of the claimant to possession and 
registration. If hon’ble members would turn to section 65 they would find 
that it dealt with this question. Section 55 related to disputes as to succession. 
It very often happened that there was a dispute both as to succession to the 
estate and as to the share to which a person was entitled. It was perfectly 
impossible for the Collector summarily, without inquiry, to put any person 
into possession. Hut it was not desirable, while these disputes were 
going on before tho Collector and tho civil court, that the rents should remain 
uncollected; for if tho rents were not collected there might bo no money 
from which to pay the revenue. The fear was that if the proprietor was 
unable to collect rents, he would be unable to meet tho revenue. Therefore 
Mb. Bej.l preposed that whenever there was a doubt as to who was entitled t^j 
possession, the Collector should have power to appoint a receiver, who would 
collect the rents and defray from tho collections tho expenses of management 
and the Government revenue ; and any surplus that remained would be paid 
over to tho person whom tho Collector or the civil court might find to be 
entitled to registration. 

Mr. Bell thought that if these amendments were adopted by the Council 
the objections whicli had been raised by tho hon’ble member opposite (Baboo 
Kristodas Pal) would be in a great measure removed. He thought it was 
reasonable to concede these amendments, and he believed that if they were 
conceded these provisions would be satisfactory to the zemindars. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said', ho believed that a communication 
had been received from the British Indian Association in connection with these 
provisions of the Bill. He would ask tho permission of the President to allow 
the Secretary to read the communication. 

The communication, which was as follows, was then read by the 
Secretary:— 

“Dated Calcutta, the 14th April 1876. 

Prom— Raja Jotbnuro Mohijn Tagore, Hony. Secy., British Indian Association, 
To—Tho Offg. Asst. Socy. to the Government of Bengal, Legislative Department. * 

"With referonoo to the provisions in the Registration of Estates Bill introduced at tlfo 
last sitting of tho Council of His Honor tho laeutenant-Governor for making laws and 
regulations, declaring that no person shall bo bound to pay rent to any person claiming 
such rent ns proprietor, manager, or mortgagee of an estate, unless the name of such 
claimant shall have been registerod, tho Committee of the British Indian Association desire 
to submit that thewe jirovisions (sections 77-78) are calculated to lead to tho greatest hard¬ 
ship and injustice, and produce evils which an; certainly not contemplated by the legislature, 
hut which, they fear, cannot he avoided from tho peculiar ciroumslances imder which litiga¬ 
tion is fostered in this coiyitry. 

Although the declaration contained in section 77 is not intended to operate as a jienal 
clause, practically it will have that effect; and it cannot hut hi? most arbitrary and unjust that 
a proprietor should ho outlawed even if he should fail to register his name, though tho law 
provides sutBciently deterring penalty against such defuull. 

But the Committee fear that the provisions under comment would roiiso the o\’il 
passions of persons and foment disputes where there might have been none in existence. 
Mis Honor in Council cannot he unaware that unscrupulous mookteurs and otiu r designing 
persons are too apt to take advantage of any law and sow seeihs of disputes Lotween 
members of the same family. The ('ommittee would not be surprised if these sections 
should produce discord where there was harmony, and give a license to the strong to prey 
over tho weak. For instance, on estate may be hold by four persons, all of whom collect the 
rent separately; all of them are required by law to register their names ami shares ; they 
moke too necessary applications; the more powerful of them may take a famw to dispute the 
extent of the shares of the two weaker parties; the facility of procedure offered would 
operate as an onoourogoment to such misohiovuus proceedings ; it may take some mouths 
before the disputes are doterniiued, but in tho moanlime tl>o iiijuroil priiprietors, tliough they 
were hitherto in the receipt of rent, would bo deprived of the right of re.ilizifig it, while they 
would be bound to meet punotuolly their shore of every instalment of the Govornmeut 
revenue to protect their property from sale. 

Nothing could he more unreasonable or unjust than a provision of law which woidd 
pcoduoe SBoh a residi. 
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The evils apprehended from the new sections would be produced in a variety of ways. 
There is nothing in the Bill to show whether the rents of ryots due to a non-registered pro¬ 
prietor would be realized by any person or deposited in the Colleotorate till the registration 
is completed; it is well known that when ryots fall into arrears it is difficult to realize them, 
and the practical effect would therefore be that though the rightful claim of the disputed 
proprietor might be established hereafter, he would be made a heavy loser through the 
operation of the law. 

The Committee do not see how the object of the law could be frustrated or tJie 
lyots would suffer if it were provided, os indeed it was provided in the first amended Bill, 
tnat a proprietor, if he has filed an application for registration, shall bo entitled to claim 
payment of rent and exorcise other proprietary rights. Even if the proprietor whose application 
for registration might be pending should realize more than ho was entitled to, there would 
be nothing to prevent either his co-shaiers from suing him for excess collections, supposing 
that such excess should represent their shores, or the ryots from deducting the excess from 
their rents. If the proposed Bill docs not contain any provision authorizing the ryot to 
make such deduction, that omission might be supplied without injury to either party. 

The Committee would therefore recommend that section 77 be amended in the manner 
provided in the first amended Bill, that is to siiy, recognising the claim of the proprietor 
in possession, whose application for registration may be ponding, to receive rent in the same 
manner os (that of the other proprietors whose names have been duly registered. It would 
be seen that such a provision would not confer any new right upon the disputed proprietor; 
it would simply continue to him the power of collection which no had already possessed and 
exercised. 

The object of the Committee in recommending the registration of the name of the 
mortgagee in possession was that, in case of default of revenue, notice might be served upon 
him in order to save tho mortgaged estate from sale, owing to the laches of the mortgagor. 
But there is nothing in the Bill providing for the service of such notice. Tho benefit wmch 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased to hold out in tho curres})ondence between 
the Government of Bengal and this Association on this subject would not thus be realized. 
The Committee would therefore m-go the propriety of providing for the servico of notice 
upon the mortgagee in possession, in cose of tho default of the mortgagor proprietor in the 
payment of revenue.” • 

I’he IIon’ble Mr. Bell said, as far as h(* understood the letter which had 
just been read, it related to two points. First, it related to the sections to 
which his aiucndmcnT referred ; and secondly, it related to the giving of notice 
to mortgagees in possession. He wits nrit sure that the amondnionts he had 
proposed would meet tlic objections taken by the Association to sections 77 and 
78. But he did not see his way to make any further alterations, because it had 
been decided at tho last meeting of the Council that a mere application for 
registration should not entitle the applicant to sue for rent, and that indemnity 
should not be given unless the person receiving rent was registered as being in 
possession. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kkistodas Pal said tho hon’ble mover in moving his 
amendment had explained how the operation of the rules adopted at the last 
meeting of the Council would result in injustice and hardship. Ho had pointed 
out that once a proprietor was registered, any claimant who might dispute his 
claim should not be allowed to intervene with tho view of interfering with his 
right of collection, and that whero thero might bo disputed succession a receiver 
should be appointed to collect the rents of the estate. The question raised in 
the letter of tho British Indian Association was not, however, sufficiently met 
by the proposed amendments. Tho question was this: a proprietor might be 
collecting rents according to his recognized share, that was to say, as recognized 
by his co-sharers and ryots ; now this Bill came into operation; the proprietor in 
the usual way made an application for tho registration of his share. It was well 
known that in tliis country tilings when in train did not seem to attract much 
notice, but as soon as there was anything out of tho way thoro would bo dis¬ 
turbance. Well, as soon as an application was made for registration, some 
other person, who might have no right whatever, or who having a right might 
wish to take more than ho was entitled to, might como forward and dispute 
the extent of interest of the applicant proprietor. He miglit dispute the 
right of the proprietor to a certain extent of interest, and advance his own 
claim to the rest of the estate. For example, if tho proprietor held a four- 
annas’ share, the objector might allege that he had only a two-annas’ share, 
and that tho other two-annas’ share belonged to himself. As tho sections wore 
framed, this four-annas’ proprietor, simply because his share ivas disputed by 
another co-sharer by a simple application to the Collector, anl not by a 
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regular suit, would be debarred from^ collecting rent under section 77, which 
provided that no person should be entitled to collect rent unless ho was rcgi.s* 
tcred as a shareholder. This was a point on which difficulties would arise. 
It could not be said that a proprietor who had applied for registration was not 
entitled to be registered; but because some co-sharer had taken a fancy to 
dispute the extent of his share, he would be debarred of his proprietary right, 
and he would be obliged, if he wished to save his estate from sale, perhaps to 
borrow money to pay the Government rfivenue. 

Baboo Kristodas Pal would mention one case which had been brought to 
his notice the other d^. A large estate in the district of Nuddea was claimed 
by two persons, one of whom was the son of the deceased proprietor, the other 
was the son of the second son of the deceased. Each proprietor had an eight- 
annas’ share in the estate. One of them wanted to raise money on his eight-annas* 
share, and he applied to a capitalist for a loan. A deed was executed, but the 
mortgagee asked the mortgagor to register his separate share in the Collectoratii 
for the payment of revenue under Act XI of 1859, both with the view of protect¬ 
ing his own interest and the interest of the mortgagor proprietor. The mortgagor 
agreed, and an application was made by him in the usual way. Ilis uncle, who also 
held an eight-annas’ share, now came forward and disputed the extent of interest 
of tlie applicant, claiming two annas more than he was entitled to. Things had 
been going on very, smoothly before : both were collecting eight annas of the 
rents; there was no dispute. But the moment an application for the separation of 
the shares was made, one party came forward and disputed the extent of the 
share of the other party It might therefore be easily imagined how this Bill 
would operate if it was passed with the sections adopted at the last sitting of 
the Council. There would bo disputes, misunderstandings, and litigation, and 
honest men would suffer. He did not think the Council for a moment contem¬ 
plated that this should bo the result of the proposed law. The object of the new 
sections was to protect the interest of tho ryots; but tlieir indirect effect would 
bo serious injury to tho zemindar, whoso share might bo disputed on frivolous 
grounds by other co-sharers or oven outsiders. 

The non’blo mover of the amendment had proposed tho appointment of a 
receiver in cases of disputed succession; but how would tho case be met when 
disputed possession was not in connection with succession ? Baboo Kristodas Pal 
behoved that tho wording of section 55a would apply only to cases of succes¬ 
sion. ([The Hon’ble tho Advocatk-Gknbral. —Tho hon’ble mover is willing to 
amend tho section; it was meant to apply to all cases. J 

Then tho only question left unanswered was this, that where a pro¬ 
prietor was in possession and had been actually collecting rents, and had 
according to the law filed an application for registration, but his application 
was disputed by some person with or without reason—Was this proprietor t<» 
bo deprived of the right of collecting rents until tho application was disposed 
of by the Collector or tho civil court ? Mind, he had not been guilty of am* 
laches; it was not his fault that somebody else, tempted by the new law, disputed 
tho extent of his share; possibly his whole claim would be admitted after hearing 
by the Collector or tho court; but if he were debarred of the right of collection 
on the ground of some objection filed by a third party, he would possibly not be 
able to realize tho rents, which would at once fall into nrrear; while ho would 
have to meet tho Government revenue from his own pocket, not to say that he 
must find other means fur his own maintenance. 

Tho Hon’ble the Advocate-General observed that the hotrble member 
was assuming that tho applicant was in actual possession; if he was so, he 
would bo registered: the mere allegation that he was not in possession would 
not prevent him from being registered. Moreover, under the last clause of 
section 55, if there was any doubt as to the extent of interest, the 

applicant might be registered as to the extent of interest which might b(‘ 
proved, and might make a reference to the civil court ns to any further e.\tcnt 
of interest which might be in dispute. 

After some conversation the following section was introduced alter 
section 55, and tho amendment moved in section 78 was agreed to;— 

“In any case of disputed possession of, suooession to, or aequisitioii by transfer of tho 
extent of any interest in respect of which application is mode under the last procodiiig ^tiou, 
tho CoUeotor may appoint a receiver to oolleot tho rents of tho extent of mtorest in dispute, 
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and from the sums so collected shall he paid the expenses of management and the revenue 
due to the Government; and the surplus shall be held in deposit in the Collector’s treasury 
aud shall be paid over to the person who shall be registered by the OoUeotor or under the 
order of the' civil court in respect of the extent of interest in dupute.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bell said the only question that remained to bd consi¬ 
dered in regard to this Bill was the proposition that had been suggested to the 
Council that day, that mortgagees whose names were registered as being in 
possession should receive notice when default in the payment of revenue had 
occurred. With regard to this matter he wished to state that a promise had 
been made in Select Committee to the hon’ble member opposite (Baboo Kris- 
todas Pal) by Mr. Pampier and himself that they would, if possible, draft 
sections to carry out what they understood to bo the intention of His Honor 
the President in this matter. But when they came to put their sections into 
'writing they found that they would materimly interfere with the sale law of 
the country; and it was objected by the hon’ble member on his right (Mr. 
Reynolds) that such a provision was foreign to the scope and object of the Bill. 
AAd -this objection was undoubtedly a very reasonable one. Moreover it 
appeared both to Mr. Danipier and himself that it would be in the power of the 
Executive Government by an executive order to require Collectors to give 
notice to registered mortgagees before the mortgaged estate was sold. Such 
an order would answer every purpose, and it could be made without in any way 
interfering with the sale law. For these reasons Mb. Bell did not consider that. 
the provisions which the British Indian Association asked should be introduced 
into the Bill were required. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said he might remind the Council that 
when the section for tho registration of the names of mortgagees in possession 
was introduced, the object was to protect the interest of such mortgagees. The 
mortgagor proprietor might default, and the estate might bo sold without the 
kno^cago of tho mortgagee in possession ; aad it was with tho view of pre¬ 
venting injustice to the mortgagee that the Government decided that the name 
of the mortgagee should be registered under this Bill; but the remedy 
]>rovided, unless the proposed notice to the mortgagee in case of default were 
given, would be incomplete. It was true that tho remedy sought for might 
be given by executive order of the Government. But an executive order 
was liable to revorsal; and although' His Honor the present Lieutenant- 
Go vehior might issue such an order, who knew whether his successor might 
not bo of a difiPereut opinion and withdraw the order ? With a view, therefore, 
to give permanence to the remedy proposed by tho Government, he thought it 
would be consistent and advisable if a section were introduced authorizing 
tho Collector to give notice, in case of default by tho mortgagor proprietor, 
to tho mortgagee in possession, requiring him to pay the Government revenue 
and protect the property from sale. Ho would therefore move the introduction 
of a section requiring the Collector to give notice by registered letter to a 
mortgagee whose name had been registered in case of default of revenue by 
the mortgagor proprietor. 

The IIon’ble the Advocate-General observed that the principal objection 
to requiring notice to be given by law was that, under the existing sale law, 
the Commissioner, under the direction of the Board of Revenue, mi^ht annul 
a sale on the ground of hardship or injustice; and if notice was required to be 
given by law, he had little doubt that, in cases of revenue sales, the supposed 
omission or improper service of notice would be eagerly seized as a ground 
of hardship to be insisted on; and thus a disturbing element would be supplied 
by the legislature in cases of revenue sales, which, under the policy of the law, 
should be made as free as possible from objections of the nature alluded to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Reynolds said he did not think the proposal of the 
hon’ble member would do^ any great good, because, as he understood it, the 
' proposal was to leave it optional to the Collector to issue these notices. Where 
it was to be a matter of discretion, he did not see that a law was necessary to 
authorize the Collector to give notice of sale to mortgagees in possession. 

After some conversation the motion was negatived. * 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Bell a formal amendment was made 
in section 79, corresponding to that made in section 78. 
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His Honor the President said—The next motion on the list is that the 
Bill bo passed; but before that is done I am anxious to draw the attention of 
tho Council to section 63, relating to fees. It will be sepn that section 63 gives 
the Lieutenant-Governor power to fix the rates of fees for changes on the 
registers, provided that no one fee shall exceed one hundred rupees; and it said 
that all fees levied under this section shall be expended in such manner as the 
Lieutenant-Governor maj think fit.’* It was found necessary to refer this section, 
under the Indian Councils’ Act, for the sanction of the Governor-General. Wo 
did so some time ago; but we have not yet received the sanction, and I am not 
certain that wo shall receive sanction, because this section virtually alienates 
by law certain fees or duties which are now levied and credited to tue general 
account of tho Government. If hon'ble members will refer to Regulation XV 
of 1797, from which this section is taken, they will find that this section 63, 
relating to fees, is taken from sections 3, 6, and 0 of Regulation XV of 1797. 
Section 3 of that Regulation says:— 

“ Fees at the following rates shall bo levied by the Collectors on the registry of any 
transfer of the whole or the part of an estate or estates, or lands held exempt the pay¬ 
ment of revenue, by deed of sale, or gift, or otherwise;— 

“ If tho estate shall be subject to the payment of revenue to Government, one quarter or 
four annas per cent, on the annual jumma or revenue payable to Government from the 
proper^ transferred. 

“ if the lands shall be held exempt from the payment of revenue to Government, two and 
a half per cent, on the amount of the annual produce of the lands transferred.” 

The Regulation lays down two rates, ono for revenue-paying estates, and 
one for revenue-free lands; while our proposed section 63 gives tho Lieutenant- 
Governor power to fix the rates, provided that no fee shall be more than 
Rs. 100. This limitation is taken from section 6 of the same Regulation, 
which provides that no person shall be liable to the payment of a greater sum 
than Rs. 100 on account of any transfer. Then section 9 of the Regulation 
says that all sums which may be received W the Collectors under the Regu¬ 
lation shall be carried to the account of Government; our section says that 
all fees levied under the section shall bo expended in such manner as the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor may think fit. 

Tho necessity of making a reference to the Governor-General arises from 
the fact that our section 63 makes certain changes in the rates and disposition 
of tho fees. Our section gives tho Lieutenant-Governor power to fix tho rates^ 
whereas the old Regulation lays down tho rates; and secondly, our section givas 
the Lieutenant-Governor the power of expending tho money as he thinks fit, 
whereas the old Regulation says that the Collector shall carry the fees to tho 
account of Government. If we were simply to re-enact the sections which 
I have read, sections 3,6, and 9 of Regulation XV of 1797, there will bo no 
necessity of a reference to the Governor-General, and wo can then pass the Bill. 
If that should be the pleasure of the Council, then I, for one, would desire to state 
that I see no objection to that course; because, assuming that the Government of 
India shall bo willing to allow the Lieutenant-Governor to expend the fees as 
he thinks fit, there is nothing to prevent them from allowing the Lieutenant- 
Governor to do so by executive order. Therefore I shall be content if tho exact 
words of the Regulation are adopted, and I believe that the native members 
of the Council would prefer that course, as being more favorable to zemindars.” 

After some conversation tho following section was substituted for 
section 63:— 

“ Fees at the following rates shall be levied by the Collector on the registry under this 
Act of any transfer:— 

(1) in the ease of revenue-paying lands, one-quarter or four annas per centum on 

the anniuil revenue payable to Government from tho extent of interest trans¬ 
ferred ; 

(2) in tho case of revenue-free lands, two and a half per centum on tho amount of 

the annual produce of the extent of interest transferred : 

provided that no fee for the registry of any ono transfer shall exceed one hundred 

rupees. • i j 

“ Such fees shall be levied from the person in whose favor tho transfer is rogisterea. 

” All fees levied under this section shall be carried to the account of Government. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Bell tho Bill was then passed. 

The Council was adjourned iinc die.

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF LEGISLATION. 

His Honor the President said,—“ Hon’ble members will perceive from 
the notice on the paper that we are met together to-day in order that 1 may 
make a very brief statement regarding the course of legislation in this Council. 
During the last few months wo have had very many meetings of the Council, 
and the meetings of tho Select Committees have been still more numerous, so 
that, one way or another, hon’ble members have had a great deal of legisla¬ 
tive work ; and as it is now proposed that wo should have a short respite from 
our labours, I have deemed it desirable to recapitulate in the very briefest 
terms the results of those labours during tho last few months, and also to remind 
hon’ble members of the work which still lies before us. Now, if hon’ble 
members will refer to the Statement I had the honor of making in this 
Council on the 13th November last, they will find that there was laid before 
them what might bo termed a heavy programme of legislation. .Well, I am 
happy to be able to say that in all its most essential parts that programme 
has been fulfilled. 

In tho first place there were mentioned measures for the voluntary regis¬ 
tration of Mahomedan marriages and divorces; also for providing for irrigation 
from canals in the provinces under the Government of Bengal. But these 
measures have been passed into law, and I hope they have begun to take due 
effect. 

But further, there were two very difficult measures relating, to municipal 
affairs—one relating to the municipality of Calcutta itself, and tho other relating 
to the numerous municipalities in the interior of Bengal. Tho measure relating 
to the municipality of Calcutta has, as the Council knows, been passed into law, 
and I am sure that our hon’ble colleague Sir Stuart Hogg will carry this law 
into effect with the same patience, discretion, and ability with which he carried 
the Bill through the Council. 

Tho other law relating to municipalities in the interior of Bengal, has 
also passed this Council. 

But besides the measures relating to municipal affiiirs, there were four 
very important and heavy measures relating to the landed interests in 
the country. Tho first of these was a Bill for m^ing better provision 
for the partition of estates paying .revenue to Government; the second 
was a Bill relating to the compulsory registration of possessory titles 
in land; the third was a Bill for inquiry into the rents payable by ryots in 
certain cases and for the prevention of agrarian disturbances; and the fourth 
was a measure for tho appointment of managers in joint undivided estates. 
Of these four measures, the first three have passed the Council. The fourth 
measure, namely the measure for the appointment of managers in joint individed 
estates, has not yet been brought before^ this Council; and for this reason, 
namely that such improvements liave been introduced into tho measure for the 
registration of possessory titles in land, that we hope that it will not be necessary 
to introduce tho fourth measure at all. Sections, as hon’blo members will recollect, 
have been inserted in the Registration Act which will give a great deaf of pro¬ 
tection to ryots against the liability of their being called upon to pay their 
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rent more than once upon the demands of conflicting shareholdcr.s, and If these 
sections shall have good effect, which wo hope they will have, it may not bo 
necessary to provide for the appointment of managers in these joint undivided 
estates, especially as wo understand that the appointment of managers is not 
likely to be satisfactory to zemindars generally, and I believe in some cases it 
is likely oven to prove distasteful to them. So I hope that if the Registration 
Act shall work as well as we hope it will work, wo shall bo saved the neces¬ 
sity of proposing a Rill for the appointment of managers for the considera¬ 
tion of the Council. 

Well, then, it appears that we have passed no less than seven measures 
within this last session, that is, since November last, of which perhaps two 
were not very diflicult; but the remaining five have been measures of first 
rate difficulty. 

Then there were other measures mentioned in the Statement of the 13th 
November, which I will call to the recollection of the Council. They were 
improvements of the Sale Law, that is, the law for the sale of .estates in 
default of payment of land revenue; the amendment of the General Police 
Act; the prohibition of ilh'gal cesses in navigable channels, high roads, and 
market places; the consolidation of the Acts relating to the Abkaree or 
Excise Law; the alteration of the Kent Law in the Chutia Nagpur Province. 
Well, of these, the Rill for a few detailed improvements in the Sale Law 
has been dropped; it was not found necessary to proceed with it, as all the 
improvements it could bo expected to produce were within the scope of 
executive authority. The jiroposal for the amendment of the General Police 
Act was, as hon'blc members will recollect I informed them, referred 
to the Government of India, because whatever is done here might effect 
neighbouring provinces. Rut I regret to say that wo have never yet received 
a reply, so I am not in a position to say whether or not wo shall be able to 
produce any measure on this subject. The Rill for the prohibition of illegal 
cesses in navigable channels, high roads, and market places, after receipt of the 
reply of the Rritish Indian Assixsiation to the reference made to them, was referred 
to the Government of India. To that reference no reply has yet been received. 
The consolidation of the laws relating to Excise or the Abkaree has, as the Council 
will recollect, been partially proceeded with by our learned Secretary, but 
hon’ble members will readily understand that for the last few months he has 
been very much absorbed in the current business before the Council, and it has 
not been possible to make very great progress with that measure, which indeed 
is of no urgent importance. Rut as the eoining period is comparatively one of 
recess, it is possible some progress may be made w'ith this matter. The 
measure for the alteration of the rent law in the Chutia Nagpur province has 
been referred to the Commissioner of that province with reference to several 
practical details, and no reply, at least no final reply, has yet been received. 
Rut, however, that Rill will not be one of any groat length or difficulty. 

These arc the remarks I have to make in reference to the last general 
Statement I submitted to the Council in November last. I have yet to add a 
very few remarks on the measures which have yet to be mentioned for the first 
time. In the first place there aro somo improvements in the law for the 
management of estates under the Court of Wards, which the Roard of Revenue 
consider very desirable. It is possible that we shall prepare a short 
measure for submission to the Council. Then we have to produce before long 
a measure regarding ghatwali tenures in parts of the Rurdwan, Raukoora, 
Midnaporc, Manbhoom, and Singbhoom districts. That measure is under 
immediate consideration, and I hope that before long it will be sufficiently 
worked out to enable us to submit it to the Council. Then it has long 
been thought desirable to consolidate into ono law the various Regulations 
relating to the land revenue. 1 dare say the Council * are awaro that for a 
long time past measures have been taken in the Legislative Council of the 
Governor-General for the repeal of obsolete enactments. Now this frequent 
repealing of obsolete enactments bus swept away a^ good many ot the old 
Regulations, and it is now believed that the remaining Regulations regarding 
land revenue in these provinces are comparatively few in iiiiiuber, and that 
it would not be very difficult to consol:date them all into one enactment, which 
may be passed by this Council, and if passed, will give to all our Revenue 
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officers, and perhaps what is of more importance to all those great interests 
which are concerned in this matter, the great boon of a short and available 
manual to which everyone may* refer for authoritative guidance in these 
affairs. Then lastly, the Government of Bengal has had under its anxious 
consideration the possibility of preparing some rules and enunciating some 
principles by law for the determination oF rents in disputes between landlords 
and tenants. There are several hon’ble members present who are peculiarly 
conversant with this question, and will therefore readily understand the 
great difficulties which surround it. But it is our hope that wo may be able to 
lay before the public, and before those great interests which are concerned, 
some proposals which may be found to be just to both parties,—that is, to both 
landlords and tenants; and if we are able to frame proposals which shall be 
tolerably acceptable to both parties, it is our hope that before long wo shall be 
able to submit some definite measure upon the subject for the consideration of 
the Council. 

Such ^hen are the remarks which I have to make upon this occasion. I 
wish that our hou’ble colleague Mr. Dampior could have been present to*day as 
we all know how much wo owe to him for the undivided attention which he 
was able to devote to the business of the Council. But it will bo in the 
recollection of hon’ble members that on the last day he sat hero opportunity 
was duly taken to record the sense which 1 am sure wo all entertain of the 
great benefit which wo derived from his presence among us. But I deem it 
desirable upon this occasion to acknowledge before all hon’ble members tlio 
great obligations »vc are under to our learned Swretary for the great legal 
knowledge and acumen as well as for the great industry and attention which 
he has di.splayed throughout this somewhat difficult session. And I cannot 
conclude this Statement without declaring to the Council niv strong impros-' 
sion of the careful, searching, and elaborate manner in which the business ox the 
Council is conducted by all hoii’blo members generally, and especially by those 
hon’ble members who sat on select committees. 

The Council was adjourned sine die. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF SUBSTANTIVE LAW FOR DETERMINATION 

OF RENT. 

Minute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bet^al^ dated 18^A April 1876. 

I HAVE now to state what I am able to propose regarding the improvement 
of the substantive law of Bengal, embodied in Act X of 1859 and Act VIII of 
1869, as regards the determination of the rent to be paid by the ryot to the 
zemindar. These laws have indeed done much to establish the relations 
between landlord and tenant, and especially between the landlord and the occu¬ 
pancy ryot. But they are for the most part silent on the question, how the 
rent is to be ascertained and determined in case of dispute. And I have to 
consider the practicability of supplementing them by some declaration of 
principles whereby rent may be determined. 

2. Our consideration may be narrowed to the occupancy ryots, who have 
now become a very largo section of the tenantry in Bengal; regarding the 
remainder who have no occupancy rights and may bo called non-occupancy 
ryots, it docs not seem to be anywhere alleged that any alteration of the law is 
needed. By occupancy ryots are meant those ryots who, under the above 
cited Acts, cannot be ejected so long as they pay a fair and equitable rent, 
which rent, in event of dispute, can be determined only by a Court of Justice. 

3. It may be well at the outset to call to rememDraiico that by section 18 
of Act VIII of 1869 “ no ryot having a right of occupancy shall be liable to 
an enhancement of the rent previously paid by liim, except on some one of the 
following grounds:— 

that the rate of rent paid by such ryot is below the prevailing rate 
payable by the same class of ryots for land of a similar descrip¬ 
tion, and with similar advantages, in the places adjacent; 

that the value of the produce, or the productive powers of the land, 
have been increased otherwise than by the agency or at the 
expense of the ryot; 

that the quantity of the land held by the ryot has been proved by ‘ 
measurement to bo greater than the quantity for whicn rent ha^ 
been previously paid by him.” 

Now this section, so far as it goes, is excellent; no man will have his 
rent enhanced on account of improvements which he himself has made; if he 
is holding land in excess of the quantity for which he is paying rent, of course 
he is assessed to rent on the difference; so also if ho is paying at rates less than 
those paid by his neighbours under corresponding circumstances, he is justly 
liable to enhancement'. Still, the section leaves untouched the deeper, the 
broader question as to what, in reason and justice, ought to bo the prevailing 
rate for occupancy ryots in any district or division of a district; nor is any test 
afforded in any part of the law for tho decision of this question. Yet this, is 
the question which agitates the thoughts both of zemindar and ry'ot throughout 
the country. All that can be gathered from the language of the law is that the 
rent is to be fair and equitable; but tho question remains, as to what are the 
princmles on which a fair and equitable rent is to be ascertained and deter¬ 
mined. 

4. Thus, though the law imposes on tho Courts of Justice the responsi¬ 
bility of determining a fair and equitable rent in case of dispute, it affords no 
^cific rule whereby such determination may be arrived at. And in practice, 
i understand that the courts generally try to follow a leading judgment of 
the High Court according to which the new rent should bear the same propor¬ 
tion to the present value of the produce as the old rent boro to the old value of 
the produce, when tho said rent was last fixed, or at some subsequent period 
which may bo taken as a starting point; or in other words, tho old rent should 
boar to the-increased rent the same proportion asthoformorvaluoof the produce 
of tho soil, calculated on an average of three or five years next before the date 
of the alleged rise in value, bears to its present value. Without any disparage¬ 
ment of the wisdom and justice of that judgment so far as it goes, without at all 
doubting that it may have been the best that could have been given under the 
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circumstances, still I must observe that, according to this ruling, the justice ef 
the new rent must rest upon the basis of the old. But what if the old rent was 
questionable—what if it were too high, as perhaps in seme parts ef Western 
Bengal, or too low, as perhaps'in some parts of Eastern Bengal? Whatever 
defect may exist in the old rent is necessarily repeated in the new. Again, it 
becomes necessary to ascertain judicially the amount and value of the produce, 
not only at the present time, but also at some antecedent time. If such antece¬ 
dent time bo at all distant, as it may often prove to bo, then those matters 
become diilicult of ascertainment. Further, if during the interval between that 
time and the present the productiveness of the land shall have changed, that 
is, if the land produces now, say, more or less rice than it did—rice being the 
most ordinary product—a question diilicult of solution arises. And the question 
becomes still more difficult if the produce itself shall have changed —that is, if land 
which produced rice when the rent was last fixed now produces jute, or linseed, 
or saffl )wer, or other crop; a circumstance indeed which underlies many of the 
largest disputes in Eastern Bengal regarding the enhancement of rent. In 
matters »f this kind, the disputing parties are apt to withhold from the courts 
the information which they alone are capable of affording fully; and thus, by 
the necessities of its procedure, the court is prevented from knowing tho truth. 
The landlord in such a case may wish to induce tho court to adopt some prin¬ 
ciple other than that embodied in the ruling. The ryot will then stand on tho 
defensive, and say as little as ho can. Thus it happens that no person cun tell 
beforehand how the principle will work in any given case, or whether any 
decision can bo arrived at; neither zemindars nor ryots can tell what their 
relative rights practically are under it; and both parties are often left in a very 
injurious state of uncertainty. 

5. Without, then, at all impugning tho merits of this important ruling so 
far as it goes, I quite share tho opinion which is held by many, to tho effect that 
it is very desirable, if possible, to frame some better rule, and to embody it in 
the rent law. 

6. It wore superfluous to dwell on tho importance in Bengal of adjusting 
the respective shares of landlord and tenant in tho produce of the land; iii which 
matter tho most essential element is tho adjustment of the shares between tho 
landlord and the occupancy ryot. The landlord may think that by law and 
custom he has a right to some share in the increased profits of his lands 
which are cultivated by occupancy ryots; but what that share is, how it is to 
bo ascertained, how it is to be realized, has not been at all settled by law. 
'Fhe occupancy ryot may think that by law and custom ho ought to have a 
share in the increased profits, that there ought to bo a clear difference between 
him and a non-occupancy ryot; but what that share is, and what that dif erenco 
ought to be, has been nowhere laid down by law. For want of determination 
of tlieso points by law, some very violent and extensive disputes have arisen 
between the two parties; other disputes have been with difiiculty stopped by 
executive authority ; more disputes are threatened. 

7- It is doubtless in part owing to tho uncertainty regarding tho amount of 
rent properly dcmandable that cesses continue to bo levied. These cesses are 
taken partly in lieu of rent. It would of course be preferable that, after tho 
ascertainment of the real amount of the fair and cquitaolo rent, these should be 
abandoned. 

8. If by improvement of the law this state of things could be altered, a 
great benefit would be conferred on the country. Whether such an improvement 
of the law can be effected is a question to which I will now address myself. 

In my Minutes of the 16th March and, tho 25th May 1876 were set 
forth the difficulties and doubts which surround our existing law respecting the 
determination of rent, and the want of any rules or even principles in the law 
for the guidance of our courts in deciding disputes regarding the amount of rent 
dcmandable; and I invited the opinions of all the principal revenue autho¬ 
rities in these provinces. A precis of the replies received is appended to this 
Minutj. 

d. Among the papers thus received, I find two passages which aro'specially 
suggo.stive} these are the following extracts from papers by Mr. H. rj. Reynolds^ 
Officiating Secretary to the Oovernment of Bengal, and by tho Honorary 
Secretary to the British Indian Association. 
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10. In their letter dated the 10th March 1876, the British Indian Associatiuii 
say:—“The majority of the present occupancy ryots having been in the 
position of tenant8>at-will, the Committoo submit that it would meet the ends 
of justice if an allowance were mado to them in consideration of tlie occupancy 
rights conferred upon them by the legislature on the principle which has bcoii 
recognised in the Oudh Rent Act. Under the last-mentioned Act, the rent of 
the occupancy ryot is fixed at 12| per cent less than the rent paid by the tenant- 
at-will. The Committee, however, are of opinion that this deduction is tof) 
low. They would recommend one-fourth or 2.5 per cent. A pro.sperous tenantry 
is a source of strength to the zemindar, and the Committee hold that enough 
ought to be allowed to the occimancy ryot to enable him to pursue his industry 
with reasonable satisfaction. The proportion of one-fourth of the difference to 
the ryot, add three-fourths to the zemindar, in their opinion, would be fair and 
equitable. The Committee do not think that it will be difficult to ascertain 
thd competitivo rates as a rule. Where the land is let out to a tcnant-at-will by 
the landlord, or by the person in receipt of rent direct, it may be easily 
ascertained. Where, however, the lands are held wholly by occupancy ryots, the 
competitivo rate may be ascertained by reference to the rate of renl paid by 
“kurfa” ryots cultivating under occupancy ryots or “ jotedars.” 

“ The Committee have adopted the principle of the competitive rate, 
because it is a fair test of the value of land. It is a sure indication of the 
share of the produce of the soil which the cultivating ryot usually receives, and 
where it is low from whatever cause, the occupancy rent, as a rule, is also low.’’ 

But they go on to say, “ where the competitive rate cannot be ascertained*’ 

• •••••• 

“ the Committee would recommend that the value of the gross produce of the 
land on tho average of the past three years (exceptionally bad years, such as 
those marked by drought or inundation being excluded from calculation) be 
divided between the zemindar and the occupancy ryot in the proportion of 
one-fourth to tho former and three-fourths to the latter.” 

11. In justice to the British Indian Association, wdiich represents a,n 
important section among the zemindars and landowners of Bengal, I must say that 
their proposals are liberal, and reflect much credit on them. The terms propestnl 
refer to a tenantry partly consisting of ryots whose occupancy title rc.sts on 
the fact of 12 years’ possession; and they arc more liberal than those conceded 
to the corresponding class in Oudh by Act IX of 1868, or in the Punjab by 
Act XXVIII of 1868, or, as I understand, in the North-Western Provinces. 
Tho fact that they emanate from an association of landlords affords proof of 
what has been more than once stated, to the effect that a good spirit is being 
evinced by many of the zemindars toward tho ryots. Nevertheless it is 
probable that they will be thought by the agricultural community to be not 
more than just even to the occupancy ryots; and this perhaps is a proof of the 
advancement of the status of the ryots in Bengal. 

12. In his note dated 14th June 1875, Mr. Reynolds writes— 

“ In my opinion, the fairest method would be to compare tho rent paid by 
the occupancy ryot with tho highest rent which might reasonably be expected 
to be paid by a tenant-at-will for the same lands, then, taking tho difference 
between these two rental.s, to deduct from it whatever sum may fairlv be 
estimated to be duo U> improvements effected by the ryot himself, tlie remainder 
will then represent what I have called tho unearned increment of value arising 
from causes independent of tlie ryot’s agency. This remainder should, I tliink, 
be equally divided between the ryot and the zemindar, for I am unable to see 
that one of them has any better right to it than tho other.” 

“As an example, lot us suppose that a ryot, wirh a right of occupancy, 
holds 60 beegahs of land at a rental of Re. 1 per beegah. Tiio land Is very 
productive, and if it were let to a tenant-at-will, the landlord would be able to 
get Rs. 3 a boegah for It. But a part of its value is due to improvements which 
have been made by the tenant himself or his predecessors. They have dug 
wells, or erected embankments, or made irrigation channels, and if it had not 
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boon for those iinprovemonte, no tonant-at-will would have given more than 
Hs. 2-4 .L boogali for the land. It thus appears that out of the Rs. 2 which is 
the diftcrenco between the two rentals, 12 uiiiuis represent the value of the 
tenant’s improvements, and the remainder being equally divided, it follows 
that tin? landlord may equitably Olaim an enhancement of 10 annas a beegah.” 

13. It seems to be admitted on all hands that rules will hardly be needed 
in the law regarding tiie determination of the rent of the non-occupancy ryot; that 
may generally be hdt to mutual arrangement between the landlord and t(;nant, 
and to adju'^t itself just as prices and market rates adjust themselves. This 
rent rate of the non-occupancy ryot may be taken as the basis for determining 
the rent of the occupancy ryot. The j)roportion borne by the number of occupancy 
ryots to that of non-occupancy ryots cannot bo proci.sely stated: it is probably 
changing from time to time as tmuints go on iiolding for more than twelve years, 
and so acquire an occupancy status. Ccrtaiidy tlio number of occupancy ryots 
represents a very large port ion —perhaps tlic niajt)rity—of the whole tenantry of 
the country. Still there are quite enough non-occupancy ryots in every district 
under zemindjirs, sub-projtrietors, and tenure-holders of different classes, whose 
rent rates will clearly indicate what the average amount of rent would be if 
adjusted in open market, witliout njfercnce to any special rights or status which 
the tenant might have. There may be variations in such rent, or questions 
whether in particular cases the rent has been augmented up to a rack-rent, or 
reduced for special reasons, and so on; but the average rent rates of non¬ 
occupancy ryots in each district, or i)art of a district, are, as I understand, well 
known and roadilv ascertainable. 

If, however, a Court of .Ju.stice felt doubt upon the evidence, it ought to 
have power to require the Collector of the district to ascertain and certify the 
average rate according to custom in the district or part of a district. Or if 
doubt shou d still remain, then the rent of the non-occupancy ryot should be 
calculated at one-fourth or 25 per cent, of the value of the gross produce, with 
a further allowance of 5 per cent, to cover risks of season, or 20 per cent, on 
the whole. 

14. The adoptiim in Bengal of the rate of the non-occupancy ryot as a 
standard for mcasur ng the rate of the occupancy ryot would have the advantage 
of authority on its side, because its practicability has been proved by experience, 
and because it has been embodied in the Rent Acts passed for the North- 
Western Provinces, for Oudh, and for the Punjab. 

15. Therefore, in disputes between the landlord and the occupancy ryot 
regarding the amount of rent, I would propose that the difference bo ascertained 
between the rent of the occupancy ryot and the average rent of the non-occupancy 
ryots in the district; that of this difference a certain share be allotted to the 
occupancy ryot and the remainder to the landlord, and that the rent be adjusted 
accordingly ; provided always that the rent of tiie occupancy ryot bo fixed less 
than that of the non-occupancy ryot by 20 per cent., and that full allowance be 
made for the value of improvements made by, or at the expense of, the ryot. But 
I think that, in the fixing of the share of the occupancy ryot, regard must be had 
to the length and the character of his possession. It will be admitted that 
Act X of 1859, by enacting virtually that a ryot of 12 years’ standing should 
be held to have an occupancy status, did assign to possession of a certain limited 
duration, a significance not previously accorded in Bengal; there is no doubt of 
this, however just and pro])er the decision may have been; therefore the men 
who have thus become occupancy Vyots are not of equal status with old ryots, 
whose ancestors may hav(j resided on their lands for generations, though they 
may have occasionally submitted to alteration a in their rents. Of such old ryots 
there are very many scaftei'ed throughout the country, it seems to me 
probable that the zemindars will be disposed to acquiesce in large concessions 
to tho old ryots, who are always much valued and esteemed; while they would 
look more closely into tho term.s allowed to those who have become occupancy 
ryots in virtue of 12 years’ standing under Act X of 1859. 

'16. 1 would thus propose to take a standing of twenty years as now com¬ 

prising most, though not all, of those who became occupancy ryots under the 
operation of Act X of 1859, and allow certain terms to them, and then allow 
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more and more favorable terms to the ryots of thirty years and forty years’ 
standing respectively. 

With the proviso, then, that the rent of the occupancy ryot should always bo 
less than that of the non-occupancy ryot by 20 per cent., and that full allowance 
be made for value of improvements made by, or at the expense of, the ryot, I 
propose that in the event of dispute between the landlord and the occupancy lyot, 
the difference bo asccrtaiiu'd between the rent paid by such occupancy ryot aiid 
the average rent paid by non-occupancy ryots in the district, or part of the 
district; and that the said occupancy ryot then be allowed— 

one-fifth of the said difference if he be of twenty years’ standino-* 

one-third, if he be of thirty years’ standing; 

two-thirds, if ho bo of forty years’ standing: 

In other words (always with the above-mentioned proviso) his rent could 
not be enhanced— 

beyond 80 [)or cc'nt. of the difference if he were of twenty years’ standing • 

beyond 6C per cent., if he were of thirty years’ standing; 

beyond per cent., if he were of forty years’ standing. 

17. One or two instances may bo given of the working of the above pro¬ 
posal. Let it be supposed that the average rent rate of non-occupancy ryots in a 
particular district amounts to 8 Rs. a boegah, and in a disputed case an 
occupancy ryot is paying only Rs. 1-8, the differemee being Rs. 1-8 or twenty- 
four annus, if the occupancy ryot were of twenty years’ standing, hi.s rent 
might bo enhanced by fimr-fifths of the twenty-four annas, or nineteen annas ; 
if of thirty years’ standing by two-thirds or sixteen annas; if of forty yeans’ 
standing by one-third or eight annas. 

Now the men who were enhanced by nineteen and by sixteen annas would 
be assessed to Rs. 1-8 + 19 annas or lls. 2-11, and Rs. 1-8-1- 16 annas or 
Rs. 2-8. But there is the proviso that a margin of 20 per cent, must be left 
below the 3 Rs. in fiivour of the occupancy ryot or 9i annas, so that this rent 
could not exceed Rs. 2-G|. In both these cases then the award would be reduced 
from Rs. 2-11 and Rs. 2-8 to Rs. 2-6^. 

Or let it be supposed that the average rent rate of non-occupancy rj'ots 
amounts to Rs. 2 per beegah, and an occupancy ryot is paying only 14 annas, ’tlic 
difference being 18 annas. If ho be of twenty years’ standing his Ycmt 
might be enhanced by 14| annas, or up to 14 -j- 14|, or lis. 1-12|; but the provi.<o 
would reduce the award to 20 per cent, below Rs. 2. or to Rs. 1 -9|. ! f he were 

of 40 years’ standing his rent might be enhanced by 6 annas i one-third of 
18 annas), that is up to 14 -f- 6 annas, or Rs. 1-4. 

Again, if the rate for non-occuj)ancy ryots be Rs. 3, then, if an^^occnj .tncy 
ryot is paying R.s. 2-G.^, his i*ent cannot bo enhanced ; if it bo Rs. 2, then, if the 
occupancy ryot be paying Rs. 19^, his rent cannot be enhanced. 

18. It is not proposed that these rules should affect those ryots who 
come under section 4 of Act VllI of 18G9, which lays down that if tln^ rent at 
which land has been held by a ryot has not been changed for a period of twenty 
years before the commencement of the suit, it shall be presumed that the land 
has been held at that rent from the time of the permanent settlement, unlo!«.s 
the contrary bo shewn, or tinless it be proved that such rent was fixed at sumo 
later period. 

19. 1 have endeavoured to propose these rules iu a manner that shall L just 
both to the zemindar and to the occupancy ryot. As regards the zeiuimlar, 
they define his share in the increased profits of the land and in the '' unearned 
increment”—a share to which he is admitted to be entitled, but which is at 
present so indefinite as to bo almost impossible of realization. As regards the 
occupancy ryot, they formally recognise by law the principle that he i.s entitled 
to a definite share in the profits of the laud to which his labour is devoted—a 
principle which is probably acknowledged indirectly, but which operates in a 
very uncertain inaiiner from the want of definition iu the law: by these rules 
indeed, it is proposed to lay down, for the first time in Bengal, the share iu the 
increase which ought to belong to the occupancy ryot. 
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20. A draft Bill will be prepared in accordance with these proposals, which, 
if generally approved, might be introduced into the local legislature as a continua¬ 
tion of section 18 of Act VIII of 1869, already quoted in this Minute|:'«nd 
I desire that .these proposals may be circulated, among those w^ are 
concerned, or who take interest in this important matter; in order that ja may 
be seen whether such proposals are likely to meet with general acceptance or 
not; and if they are, then whether any improvements or modifications in detail 
can be suggested.

Prhu of the opinions of the officers consulted on the sulyect discussed in the LieutenanUQocernor's 

Minute of 2bth May. 


Repuss have been received from all officers con8ulte<l. 

The Commissioners of the Presidency and Chota Nogporo divisions consider it imprac¬ 
ticable to lay down any general rule, or indeed to legislate in any way. 

The conclusion of the Officiating Commissioner of Dacca is practically much the some, 
as he would deal with every case on its own merits, leaving the decision to two arbitrators, 
one.«ppointed by each party, and a Deputy Collector os referee. 

The letter of the Commissioner of Burdwan is worthy of attention, but it scarcely 
touches upon the present question, being really an argument in favor of altering the present 
procedure in rent suits. 

Mr. Schalch would maintain the principle of proportion as laid down by the High Court 
in the great rent .case of Thakooranee J)assee, i.e., that the enhanced rent ought to bear the 
same proportion to the present value of the produce os the old rent bore to the former value; 
but he considers it essential that the cases should bo tried by revenue courts. 

The Officiating Commissioner of Patna is also in favor of the principle of proportion, 
but he thinks the question not an urgent one in Behar, where the metayer system is so 
prevalent and enhancements are almost unknown. 

The Officiating Commissioner of Bhagulpore thinks enquiry is necessary to ascertain 
what the standard rate should be, and he would not apply the standard rate to any except 
ocoap|moy ryots. 

The Commissioner of Orissa would give the landlord six-sixteenths of the estimated gross 
produce. He would have a schedule drawn up, showing what is to be taken to be the gross 
produce of a beegha of land, and wrhat its selling price. But he says that the question of 
enhancement does not materially concern Orissa. 

The Commissioner of Chittagong would give the landlord one-fourth of the gross 
produce. But when the ammmt of that one-fourth has been once ascertained, he would fix 
the rent at that sum for 20 years without variation. 

The suggestion of the Commissioner of Rajshahye, that the right principle is to regulate 
the landlord’s share of the rent according to the proportion which the land revenue bears to 
the rental, has not met with any support. 

The Officiating Secretary to Government in the Revenue Department oonsiders that the 
rent of land is tlie price paid for the use of a natural agent in the possession of another 
person. In the cose of tenonts-at-will the proper price is the price which persons will 
ordinarily be willing to give: in other words, the matter may be left to be regulated 
by file law of demand and supply. In the case of occupancy ryots the rent wluoh would be 
by a tenant-at-will should first be ascertained: from this should be deducted the value 

M...th.diiro,e..cei»tweenthi.t.n.nindpr 0^ ony improvements made by the ryot himself or his 
and lha rant actually paid by the occupancy predecesjsor; and the balance should be equally divided 
*70^ between'landlord and tenapt. The question of landlord’s 

improvements ^ may be omitted from the calculation, as they ore practically unknown: but 
where they exist, their value should be added to the landlord’s share. 


The British India Association desire to adopt the principle of the Oudh Rent Act, by 
which the rent of the occupancy ryot 'is fixed at a certain percentage below that of a 
tenant-at-will. But they consider that an allowance of 12| per cent., which is given in 
Oudh, is too small a deduction, and they would fix the rent of the occupancy ryot at 25 per 
cent, below the competitive ratot They consider that the competitive rate is a fair indication 
of the share of the produce of the soil which the cultivating ryot usually receives, and that 
where it is low from any cause, the rent of the occupancy ryot, as a rule, is also low. 

The ('ommissioner of Rajshahye, in a communication subsequently received, sends 
up a detailed note on the question by Mr. Nolan, the officer in charge of the sub-division 
of Serajgui age in Pabna, m whose conclusions he generally agrees. Mr. Nolan thinks thu t 
little or no wange in the substantive law is required; he would insist more strictly on the 
registration of leases, os the best means of ascertaining the actual prevailing rate; no would 
fomd enhancements except after legal notice; and would ascertain the proper amount of 
•nhuDoement by applying the rule of proportion. a 
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Mr. Dampier would toko the oompetitive rate aa the basis, and would ni.ako a doduction 
from it in fyvor of the oooupanoy lyot. ^ But he suggests for eoiiBideration the a<loptioa of a 
rule which would make the decrease in the purcliwing power of silver tho measuro of tlio 
enhancement which may be demanded. On this principle tho rent might ho raised to tlio 
amount which would purchase, at present prices, thesamo quantity «)f rico (or other [irominout 
staple) as the present amount of rent would have purohaso<l when tho rent was fixed, or at 
any subsequent point of time during the tenancy which the zomindar may sLdoct for proof. 
But Mr. Dampier thinks that fuller enquiry should bo mode Ijeforo any final decision is 
arrived at. 


Minute bff the lAeutmant-Governor of Jhngtd, doted the ‘iHth May 1875. 

When I was preparing tho Bill now before the Legislative Council, for 
transferring to tho revenue officers the jurisdiction in rent disputes, under 
circumstances where agrarian disturbances might bo threatened, it was repre¬ 
sented to me that tho Bill did no more than provide an effective procedure in 
cases of trouble, and contributed nothing towards the detcrminati<jii of the 
principles which should guide the local authoritie s in deciding tliese di.sputcs: 
in other words, that the Bill related to pi'UPBdure only, leaving tho substantive 
law respeeting rent and tho relations between landlord and tenant exactly 
whore it has heretofore been. This representation I knew to be quite eoiTcct. 
I de.sire to take up immediately tho question of procedure and jurisdiction, 
as being necessary for the prevention of agrarian disturbances, which might at 
any moment threaten to arise. And I intended advisedly to avoid joining with 
this comparatively summary consideration the questions which arc frequently 
agitated regarding rent and regarding landlord and tenant, inasmuch as these 
questions arc, in Bengal, perhaps the most difficult of all questions that can 
be raised, and must, if touched at all, occupy a long time and cause protracted 
deliberation, and might, even after all that, fail to arrive at a satisfactory 
solution. It would not, in my opinion, bo expedient to defer rendering tho 
procedure effective in circumstances of possible trouble and urgency, until wo 
can achieve the as yet uncertain result of revising such an important law os 
the rent law. 

Still, I bear in mind that many zemindars in Bengal are anxious that 
something more definite than anything which is now prescribed should .b‘o 
laid down by law regarding tho determination of the landhtrd’s share in the 
produce of tho land or in the profits of the cultivation, and that some of *our 
best revenue officers hold a similar opinion—Mr. II. L. Dampier, for example, 
Secretary to Govemment and Officiating Member of the Board of Kevonue. 
It is much more difficult to gauge the views of the ryots or the tenant class; 
l)ut so far as can be gathered from indications of their views, it .seems piobable 
that they entertain a similar ■wish. Tho apprehension seems to luj gradually 
gaining ground that sooner or later there will be more or loss of contest 
between landlord and tenant os to the principles on which the rate or amount 
of rent should be «letermined. It is expected that such contest may bi'gin in 
Eastern Bengal, and then spread to other places. Those \vho entertain this 
apprehension seem frequently to think that, as these principles are but l aguely 
indicated in the existing law, they ought to bo laid down by a lunv law, and 
that by such means alone can the relations between landlord and tenant in 
Bengal bo peacefully settled. No doubt it would bo very di?sirab1e to <letermino 
8uiti\ble rules by law, especially as tenant-right is growing so fast in Bengal, 
and as the occupancy tenure is extending year by year to hirgca* and larger 
numbers of ryots and cultivators. But the question at once arises, i.s sucli 
legislation practicable ? 

It is not .only that opinions conflict gi-eatly upon tho siilqoct, but 1 hat 
local customs differ considerably. As shown in my Minute of the 10th Jlarcli 
last (published in the Legislative Appendix to the Calaithi Gazelfe), the 
really difficult class of disputes arises in reference to the question whether the 
value of tho laud und its produce has increased otherwise than through tho 
agency or at tho expense of the ryot. All that was urged in the ^liiiuto, and is 
still urged by mo, is that when such disputes swsume serious pro])orti»)U3 likely 
to cause agrarian trouble, tho revenue authorities are in a much better ]x)si- 
tion than the civil courts can possibly bo to settle such disputes peaceably. 
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and in some dc^oc satisfactorily; and that, as things are, the only chance of 
obviating trouble is to vest the dolloctors with powers accordingly. I cer¬ 
tainly believe that in the main the Collectors would, under the guidance of 
superior revenue authority, arrive at sound and just conclusions. If they 
decide that under the circumstances, the landlord is entitled to some increase, 
they will test his demand by the counter-representations of the ryots; and 
after taking every care that moderation is observed towards the cultivator, 
they will generally be able to fix upon some rate which the ryots are prepared 
to pay and which the landlord uull accept: in this way an equitable compro¬ 
mise will in most cases be made. Still, I admit that the Collectors must often 
have some difficulty in defining the path which should lead them through 
the various considerations towards that conclusion. It is easy, perhaps, to 
decide that the value of the land has increased, otherwise than through the 
agency or expense of the ryot. But then the questions present themselves, how 
much has it increased ? to what share in such increase is the landlord 
entitled? if it bo that his share in the increase ought to be the same as his 
share in the original profit of the cultivation, then what was that share ? if 
the facts‘Show such share to have been indetenninate, then how is it to be 
determined ? 

Possibly some authorities or parties may consider that the landlord is not 
entitled to any share in the increased value of the land and its produce, and 
that sueh increase should be entirely for the benefit of the ryot. Now, every 
one will doubtless affinn that the ryots (especially the occupanejr ryots, who an^ 
said to constitute the majority,) are entitled to a largo share in the increase, 
and should bo carefully protected in the full enjoyment of it. But to affirm 
that the landlord is not entitled to any share would, of course, bo a very different 
proposition, which might be discussed on abstract grounds, but would be difficult 
to maintain. At all events, the rent law of 1859, which has now been in force 
for fifteen years, established the principle that the landlord is entitled to some 
share in the increase. Wlien the law declared in 1859 that the rent of an 
occupancy ryot should not bo raised unless under certain specified circum¬ 
stances ot ordinary recuiTcnce, and re-affirmed this in 1869, it clearly contem¬ 
plated that the landlord should have some share under those circumstances. 
The same principle has been repeatedly acted upon by the High Court of 
Judicature. We cannot, I think, recede now by any legislation from that 
principle. 

It might not be difficult to assume, on abstract grounds commanding 
general assent, that the share of the landlord ought to bo a certain proportion 
of the value of the gross produce: (though some authorities might prefer to. 
take this value net after deducting the value of the ryot’s labor,) let us 
assume it, for the sake of illustration, to be one-fourth, though I do not now say 
whether that is the correct proportion. But could this fraction, or any other 
fraction, be laid down in a law as the standard by which rent is to be regulated ? 
Would not such a standard cause disturbance in the rent of different ports 
of Bengal ? Would not any proportion that might bo suitable in Western 
Bengal cause excessive enhancement in Eastern Bengal ? Would not any 
proportion that might be suitable in Eastern Bengal cause considerable reduc¬ 
tion of old-existing rents in Western Bengal? Would not any proportion 
that might be suitable in Bengal cause undue variations in Bchar ? The case 
of Orissa might bo regarded separately, as that is not under the permanent 
settlement. It might be answered that a suitable proportion could *be ascer¬ 
tained for each of the main divisions of the country and then laid down 
authoritatively. But would there not be difficulty in defining the territorial 
limits of such proportions, so tliat they could bo embodied in a law ? It may 
well be that such diversity of the proportionate share exists in the several parts 
of the country, and is practically recognised in judicial decisions. But it is 
another matter to set it forth and stereotype it by legislation. 

Again, it might be thought that each case or class of cases should bo 
taken per se on the facts and merits, that the proportion might be approximately 
ascertained which the old rent bore when it was established to the then 
value .of the produce, and that this proportion might be takei^ as the 
landlord’s share in the present increase, which increase also might be ascer¬ 
tained approximately. From some points of view it might appear that this 
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principle, if laid down by law, could be carried into practice. Hut it iw to be 
remembered that the cxiating rents may have been established at former 
periods, when the relations between landlord and tenant were not so care¬ 
fully considered as they would be now-a-days. In some ])luccs, where land has 
been reclaimed within this century, the original proportion iniglit bo regarded, 
with respect to the just interest of the landlord, as too low to be a guide for 
all time coming. In some places, perhaps in the oldest inhabited and culti¬ 
vated districts, it might bo regarded, in respect to the just interest of the r}’Ot, 
as too high to be accepted for the future. I incline to believe, indeed, that 
many authorities who consider that the landlord is entitled to some share 
in the increase would yet hold that such share ought to bo in a smaller 
proportion than that which the old rent bore to the original value of the 
produce. Then, of course, the question would arise, how iniKili less ? which 
question it might bo hard to answer in tenns which could be embodied in a 
law. 

Further, a suggestion has been made to me by some authorities— for 
example, Mr. F. U. Cockerell, Commissioner of the Kajsliahyc Division, who 
has had experience in both Western and Eastern Bengal—that possibly it might 
bo laid down that the landlord’s share might be regulated according to the 

n ortion which the land reveiiuo (as fixed in perpetuity by the permanent 
Lunent) bears to the rental of the land. I do not understand that Mr. 
Cockerell is prepared to say that this certainly could be done, but only that 
it is a point worth ccmsulering. The question then arises, how can this 
proportion be ascertained ? Heretofore sucli ascertainment, though not impos¬ 
sible, would have been very difficult and open to much objection. Hut it so 
happens that of late the road-cess valuations, district by district, have 
thrown, or are throwing, liiuch light upon this matter. Indeed, we are 
thus incidentally becoming possessed of information which was never before 
in our possession. Thus the proportion of the land revenue to the rent 
of the land is already ascertainable for many districts, and will be so in 
due coursfi of time for the remainder. But I am not able, as yet, to form 
ail opinion as to whether it would bo accepted by landlord and tenant as the* 
regulator of the rent for the future, Perluips, in some districts, it would be so 
accepted; but in others, and in some parts of Eastern Bengal especially,* I 
apprehend that it would not. 

Other methods of determining rent might be suggested, but whatever 
method is discussed, difficulties will, I fear, present themselves in respect to 
legislation by reason of the diversity of local custom and the variety of the 
circumstances of the cultivation, of the rent, and of the tenure in the several 
parts of Bengal. The de%ideratum is some method of adjusting rent which 
would adapt itself to the diverse circumstances of the several parts of the 
country, and which could be laid down in a law. It is very hard to find such 
a method. 

Still, if with the help of both parties concerned, landlord and tenant, and 
of the many experienced authorities in the country, a practical solution could 
be attained, such as would be just to both landlora and tenant, and might be 
embodied in a law, I should bo glad to do my part in the introduction tif such 
a measure, which, if successful, would be of the highest benefit to the future 
of Bengal. 

For the present, I desire that a copy of this Minute bo sent to each of the 
Mombore of the Board of Revenue, of the Secretaries to Government, and ()f 
the Divisional Commissioners, with a request that they will favor me with 
their opinion on this difficult and important subject.

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OOMMENOBMBNT OP AN ASYLUM IN OALOUTTA FOR NATIVES 
APPLIOTBD WITH'INOURABLB DISEASES. 

Minute hy the Lieutenant’Governor of Bengal^ dated 2^th April 1876. 

The want of an Asylum in Calcutta for persons (Natives) afflicted with 
incurable leases has been repeatedly brought to my notice^ by the medical 
authorities. By incurable diseases are meant pomiiment blindness, deafness, 
dumbness, paralysis, lameness, spinal curvature, congenital idiotey, and other 
diseases which incapacitate the sufferer, and for the cure of which there is no 
hope. But lunacy and leprosy arc not included, because, for persons thus 
afflicted, there are separate asylums. 

2. At present persons (Natives) suffering from incurable diseases are 
received in the several hospitals of the city; but these institutions are already 
crowded with curable patients for whom active treatment is required; and thus 
the space, care, and general appliances needed for coping with disease, regarding 
which hope remains, are encroached upon by reason of the necessity of attend¬ 
ing to diseases which are past hope. Nevertheless, humanity dictates that no 
effort should bo spared to alleviate the lot of those whoso existence is affected 
to a degree that docs not adnut of any perfect remedy. 

3. Several Native gentlemen have at different times mentioned the subject 
to me, and indicated a willingness to give donations towards the establishment of 
an asylum for incurables. And Dr. C. O. Woodford, the Principal of the Campbell 
Medical School at Scaldah, lias specially invited my attention to the expediency 
of establishing an Asylum close to the hospital attached to the School at Seal- 
dah, and the project is favoured also by the Surgeon-General. 

4. I concur in thinking that Scaldah is a very suitable place for such an 
Asylum, and I recognise that at the outset there would bo economy in manag¬ 
ing the Asylum, and advantages in respect to efficiency, from the proximity 
to the existing Medical School and Hospital. 

5. I have carefully considered the alternative of attaching the Asylum to 
the District Charitable Society’s Institution. But it seems to mo distinctly 
preferable to have the Asylum at Scaldah,.by reason of the advantages, econo¬ 
mical and other, of the prt)ximity of medical supervision of the most competent 
kind. 

fi. From enquiry in the Public Works Department, I understand that a 
structure for the Asyluni, fully capable of holding all the inmates for whom accom¬ 
modation might be desirable (estimated at one hundred and fifty souls. Natives), 
would cost at least one lakh and a half of rupees; but such a structure might bo 
built in compartments: if funds should not at the beginning admit <d the wholo 
being constnictcd, a part at least might be finished for the reception of a limited 
number of inmates, and the com})letion of the whole might follow aftonvards, 
sieeovding as resources might become available. Under present circumstances, 
however, I am not sure that funds can be raised; the limited subscriptions 
heretofore promised would not be sufficient for so large a purpose; and certainly 
the Local Government is not able to make a grant of anything like this amount. 
If, in the futun;, funds shall become available, the project i^iay be resuscitated. 

7. Meanwhile, adjoining the hospital enclosure, there is a building which, 
together with its out-offices and grounds, may bo purchased for comparatively 
a small sum, and which, with some additions and improvements, may bo 
made to accommodate about forty poor pcrsoris (Natives). The subscriptions 
already promised may go some way towards defraying the cost of this arrange¬ 
ment, wliich should not exceed Rs. 25,000 in all. In that case the Government 
would contribute a share, provided that the grant thus required should not 
exceed Rs. 13,000. The medical supervision would bo obtained from the 
existing staff of the Scaldah Ho.spital. The dieting and other contingencies 
would amount to a small sum monthly, of which half would be defrayed by 
Government, provided that the other naif were met from private suberiptions. 
In this manner a humble, though useful, beginning might be mqde for an 
institution that is much needed in Calcutta.

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RESOLUTION ON THE SUBJECT OF SCHOLARSHIPS FOR GIRLS. 

OEMEBAL DEPARTMENT—EOUGATIOK—No. 1804. 

The April 1876. 

Read— 

A letter, dated the 26th February 1875. from the Honorary Secretary to the Ootturpara 
Hitakari Sobha. forwarding a report of the proceedings of the Society. 

A letter, No. 4963. dated the 29th November 1875, from the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion. reporting on the establishment of a system of scholarships for girls. 

Read again— 

The report of the Director of Public Instruction for the year 1874-75. 

Tjih Lieutenant-Governor has read with much interest the report of 
the proceedings of the Ootturpara Hitakari Sobha. This useful institution 
has done much to ameliorate the condition of the inhabitants of Ootturpara 
and the neighbourhood, and in particular it has exerted itself diligently, and 
with a considerable measure of success, in the promotion of female education. 
A special feature of the proceedings of the Sobha, in this department of its 
labors, is the adoption of a system for the award of scholarships to girls. The 
Association holds an annual competitive examination of the girls of a number 
of schools in the districts of llooghly and the 24-Pergunnahs, and awards 
scholarships to the most successful candidates. 'L'he money for these scholar¬ 
ships is provided partly from the funds of the Soblia, and partly from a 
contribution given by Government under the grant-in-aid rules. 

2. The slow progress of female education in Hengal is a subject of much 
concern to the Government; and the Lieutenant-Governor has considered how 
far it may be possible to carry out on a larger scale the system which the 
Ootturpara Sobha has successfully inaugurated in the localities to which its 
operations have extended. The Director of Public Instruction has been 
consulted, and that officer, after taking the opinions of the Circle Inspectors 
of schools, and of the several local committees, has submitted an outliuc of 
the proposals which ho would recommend for adoption. 

3. Mr. Woodrow considers that in the three divisions of the Presidency,. 
Burdwan and Dacca female education is sufficiently advanced to allow of thp 
system being adopted with a reasonable prospect of success, and that it will 
be better to make a commencement in these three divisions than to attempt 
any general introduction of the measure. In the districts which comprise 
these divisions he proposes to have scholarship examinations for girls held in 
three grades—primary, intermediate, and vernacular. He would make the 
standards nearly the same as in the corresponding scholarships for boys, 
substituting needle-work, embroidery, and knitting for higher arithmetic and 
science. 

4. In view of the numerous calls which are made upon Government for 
educational grants of various kinds, the Director is of opinion that no additional 
assignment for these scholarships will be necessary except in the town of 
Calcutta. In the other districts he thinks it will he sufficient to authorize 
the local committees to expend upon these scholarships such portion of 
their scholarship grants as they consider advisable, not exceeding onc-fuurth of 
the whole scholarship assignment of the district. For Calcutta, where there 
is no district committee, he asks for a grant of its. 1,800, being lls. GOO for 
scholarships in each of the three grades. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to approve generally of these 
recommendations, and to request that the Director, in communication with the 
local committees, will arrange the necessary details for holding these oxamina* 
tions, and for the appropriation of the required funds. But though tlie plan 
which has been proposed commends itself to the Lieutenant-Governor, as w’cll 
calculated to further an object which it is very desirable to attain, it would be 
the wish of Sir Richard Temple to leave it in a great measure to the discretion 
of the local committees to encourage female education in this or in any other 
way which the circumstances of the district may indicate as most suitable. It 
appoArs to be the ppaptice in some districts to give gurus of primary schools a 
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bonus of one rupee per month for every five girls who attend the patshala, or 
in some cases to give pecuniary rewards to the girls themselves for regular 
attendance. The district committee would probably be better qualified than 
the Government to determine whether these methods of encouraging female 
education are more practically useful than the establishment of a certain 
number of primary scholarships fur girls would bo; and the Lieutenant- 
Governor would desire to leave to the committee the decision of this question. 
But it must be understood that in all districts of the three divisions referred to, 
and as far as possible in ail districts throughout the Lower Provinces, the 
Government will expect that some substantial portion either of the Government 
grant-in-aid or of the scliolarship assignmttnt, or of both these funds, shall be 
devoted to the promotion of female education. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor has considered the application of the Direc¬ 
tor for a special grant to meet the cost of scholarships in the town of Calcutta. 
The condition, however, of the provincial revenues is such as to make it 
impossible for the Government to increase the educational grant by this extra 
assignment, and the foundation of these scholarships in Calcutta must 
therefore be deferred for the present year, unless the Director is able to apply 
a portion of the grant-in-aid to this purpose. The Director is authorized to 
include the amount in his budget for next year, and it is hoped that funds 
will then be available. 

7. It is not to be supposed that the establishment of these scholarships 
will give the Government that command over the course of female education 
which it obtains by the scholarship system as applied to the education of boys. 
A patshala student, who obtains a primary scholarship, is required to hold it in 
an intermediate or a middle vernacular school, and the Government is thus 
enabled to regulate not only the subjeqts of his study before the scholarship 
is awarded, but the course which he pursues afterwards. The Lieutenant- 
Governor observes that this principle has been extended by the District Com¬ 
mittee of the 2J)-Pcrgunnahs to scholarships for girls, the scholarships awarded 
being either made tenable in female schools of a higher class, or being expended 
in the payment of a teacher to instruct the scholarship-holder at home. But 
it would seom that, even in a district like the 21i-Fergunnahs, the eff«'Ct of this 
rule must be to restrict the competition, as girls cannot usually leave their 
homes to hold scholarships in schools at a distance; and in districts in which 
female schools arc few and scattered, and private teachers cannot easily bo 
obtained, the adoption of this system Vould present serious difficulties. In such 
districts the Lieutenant-Governor recognizes the necessity of making these 
scholarships simply rewards for present proficiency ; though even in these cases 
some effect will no doubt be produced by grading the scholarships, and 
giving the most valuable rewards to those girh who pass the higher standard 
oi education. 

8. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires specially to commend 
this important subject to the earnest consideration of all educational officers 
and district school committees.

Prooeedinv of this Department for April 1875 (Establishment B) No. 144, 
bein^ a Minate by the Hon'ble the Lieutenatit'Governor of Benval, dat^ the 2nd 
idem, for the establishment of a Training School tor Natives of Bengal. 

Besolution.— In reference to the Lieutenant-Governor’s Minute of 
the 2nd April 1875, regarding Technical and Industrial Schools for the Natives 
of Bengal, the formation of an Industrial School or Workshop for the practical 
instruction of the passed students of the Civil Engineering Glasses of the 
Presidency College has from time to time been under the consideration of Gov¬ 
ernment, but the expense attending the foundation of a separate institution 
for this purpose, and the difficulties in organizing it, has delayed the introduc¬ 
tion of the scheme. 

2. Minor Workshops have had to be formed in some of the Public 
Works Divisions of Calcutta for constructing iron-work for some of the 
large buildings and works lately erected at the Presidency, and some machi¬ 
nery has been bought from time to time for the requirements of these Divi¬ 
sional Workshops. It has been considered desirable to concentrate these 
Workshops and place them in one yard at Hastings, and advantage has been 
taken of this to organize an Industrial School for the practical instruction 
of the passed students of the Civil Engineering Classes of the Presidency 
College. 

8. The additional machinery required for such an institution has been 
purchased, the sheds are being erected, and the machinery is being set up. 

4. The school is primarily one for the instruction of the passed students 
of the College, but other native students will be allowed to enter the institu¬ 
tion to receive practical instruction in carpentry and iron-work under skill&d 
workmen. The rules and conditions under which such individuals will'bc 
allowed to enter the institution will be drawn up in this Department and 
notified in the Calcutta Gazette when the buildings are sufficiently advanced 
for the reception of apprentices.

Weather—There have been storms all over the district, though not at the 
Sndclor Station. It now turns out that the storm of the ISlh was so riolent 
in the west of the district as to diwtroy many villages and cause much loss 
of life. The rain was needed, although the violence of the storm has occasioned 
serious injury in places. 




■10 Weather—Hot. Slight rain on the 21st. Sugarcane cuttings are still being planted 
out. Aoui paddy being sown in a few places. Land ia being prepared for 
aoai and amnn paddy. More rain is wanted. Indigo, boro dhan, cucumbers 
Ac., and onions on the ground, are doing well. Cucumbers and such like 
crops are being gathered. Boro harvest has commenced. Cholera ia abating 
at Uonghly, but is still bad at sierampore, in the Boidobatty township, and in 
some places in the inferior. 

Nil. Weather—Very warm stilL No rain yet. No crop to report on. 

Nil Weather—Windy and very warm. No crops on the ground. Rain ia much 

wanted. Cholera is prevailing in thanua Habra, Ooygunga, Barripore, and 
Buasoerhat. No report is received from Satkhira. 

0'39 Weather—Rain in small quantities and partial. Sowings of early rice have been 
continued, and in the most advanced .parts the seed boa begun to germinate. 

Nil. Weather—Hot. Spring rice continues to he gathered, and the sowing of the 

early rice ia progressing favorably. Millet and mango crops in the Jhenidah 

sub-division have suflered from a hail-storm. 

■10 Weather—There was no rain in any part of the district save a slight shower at 
the Sudder Station. It is hot, but nights are cool for the season. The rubbee 
has been harvested. The late rain has done much good to mulberry, indigo, 
sugarcane, and til. The boro rice is everywhere well reported on except in 
Lalbagh, where thn crop ia indifferent. Cholera is bad in the Jeilinghi 
thana, but has abated in Itamporehaut and Jungypore. 

■38 Weather—Sultry. A slight thunder-storm on the evening of the 80th instant. 
More rain is needed. No alteration in the state and pmaperta nf the crops 
since last week. Cholera and small-pox arc prevalent in the district. 

Nil. Weather—Hot and sultry. Clouds occasionally collect but soon dispene. It 
is excessively hot and oppressive. Rain threatening. Boro thriving, but more 
rain is wauM. Weather excessively hot and oppressive. Twenty-nine deaths 
from cholera reported daring the week. 

Nil. Weather-Has been cloudy and hot. There was a little rain in all the stations 

except Beauleah, Nattore, Barigaon, Godaguree, and Charghat, daring tho 
week. More rain is wanted. Amun, or winter rice, is now being sown in several 
stations. Boro dkan (spring rice crop) has been much benefited by tho 
rain. Lands are being prepared for sowing aoue dhan, or autumn rice crop. Til 
(sessamun^ is thriving. Cholera still prevails in Charghat, Beauleah, Bolmaru, 
Nattore, and Pootea, though not to the extent it did a short time back. 

■90 Weather-Cool. Rain on four daya The rainfall at Bhowanigunge was ■fi? 
inches, and at Kurigram ■SRinchea Sowings of aoeu arc progressing all over 
•tho district, lu Kurigram sub-division aoui rice and the miilcte an looking 
well. Cholera has broken out in various directions, and then is cattle dlsrase 
on the north-east corner of the district adjoining Oowalpan. 

A few Weatfaer—A few drops of rain fell at the Sadder Station, but not appreciable by the 
dropa rain-gauge. No change in the character of the weather since last week. 
Ploughing going on aciivcly on the Dcnrab landa Some of the rice is well np 
and has been much benefltM by latt week's ruin. ’ 

0-46 Weather—Seasonable. Showen have Men. Only 010 inches of rain fell at 
Sorajgunge. The weather during the week has been generally fiivorable for 
agricultural operations. Since the heavy rains of last wi^ choloim has almt^

Letter No. 24.30, dated 4th March 1876, from the OtTiciatin" Vice-Chairman to 
the Port Gommi«8ioners, Hubtuitiin;; the Budget Estimatea of the Port of Calcutta 
for the year 187C-77. 

1. Tho estimates have, as last year, been drawn up completely and 
clearly. 

2. They have been drawn up precisely in the same form as last year, 
and consist of tlie following five parts:— 

Part I.—Jetties. 

Part II.—Inland Vessels’ Wharves.. 

Part III.—Strand bank lands. 

Part IV.—Port or Iliver Division. 

Part V.—Loans and New W'orks. 

The first four heads constitute the revenue account, and the fifth the 
capital account, a separation of which was ordered by the Government of 
India in resolution of the Public Works Department, Nos. 77S-80A.G. 

3. The appendices to tlie estimates give details of control, of workinu 
expenses of dredger, of interest and sinking fund, of engineering, of municipal 
taxes and repairs for servants’ quarters, and of assessment of store-yards, 
workshops, and lascars’ quarters, the expenditure on which is distributed 
between the several parts of the estimates, i.e., 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, or 5th. 

4., Appendix A.—The charges on account of control establishments 
have been redistributed with the view of debiting onc-tenth of the head office 
expenses to the llooghly Bridge accounts, and of relieving the port and jetty 
divisions of the estimates of one-twentieth of the charge. 

Appendix P, which gives details of assessment of store-yards, workshops, 
and lascars’ quarters, has been added to the estimates. 

5. In the estimates numbered 1 to 41 are given detailed explanations of, 
all other items which appear in each of the five parts, viz. 

1 to 10—Details of Jetties, Part I. 

II to 15 „ of Inlaifd Wharves, Fart II. 

16 to 22 „ of Strand Bank Lands, Fart III. 

23 to 39 „ of Fort or Kiver Division, Fart IV. 

40 to 41 „ of Loans and New Works, Part V. 

C. The points which require to be noticed in connection with the detailed 
estimates arc the following :— 

Ecceiptafrom Jetties,—EstUmle No. I. 

(1.) It is estimated that the receipts from tho jetties will give an increase 
of Bs 32,000 in 1876-77 as compared with the previous year. It is satis¬ 
factory to note that this year an increase in both the sources of income 
under this head is expected. Tho receipts from imports are reckoned at 
Rs. 5,00,000, and those from exports at Rs. 42,000, making a total of 
lls. 5,42,000. Tho grand total will be Ils. 5,42,000 plus Rs. 18,500 received 
in repayment of loans advanced to Parts II and III in 1875-70, which is 
equal to Rs. 5,60,600. 

Repairs of Jetties, Sheds, Tramway, Compound. — Estimate No. 3. 

(2.) Tho estimate for 1S7G-77 is Rs. 10,000, and tho actual expenditure 
for ten months for 1876-70 has been Rs. 8,094. During the year it w’as found 
necessary to employ the fire-ongiuo Hooghly frequently, when the state of 
tho tides permitted, in washing away tho accumulation of .silt from the jetty 
pitched slope. Tho requirements for 1870-77 arc therefore reckoned on 
actual expenditure, that is, Rs. 10,000 for repairs, and lls. 3,500 for removal 
of silt from jetty slope, which make in all a total of Rs. 13,600. 

Salaries of Jetty Establishments.—Estimate No. 5.

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this increasff is owing to the provision for two extra drivers at Es. 100 each 
per mensem under the head “ Crane Establishraeny’ These men are provided 
to meet the constant requisitions for working at night. The remaining portion 
of the increase (Us. 2,188) is due to slight increases in establishments under 
the heads “Jetty Office,” “Jetty Collection Department,” “Landing and 
Delivery,” and “ Import Warehouse.” 

Working expenses of Jetties.—Estimate No. 6 . • 

(4.) This estimate exceeils that of last year by Rs. 3,000. . Under the 
head of “ Coolie labour for exports” an increased provision of Rs. 2,500 is made 
for cost of extra labour, as the receipts from this source are expected to 
increase. An extra provision of Rs. 500 is made under the head of “ Stationery 
and printing charge's,” as the forms, tally books, manifests, and cart tickets 
now used are largely in excess of former requirements. ' 

Municipal Taxes on Jetty Enclosures.—Estimate No. 7. 

(5.) The Municipal tax will amount to Its. 33,040, against Rs. 30,699 in 
1875-70. The decrease of Rs. 3,050 is duo to the reduction of 1| per cent, 
in the house and water-rates. 

Neto works to be met from Jetty Revemie.—Estimate No. 9. 

(6.) The sura to be transferred from revenue to Part V, Capital Account, 
for new works, will amount to Rs. 1,00,500, against Rs. 23,200 in 1875-70. 
The excess is due to an increased provision being made for ucw works at the 
jetties. 

Lent of Seebpore Chur Land.—Estimate No. 10. 

(7.) Provision has been made for Rs. 4,000, the amount to be paid to 
Government as annual rent for the chur land at Seebpore, which .will h(j 
made over, at the expiration of a year from date of notice to the present 
lessee, to the Commissioners with a view to its utilization for ])urposos con¬ 
nected with the timber trade of the port. The charge will be met from jetty 
funds as a temporary measure. 

Receipt from Inland Vessels' Wharves.—Estimate No. W. 

(8.) The receipts estimated at Rs. 3,32,000 show an increase of Rs. 4:1,370 
as compared with the previous year. The anticipated increase is based 
upon the grant of a loan of lls. 2,50,000 applied for by the Port Commis¬ 
sioners for the purpose of completing the purchase of land required for the 
new riverside road. This Government, in its letter No. 445, dated 15th February 
1876, addressed to the Government of India, in the Revenue, Agriculture, and 
Commerce Department, recommended the grant of the loan to the Commissioners. 
If, however,, the loan is not granted, the receipts now counted upon will be 
reduced, hut, on the other hand, there will he a corresponding reduction in the 
charges for interest and maintenance. 

Repairs of Inland Vessels'. Wharves.—Estimate No. 12 . 

(9.) A sum of Rs. 30,000 is provided under this.head, against Rs. 12,000 
in the year 1875-76. This amount will po.ssibly bo in excess of the actual 
requirements, but as there may he mucli to do in the way of making up and 
protecting the bank, metalling the road wdth stone, &c., provision is made for 
this sum, which will include all labour, s\u!h as blicestccs, sweepers, &c., 
employed for conservancy and maintenance purjjosi.'s. 

Salaries—Inland Vessels' Wharves.—Estimate No. 13. 

(10.) The estimate, Rs. 51,780, shows an increase of Rs. 912 as compared 
with the year 1875.76. The increase is owing partly to the pay of the Superin¬ 
tendent being raised from Rs. 300 to 400 per mensem, by an annual increment 
of Rs. 50, and partly to the provision of an establishment at a cost of Rs. 312 
per annum for looking after the pontoon at Cossiporo. 

Working Expenses—Inland Vessels' Wharves.—Estimate No. 14. 
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accepted the liability to bear the cost of nine lamps on the'Strand Bank 
which were formerly maintaiaed by the Justices, and to provision having been 
mode for lighting the new wharf between Aheereetollah and Permit GbRts. 

• 

New worka from revenue of Inland Veaeela* Wharvea.—Eatimate No. 15. 

(12.) The estimate under this head,is Rs. 87,000, against Us. 1.20,000 in 
1875-76. The amount (Rs. 87,000^ is made up of two items, viz. Rs. 73,500 
to bo transferred to the capital account for new works, and Rs. 13,500 for the 
repayment of the loan received from Part 1 in 1875-76. 

Strand Bank Benta.—Eatimate No. 16. 

(13.) The receipts estimated at Rs. l,04,791i show an increase of Rs. 4,000 
as compared with the previous year. This estimate is based upon the actual 
receipts from thd monthly rental of the Strand Bank lands. 

Bepaira to Strand Bank Landa.-^Eatimate No. 17. 

(14.) There is an increase of Rs. 4,000 as compared with the estimate 
for 1875-76, owing to the provision of a special grant for drainage and 
latrines, &c. 


Salariea—^Strand Bank Landa.—‘Intimate No. 18. 

(15.) The estimate for salaries shows an increase of Rs. 120, viz. from 
Rs. 1,276 in 1875-76 to Rs. 1,396 in 1876-77. The increase is due to the rent 
collector’s pay being raised from Rs. 80 to Rs. 90 per mensem, and it is raised 
with a view to make his pay commensurate with his increased work and re¬ 
sponsibility. 

Municipal Taxea on Strand Bank Landa.—Eatimate No. 19. 

(16%) Municipal taxes will amount to Rs. 7,879 as against Rs. 7,312 in 
1875-76, in consequence of the Justices having increased the assessment from 
the last quarter of 1875. 

Amount to be transferred to Part 1.—Eatimate No. 22. 

(17.) Provision is made for a sum of Rs. 6,000, which is to be transferred 
to Part 1 in repayment of loan received in 1875-76. 

Jtaceipta from Harbour Master^ Department.—Eatimate No. 24. 

(18.) The receipts estimated at Rs. 1,35,000 show a decrease of Rs. 3,000 
as coinpared with the previous year. The estimate is based upon the actual 
receipts of 1875-76. 

Wreck and Anchor Receipta.—Eatimate No. 25. 

(19.) The income is reckoned at Rs. 15,000, showing a decrease of 
Rs 2,500 ns compared with the year 1875-76 The estimate is based upon 
the actual collections of the previous year. 

Intereat of Government Securitiea.-^Eatimate No. 28. 

^ (20.) There will be an increased income of Rs. 1,000 over the estimate 

(Rs. 20,110) for the year 1875-76. 

Finea for Breach of Port Rulea.—Eatimate No. 33. 

(21.) The receipts under this head arc estimated at Rs. 400, showing a 
decrease of Rs. 350 as cjmparcd with 1875-76. The estimate is based upon 
the actual receipts of the past year. 

Repaira of BoatSt Vesaela, ^c.^ of the Port. — Eatimate No. 35. 

(22.) The estimate, Rs. 15,000, shows a decrease of Rs. 1,300 as compared 
with the year 1876-76. 

Port Working Expenses.—Eatiimte No. 36. 

(23.) There is an increase of Rs. 2,500 in the working expenses over the 
estimate for the year 1875-70.

(24.) The estimate for establishments employed on port works show^ an 
increase of Rs. 144, which is.dne to annual increments of pay under the head

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved that the Bill to amend and conso¬ 
lidate the law relating to Municipalities bo further considered in order to 
the settlement of its clauses. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Dampier moved the substitution of the words “ two 
hundred” for “fifty” in the proviso which was added os an amendment to 
section 49. He had received a letter from the Chairman of the Suburban Muni- 
cipidity eijecting to that proviso, and pointing out that the limit fixed by the

amendment was too low, and would 

municipality except menial servants. Sir. Wilson said the print! ^ 
which the limit was fixed was that Rs. 200 being accepted for 6aiv ; 
Rs. 50 would be suitable for mofussil municipalities. But that analogy 0.. 
not apply to the suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah, whore the salary of officers 
of the description to which the provision was intended to apply would be 
considerably higher. He hoped tuat, after seeing the effect of the amendment 
as adopted at the former meeting, the Council would allow him to add an 
exception in favor of the municipalities of the Suburbs and Howrah, by raising 
the proposed limit to Rs. 200. 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hooo said he entirely concurred in the opinion 
of the Chairmaii of the Municipal Commissioners of the Suburbs: it was on 
those grounds tliat he opposed the amendment which was moved on a pra- 
vious occasion. 


The Hon’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal said with every deference to the 
Chairman of the Suburban Commissioners, ho submitted that the officers of that 
municipality who received a salary of more than Rs. 200 a month might be 
counted on one’s fingers. In fact he doubted whether they had more than two 
officers who received a salary of more than Rs. 200, and the same remarks would 
apply to the Howrah municipality. The limit of Rs. 200 w'as fair and reason* 
able for Calcutta, because here there was a largo number of officers in the 
receipt of a salary exceeding Rs. 200. On that ground he submitted that the 
limit in mofussil municipalities should bo Rs. 50, but if that minimum were 
considered too low for the Suburbs and Howrah, he was willing to raise it to 
Rs. 100. But the limit of Rs. 200 would exclude all officers under the Vice- 
Chairman of those municipalities, and the proviso adopted by the Council would 
practically become a dead letter. When tlie Council adopted that proviso, it 
assented to the principle involved in it, and he had seen nothing adduced 
which would make him change his opinion as regards the principle of the 
provision. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Juogadanund Mookerjee said he did not see why an 
exception should be made in favour of the Suburbs and Howrah. There was 
another important municipality (Dacca), the income of which might not bo so 
great as that of the other two, but which was in every respect as important. And 
with respect to the number of servants of municipalities who drew a salary of 
more than Rs. 200, in the Suburban Municipality there were not more than two 
now, and at Howrah there was only one, viz. the Secretary. Therefore in point 
of fact the Council was going to make an exception in favour of these two munici¬ 
palities fur the sake of two or three individuals, and he considered that the 
provision should remain as it now stood. 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg said that the proviso in the Bill was highly 
objectionable, as it struck at the ii'.dcpcndencc of the executive. He considered 
it most inexpedient to empower the Commissioners at a meeting to appoint the 
subordinate officers of the municipality, as they might have persons connected 
with them whom they might desire to servo quite independent of their fitness 
for the offices to which they were to be appointed. The executive officers were 
responsible for the efficent discharge of the duties of municipalities, and ho 
considered that the appointment of the subordinate officers should' bd left in 
the hands of those who were practically responsible. 


His Honor tue President felt it his duty to say that the appointment of 
particular individuals to particular offices was not one of those functions which 
ought to bo vested in a body of gentlemen at a meeting. Experience very 
clearly showed that it was not desirable to confer such a power in a corporate 
body. His remarks more particularly applied to appointments which were 
sure to cause a certain sort of agitation. But he had no objection to impose a 
check on the dismissal of officers above a certain standing Ho would suggest that 
the check of the Commissioners in meeting should apply to dismissals only, and 
if that were accepted, the present limit of Rs. 50 might be retained. He sub¬ 
mitted to the Council that they ought not at one meeting to reverse the deci¬ 
sion of a previous meeting without very good groqads, especially as there were 
oni^ or two members absent at the present meeting who were present on the 
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occasion. But if the hon’ble member on whose motion the provision 
LsqsPB carried, would consent to its being amended in the way in which His 
" Tonob suggested, it might perhaps he done. 

After some conversation, it was ultimately agreed that in lieu of the pro¬ 
viso at the end of the section, a proviso to the following effect be substituted:— 


“ Provided' that no offioer shall he appointed lo an ofRoe the salary of which is more than 
Bs. 200 per mensem, without the sanction of the Commissioners at a meeting, subject to the 
approval of the Commissioner of the division; and provided also that no officer whose salary 
is more than Bs. 50 per mensem, shall bo dismisBed without the sanction of the Commis¬ 
sioners at a meeting.” 


On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier the word “ assessors” was in¬ 
serted before the word “ overseers” in line 5 of the same section. 

Verbal amendments were on the motion of Mr. Dampier, made in sections 
70 and 76. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said, as the Bill stood it provided that the tax 
was due on the first day of the first month of the quarter; but it was also 
provided by section 109 that no bill should be presented until one month had 
elapsed from the time when the tax became due. This would throw the whole 
collection of the tax into arrears; and he would therefore move that the words 
and not less than one month ” in lines 1 and 2 of that section be omitted; and 
that in the second clause, for the words ‘‘ appended to such bill shall be a notice 
of demand in the form marked (A) in the second schedule” the following words 
bo substituted:— 

"If the amount in such bill be not paid on presentation thereof, a notice of demand in 
the form marked (A) in the second soUedule may be served on the person liable to pay the same, 
and such notice of demand may be served either at the time when the bill is presented, or 
at any subsequent time, provided that no charge shall be mode in respect of the service of 
such notice.” 

The Hon’ble BIboo Kristodas Pal said, if a person was not able to pay 
tho tax immediately on presentation of the bill, he was to be served with 
a notice of demand. The practice in Calcutta was that a bill was presented two 
or three times before it was paid, then, if the tax-payer could not pay the tax, 
a notice of demand was served upon him. If that was the practice in Calcutta, 
it could not be said that persons in the mofussil were in a position to pay the 
bill at once, that was to say, the moment it was presented. He thought that if 
tho bill was not paid within a reasonable time after presentation, then a notice 
of demand might bo served. But aS the two amendments were worded, he did 
not know whether such a practice would bo allowed. 

Tho Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hooa said that under this Bill the presentation 
of the bill and tho service of tho notice of demand were to be made simul¬ 
taneously: the two processes ought, ho thought, to be separate. If'the bill 
was not paid within a reasonable time, then a notice of demand should be 
served. ' ■ 


Tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said ho would explain tho effect of the second 
amendment. The practice w’as no doubt very much what the hon’ble member 
opposite (Baboo Kristodas Pal) hud said. But it had struck him that the bill 
and notice of demand might be presented at tho samo time; that was to say, 
if the bill was not paid on presentation, notice of demand should be served at 
once, in which notice it would bo stated that the tax-payer was required either 
to pay the amount of tho bill within fifteen days, or if this was the first time 
he was assessed, or if ho was assessed at a higher rate than before, he might 
come in and make his objections instead of paying. Since then Mr. Dampier 
had been in communication with persons who were practically acquainted with 
the matter, and it had been pointed out that there would be a good deal of 
trouble in filling up in all these notices of demand; therefore he proposed tliat the 
notice of demand should either be left at the time with the man who did not 
pay his bill, or it might bo served upon him at any future time, provided that 
no charge should bo made for such service. 

After some conversation, Mr. Dampier’s first amendment was 
agreed to, and tho second was carried with the substitution of the word “shall” 
for “may” in the 4th line, and tho omission of tho words “ either at the time

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On the motion of Mb. Dampier a verbal .amendment was 
section 110, and the position of sections 124 and 125 was transposed. — 

The Hon’ble Mb. Daupieb moved the substitution of the following section^ 
for section 146:— 

*' The Commiuissioners at a meeting, Trith the sanotion of the Lieutenant-Qovomor, may 
establish a toll-bar and levy tolls on any bridge, or on any port of a road, which - they may 
have constructed after the oommencoment of this Act, or at any place within the munidi- 
politv adjacent to such bridge or part of a road, at which tolls may conveniently be levied on 
vehicles and animals passing over such bridge or part of a road, and the profits derived 
therefrom shall be carried to the credit of the municipal fund. 

Provided that no such toll-bar shall be established or tolls levied, otherwise than for 
the puri> 08 e of recovering the expenses incurred in constructing such bridge or part of a 
road, and in maintaining the said bnd^ or part of a road in repair for the five years next 
after the construction thereof, togemor with intorost on such expenres as hereinafter 
provided.” 

He said it was quite out of the question to abolish tolls on roads where 
they at present existed ; one municipality got os much as 25 per cent, of their 
income from this source, and several got a very considerable sum. The 
Council had heard a great deal abo\it the unfairness and injustice of this tax; 
of people being required to pav twice for the uso of tho roads, first in the 
shape of a municipal tax, and tucu in the shape of a toll. Hero was tho reverse 
of the medal. The municipality of tho Suburbs had no toll-bars, and they 
complained very much of the whole of the traffic of Calcutta coming over 
their roads, and not contributing ono pico to their funds. The pro¬ 
posed section would enable them and other municipalities to levy tolls on 
any bridge or road, or part of a road, which they might have constructed, 
and for the maintenance of the bridge or road for five years after its construc¬ 
tion : as soon as the cost of construction and of such maintenance had been 
recovered, the tolls would cease. 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hooo enquired whether fhero would bo any 
strong objection to exempting kutcha roads from liability to tolls. He thought 
it would be a great hardsnip to levy tolls on such roads, as during the rains ono 
might often see carts buried up to tho nave, and it would not bo fair to levy 
tolls where during certain seasons traffic was almost entirely impeded. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Dampier explained that tolls wore imposed on the 
authority of the Government; and under tho Bill as it now stood the Government 
might make over to a municipality any tjolls which wero levied under the 
authority of Government at toll-bars established within the municipality. The 
municipality could not establish any toll-bar without tho sanction of tho Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor. Tho proposed section would not empower a municipality to 
set up any toll-bar except for works constructed by them, and then only until 
the cost of construction and of maintenance for a certain period had been 
reepuped. And with regard to the special objection urged by tho hon’ble mem¬ 
ber, to putting a toll-bar on a kutcha road, Mr. Dampier would instance the case 
of a bridge connecting two portions of a kutcha road. The bridge might bo a 
very great convenience. He had, however, no particular objection to inserting 
the word ‘‘metalled” before “ roads,” and would adopt the hon’ble member’s 
suggestion. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal said he understood that tho object of the 
Bill was simply to consolidate existing Acts and not to impose additional taxa¬ 
tion ; and when the discussion on this subject took place at a previous sitting, 
the hon’ble mover pointed out that tolls existed in several municipalities, 
and that it would not be wise to deprive such municipalities of tho income they 
derived from that source.* The hon’ble member also stated that it was not 
the ob’ect of the Government to allow additional taxation to be imposed. But 
the e^t of the amendment now before the Council was to impose additional 
taxation; for instead of confining himself to securing the income now derived 
from this source, he proposed to give to municipalities where tolls were not now 
levied a power which they did not now possess. That was inconsistent with the 
avowed object of the Bill. 

He was aware that tolls under the proposed section could imt bo iimiosed 
without the sanction of tho Lieutenant-Governor, but practically the efroct of 
the provision, when sanctioned, would be the imposition of additional tATnfio r f 
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^iiitirely agreed with the hon’ble member on his right (Sir Stuart Iloggl 
shoula not be levied on roads which were not metalled. He had heard 
of the sufferings of the people who had been made to pay tolls on roads 
!^^^mioh were unmetalled, and over which'cartscouldnotpasswithoutgreatdiiliculty 
during the rains. The objection which he took to the proposal for levying tolls 
on roads generally had not been invalidated by any arguments which had been 
brought forward.' The only question left open for consideration was whether 
the income now derived by municipalities from this jjource could bo abandoned. 
It appeared from enquiry that the existing revenue could not be surrendered 
without seriously crippling the resources of some municipalities. He was willin g 
to accept that position. Ho therefore proposed that the levy of tolls should bo 
continued in those municipalities only where it existed, hut that no power to levy 
tolls on roads should be conferred on any municipality which did not now 
obtain an income from that source. 


The Hon’blk Mr. Dampiek observed that it was altogether straining words 
to say that this sectum provided moans for additional taxation. 

After some conversation the Council divided :

The motion was then carried, with the addition of the word “ metalled ” 
before the word “roads” wherever it occurred. 

A similar amendment was made in section 147; and the following section 
was introduced after section 147;— 


“ Whenever a toll-bar shall havo been established, and tolls shall be levied as provided in 
section 143, the Commissioners shall at the end of each year publish, by causiug it to be 
posted up at their office, an abstract Recount showing— 

(1) tho amount of expenses incurred in the ooustrnction of such bridge or part of a 
road, and in the maiuteuanco of tho same during the five years next after the construction of 
the same; 

(2) the amount of interest which has accrued due thereon, at the annual rate of six per 
oentum annually; and 

(3) tho amount which has been recovered from tho profits of tho said toll-bars; 

and whenever such expensea and interest shall have been rceovered as aforesaid, such 
toll-bar shall be removed, and tolls shall no longer be levied on such bridge or port of a road.” 

An amendment rendered ucceSsary by tho foregoing amendment was 
made in section 77. 


The Hon’rle Mr. Dampier said, the hon’ble member oppo.site (Baboo 
Kristodas Pal) had at a former meeting proposed an amendment to the effect 
that if the Chairman required any person to do any particular thing, such 
person might, instead of doing smOi tiling, state his objections to tho Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting; in fact, giving a kind of power of revision to them. To 
give effect to that proposal, it was necessary to make a verbal amendment 
in section 174, and to introduce tho following new sections after section 174:— 

174A. “ Any person who is required by a requisition as aforesaid to execute any work or to 

do anything may, instcoil of executing the work or doing the thing required, prefer an 
objecuon in writing to the Commissioners ngain.«t' being required to comply with such 
requisition; provided such objection bo prefcmHl within five doys of the service of the notice 
or posting up of the notificatiou contiuning tho requisition ; or if tlie time within which ho 
is raquired to comply with tho requisition bo less than five days, then provided that such 
objection is preferred vrithin such less time. 

174B. Except as provided in the next following section, such objection shall bo heard 
^and disposed of by the Chairman or Vice-ldiairmnn. 

1740. If the objeotor shall allege thot tUo cost of executing tho work or of doing the 
thing required will exceed three hundred mnees, sn: Ii objection shall Ite heard and determined 
by the CommissionerB at a meeting, unless the Chairman or Yicc-tchairman shall certify his 
opinion that such cost will not exceed throe ]i<iM<1rcd rupees, in which case tho objection 
snail be beard and disposed of by the ( h.urmau or \ ic'o-C'hairnian. 

Provided that in any case in whieli the t'hairiii;ai or Vico-i'bairman shall havo certified 
his opinion as aforesaid, and tho ohj(>< tioti Khali iu l ousequonce thereof have been heard :’ikI 
decided by the Chairman or Vioo-| hairmaii. i(, shall he lawful for the person malang (ho 
objection, if the requisition made upon him is uot withdrawn on tho heaiiug of his ohjcv lion, 
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tT> pay in the hiid snm of three hundred rupees to the Commisaionen as the oost < 
the work or the thing required; whereupon suoh per86n shidl be reliered of ^ 
liability and obligation in respect of executing the work or doing the thinff required, 
respect of paying the expenses* thereof; and the Commissioners themselreB imall execute em 
work or do suoh thing, and shall exercise all powers necessary therefor. 

174D. The Chairman or yioe-('hairman, or the ('ommissinners at a meeting, as the 
case may bo, shall, after lienring the objection and making any inquiry which they may deem 
necessaiy, recoid an order withiWwing, modifying, or mhking absolute the requisition against 
which the objection is preferred ; and unless suoh order withdraw the requisition, it shall 
Specify the time within which the requisition shall be carried out, which shall not be leas 
than the shortest time which might have been mentioned under this Act in the original 
requisition. 

174E. If the person making such objection be present at the office of the Oomrois- 
sioners, the said order shall he explained to him orally, and suoh explanation shall be deemed 
to be sufficient notice of the order made; and if such order cannot be so verbally explained, 
notice of suoh order shall bn given to the person making the obj^tion ih the manner provided 
by section d50; and such explanation of or service of the notice of the said order shall 
be deemed a requisition duly mode under this Act to execute the work or do the thing 
required.” 


Tlie Hon’ble Baboo Kkistodas Pal said wlten he proposed the amend¬ 
ment to which the hou’blo mover had adverted, he considered tliat the question 
at issue was not 8iin[)ly one of amount, but of principle. First, it was necessary 
to consider whether a person residing in a municipality should bo required to 
execute a certain class of works without being allowed an opportunity of stating 
his objections; aifd secondly, whether the Chairman or Vice-Chairiuan should bo 
empowered to compel a person to execute such works irrespectively of the 
value of the work. In the amendment proposed provision was made os to 
amount only, t.e., if the amount of the work required to bo done exceeded 
Rs. 300, then the person required to execute the work might apply to the 
Commissioners at a meeting for the revision of the order of the Chairman, 
unless the Chairman undertook to carry out the work for Rs. 300, or unless he 
modified his own order. If the Chairman had to carry out the work with his 
own funds, Baboo Kristosas Pal could understand the principle upon which it 
was based. But as the proposed sections stood, if the Chairman exceeded the 
estimate, the loss would fall upon tlio nmnicipulity. 

In the next place he thought that the most important question was about 
the classes of works to be done. The removal of nuisances and rubbish, 
and matters of that kind, did not come within ^ho category of the works 
to which he referred, because those works were ordinary works, and ought 
to be done at once. But there were other works, such as the filling up of 
tanks, with regard to which an appeal should be allowed. Ho mentioned 
the other day the case of certain tanks in Calcutta in rerard to which the 
Chairman and Health Officer differed in opinion. The Health Officer consi¬ 
dered it necessary to have them filled up; the Chairman and the Engineer on the 
other hand wore of opinion that such tanks were to be found all over the town, 
and if it was necessary to fill uy) tlicso tanks, it would bo oqiudly necessary to 
fill up all tho others. A case of that kind might occur. The Cnairnian might 
order a particular work to bo done, and it might be open to question whether 
it was necessary to execute the work irrespectively of the cost; and tho person 
required to do it should have an opportunity of laying his objoctioiu before 
the Commissioners at a meeting. 

With regard to tho limit of cost of those works. Baboo Kristodas Pal 
would suggest that it should bo lowered to Rs. 100, because in tho mofussil 
extensive works were rare, and tho sum of Rs. 100 was heavy enough for 
people in tho circumstances of mofussil residents. 

After some further conversation, the motion was agreed to. 

In section 184, line 0, the words “ and rubbish” were, on the motion of 
the Hom’blb Mb. Dahpikr, omitted. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier, the following proviso was 
added to section 188:— 


Provided that if for the purpose of effecting any drainage under this section it shall 
be neoessaiy to acquire any land not being the property of the person who is toquired to 
drain his land, or to pay compensation to any other person, the Oonunissioners provide 
Booh land and pay snoh compensation.” 
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\,lecfeioii 195 the following proviso was introdoced on the notion of the 
DampiebI— • 

Ij^ “ Provided that if for thepurponof effeoting any drainage under this section it shall 
^ neoeatory to acquire any land not bein{^ the prop^y of the person who is required to 
drain his land, or to pay compensation to any othw person, iho Conuoissioners shall provide 
such land and pay suoh compensation.” 

, Verbal amendments were made in seAtions 199 and 213. 

Section 213 empowered the Cumuiissiouurs to cuter upon possession of a 
house which they might have repaired. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kribtodas Pal said the consideration of this section 
had been reserved at the last meeting. He had since considered the point and 
had nt) objection to the principle as far as tliu repairs of unoccupied houses w,is 
concerned, but he objected to the mode of recovery of tlie cost of such repairs: 
he would affirm Ihe principle of the section, and givo power to recover the cost 
in the same manner as was provided fur the recovery of other expenses 
under the Bill. But ho objected to the special procedure provided for the 
recovery of expenses under this section, and would therefore move its omission. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said there was no express provision in the Bill 
authorizing the Commissioners to repair ruinous houses. But there were two 
sections, one of which provided that if a house was in a dangerous or ruinous 
condition the Commissioners might require the owner either to pull it down or to 
repair it; and there was the general section 174, which declared that if the Com¬ 
missioners required a person to do anything, and he failed to do it, the Commis¬ 
sioners might do it and charge the expense to the owner. Then this section 
provided that when there was a ruinous house, and in consequence of the 
absence or inability of the proprietor the Commissioners repaired it, they might 
retain possession of the house until the expense of repairs was recovered. He 
thought it was better to provide this special procedure for the recovery of such 
expenses than that the Commissioners should bo forced to pull the house down. 

After some further conversation, the motion for the umisslu'n of section 213 
was negatived. 

Sections 217 and 218 wore agreed to. 

Section 219 authorized the Commissioners to maintain an establishment 
for the removal of offensive matter or rubbish. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said that there was a notice of amendment ifi 
the name of the hon’blo member opposite (Baboo Kristodas Pa)) to insert the 
words “on the application or with the consent of the occupiers” in clause 2, 
line 2, after the word “ time,” so that occupiers should not be bound to avail 
themselves of the establishment of the Commissioners to remove offensive 
matter and rubbish from their premises, but might do it through their own 
servants or anybody else. The hou’ble member did not wish the provision tn 
be made compulsory, but optional. It seemed to Mk. Dampier that tins might 
be accepted, if after clause 2 were added the words “ nothing in tliis section 
shall bo deemed to restrict the powers which the Commissioners arc authorized 
to exercise under section 184.” 

The Hon’dle Baboo Juoqadanund Mookbrjee observed that the word 
“ rubbish” included broken bricks and mortar, and he tliought this section 
ought not to apply to such tilings. 

After some conversation the further consideration of the section was 
postponed. 

Section 220 required niehtors to givo one month’s notice before leaving 
service. 

The Hon’blr Baboo Kristodas moved the substitution of the words 
“ a fine not exceeding Rs. 20 ” for the words “ rigorous imprisonment foi- .a 
term not exceeding three months” in paragraph 2, line 4 of section 220. He 
did not believe that there was any law in the country which provided rigorous 
imprisonment for withdrawal from service without giving notice. The class ot 
people to which the section referred was a very useful one, and tlicy did a 
service which could not bo rendered by other people, and ho did not think it 
would be fiur or just to visit desertion by rigorous imprisonment. I'hcy ought 
to bo liable to the same punishment that other menial servants wore subject to; 
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and if the Ihw considered the punishment of fine sufficient for other 
he did not see why a more severe punishment ^ould'l)e meted ou 
very useful class of servants. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier observed that the hon’ble member 
entirely to miss the point of this provision. Ho did not seem to consider how 
terrible would be tho result of a strike amongst those people, and how much the 
comfort and Imalth of the community would be )eoparaized by a combine* 
tion among them to strike work; it was therefore absolutely necessary for the 
protection of health and even life to make desertion by these men a criminal 
offence. Mr. Dampier would, however, be willing to reduce the punishment 
to one month’s rigorous imprisonment 

After some conversation tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier’s amendment was 
agreed to. 

. In section 221 an amendment moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier on 
behalf of the Hoh’ble Nawab Syed Asbgur Ali, with the object of increasing 
the time allowed for tho repair of drains, &o., from fifteen days to one month, 
was negatived, and so also was an amendment moved in section 222 for the 
purpose of exempting from punishment a person who permits his servants to 
throw or put” rubbish, &c., into sewers. 

Section 222 was then passed after a verbal amendment mode on the 
motion of the Hon’blo Mr. Dampier. 

An amendment in section 223 moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier, on 
behalf of the Hon’ble Nawab Syed Ashgar Ali, for increasing the time allowed 
for enclosing privies from fifteen days to one month, was negatived. 

Sections 224 and 225 were agreed to. 

In section 226 tho penalty for altering or making unauthorized drains 
leading into public sewers was, on the motion of the Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas 
Pal, reduced from Rs. 200 to Rs. 60. 

Sections 227, 228, and 220 related to the drainage of land or of a gfoup or 
block of houses. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved tho omission of these sections, 
which were taken from the Calcutta Municipal Bill, lie observed that there 
was no underground drainage going on in mofussil municipalities, and he did 
not think that these provisions should apply to such places. The amendment 
to be proposed by the hon’ble mover would to a certain extent moot the 
objects sought to bo attained; but he did not understand whether the outlet 
was to bo maintained by tho Commissioners or by private individuals. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved the substitution, for section 227, of tho 
following, which he thought would meet tho objections of tho hon’ble member 

“ If any land, being within one hundred feet of a sewer, drain, or other outlet into 
which such land may, in tho opinion of the ('ommissioners, he drained, is not drainec^to the' 
satisfaction of the Commissioners, the ('ommissioners may require the owner within one 
month to drain the said land into such sewer, drain, or outlet, and the ('oiiimissioners shall 
at their own expense provide any land which may he required for such drainage, aud shall 
pay any compensation which it may bo necessary to pay to any person other than the person 
whose land is so drained in consequence of such drainage.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg suggested that the section should stop at 
the word outlet,” so as to avoid possible complications as to compensation; if 
the Commissioners required a person to drain land, they must indicate tho way 
in which it should be done. 

After some conversation tho Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg’s suggestion was 
adopted, and the section as amended was agreed to. 

An amendment rendered necessary by the previous amendment was, on 
the motion of the Hon’bla Mr. Dampier, ^ade in section 228. 

Sections 229 to 233 were agreed to. 

Section 234 empowered the Commissioners to prohibit excavations. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved amendments which made the section 
run thus;— 

“The CommissionerB at,a meeting may by a general order prohibit the making of 
exoBvationg for the purpose of taking eiii-th therefrom or for the purpose of storing rubbish 
or filth therein, and the digging of cesspools, tanks, or jyts, without special pennission 
previously obtained from them. 
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If any >uoh ekoavation, oeaspool, tank, or pit is mad« alter the iasae and publication 
■4 suoh oTaer without special permission, the Commissioners may require the owners and 
Napiers of the laud on which suoh cesspool, tank, or pit is made, wit^ eight ^ys, to fill 
up suoh cesspool, tank, or pit. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Krihtodas Pal said he could not accept the amend¬ 
ment, and was rather surprised that the hon’ble mover, with his knowledge of 
the condition of the country should seriously propose this section. It would 
practically prohibit the erection of any building with earth or bricks. Ho did not 
see why such a provision should find a place in the Bill; for if any person com¬ 
mitted a nuisance by filling up a hole with refuse, he would be punishable under 
the general provisions of the law. To make the declaration under comment 
was simply to interfere with the commonest rights of the people: it was miscros- 
copic legislation, and would interfere with the daily wants of the people. The 
sanitary objects contemplated would bo sufficiently met by the sanitary regula¬ 
tions of the law, and when such was the case, he would entreat his hon’ble 
friend to omit this and the following sections. 

The Hon’blk Sik Stuaht Hogo hardly thought this section should be 
passed. They were not proposing to deal with a town like Calcutta, but with 
municipalities and municipal unions in which several places at considerable 
distances would be grouped together, and therefore the whole intervening 
space between such places would be included ; consequently the villagers would 
not bo able to dig a tank or even a hole without permission. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier observed that it should be remembered that 
this was one of the provisions which could only be introduced into a munici¬ 
pality by the Government on the recommendation of the Commissioners at 
a meeting: he w’ould, however, have no objection to modify the provision by 
empowering the Commissioners to restrict the operation of the section to parti¬ 
cular portions of the municipality. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bell said he thought it was absolutely necessary tiiat 
some provision of this sort should exist in the law. ’ Every one who 
had had experience of mofussil municipalities must know that these tanks 
and holes in towns wore the greatest source of disease: they were recep¬ 
tacles of the most filthy water and decayed vegetation, and any one who 
had experience of these municipalities would agree that these tanks and holes 
were a constant source of sickness. He thought that the sections as proposed 
were necessary, and that with the alteration suggested they were absolutely * 
harmless. 

After some further conversation, the Council divided:—

The motion was therefore carried, and the section as amended was agreed 


Amendments to correspond with those in section 234 were, on the motion 
of the Hun’ble Mr. Dampier, made in section 23d. 

Section 236 related to the removal of existing projections from houses. 

On the motion of the Hon’blo Mr. Dampier amendments were carried to 
make it necessary that a hearing should be given before an order was carried 
out for the removal of an existing projection. 

Sections 237 to 241 wore agreed to. 

Sections 242 to 215 provided regulations similar to those in the Calcutta 
Municipal Bill to be observed in the building of new houses in municipalities. 


The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of these 
sections. Ho thought tho time had not arrived to insist upon the 
observance of these building regulations in tho mofussil: in Calcutta they were 
necessary because there was a system of underground drainage, and 
proper levels must bo observed. In mofussil municipalities there was no pros¬ 
pect of an underground dvainago; and even in the Suburbs of Calcutta that 
system was not contemplated, as far as ho was awnro. To require tho inhabi- 
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tants of mofussil municipalities to furnish plans ,nnd the like, would necessitate 
a large amount of expenditure which would be hard upon the poorer classes. 
Many of the conservancy and sanitary regulations of this Hill had boon 
introduced chiefly with the view, ns far as he understood it, of meeting the 
wants of two first class munieipalities, Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta. 
He was of opinion that it would have been better had these two municipalities 
been separately dealt w’ith. These sections, even if introduced into first-lass 
municipalities, w'ould subject the inhabitants to great harassment, irritation, and 
annoyance; and even in the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah they ought to be 
very sparingly used, if at all. The object of the Bill was not to cause irritation 
ana annoyance; and as in the absence of underground drainage there was no 
necessity to have such regulations, he thought it would not be detrimental to 
the interests of any municipality to omit these sections; in fact, to attempt to 
foist all the provisions of the (Calcutta Municipal Bill on mofussil municipalities 
would be to put on very high pressure indeed. 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg said the object of these sections was to 
take time by the forelock, so as to render conservancy arrangements jmssible. 
Ill Calcutta time was not taken by the forelock, and now the difficulty was 
how to mako adequate provision for conservancy. It w'as for that reason that 
those sections were introduced. 

After some further conversation the motion was negatived, and the sections 
were agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omissnm of the words 
“ and at such a level as will admit of such drainage, and w'ith a plinth of at least 
two feet above the level of the nearest street” at the end of .section 216. 

The motion was negatived, and the section was agreed to. 

Section 247 was agreed to. 

In section 248, the penalty for erecting a hut contrary to the provisions 
of section 246 was, on the motion of the llon’blo Baboo Kriatodas Pal, reduced 
from Rs. 100 to Rs. 20. 

The further consideration of the Bill was postponed. 

The Council was adjourned to Thursday, the 2'frd instant.

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved that the Bill to amend and consoli¬ 
date the law relating tp municipalities bo’further considered in order to the 
settlement of its clauses. 

The motion w'as agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hon’blb Mr. Dampier the following section was 
introduced after section 158:— ” 

“ 168A. The Lieutejiant-Govomor may at any time order that the f’ommisBionerR, or 
any person authomed lyr thorn, shall cease to levy any tolls under the lost preceding section, 
and may at any time withdraw such order; provided that ^reasonahle coinpeiiHation shall be 
paid by the Commisaioners to any farmer or other porsou wlio has entorod into a legal 
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contract with tlie said (yommissionorB for the collection of such tolls, and whose profits under 
such ooiitraot ore diminished by an order of the Lieutenant>Govemor puased under this 
seotioii.” * 

Tlio IIon’hle Mr. Dampikr said that section 184 now related to the 
removal of ofFensivo matter only and was applicable to all municipalities 
on the passing of the Bill. *Ho suggested that ‘‘rubbish” should be dealt with 
in two separate sections as follows:— 

“184A. The Commissioners at a meeting may from time to time, by an order published 
ns prescribed in section 348, appoint the hours within whicli only every occupier of any 
house or land may place rubbish on the public road adjacent to his house or laud in order 
tliat such rubbish may be removed by the establishment of tlie Commissioners, and tlie 
(Commissioners may charge such foes as they may think fit in respect of the removal of 
such rubbish from ,8ucii public road, or, with the consent of the occupier of any house or 
laud, from such house or land. . 

18413. AVhenever any order as provided in the last preceding section sliall have been 
published in a municipality, every occupier of any house or land who shall place, or who 
shall allow his servants to pliice, rubbish on a public road at other than the appointed times, 
shall bo liable to a fine of twenty rupees ” 

The IIon’hle Badoo Kristodah Pal objected to that portion of the sec¬ 
tion whiclr authorized the Commissioners to charge foes for the removal of 
rubbish. Hon’blo members were aware that one of the primary duties of a 
municipal body was to attend to the conservancy of the town; in other words, 
to remove the sweepings and rubbish, and clean the roads and drain.s This 
duty was now performed without any additional charge. The amendment 
did not confine the charging of fees for the removal of profe.ssional or business 
rubbish. The term “ rubbish” had been used in such u comprehensive sense that 
it would include rubbish ordinarily thrown out from houses as well as rubbish 
thrown out by reason of any trade or business. He would therefore move the 
omission from section 184A of the words “ from such public road or ” so as to 
coiifinc the operation of the section to rubbish removed from within private 
houses. 

The JTon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg said, in his view of the case it was no part 
of the business of a municipality to remove rubbish collected in private houses. 
Undoubtedly it was their business to remove the swee[)ings of the roads and the^ 
dust accumulated on them, but not to remove the filth collected in the liouses’ 
of private individuals. It was true that it was so done in Calcutta, but it was 
certainly not so done in London or elsewhere; in those places the work was done 
by private contract. In Calcutta the Municipality raised high rates, and did 
the work, but the same observations did not apply to outlying towns in the 
mofussil. llo thought the section as drafted should stand : it was left optional 
to municipalities in the mofussil to charge or not, as they thought tit. 

The IIon’dle Mr. Bell said his experience w'as contrary to that of the 
hon’ble member who had just spoken. The rubbish and sweepings from houses 
must be put upon tho roads. In all mofussil municipalities with which 
ho had been connected, conservancy carts went round and removed tho 
tlio rubbish deposited on the roads, without any charge. It seemed to him 
that these were charges which the municipality ought to bear. He would 
retain the section, omitting from section 184A. all the words from the words 
“ and the Commissioners may charge” to the end of the section. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal witlidrew his amendment in favor of 
that proposed by tho IIon’ble Mr. Bell. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Bell’s amendment was then put and negatived. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved by way of amendment the omission 
from section 184A of tho words “ from such public road or” and the addition of 
the words “ or in respect of the removal from such public road of an}* rubbish 
which has accumulated in the course of a trade or business.” 

Tho motion was carried and section 1S4A as amended was agreed to. 

Section 184B was agreed to. 

Section 219, empoweriijg tho Commissioners to maintain an establishment 
for the purpose of removing offensive matter, the further consideration of which 
was postponed, was on the«motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampieb, omitted. 
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Tho Hom’blk Baboo Kristooas Pal moved tlio omission of sections 249 
to 255 (the buitet sections) on the same grounds that he had urged at tho last 
meeting for the onussion of some of the' sections which were called building 
regulations. These sections were mostly taken from the Calcutta Municipal Bill, 
and tho reasons which applied to Calcij[tta did not, in his humblo opinion, apply 
with equal force to mofussil municipalities. He thought that if there was 
separate chapter in tho Bill dealing with the Suburbs and Howrah, these 
provisions might apply. But as these sections might be enforced with the 
sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor in any mofussil municipality, he thought it 
wa.s placing too much power in the hands of thi* Commissioners. The necessity 
for hmtee reform did not exist in tho municipalities in tho interior, whore the 
population was not so denso, and the habitations of tho people were not so 
unhealthy, ns we^e to be found in some of tho hustees in Calcutta. ^ In tho mofussil 
the habitations of the poor wore generally in op(‘n places, and unhcalthincss 
proceeding from overcrowdedness could not be said to exist. Besides, the means 
of drainage in mofussil towns was not such as to admit of the otHeient draining of 
bustees: the water-supyly there was very deficient and defective; and ho thought 
that bofore the inhabitants of such places were called upon to improve their 
bustees, the municipalities should be required to provide the necessary moans of 
improvement. In many of these towns good drinking water could not bo had, 
and until the municipalities supplied the means for preserving health, it was 
to much to require the poor inuabitants to conform to those rigid sanitary 
rules which were applicable to the metropolis of the country. 

On these grounds he objected to these sections. Ho believed that they 
might bo applicable to some particular municipalities; but the Bill made no 
exception whatever. The provisions of these sections were very comprehensive, 
and ne thought they ought not to find a place in this Bill. 

The Hon’blb Mk. Dampiek said, the hon’ble member had observed that 
this Bill made no distinction as to places. Tho Bill enacted provisions to be 
used where they were required to bo used. And it seemed impossible in matters 
of this sort to avoid leaving a discretion in the hands of tho executive Govern¬ 
ment. He did not see why these provisions should not be required at Dacca 
and Moorshedabad, as well as Howrah and the Suburbs. He should be 
the last to expect that the Government would introduce these provisions int(> 
distant municipalities, rural municipalities so to say, in which the population 
was sparse and not crowded: he thought that the reason wIir'Ii made them good 
for Calcutta made them good for some of tho mofus.sil municipalities, and ho 
thought power should bo given to the Government to extend them to such 
places. 

The Council divided:—

So the motion was negatived. 

On the motion of tho Hon’ble Mr. Daupier a verbal amendment was 
made in section 255. 

Section 256 required markets, slaughter-houses, &c., to bo properly drained. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of this section and 
of section 257 on tho same grounds which'he had urged for tho omission of the 
buatee sections. He thought the general provisions of the law relating to nuisances 
would be sufficient to make people keep these places in good condition, but to 
require them to cause the floors and drains to no paved with stone or burnt 
brick, and to provide a sufficient water-supply where there was no supply of 
water, would bo very expensive, and in many cases would load to tho closing of 
markets and slaughter-houses. 

After some conversation tho motion was put and negatived, and tho sec¬ 
tions were agreed to. ' 

Sections 258 and 259 were agreed to. 
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On the motion of the Hozt’blb- Mb. Dampibb the second paragraph of 
section 260 was omitted as unnecessary. 

Sections 260 to 264 were agreed to. 

A yerbal amendment was made in section 265. 

Sections 266 to 268 were agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hom’blb Baboo Kbistodas Pal the following section 
was inserted after section 268 ;— • 

The Oommiflsioners at a meeting nay from time to time oat of the momcipal fund 
provide for the burial and boming of paapen, Aee of charge, within the limits of 
a municipality. 

In section 269 the following were omitted from the list of offensive or 
dangerous trades— 

Yard or depdt for trade in coal, dharooal, golpotta, bamboos; ” 

Shop for the salo of " fish.” 

And the provision for charging ** an annual fee, not exceedfng two rupees 
for each license” was also omitted. 

Section 270 was agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 271. 

Section 272 was agreed to. 

In section 273 verbal amendments were made so as to exclude shepherds 
and persons keeping less than ten head of homed cattle, from the necessity of 
taking out a license. 

In section 274 the word shepherd” was omitted, and the penalty for 
omitting to take out a license was reduced from Rs. 100 to Rs. 50. 

Sections 275 to 280 were agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said, he thought it was wrong on 

{ >rinciplo to allow the Municipal Commissioners to devote their funds to specu- 
ations of this kind. In most municipalities private markets were in existence 
in snfBcient numbers, and it would necessarily cause conflict between private 
individuals and the Commissioners if these were permitted to establish markets 
with the aid of the municipal fund He was not aware if any complaint existed 
in mofussil towns in consequence of the want of a sufficient number of markets. 
It was certainly desirable to keep markets in proper condition, and sanitary 
provisions ought to be enacted for that purpose. But to enable the Commis*. 
sioners to establish markets out of the municipal fund would be to arm them^ 
with power to fritter away their resources without adequate advantages to the 
people. On these grounds he moved the omission of. sections 281, 282, 
and 283. 

The Hom’ble Mb. Dampibb said, the subject of these sections had been 
so thoroughly discussed outside this Bill that he need hardly say anything by 
way of reply to the hon’ble member’s motion. The whole question at issue was 
whether the establishment of good markets under the circumstances was a 
good or a bad thing. The Council had already affirmed the principle of these 
sections in the Calcutta Act. But in deference to the British Indian Associ¬ 
ation tlie Select Committee had introduced a provision which required the 
market fund to be kept entirely distinct from the municipal fund; so that any 
one could see in a moment how a market was getting on, and whether it was 
a charge upon the municipal fund or not. He might also point out that by 
section 267 the Commissioners were bound to license a private market unless 
there were sanitary objections agaiqst it. 

The motion was then put and negatived, and the sections were agreed 
to, 8 verbal amendment being made in section 281. 

Sections 284 to 288 were agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 289. 

Sections 290 to 293 were agreed to. 

Section 94 related to the framing of byo-laws. 

After verbal amendments made on the motion of the Hon’blb Mr Oampier, 
the following proviso was on the motion of the Hon’blb Baboo Kristodas Pal, 
added to the section:— 

“ Provided that no fro or toll /hall be levied under the bye-laws which is not expressly 
■anotioned under this Act” 
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Sections 295 to 298 were agreed to. 

Section 299 was as follows:— • 

“ 299. If the Coiamissioners of any municipality fail to maintain, vithin the limits 
thereof, any road which without such limits is. maintomed by a District Committee under 
the Boad Cess Act, 1871, or to pay for the municipal police, or if tlie Commissioner of the 
division shall have reason to believe that the Commissioners are failing to fulfil any obliga¬ 
tion imposed upon them by this Chapter, , 

the Commissioner of the division in which such mifnicipality is situated may, witl}. the 
sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, convene a Committee consisting of— 

(a) the Magistrate of the district, or the Magbtrate of the division of the district. 

(h) the Executive Engineer of the division, 

(e) the Civil Surgeon of the district, 

(d) and two members, one of whom shall be nominated by the Commissioner of the 
division, and the other by the Commissioners at a meeting : 
and such Committee shall inquire into and report on the state of th^ Municipality. 

The Lieutenant-Governor may, on the report of such Committee, call upon the Com¬ 
missioners by a requisition in writing forwardeii to the Cimirman, and published in the 
Calcutta Gazette, to raise the necessary funds and carry out the purposes of this Chapter; 

And if the Commissioners neglect, for the period of three months from the date of such 
publication, to comply with such requisition, the Lieutenant-Governor may direct the Magis¬ 
trate of the district to raise the necessary funds under the provisions of this Chapter, and 
carry out the purposes thereof in respect of roads, police, and tlie cleansing of the municipa¬ 
lity ; and for such purposes the Magistrate of the district shall have all the powers and 
rights conferred on the Commissioners and the Commissioners at a meeting, by this Act, 
and shall exercise such powers and rights tmtil the said Lieutenaut-Govei'nor shall otherwise 
direct ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampibr moved the omission of the words from tlie 
beginning of the section to the words “ the Commissioner of the division in 
which such municipality is situated” in the beginning of the second paragraph, 
and the substitution of the following; — 

“ If the Commissioner of the division shall have reason to believe that the Commissioners 
have fail^ to pay for the muaicii>al police as required by this Act, or have failed to main¬ 
tain within the limits of the municipality any road which without such limits is mainhuned 
by a District Committee under the Road ( ess Act, 1871, 

or have failed to maintain in proper order the roads within the municipality ; 
or have failed to make adequate and suitable provision for the cleansing and conser¬ 
vancy of the municipality to an extent likely to be prejudicial to the health of the inhabitants 
of any part thereof, the said Commissioners” 

Also the insertion of the words “in respect of the objects mentioned in this 
section” after the word “chapter” at the end of paragraph 3; and the substitu- 
, tion of the words “the said objects” for the words “roads, police, and the 
cleansing of the municipality” in paragraph 4. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said he was sorry he could not agree 
to the amendment proposed. This section very much resembled the control¬ 
ling sections of the Calcutta Bill, and it gave much more power to the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division than the Government itself took in the Calcutta Bill. 
The tendency of the section was to keep the Municipal Commissioners conti- 
nuallp^ and perpetually in the leading strings cf the Commissioner of the 
division. If the Commissioner thought not only that the Commissioners 
did not pay for the police, but that the roads in the municipality were not kept 
in proper order, or that the Commissioners did not make ^equate provi- , 
sion for the cleansing and conservancy of tho municipality, then he 
might convene a Committee and carry out the provisions of tho law. 
Baboo Kristodas Pal need not repeat that .the funds of mofussil municipalitica 
were so very limited, that they were not in a position to carry out 
the many improvements which were enjoined by this Bill, and it would 
therefore be most unjust to vest the Comtfiissioncr of the division with power 
to step in whenever ho might think that the Commissioners had not 
done their duty: where the police were not paid, or where the Commissioners 
failed to maintain, within municipal limits, roads which without such limits 
were maintained by a Road Cess Committee, the Commissioners might 
justly be called upon to make suitable provision. But in other respects, ho 
did not‘think it would be consistent with the principle of the Bill to 
vest these large powers over Municipal Commissiono^rs in the Commissioner 
of the division. They might, he thought, bo trusted fo exercise their 
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E owors in other respects, especially as the Commissioner o£ the division, 
aving practically a voice in the internal working of the municipality, 
would be necessarily acquainted with its affairs. The budget could not be 
passed without the sanction of the Commissioner of the division; no new 
work above a certain amount could be carried out without his approval; and 
he did not think it was necessary or desirable to vest him with further powers 
He therefore suggested that the provisions of this section should be limited to 
those two items, namely, the maintenance of the police, and the maintenance of 
such roads as were under the Road Cess Committee. He would tliorefore 
move the following amendments :— 

Tho omission of the words “ or if the Commissioner of the division shall have rcai^oii 
to believe that the Commissioners are failing to fulfil any obligation imposed ufwn them bv 
this chapter” in the first paragraph. 

The substitution of the words " provide for the roods and the police in the manner 
provided by thb Act” for the words ” carry out the purposes oj this chapter” in 
paragraph 2. 

And the omission of the words “ and the cleansing of the municipality” in paragraph 4. 

After some conversation, the Hon’blk Baboo Kristodas Pal’s amendments 
were negatived, and the Hom’blr Mr. Dampiek’s amendments were agreed to. 
Sections 300 to 302 were agreed to. 

Section 303 provided for tho formation of Unions under Chapter III. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved tho addition to the section of 
the following .words ;— 

“But uo agricultural village intervening shall be included in such Union.” 

It had been affirmed at an early stage of the Bill that it was not the object 
to extend municipal taxation to agricultural tillages; ho tliereforo proposed the 
insertion of these words. *It was true that these towns wore not, properly speak¬ 
ing, municipal towns; they were in fact towns under tho Chowkidaree Act XX 
of 1856; but agricultural villages were also not included in that Act. He found 
from a despatch of the Court of Directors on the passing of that .4ct that the 
object was to exclude agricultural villages. 

Tho Hon’blb Mr. Dampier said he must again explain that thi.s Chapter ot 
the Bill was really a consolidation and nothing else of Act XX of 18.36 and tiii'. 
many existing laws which havo been grafted on it; and this section .‘103 would 
bo found to be an exact reproduction of Act XX of 1836. There was no su(*h 
exception of agricultural villages in the Act, and it might be that there had beeit 
abuses; but it was out of place‘to bring in such an amendment as this whoti 
the provisions of this Chapter were only a re-enactment of the existing law. 

After some conversation the motion was carried, and the section as 
amended was agreed to. 

A similar amendment was made in section 304. 

■ Section 305 provided that the Magistrate should raise in every town tho 
expense of the police, and such sum in addition as he might think tit for 
“ cleaning the town or in lighting or otherwise improving it.’’ 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal thought that good driiikiiig water was 
of much more practical importance than lighting, and he would therefore move 
that tho words “ in providing drinking water” be substituted for the words 
in lighting.” 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampier explained that “ lighting” had all along been 
one of the purposes to which tho funds might bo applied under Act XX uf 
1856; he would however havo no objection to includo “ drinking water” as 
one of the objects in addition to lighting. 

Tho motion as amended on the suggestion of Mr. Dampier wa.s carri('d, 
and tho section as amended was agreed to. 

Sections 306 to 314 were agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 315. 

Section 316 was agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 317. 

Sections 318 to 320 wero agreed to. 

Section 321 provided *a penalty for refusal to servo on tlic panchait. 
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Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kkistodas Pal^ moved the omission of this section. 
The Chowkiddree Act was passed at a time when, municipal institutions were 
just springing up into existence, and now that the Act had been in existence 
for twenty years, he thought the time had arrived for amending the law. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bkll thought it would be unadvisable to omit this 
section. There might be districts in which there was a difficulty to get 
panchaits. * • . , 

After some conversation, the motion was agreed to. 

Sections 322 to 333 were agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 339. 

Section 340 specified the purposes for which rules might be framed 
under the Chapter, and amongst other things authorized the levy of town 
duties.” 

The Hon’blb Baboo Kristoius Pal moved the omission c/f the word ** or 
town-duties” in clause 2 of the section; he believed “ town-duties” were not 
now levied anywhere. 

The Hon’bij: Mb. Dampier observed that this Chapter IV was a mere 
reproduction of the existing Act XXVI of 1350. That Act could not be intro¬ 
duced otherwise than at the wish of the inhabitants. He believed it was in 
force in two places only, Jamalpore and another, and there, under the existing 
Act, the mode of taxation by town duties might be adopted if it was desired 
The law was considered well adapted to young towns which sprung up 
about railway stations, and it had been determined to reproduce its provi¬ 
sions in this Bill. Places under that Act had the right to make rules for 
defining “ the persons or property within the town or suburbs to bo taxed for 
raising tho moneys necessary for the purposes of this Act, whether by house 
assessment or town-duties or otherwise.” , 

After some conversation, the further consideration of the section was post¬ 
poned. 

Sections 341 to 354 were agreed to. 

Section 355 authorized the sale of unclaimed holdings for money due. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of the section. 
Ho thought that if anybody had a right to unclaimed holdings it was the 
Government. If there were any holdings which were unoccupied, the conclusion 
was that any due which the Commissioners had in respect of such holdings 
ought to be written ofF as bad debts. But surely the Municipal Commissioners 
ought not to have the power of selling them off; for if nobody claimed the 
property within a year, the Commissioners under this section would carry the 
proceeds to the credit of the municipal fund. Such a power did not exist in the 
Calcutta Act. He thought the Government, and not the Municipality, ought to 
benefit in such cases, and that the ordinary law of limitation ought to apply. 

The Hon’ble Dampier said the section was introduced to meet a case 
of this sort. An epidemic came in and persons began to leave the place. Huts 
were deserted and fell to pieces. The Commissioners kept down the jungle, and 
kept clean the premises which had been deserted, as nobody else would move 
in the matter. Surely the Commissioners ought to bo allowed to recover any¬ 
thing they could in such cases. With regard to tho limitation of one year, the 
section simply provided that the proceeds were to be transferred to tho municipal 
fund after the expiration of one year: Biere was nothing to prevent a person 
putting in his claim within the usual limitation of three years. 

The mutiou was negatived and the section was agreed to. 

Section 356 was agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 357. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved the introduction of the following 
section after section 357:— 

** 357A. Notwithstanding anything oontained in section 3, Bengal Act VI of 1870 
(an Act (o provide for the appointment^ dimiawl, a$td maintenanee of milage ehowkidarVf the 
provisions of Fart II of the said Aot, relating to ohowkidaree ohaloan l*nde, be 
applicable to all such lands which have been assigned before the passing of the said Aot for 
the benefit of any part of a municipality, town, or station in which this Act may from 
to time be in force,.and all duties and functions which the panchaitof a village or any 
member thereof is required to disohaige under the provisions at the said Port, and ul powers 
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whioh the pasohait of a village or any member thereof ia authorized to exercize under the 

Part, shall he exercized in respeo^ of any municipality by tho Commissioners thereof.” 

He said hon’blo members were aware that Bengal Act VI of 1870 provided 
a system for securing tho payment and the control of chowkidars in mofuszil 
villages. And one of the Chapters of that Act was to the effect that chakran 
lands, which had been assigned to provide for the performance of police duties, 
might be assessed at half rates and given up to the zemindar entirely, the 
zomihdar paying revenue on sucK lands at half the usual rates only, instead of 
their being hold as before by a chowkidar who, as a condition of his tenure, 
was bound to give a certain amount of police service and a certain amount of 
service to the zemindar. It was assumed that the interest of the zemindar and 
tho public in tho chowkidar’s services was half and half. There was a provision 
in tho Act that Commissioners might be appointed to identify these chakran 
lands, and it enacted that tho rent payable by the zemindar should be paid 
over to the panchait, who should devote it to the purpose of paying chowkidars. 
In the Burdwau district there had been a good deal of stir about this matter, 
and it had been found that there was a great amount of chakran lands within 
the limits of chowkidarce unions, and it was proposed that there the land should 
be assessed under tho Act. But on looking at the law. Act VI of 1870, it was 
found that in section 3 there was a provision of which the effect was to prevent 
that being done within the limits of municipalities. Tho reason of the exclu¬ 
sion appeared to be this, that in framing Act VI of 1870 they were dealing with 
villages and not municipalities, and were providing that the rental of land 
should bo dealt with by the panchaits who were called into existence as a part 
of tho scheme of that Act. In municipalities and chowkidareo unions there 
were no such panchaits. In fact the Act was not dealing with towns at all 
but with rural villages; and therefore it expressly excluded from its own oper¬ 
ation chakran lands which lay within the limits of municipalities. Section 
3 of Act VI of 1870 ran as follows:— 

“ It zhnll bo lawful for tho Magiztrato of the district by a sunuud under his hand and 
Boal to appoint not less than three nor more than five persons to bo a panohoit in any village 
containing more than sixty houses, vdthin the district of which he is in charge. Provided that 
no such panchait shall be appointed in any village to which tho pro\isions of Act XX VT of 
18o0, or of Act XX of 1856, passed by the Legislative ('ouueil of India, or tlie pro^'i6ionB 
of Act III of 1804, or of Act VI of 1868, passed by the Lieutenaut-Grovemor of Bengal 
in Council, shall have been extended.” 

Then tho subseq^uent sections of the law said tliat tho sections which dealt 
with chakran lands should not be applied in any place where there was not a 
panchait. But under section 3 you might not appoint a pnncliait in munici¬ 
palities, and therefore you could not apply the chaKran provision.s to such places. 
Uo thought it was obvious that it would be very desirable to deal with 
chakran lands within tho limits of municipalities in the same manner as they 
were dealt with in villages under Act VI of 1870 ; and as on the jiresciit occa¬ 
sion the Council were dealing with towns, ho had at tho instance of the 
Government drafted tho section which he now moved should be introduced in 
tho Bill. 

The Hon'blk Baboo Kristodas Pal said he was sorry that this impor¬ 
tant (]|ucstion was raised at tho fag end of tho discussion. The hon'blo member 
>had given the Council his theory of the cause of the omission of the asse.ssment 
of chakran lands within tho limits of municipalities by referring to tho fact that 
Act VI of 1870 provided a machinery for panchaits and for assessments, and 
as the Municipal Acts did not jirovido that machinery, therefore the chakran 
provisions of Act VI of 1870 did not apply to municipalities. Baboo Kuisto- 
OAS Pal appealed to his hoii’ble friend to refer to the section which he Iiad 
read, and let him say whether under Act XX of 1850 there was not a pancliuit 
in existence. Still it was enacted there that no such panchait sliould be 
appointed in villages which were under tho provisions of Act XX of 1856. 

In other worik, tho chakran clauses of Act VI of 1870 u’cre not extended 
wherever Act XX of 1856 was in force, although a panchait was then in 
existence. Therefore the theory of his hon’blo friend did not hold good. 

So there must bo some other cause and some very weighty reason wliy the 
chakran clauses wore not extended to such places as wore under tho operation 
of Act XX of 1856, or Bengal Acts III of 1864 and VI of 186S. Now, the 
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controverijy about chakran lands had a long history. Hon’blo members were 
aware that since the year 18:U the question of ^bringing chakran lands under 
assessment had been more or le.ss under consideration, and Committee after 
Committee had been appointed and oifiper after officer had been called upon to 
report upon the subject. The last of those reports was that made by 
Mr. MacNeillc. Upon the submission of that report a Committee consisting of 
official and non-official gentlemen, was appointed to go into the whole question, 
and the result of its labors was the chakran clauses of Act VI of 187C. So 
that after many years of enquiry and deliberations the Government decided 
that chakran lands should be dealt with in rural villages ■ in the manner 
provided by that Act. It was now proposed to extend the same provisions 
to municipalities. 

Baboo Kkistodas Pal asked whether his hon’ble friend was aware that these 
lands, like others, were liable to assessment: if they were, should they bo 
subject to double assessment ? The question ought to have been considered in 
Select Committee first. At the first blush of the subject he was inclined to 
think that they ought not to bo brought under municipal assessment. He did 
not say that if they \rere brought under Act VI of 1870 they should bo 
exempt from municipal assessment; but the subject was a very important one, 
and should be carefully considered before the Council was asked to introduce 
into this Bill an innovation of this nature. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beij< said he happened to bo one of the Committee on 
whose report Act VI of 1870 was passed; and ho thought the hon’blo member 
labored under some slight misapprehension as to what was recommended by 
the Committee and embodied in the Act. The Village Chowkidars’ Act merely 
referred to villages in which that Act was in force; and the provisions 
regarding chakran land were necessarily limited to those particular villages. 
One reason why the provisions of the Chowkidars’ Act in regard to chakran 
land were not extended to municipalities was this, that the question of 
municipalities was not before tho Council when that Act was discussed. 
Section 48 of the Act provided that 

“All ohowkidari chakran lands before the passing of this Act assigned for the 
benefit of any village in which a panchait shall be appointed, shall bo transferred in 
manner and subject as hereinafter mentioned to the zemindar of the estate or tenure within 
which may be situate such lands.” 

The object of the Act was to utilize chakran lands by assessing them with 
rent and devoting the rent to the payment of tho chowkidars. It seemed 
to him that tho amendment was one t)f exclusive gain to municipalities. At 

{ >re8eDt, if there was chakran land in a village the chowkidar who lived on that 
and was absolutely useless to the municipality. Tho object of the amend¬ 
ment was to allow the municipality to make over the land to tho zemindar 
and receive rent fur the land. 'I'herefore, as far as tho amendment wont, it 
would be a great relief to the burden of the tax-payers. 

The hon’blo member opposite (Baboo Kristodos Pal) objected that 
this land would be subject, first, to municipal assessment, and secondly, to 
chowkidaree assessment. But the service rendered by tho chowkidar 
was paid in lieu of rent; and therefore there would be no double assess¬ 
ment. If we left the land as it stood, chakran lands in municipalities would 
be liable to no assessment at all. Ho quite agreed that the general question of 
dealing with chakran lands was a very difficult one, and if any new principle 
had been involved in tho present proposition, he should havo advised that tho 
subject be postponed for further consideration. But as ho understood it, the 
hon’ble member merely wished to introduce into municipalities an arrange¬ 
ment which had already been carried out* in chowkidaroe unions. 

After some further conversation the Council divided:—

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On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier the followiag Hcction was 
added to the Bill:— • 

Seciioti 360.—“ If any person employed under this Act (not being a public servant within 

the moaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code) shall 
MuISriiS ”***"’ **’’ obtain, or agree to accept or attempt to obtain, from 

*“ any person for himself or for any other person, any grati¬ 

fication whatever, other than legal remuneration as a reward for doing, or forbearing to do, 
any official act, • * 

or for showing or forbearing to show, in the exercise of his official functions, favor or 
disfavor to any person, or for rendering or attempting to render any service or disservirM) to 
any person with the Commissioners or with any public servant or with the Government as 
such, he shall be punished with imprisunmeut, either simple or rigorous, os providc<l in 
section 53 of the Indian Penal Code, tor a term which may extend to three years, or with u 
fine not exceeding five thousand rupees, or with both.” 

Tho first and second schedules were agreed to. 

The third schedule prescribed the maximum rates of tax for houses and 
carriages. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristouas Pal moved that tho schedule annexed t‘j 
Act III of 1864 bo substituted for this schedule. He found on comparing the 
two schedules that material alterations had been made in this schedule from 
the existing law. For instance in Act III of 1864 the charge for every four- 
wheeled carriage on springs drawn by one horse or a pair of ponies wus Ks. 1-8; 
in the schedule of the Bill the tax was raised to Rs. 3. Then for every four- 
wheeled carriage without springs the tax in the existing law was Ks. 1-8. These 
two classes had been amalgamated together in tho new schedule, and the tax had 
been raised to Rs. 3. The present rate for a two-wheeled carriage on springs 
was Rs. 2-4 ; in tho Bill it was Rs. 2-8. And the tax for a two-whccled carriage 
without springs was at present 12 annas, whereas in this schedule it was 
raised to Rs. 2-8. The Bill appeared to make no distinction between carriages 
on springs and without springs. And as the principle of the Bill was to 
impose no additional taxation, he thought the schedule of the existing law 
sUbuld be substituted for the schedule in the Bill. 

After some conversation, tho Council divided:—

CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

The Hon’ble Sir Stuart Hogg said before proceeding to make the motion 
which stood in his namo, ho would ask leave to propose a verbal alteration 

' a 
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in the 9th schedule, which referred to the registration of deaths in the town. 
After the 8fh column of the form prescribed in that<• schedule, he nroposed to 
add the following heads of information, ‘‘ residence at the time of aeath,” and 
residence previous to last illness.” The,object of these two additions to the 
form was to enable the municipality to distinguish between persons who died 
in the town and were actual residents of Calcutta, and those who, although 
they died in Calcutta, were previous .to their last illness residents beyond 
municipal limits. The alteration had been suggested by the Health Officei*, 
Dr. Payne, who found it difficult to distinguish between those two classes of 
deaths. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hun’ule Sir Stuart Hogg moved that the Bill to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to the municipal affair.s of Calcutta bo passed. In doing 
so, ho said that since the last publication of the Bill in the Qalvutta Gazette, 
and indeed since* it had been considered by the Select Committee, to whom it 
was referred with the view of considering how far it was possible to alter the 
control sections so as to meet the wishes of certain memorialists, the Council 
had only received one memorial in a general form from the Special Committee 
appointed by the Justices of the Peace. Previously to that the Council had 
received a memorial from the Justices, in which they at a very large meeting 
generally approved of the Bill. That was previous to the introduction of the 
sections which gave to Calcutta the elective system now contained in the Bill. 
Since then the Justices had appointed another Committee, who had not only 
remonstrated against the elective system, but had made suggestions as regards 
particular clauses of the Bill to which they had previously given their assent; 
as all that the Justices had said had been fully considered by the Select Com¬ 
mittee of this Council before whom the Justices had been represented by 
Counsel, he need not take up the time of the Council by referring to those 
matters again. 

Another memorial which had also been received was from Baboo Prannffth 
Pundit, who prayed the Council to reconsider section 143, which provided that 
people residing outside the municipal limits and not paying municipal taxes, 
should not, without the express permission of the Justices, be permitted to take 
water from the stand-pipes in the town. Seeing that such people did not pay 
the water-rate, Sir Stuart Hogg did not think that it could bo any hardship 
to enact that, without express permission, such persons should not take the 
water which was paid for by the residents of the town. lie did not think 
that the representation placed in his hands* deserveJ the consideration of tho 
Council. He would therefore now move that tho Bill be passed. 

The Hox’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said before this motion was put to 
the vote, he de.sired to say why ho considered it his duty to oppose the passing 
of the Bill. He would not take up the time of the Council by reiterating the 
objections which he had taken to several portions of tho Bill. He readily 
acknowledged the patience and courtesy with which the Council had heard his 
arguments and objections, as well as the various suggestions which he had made 
for the improvement of the Bill. He would now simply sum up tho reasons 
upon which he considered it his duty to protest against tho passing of 
the Bill:— 

Firstly. —Because tho Bill, though it professes to concede self-government to the people 
of Calcutta, leaves tho ajipointnient and duniissal of the Chief Executive Officer in the hands 
of Governincut, and thus destroys one of tho most essential characteristics of self- 
government. 

Secondly. —Because the Bill sanctions the union of the functions of Chairman of tho 
Commissioners and Commissioijor of Police in the hands of one person, which is detrimental 
to efficiency, tends to divide responsibility, and opens a door to abuse of power. This 
oentr^ation of authority is not required in tho interest of the town, inasmuch as tho 
experience gained in the sister capitals of Madras and Bombay ehows tliH the separatim of 
the two offices works there smoothly and satisfactorily. 

Thirdly .—Because tho Bill sanctions additional objects for municipal expenditure, which 
though optional, may be enforced at the discretion of the Commissionen, and which when 
enforced, are likely to result in additional taxation. Tho miiltiplioation of municipal 
expenditure on objects of secondary importance, when the town is burdened with a heavy 
debt, and its primary requirements cannot be satisfactorily mat from wont of* funds, is much 
to be regretted. 
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from 17 to 8 dori^ twenty-fonr honn, though it enhiaooea the mter-nte ftom 5 to 6 per 
oent. The zeduotion of the wateMuppljr will plaoe the people at eonaderable disadrantaM 
and inpeifl the anooeea of the drainage qratem. 

The Hoh’blb Bbookbb said he aleo denred to record his protest 
against the passing of this Bill. Be cordially agreed in the remarks which 
had ^len from tiie hpn’ble member who bad just spoken. Every argument 
which could possibly be made use of a^inst the various sections of the Bill 
which had been objected to had been brought to the notice of the Council 
by the hon’ble member and himself, ana it now only remained for them to 
record their protest against the passing of the Bill that day. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Jugoadabubd Hookebjbb referred to the petition 
which had been reemved from Baboo Prannath Pandit regarding section 143 
of the Bill. His desire was to ask the Council to consider whether they could 
not modify the section in some way. The provbion as it stood would be to some 
extent a hardship on persons who were not resident in Calcutta, but who, from 
their residing in proximity to the town, had enjoyed the benefits which the 
wateT'Supply conferred upon the residents of Calcutta. Pure and good water 
was wholly a matter of necessity and not a luxury to those who had been 
accustomed to it. 

The Hom’blb Sib Stuabt Hoog said he would point out that the Bill 
in its present form absolutely accorded to the residents of the suburbs an 
advantage which they did not now possess. Under the existing law the 
Justices had no power whatever to grant permission to persons outside the town 
to take any water. But by section 143, with the view of meeting the conve¬ 
nience of people living oufeide the town, the Council had thought fit to declare 
that the Commissioners should have power to allow persons residing outside 
the town tp take water from the stand-posts on such terms as the Commis¬ 
sioners might think fit. He did not think it was any hardship to declare by 
leraslation that people who did not pay for the water had not the right to 
‘ le water unless with the sanction of the people who did pay for it. 

The motion that the Bill be passed was then put

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

Oh the motion of the Hoh’blb Mr. Dampier the Council proceeded to the 
further consideration of the Bill to amend and consolidate the law relating to 
municipalities. 

Section 3 declared under what classes existing municipalities would fall. 

The Hoh’ble Baboo Eristodas Pal said this section was intimately 
connected with sections 13, 303, and 304. It might be in the recollection of 
^e Council that when the question of forming fresh municipal unions under 
this Act was under consideration, he (^led attention to the injustice of includ¬ 
ing outlying- villages in these unions, and it was at last agreed that such villages 
shoidd not be included in fresh anions which might be formed under sections 
13, 303, and 304. The discussions of the Council on this point showed 
that it reco^ised the injustice of including such outlying villages in 
municipal unions. If the injustiDe of including such villages in fiesh 
unions was admitted, he did not see why the injustice should be perpetuated 
in existing unions; and if the opj^rtunity were given to the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners and the Goverhmrat; he did- not doubt that they would rectify it. 
Section 8 was so worded ti^at it .wbtdd notbe in the power of the Commissioners 
or ^e Qovenunent to exclude these outlying viUi^ies from such unions. 
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Several hon’bla members had testified from their own experience to the hardship 
and injustice of including these villages; and therefore, in accordance^ with 
the decision already arrived at, he would move the addition to the section of 
the following words— ^ * 

" ud within six months from the date on which this Act shall come into force, the Oom- 
misnoners at n meeting, with the sanction of the lieutenant-CbTomor, may exclude from the 
limits of the municipuity such place or plaoes as are described sections 13, 303 and 304.’' 

If the Council accepted the principle of the amendment, the words coufd 
be afterwards altered so as to fit into the le^al phraseology of the Bill. But the 
broad question was that if it was unjust to include outlying villages in unions 
to be formed hereafter, surely the injustice was equally patent in refusing to 
exclude villages, already included in unions and municipalities, which ought 
not, according to reason and justice, to have been so included. 

The Hon'blg Me. Damfieb said he must oppose this motion. No doubt 
tho Council had by their decision in section 13 af&med the principle that they 
thought the conditions imposed should be adhered to in bunging new places 
under municipal legislation. In so far he quite admitted that the Council had 
already done considerable good which the executive would, he hoped, follow in 
dealing with existing municipalities and municipal unions. But he must 
say that he thought some weight should be given to the fact of towns or 
tracts having been subject to a certain law for a number of years. We had 
said for instance that no place should be a municipality which did not contain 
at least three thousand inhabitants. Now, he believed that if a place had been 
a municipality for ton years, and it contained only two thousand inhabitants, 
it would not be right in effect to reduce it to the status of an agricultural 
village again after it had had the status and dignity of a municipality for ten 
years. 

Then he wished the honorable gentleman to observe that the section as it 
was drawn left it quite open for the Commissioners to do what was propose'd. .It 
only provided that the machinery of such places should not come to a dead-lock 
on the passing of the Act. Everything would proceed in existing municipalities 
and towns according to present qualifications. But it had been specially provided 
that the local Government might impose other qualifications. The section pro¬ 
vided that “ unless and until tho Lieutenant-Governor should otherwise direct by 
notification.” There was therefore full power given to the Lieutenant-Governor; 
and the Commissioners might, and in extreme cases no doubt would, move the 
Lieutenant-Governor to exercise that power,. At any rate it would be most 
dangerous for the Government to accept the amendment proposed, so far as 
Mb. Damfieb understood it, without ascertaining what the facts were. ThO Bill 
had now been weeks and weeks before the Council, and no notice of this 
amendment had been formally given. Not that he should press that ground at 
all, but he might say that the amendment could not be accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment without seeing how it affected the status of existing municipalities 
and townships. 

The Hon’blb Mb. Bell said bethought there were two very short objec¬ 
tions to the amendment proposed. First, that it was opposed to the well-known 
principle that you ought not to change the status of a public body without giving 
that body notice. Tho effect of the amendment would be that you would alter 
the status of existing municipalities without giving the inhabitants any chance 
of being heard against the change proposed. The second objection was that it 
adopts the dangerous principle of giving retrospective effect to legislation. The 
only safe course was to apply the Bill prospectively to our municipalities, but 
if tne amended Bill were adopted, the new principle would at once apply to all 
municipalities. He thought it would be very dangerous if the Council were 
to amend the section as proposed. 

The Hon’blb Mb. Damfieb sud a great deal had been made of the point 
that this Bill was not intended to increase taxation; tiiat was the way the 
argument was put. But he thought the fair way to state the case was that 
the Bill was mainly a Consolidation Bill, introducing minor amendments 
where they were desirable, but not introducing any radical changes in the lanf. 
Now, with regard to inoreMed taxation, if an extra ru^e was put on, the objeo* 
tion had' been taken that the object or the Bill was not to increase taxauon. 
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On the other side most sweep^g innoTations were introdmced at. tlfe instance 
of hon’ble members without any objection being taken that this was mainly a 
Consolidation Bill. ^ 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal said he owed it to himself to offer 
an explanation on the point ur^d by the hon’ble mover. He said that this 
was a Consolidation Bill, with only a W minor alterations in the existing 
provisions of the law. The \)oancil had now come to the end of the Bill, 
and Baboo Ksistodab Pal would just state tmatim some of the subjects with 
which this Bill dedt. And he would appeal to the hon’ble member himself to 
say whether the many sections which had been introduced regarding 
conservancy, building regulations, bustees, slaughter-houses, markets, and other 
things, were not, to use his own expression, sweeping innovations ; whether 
the provisions on these subjects were quite consistent with his statement of 
objects and reasons; and whether the singlo proposition which BApoo Kbistodas 
Pal had ventured to advance for the purpose solely of rectifying the glaring 
injustice which was admitted on all hands, would materially alter the character of 
the Bill. Of course ho was entirely in the hands of the Council; but he sub¬ 
mitted that when an injustice was admitted, and when it was a glaring 
injustice, no technical objection ought to prevent the Council from doing justice 
to the poor people in outlying villages wnich were unjustly included in munici¬ 
pal unions. 

The Hom’ble Sib Stuabt Hogo thought that the hon’ble member’s object 
would be better attained by an amendment of section 9. He should therefore 
move that to that section be predzed the words “ On the representation 
of the Commissioners or by his own motion.” 

The Hom’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal’s amendment was withdrawn, and Sir 
Stuart Hogg’s amendment was agreed to. 

The postponed sections 4 and 5 were agreed to. 

Section 2, the interpretation section, was a^eed to. 

In Section 1, for the second paranaph the following clause, taken from the 
Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Bui, was, on the motion of the Hon’ble 
Mb. Dampieb, suostituted 

*'and it shall come into foroR as the local Government may direct, not being more than three 
months after the date on which it may be published in the Calcutta GoMctte with the assent 
of the Governor-General.” 

The preamble and title were agreed to, and the Bill as settled by the 
Council was ordered to be published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

SETTLEMENT OF RENT DISPUTES. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Daupieb presented the report of the Select Committee on 
the Bill to provide for inquiry into disputes regarding land, and to prevent 
agrarian disturbances; ana moved that the report of the Select Committee be 
taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kbistodas Pal enquired whether the settlement of 
• the clauses of this Bill now was to bo considered final, or only provisional. 
If it was not the object of the Council to proceed with this Bill in a hurry, with¬ 
out giving an opportunity to those interested to make known their objections, 
he had no objection to the settlement of the clauses at the present sitting of 
the Council. Ho was informed that persons interested in this Bill were desi¬ 
rous of expressing their views regaraing it, and they had had no time to do 
so since the publication of the Smect Committee’s report; 

His Honob the Pbesident stated that the settlement of the clauses would 
be provisional; thero was every^ desire to afford those interested an oppor¬ 
tunity to submit any representations they might have to make, and it was there¬ 
fore, he thought, better that the Cdunoil should consider the clauses of the Bill 
and settle them provisionally, so that tiie public might see the Bill in the 
shape in which it was likely to be passed. 

Section 3 provided that if^t should appear to the Lieutenant-Governor that 
a aenoua diiqpato existed in vay tract of country as to any question in respect 
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of tlio adjustment of rents, or as to arrears of roii^s, tlio Ijioutonant-Governor 
might declare tlio provisions of the Act to be in f<j^’CO in such place. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristoius Pal moved the emission of the words “ in 
respect of the adjustment of rents or as to.” Ills reason for making that 
motion was that the Bill did not provide any principle upon which the 
adjustment of rents was to be made. The hon’ble member had pointed out 
that this was niendy a procedure Bill. Baboo Kkistodas Pal had since carefully 
considered the Bill, and found that ir was provided in section 18 that the Col¬ 
lector should, ns far as possible, follow the procedure pre.scribed in Act X of 
1850: ho might therefore follow that procedure as far a.s ho chose.- There was 
nothino- to show ihat he was to be guitiod by the principles laid down in that 
Act foi^the enhancoment of rent. 


[The Hon'bi.k the Advocate-Genekal remarked that the hon’ble member 
W’as under a misapprehension. The Collector had no optioiv but was bound to 
follow the procedure of Act X of 1850 as fur as possible—a.s far ns he could go. 
Take tho case of ecpiitahle rents; there the rule of proportion laid down in 
Thakooraneo Dossce’s case mast be applit'd. But if the rule of proportion there 
laid down could not be applied, then the Collector was to be guided by his 
own judgment, and act according to equity and good coi\science.] 

None was better aware than the learned Advocate-General that the rule of 
proportion laid down by the High Court was not easily workable, and therefore 
suits would bo decided accor<ling to tho varying judgment t)f the Ctdlectors. 

It was to this wide discretion ho nlijected. He thought tho law should 
lay down a number of dvlliiito principles, lu'causo one principle might not 
be applicable to all parts of Bengal; but if certain principles ai)pllcabl(! to tho 
varying circumstances of ditleront districts wore adopted, tho Collector w’ould 
have some guide in regulating the adjustment of rents. 

The Hon’ble the Ai)VO(.'ATi:-(ri-'N'i:i{AL .said, during the di.scu.ssions of the 
Select Committee certain rules had been framed by him, in conjunction with 
the hon’ble mover of the lull, to enabh^ the (Collector to follow’ certain lines in 
the adjustment of rents. But they were objected to by the inajority of the 
Committee. He for one was (piite w'illing to agree to tho motion of tluj 
hon’ble member. The grounds of enhancoment wi.'re rneutioiiod in section 17 
of Act X of 1850. For instance, if the ‘‘value of the jmoduce or the productive 
pow’crs of tho land have boon increased otherwise than by the agency or at the 
expense of tho ryot,” then tlio Act said that a pottah should be given “at 
fair and equitable rates.” d'ho question in all cas«\s was, what was the limit 
of enhancement. Thakooraneo JJossee’s case followed a certain rule of propor¬ 
tion, and practically one member of the proportion w’as not discoverable; 
and tlicrcforo the rule there given could not bo followed. But iuasmucli as the 
value of the produce had been increased, the Court must follow certain other 
rules to find out the rate of cnhanconieiit. Thakooraneo L)o.ssce\s case was not 
exhaustive. The zemindar could not go \yithout an increa<o, Ijccauso the 
rule there laid down could not bo folhnvcd. Tho rules which had been framed 


were proposed not avilh the view to compel the Collc»;tor to follow them, but 
merely to point to certain principles which ho might adf>pt; always bearing in 
mind that these principles were .sul)j(jct to tlio broad principle in tho Act, that the 
rate must be “ fair and equitable.” These rules would bo f)bjectiouahle if in 
point of fact they w'ere a sort of amendment of tho Rent Act. But they were not 
proposed in the w'ay of amendment; and if tho princijdes contained in them 
were worked fairly and practically, they might be of much assistanco to tho 
Collector in arriving at an adjustment of rent. 


The Hon’ble Mk. Bell said ho liad a strong objection to embody those 
rules in tho Bill, w'hich was not one of .sub.staiitivo law', but merely of procedure 
and jurisdiction. Tho result of introducing such rules, or any similar rules, 
would bo that wo should have tlio wliole of Bengal in a blaze. An irn'sistiblo 
inducement would be held out to every zemindar to enhance lh(> rents of his ryots 
in order that he might try the oflect of these now principles. '1 he object of tho 
Bill was to settle disputes, not to foment them. But if these principles were 
inserted in the Bill, wo sliould foment disputes throughout the length and 
breadth of tho land. One of the principles laid down in the prop^iscd rules was, 
that a zemindar might enhance the rent of liisryot^ by taking as a standard what 
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tonants-at-will in adjauont pl\^;os paid for their land. What would Jio tho result 
of such a ])i in(Mph! ? Why, the zornindar would only havo to put up two or tlireo 
fictitious ryots, and .say, “these tenants aro iiayinjj so inueh rent per bee^^lia,” 
and ho would thus he able to enhaneu Mio rent of every ryot on his estate. 

Affain, Mu. IJi.er, wouhl ask whether the three principles laid down in 
these rules were the only principles upon which the rates of rent could bo 
adjusted. If rules Avorc* to be*lald down, A-hy should they not bo laid down in 
the interest of the ryot as well as of the zemindar, lint his objection was not 
only to the jirinciples of these rules ; ho was strongly opposed to amending the 
.substantive law of the himl in a temporary measure of this sort. Ho felt 
confident that it Avould bo most unadvisable to introduce new principles 
in a temporary measure of this sort, and he hoped the Council w'ould 
not, when jiassing a temporary measure to settle disputes in regard to rent, 
allow a most important and substantive change in the law to be embodied as 
it were by a side wind in the Hill, lie felt .sure that these proposals would bo 
received Avith groat opposition throughout the countr\', and that it Avould not 
be within the ability of the tin; (MUincil to jiassthe Hill witliout exciting the A'ery 
feelings which the Hill was intended to alhiA'. 

'riie Hon'iu.k Tur. Advocvti'.-Chn’iviivu .said he did not think the hon’blc 


member aa'Iio had just spokfMi had (|aite undi.-rstoo 1 the principle upon 
Avhieh these rules were intended to lie jiroposel. The object of the Hill 
Avas a summary eiupiiry for the jnirpose f)t’ adjusting disputes ndating to rent; 
anil until jiersons Avlio were at issue with each other could ha\'e tlieir disputes 
jjroperly settled, Ihev would report t > other m aiis for s(;ttling their diftcronces. 
The rul 's were intended for the purpos • of eii ihliug the settler of disp-ates 
to use his own judg nent as to wiiieli .sho dd hi th“ propc'r principle upon 
Avhicli the dispute' .should h'' settled. If these principles Avere not to bo 
introdma'd, uud tlm rule in 'rii.ikoor.iueii D >ssee’.s case was to be the solo stand¬ 


ard by whicli tlie (’olleetor sh mid b • gai I'd, then 
impossible to asi-ertaiii the lirst. n'l'iio i- in tin' nil 
down, namely tie* rate of rent at tlie liaie of to ‘ 1 nt

principle was tlie Colle.-tor tofillowiu a-ic'-'rt lining the rate of rent? Amin 
Avas entitled to a eer: liu )iropor;io;i of th i in-r ms ' 1 vmIu ' of the pi'O lue ?, and he 
brought a suit tool.iiaiii that increaso of rent. It avus impossible to determine 
tlic eiihaiieed rent paAahle, and tlie .suit Avas dismi.<sed. l.)id that allay 
disputo>;? 'riie Anvoc.vin-trKNciMi, submitted that it ratlior fomented disputes.' 
'riieretore, so far from tlu' jiriiicipies jiruposed to be laid do-.vn bv thc.se rules being 
calculated to lomc'ut disjuites, he thought tlii'A' AVi-re likclv to settle disputes. 

With regard to the ease ])ut of tiie zemindar doing something bA* fraud, he 
submitted that every ])riiicij)le. hoAvever fair, might be defeated by fraud. 
Fraud was a fact in the ease. If the zi-miiidar gaim'd a deeroe loA' means of fraud, 
he deceived the judge, Ibit the Ai)Voc\ii;-fii;sKi{Ai. thought that suelf frauds 
would rari'ly be establislieil if the Collector Avas vigilant and had experience 
of his district. Kven tlu' highest judicial tribunals miscarried somotime.s in 
arriving at conclusions of fact, A case of framl Avas exceptional: if it could be 
detected it avouUI have no foree. 


Tlio lion'ble member oppo.sito (Haboo Ivrlstodas I’al) bad .suggested that 
unle.ss you had some jirineiples upon which tlie adjustment of tents was to be 
made, Avhat Avas the use of this Mill at all? Having seen the force of that 
objection, tlie Anvoc.VTr.-Gr.Ni’.sivi. tboiight it his duty to embody some rules 
which might a.ssist the Collector to dcti'rmino the rate of rent in those i-ases in 
which the rule in dMuikooraiU'C Dossec's case did not ajtjih'. All that Avas 
ipteiided Avas to iutroiluee, in case of a diiHciilty in dividing the proportion of 
increaso between the ryot and the/.cinimlar in consequenco of tin' inapplicability 
of the rule of jiroportion laid doAvn, .some principles, not as absolute rules ot 
law, but to .assist the (killector iu deteriniuing in such eases what Ai'Oiild 
bo a fair and equitable rate of rent. He furtlu'r intendoil that if it were iouud 
that the principles embodied in these rules worked sa'isfactorily. hereafter, when 
any proposal for the amendment of the hiAV Avas before the Council, thc.se rules 
might betaken into eouslderatioii. As tin? law stood, the Collector must decide 
what was a fair and ecpiitjtblc rent. Hti must first foIIoAV the ruling in lliakoo- 
rance Dos.sc'o’s case; aud^if he could not liud out the difleront members of the rule 
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of proportion there given, he must then either dismiss the suit, or he must deeido 
according to his own judgment, on tlie principle of what was f.iir and ccpiitablo. 
Then which was best, that, wliat was lair and equitable should be described b^ 
fair lines for the Collector's assistance, or that it should hi! left entirely to his 
own discretion ? The matter was unanswerable Uiat the latter was ])n?fer^iblo 
to the former ; that the Collector's judgment sliould be guided by some prin¬ 
ciples, rather than that ho should be left to his unfettered discretion. It 
was on these considerations that the Advoi'.vtc-Okxkuai, tliought some rules 
should be put forward in this Bill; if ho thought that the rules would have 
the effect of fomenting disturbances, ho should have been the last to have 
proposed them. He suggeste d them because he thought that they would enable 
the Collector to give a moditied ruling in those cuse.s in .which the ruling 
laid down by the High Court might not ajiply. 

Ills Hoxou THE Pkesidext said, the third of the Rules which it was proposed 
to introduce (rule c) ran in this wayby taking as the standard of com¬ 
parison the rates which arc generally paid by ryots having no right of 
occupancy in adjacent jdaeos, or in such ]'>laces as the (^dh'cfor may select, for 
lands of a similar de.scription and having similar advantag('s.’‘ Now, he under¬ 
stood the hon^jle member on the right (.Mr. Beil) to consider that this rule would 
induce the zemindar to set up tenants-at-wlil p.aving nominal rents, and by such 
nominal standard to endeavour to enhance tlie rents of the ryots. Ills liuxoit 
was anxious to explain, in the fir.st jilace, as the leanu'd Advocate-Ceneral had 
remarked, that if a zemindar did so it would be an attempt to deliaud, which 
he should hope would not be generally followed by genrletnen in tin? I’ositinn 
of zemindars, and if the attempt wen* made, it ought to be found oat. One 
could fancy the Civil Court being tleceived by .strong and skilfully prepared 
evidence; but the Collector, who had every sort of iidbrination ot his s,listriet, 
ought not to be duped by any attempt of that kind. Bat be that as it inrght, 
Hl.s Hoxoii was anxious to cx})lain to the Council what wa.s a m ilter of great im¬ 
portance, that thi.s wa.s the vi ry rah’, and absolati'ly the very principle, on which 
all rents of occupancy tenants were adjusted in Northern India, in tin? Ihinjab, in 
Oudh, and in fact throuL;hont Northern India. lie ventured to say tli.at tlu're was 
no part of India in which this (piestion was so niinatk'ly studied as iii Noriheni 
India, and there was no province in wiiich the vari(-ty of tenures w.is so great as 
in Northern India. Y"U took lirst of all the averag(! of what was (?alled 
the pergunnah rate, whiidi was what the• landlonl couUl get in the market 
in the sha( c of rent from a tenanr-at-will. That wa.s taken as the basis 
of the adjustment, and favorable rents were all calenlaled on tbat basis. 
One man had d per cent, advantage a.s coinjiared with ordinary rates; 
another man had 10 per cent.; another had tJd p(?r cent.; and .some had 
even 50 j^cr cent. Ilon'blc inenibr?rs who had .served in that jiart of the 
country must be aware f)f thi.s ; and if th.. (Jonr.(;il would consult the I’unj ib 
Tenants’Act they would see exactly the same principle laid down tl.ere. Ho 
was sanguine that something of the same kind might answer in Bengal, and it 
was satisfactory to .see that principle suggested by so comp(?tent and exjieri- 
enced an ofiicer as the learned Advocale-tjeneral. ills Hoxoi: did not see that 
this principle was open to the objection lak(*n by the lion’Ide member on tin? 
right (Mr. Bell). Wlioii the substantive law declared that the Colli?ctor should 
determine the rent upon fair and (.'(inltablo rates, it was not an .'iinendment of 
the law for the Council to lay d(jwn certain principles wliiish the (.-oliector 
might take into con.sidoration. If they .shoujd say that the Collector should 
not decide what ho should consider fair and eqiiitalile rale.s, hut upon 
some other principle, that would ho an alteration of tlio sabsfantivo law. 
But what the learned Advoeate-Ooneral meant was, that in arriving at what 
was fair and equitabh?, tho Collector might adopt certain ])rlnciple.s, which was 
nothing more than to give something for his guidance. 

The Hon’ule Mu. Belj, oh.scrvcd that no one had a greater e.xpericnco 
than him.solf of the value of any opinion which tho learned Advocate-General 
might give. But he regretted that lie could not, in t'"’, jiresont instance, agree 
with tho learned Advocalo-Gciicral that tho.so rules would not cluinge tho .sub- 
Btantivc law. It was said that tho Collector need not avail himself of those 
rules unless he pleased. But it was surely a change in the law to allow the 
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Collcrfor to make uso of ruins whicli. were novel and opposed to tlio existing 
law. 'riion afi^fiin, rule (c) allowed the Collector to fix tlie rate.s by *'1 nornparisoii 
Avilh rciit.s obtained by tionipetition. Yet tliat was tlie A’nrv principle wliir-li 
thirteen jiidires of the llij^h Court condemned in IlilKs’ case; and Mu. Bull 
tk Dii^ht they rightly condeiuned it. The rule laid down in that ca.so was that 
the rates should be fair and erpiitablo customary rates, not that they .should bo 
det(*nniiied by competition. The raU*s of rent could only be decid('d by com¬ 
petition in a country like. England, Avhero both sides Avere capitalists. Any attempt 
to fix rate.s by cum])(!tit.ioii in a country like tliis Avould re\’o]utionize tlie avIioIg 
country. It wa.s peiTootly true, as j)ointedout by the learned Advocate-General, 
that fraud invalidated all procoodin"8; but his objection to this rule Ava.s 
that it Avould onablo zemindars to enhance rent? by .s(!ttin;iC up fictltiou-s ryot.s, 
and that it Avouhl be almost impo.ssiblc to detect fraud in such cases. If the 
zemindar phutetl llireo or four ryots on his land, and took from tlicm kubno- 
liyats at very bijrb rates, hoAV was the Collector to .say that the^-Avere not bona fide 
ryofs. d'hough Mu. Bf.ll, as ho had .said before, had ^^o’eat rosp(!ct f m any- 
tliini: that ('iiirmated from the learned Advocato-ficma’al, In; nrist remind 


tin* (\nnicil that this j)ririeiplo of fixinj^ rents by oomjjctitioii had been con- 
dein:ie«l hy tliirt(!en Judees of the lii,Lrb Court, lie tiiou;xlit the Council 
slioald j)au.s(; bi fore introducing a rule Avhicli had been so imaiiimou.sly con¬ 
demned. lie felt eaiiviijced that if any fresh priiieiples Avere introduced in’O 
this Bili, it would lead to disputes, and to one general attempt to enhance ren’s 
throughout the country. 'I'he learned AdA'ocate-Geiicral said that the Collector 
A-ery often Avas iiv great difficulty in fixing what Avere fair and equitable rates. 
Wiien the Civil Courts had. to determine Avhat Averc fair and equitable rates, they 
had to n))ply certain prin(*ij)les for ascertaining that rate ['riiK Aua-oc.vte- 
Gi;\i:K.\f..—lienee the dis])utcs.] Then, Mu. Bell said, alter the substantive 
law.’ If tht! di.s})ute.s arose from the state of the siib.stantive law, the proper 
course Avas to amend that law. Therefore he did hope tliat tin; Council Avould 
nut aeeede to the .suggestion of the learned Advoeatc-Geiicral, and introduce 
these new })rineiple.s in the Bill. 


'file llox'jii.i; THE Advocate-Gexehal said, in reference to tiie observations 
which fell from the hon'hle member Avho bad just .spokt.m in regard to the 
decision fjf the tliirleen judges of the High Court, ho AVoiihl point out that the 
grc'at objection to flic <h’ei.sion taken-ltv Sir Barnes Peacock, nami'lv that under 
Act .\ of 1.S55I, the equity attempted to be adniinlstereil by the rule of propor¬ 
tion to tlu' rvot Avho Avas fourti'eii years in occupation w'as the same as that 
which was dealt out to the ryot av1k» li(.‘hl from tlie time of the jiermam'ut .settle- 
nierif, was not met by tin* other .Iiulgos. Siirelv a dillerent rule should be 
applii il to a I'hondichast kudeema' ryot from that Avhieh was applied to a man 
Avho Ava.s only fourteen years in pu.sscssion. lb* did not prop<ise to set aside 
the rule of proportion at all, or put forward a competitive system of letting 
laud; he Avouhl leave it to the. Collector to decide what Avas fair and eipiitable, 
only keeping his eye upon the rati' of rent Avliich Avas obtaina' lo under the 
com])etitive principle. Ho merely asked the Collector to consider that broad 
fact; then having that fact before liim, the t.’ollector aa'u.s asked to consider 
what was fair and equitable. The rules Avhic.h AVero proposed avoco not hard- 
and-fast rules, but were proposed simply with the object that the Collector 
should t.'ike those principles into consideration in detoriuiniug what Avas fair and 


cijuitable. 


• His Honor the Pre.sident observed that the hiAv now left it absolutely to 
the Civil Court to decide Avhat avus fair and equitable in rent. If might go accord¬ 
ing to the. rule of proportion, or any other rule. If it could not follow the rule 
of pi-o])ovtion giA’en inThakooraneeDos-sco’s case, then it Avas to arrive at Avhat was 
fair and equitable in some other way. But there Avas no rule laid down as to how 
the Court Ava.s to do so. Then did it amount to an alteration of the substantive 
laAV, if the Ckmrt wore merely to folloAV one or other of three or four rules laid 
d(»Avn for its assistance ? Those rules had been giA-cn fo him by the hon'hle inoA'er 
of the Bill. He thought theul to bo fair rules, and such as ought ti) be uiloptcd. 
Some time or other the s^ibstautivo law must bo altered. But this was a 
tentative measure, and inasmuch ns the Collcct«)r was left to his own discretion, 
and mififht adopt these rules or not as bo tb.ouylL\t; fit. it auueared to hboo'. that 
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The riDN’iu.r, Till'. Ai)V(ir.vTK-GF.NEUAT, would ffccly admit that Iio had an 
object in view in tlie future. In ease tho decision-s given under those nilc.s caino 
hereafter to ho duly appreciated, and wore found to allay any irritation that 
might exist, then they might form the groundwork of future legislation, which 
legislation, he thought, would be about tho most important for Bengal that 
could bo well imagined. > ^ 

ThoHoN'iu.K B.vr.oo Ivim-stodas Pal said there was one point in the remarks 
of tho hon'hlt' nieinher opposite (Mr. Bell) which he thought ought net to pns.H 
unnoticeii. It appeared that tho hon’blo lAombor took exception to tho rules 
proposed by tho learned Advocate-General, because they had a tendency, as he 
thought, to*iiffeet the siiUstantivc law. Now, as had been very clearly and 
iorcibly jiointed out by the hon’blc and learned Advocate-General, where the 
Collector found it dilhcult to work out tho rule of proportion,'he would be loft 
absolutely to his own judgment in coming to a decision as to what was a fair 
and equitable rate of rent. Tho que.stion was whether it was preferable t • rely 
on tho sole and unaided judgment of tho Collector, or to lay down .some dolinite 
rules to a.s.si.st tho Collector in arriving at his judgment. Baboo Ki.istodas 
Pal thought, with all deference to tho hon’ble member, that if tlu^ Bill was 
pas.sod in the form in which it stood, leaving everything practically to the 
discretion of tho Collector, it would tend much more to foment disputes 


than the rulc.s proposed by the Advocate-General were likely to do. Tho 
moment it was known in tho mofus.sil that any number of ryots could petit i»m 
the Lieutenant-Governor on the allegation that they wcu'c oppressed by the 
extortionate demands of zemindai\s, and any niookhtiar could w<nk uj)on the 
im'^gination of the ryots and sot up a “ kingdom” or “ raj,” as was done in 
Pubna, they would flood the Collector with j)otition.s. for the enforcement of the 
law ; and if tho Collector were di.spo.sed to favor their views, Baboo Kiii.sronAs 
Pal would not bo surprised if tho ryots should go in en and avail tlu'in- 

selvc.s of this law to get a .summary settlement of their rents. If the Cnlk-etor 
were a pro-ryot collector, he would favor the ryots; but If h(> weri' a j)ro- 
zGinindar Collector, he w«nil(I favor the zemindar. 'I’lie mischief <T dis(Tetion- 


ary government «)f this kind wu.s thus apparent. It would be far better not 
to’pas.s any law on the .subject than to pa.ss one which would tempt tho 
executive to favor tho one class or the other according to their personal .sym¬ 
pathies or antipathie.s. Ho would therefore strongly advocate tho introduction 
of the proposed rules. 


The Hon'iilk Mu. Dampieu observed that the discussion hatl now got 
to the point as to whether, by introducing these rules, they would be changing 
the substantive law or not. The que.stion wa.s thoroughly di.scus.sed in 
committee. (me party hold that the words “ fair and equitable” had a 
construction put upon them by tho High Court. That construction was the 
law of the land, and if this Council should attempt to put any other construction 
whicli it considered that the law itself would boar—if this Council attempted 
to put by its legislation any other construction than what the High Court iiad 
put upon those word.s, then tho Council would bo altering tlic substantive law 
of the land. 


The Hox’ble Baboo Krustodas Pal said tho object of the Bill wa.s to 
prevent disputes. How was that to bo done ? Practically, if the Collector wa.s 
to act according to the principles laid down in Act X of 18.09, then be must be 
guided by the rule of proportion laid down by the High Court, and if that rule 
was unworkable, he w'ould bo as helpless as tho Munsif now wa.s. Ho must 
decide according to what was “ fair and equitable” and tiieroforo would 
have to u.so his own discretion. It was true that tho Bill provided an 
appeal to the Comrnis.sioner of the division; but the Comnii.s.sionor would 
also liave to exercise bi.s own discretion, and we should then liavo the discretion 
of one officer pitted against tiio discretion of another. Tlicre would bo no law 
for the guidance of either. It was this absence of law that led to tho state of 
things for which this Bill was intended to apply a remedy. 

His IIoNoii THE PRK.sinE?fT said that was an admitted evil. , Tlic object of 
tho Bill was limited: it did not propose to go subh lengths as to provide a rule 
where there was none. Disputes of this nature c4uld bo better decided by the 
Collector than by the Commissioner. It would not be very creditable to the 
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C'ollfctf»is if tliry ivt Ki'tflt) tlioso tliin^n better then th^ ^livil Ojurt. 

llriiTblf iiHiubcis kiii w lliat^lli' V lijid sellled tliem in the Dacca di.stiict, and 
in tlic riihiiii liihtrict exactly tin* saiius tliiii;^ \V(jiiUl have liapiieiuMl if ])rcc!iii- 
tioiniiy iiK usmes had net been lakcni; '1 herefon! expericncf} showed tliat the 
tniiisler of tin; jurisdiction in eases of tliis sort was beneficial. 

d'ho ITon’iu.k Dami’H'.i: observed that there was a verv material differ- 
c\^^o made in the 13111 in Seded Committee’ As the Hill stotjd before, the Lieute- 
imiit Uovernor was to staitjihe “ matters” to be decided by the l3oard utter a 
general eiujuiry. Tin? majority of the Select (.'oiri!nitt(,*c liad inserted the words 
“ of fact” aftj'V the w«fid ‘‘ matl(?r.s.” That made a very wide difference in the 
inteiiticni of the Jiill as introduced by lh(5 mover; b(?cau.se thcs original intention 
was that the 13oard slioidd lav down general instructions for the guidance of the 
Collector in the .seltleimmt of these suits, wh(,‘reas now the Collectors would 
have to arrive at finding at their own discretion. 

The IIon’hi.c Hahoo KinsronAs Pai. said he was quite axvare of the change. 
Under the Hill as introduced, tin* Hoard of Hevenuo was enipow'ered to lay 
down any piincij)]os they might tliiidc fit; now, they would bo restricted to the 
finding of facts. .So the di.'creilon "f the Colh-etor was ahsoluto with rogaid 
to the application of principles, with tin* exception of course of an appeal to 
tlio (.’onmiissioijer, which was also allowed hy tiie original Hill. Therefore the 
alteration made* by the .Seh-ct Coamiiitee made* the 13iil mure objectionable 
than it was before. 

'fhe lloN'nM' Tin: .\dvi>rvM:-rri Nr.K\i. observed — Suppose the Collector said, 
“ I find that tin* rule hiiil down in Hills' ea>e is unworkable, because I cannot 
find what was tin; value oftlie pr"dnce at the tiim; the rate of rent was fixed ; 
therc'fore 1 will folhnv one or other of thtse |ii ineiph’s. " Would it be said that 
be dill not follow a good rnlv. if he followed one of tiie rules which were proposed 
to be laid down in the Hill '1 hat was all tin* ADVocATK-t Jk.nt.kal de.sirod, namely, 
that .there should l)e laid down C' rtaiii principles for the assistance of tho 
( 'ulleetor in nrriving at what was‘* fah and eipiitable.’’ IIi^ was jiretty clear 
in hi«! own miinl tliat if sinne such i ides were not laid down the Hill would 
he iiseh'is. If the (Jovetnment th-nigiit that a .-imjde transfer of jurisdiction 
wouhl he siillieieiit. he had nothing to .siy agai’i*ir •'iieh tran.^fer. Hut when it 
was SI en how utterh" impos.-iblc it was in .some cases to apportion the increased 
produce Ix twecii tlic /.■ mimhiv and tin* ryot, he doubted very mueii whether a 
men* transfer of jurisdiction was enough, t'oul i it be expected that a sick 
])ersoM would be In nh d merely by colling in a new duotor; what was required 
was a m.'w doctor with new appliances r* 

Ills IIoNdg Tin; Pnisini Nr .said it was true that the proposal wa.s to call 
in a lu'w doctor (the (.'ollcctor) without any new appllaiiees. oxcf|.>t such as he 
po.s.sissed from liis position ns a revenue otiiecr. Hut the one doctor was 
bc'tter than the other, as every zemindar knew and as was proved by what 
had happened in the Kasteni districts. 

His lloNoii Tin: rni'sinrNr .said In* .should like, if he could, to insert 
some such rules as those proposed bv the learned Advocate-Honeral. Tlioy 
seemed to him not to go verv far, and they were perfectly harmless: 
thev eoii.d do no harm, and thi'V might do good. They wore worded 
with the hoii’hle genth'lnan's usual skill and earefnlness, combined with tho 
knowledge ami jiractieal exporieiice i-f the hoii'lile mover. First the rules 
said that, tin* I'olloetor should tix tin* rate of rent u])on a certain principle, 
which was the very principle which had been allirmod by the High l.'ourt 
as to tlie rule of proportion. Hut snppo.se the (’olleeti'r was unable to deter¬ 
mine the rent by the rule of proportion, then he might (not omit it) but go by 
oiu* of the tlireo rules here proposed. Hide (n) was a very liarmless one. It 
provided that, the rent should repre.sent such portion »’f th' gro.ss produce <>t tho 
land as should he considered “ fair and eqnitahh'.” The rule was not. very 
delinite. hut it was pei fi.«cily harnih’ss. Then rule (7d I’l’cvided that the rent 
should represent such p>i lion of the net profits of the land as should be "lair and 
equitable.” That also was a very harmless rule. Hide (<• was no doubt very 
important. It provided thut tho Collector should tako us the standard of 
comparison tho rates obtained by competition, and adjust tho rent by taking 
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such proportion of such competition rates ns he sho'iild consider “ fair and equi¬ 
table.” That was the practice in other jiarts of India, where these things were 
more particularly considered. The rules appeared to Ills Honou to bo good 
rules, but there was this objection to them, that they iniglit cause apprehension 
to arise that a change in the substantive law was being made: whereas the real 
object of the Act was a mere transfer of jurisdiction ; and secondly, perhaps tho 
majority of the Council would not agree to‘these rules being inserted in 
the Bill. 

The question of trying to alter tho substantive law was under separate 
consideration. His IIonou derived encouragement in pressing on the matter 
from what he heard from the learned Advocate-General, and if tlie Government 
succeeded in their eiideavors, it would be one of the greatest boons which could 
be conferred upon the inhabitants of these provinces. He was not without 
hope of being able to frame some Bill, which ho slumhl submit separately for 
the consideration of tho Council. But it was nn objection to put in what ho 
might call a jurisdiction Bill any rules of this description. Nevertheless, 
looking at the uncertainty of their being able to pass a larger law of that kiii'l, 
be was personally in favor of these rules being introdiicod. But if those rules 
could not properly be inserted in the Bill, he was willinir not to have the rules 
and to pass the Bill without them, as it would enable tho Government to do 
by law what had been done in tho Dacca district without law. They had. 
done the thing to the satisfaction of both partic.'^ in Dacca; but in an old 
established province like Bengal they could not answer for being able to succeed 
again. That was an argument for pa.s.sing this Hill, which provided for nothing 
more than a mere transfer of jurisdiction. Therefore if tlic Council were in 
favor of accepting these rules he sht»uld bo gla«i j but if they did not approve 
of the rules being included in the Bill, he should.be content to see the Bill 
pass without them. 

The Hon’blk Mb. Reynolds said, ns a member of tho Select Committee on 
this Bill ho felt it his duty to say that he thought there were very strong olyec- 
tions to these proposed rule.s. They would have the effect of giving rise to 
serious ap))rchen.sious amongst tho ryots that tho law was being altered to 
their disadvantage, and ho thought, with all deference to tho learned Advocate- 
General, that they did to some extent alter tho substantive law. It was true 
that tho first clause declared tliat the Collector was to fi.x tho rate of rent 
according to the rule of proportion laid down by the Iligii Court; but the 
working of the rule of proportion was limited by tho latter part of the clause 
to a period of five or ten years before the date of the institution of the suit. 
That Mr. Reynolds believed was an entirely new provision. 

Then it appeared to him that the tendency of these sections would be 
that the Collector would not fix his mind so entirely to the necessity of 
working out tho rule of proportion. They gave him not exactly an alternative 
procedure, but one which was much easier to follow than working out tho 
rule proscribed by tho High Court. He feared that, under the temptation of 
these rules, some Collectors might be induced to say, inoro readily than they 
ought to do, that they could not apply tho rule of proportion, and might 
therefore proceed to fix a “ fair and equitable” rate of rent according to their 
own judgment of what was fair and equitable. Ho thought that such a result 
was very undesirable. It appeared to him that if they passed tho Bill us it 
stood, the rule of proportion would have to be applied ; and it seemed to him 
that the tribunals established under this Bill would have much belter opportu¬ 
nities of applying that rule than the Civil Courts. Therefore ho thoiiglit the 
Council ought to allow the tribunals established under tliis Bill to see whether 
they could not work out the rule of proportion, while the Government were 
considering how far they could work out an amendment of tho law in a 
separate measure. 

His Honor the President said be for one did not bclievo that these rules 
would make any change in the substantive law. Ho believed it was perfectly 
within the competency of the Council to pass tho Bill with these rules, and he 
was sure that if they could do so they would do a great deal of gpod. But whe¬ 
ther they could do so be felt doubtful on account ot the differences in the country. 
He g;ceatl 7 regretted the difficulty he feared wduld arise. He however felt 
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bound to Buy, injustice to>be learned Advocate-General, that everyone of tliese 
rules would so fur conduce tb peace and quietness in the country, iiut still if 
the Council could not pass them, he was quite willing to do without them. Ho 
would rather take the Bill w'ithout these rules, than risk its safety by inserting 
them if there was no prospect of tho Bill being so passed. He had to look of 
course not only to what his own opinion might be, but whut he thought might 
be tho opinion of tho country generally and of the authorities into whoso hands 
the Bill might fall. 

The Hon’blk Baboo Juggadanund Mookerjer said it appeared to him to 
be of doubtful propriety to insert in the Bill any rules such as these. The rule 
of proportion as laid down by the High Court in Hills’ case was found not to be 
workable, and could not be worked by the Civil Court, and the present attempt 
WAS to see whether the Collector would be able to work it out. Ho would be 
in a better position to do so than tho Civil Court; he would be able to visit tho 

{ dace personally, and ho w’ould have more opportunity of settling disputes by 
lis personal inhucnco. The Civil Court, on tlio other hand, was only expected 
to send an amin to tho spot, to find out how the rule of proportion should be 
worked, and the Court must rely upon the report made by the amin. 

'i'hcre was another reason why it appeared to Baboo Juggadanuxd 
Mookekjee objectionable to embody any rules in the Bill. It was provided that if 
the Collector failed to apply the present rule of proportion he might fall back 
upon one or other of these rules. Tliat, he thought, would open a door to the 
litigant parties to dispute the Collector’s judgment upon other points before the 
Commissioner in appeal. Therefore upon these grounds it appeared to him that 
it was not tiie province of tho legislaturo to lay dow'ii any indefinite rules for 
the guidance of tho Collector. 

The (]uestion was then put that the following section be inserted in the 
Bill a(ter section 14:— 


* “ 14A. Whenever in any suit instituted under the provisions of this Act it shall appear 
to the Collector that a ryot having a right of oocupanoy is liable tc enhancement of the rent 
previously paid by him on the ground that the value of the produce or the productive powers 
of the land held by him have oeen increased otherwise than by the agency or at the expense 
of the ryot; 


or whenever in any such suit it shall appear to the Collector that such ryot is entitled 
to claim an abatement of the rent previously paid by him on the ground that the value of, 
the produce of the productive powers of the laud held by him have beau decreased by any 
cause beyond tho power of the said ryot. 


the (’ollector shall, if possible, fix the rate of rent payable by such ryot so that it shall 
bear tlie saiuo proportion to tho rent which he previously paid for the same lands os the pre¬ 
sent average gross value of the produce of siieh lands bears t ) the average gross value of the 
produce of such lands at the time when tho rent of such ryot was lost fixed, or at any subse¬ 
quent time during tho tenancy of such ryot (not being less than years before the 


institution of such suit) in respect of which such average gross value can be ascertained; 


but if in any such suit tho ('ollector shall not be ablo to nscertaiu to his satisfaction the 
average gross value of tho produce of such lauds as it existed n't tho time when the rent of 
the ryot was last fixed, or at any subsequent time during the teunnoy' of such ryot, not being 
fiv© 

less than years before the date of the institution of such suit, 


the Collector may doteimine the rate of rent payable by such ryot according to any of 
the following method:— 

(a) by fixing the rent of tho ryot so that it shall represent such portion of the existing 
average gross value of the produce of tho land held by him os tho Collector shall consider 
fail and equitable with reference to the circumstanoes of each case ; 


(6) by fixing tho rent of the ryot so that it shall represent such portion of the average 
net profits of the land held by him (after deducting from tho average gross annual value of

(c) by taking as tho standard of oomparison the rates which ryots having no right of 
oooupanoy pay in a^jooent places, or in such places as the Collector may select for lamls of a 
similar dosoription and having similar odvantagos; and by fixing tlio rotes of rent to 
by tho ryot having a right of oooupanoy at su^ percentage bolow the rout which would be 
paid for the same lands by ryots having no right of oooupanoy os tho Coliootor may o on aia er 
nnrtiifiiitmMffwithrtifttniirnti*hi‘

PARTITION OF ESTATES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved lhat tho report of tho Select Committee 
on the Bill to make bettor provision for tho partition of estates paying revenue 
to Government in the lower provinces of the Presidency of Fort William in 
Bengal be taken into consideration, in order to tho settlement of the clauses of 
the Bill, and that the clauses of tho Bill bo considered for settlement in the 
form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Sections 5 and 6 were agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hok’ble Mr. Dampier, the following amendments 
were made in section 7 :— 

In paragraph 3, lost time, for “ shall he deemed to be the rental of the land, was substi¬ 
tuted “ may, if the t 'olleotor think proper, be deemed, &c.” 

In paragraph 5, line 5 of tho same section, after “estate ” was substituted “subject only 
to the payment of a fixed amount of rent.” 

Sections 8 to 10 were agreed to. 

In section 1 1, lines 3 to 6, on the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier, the 
pllowing amendment was made:— 

For tho words “ no partition of an estate shall bo mode if the result of such partition 
would be to form any separate estate, ” were su^tituted “ if the application shall have 
been admitted, no partition shall be carried out in accordance with suw application if the 
separate estate of the applicant for such partition would be” 

Sections 12 to 3(3 were agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 37. 

Sections 38 to 46 were agreed to. 

Section 47 provided for the formation of an Estates’ Partition Fund, and 
declared what costs should be chargeable to such fund. Clause (cj of the section 
was as follows:— 

“ (o) the pay and allowances of ony Deputy ('ollector who is employed exclusively in 
making partitions in the district, or such proportion as tho ('ollector may think iiropor 
of tho pay and allowances of any Deputy CoUeotor who is partly employed in mi^uff wwh 
partitions.” % * *

The numbers being equal, the President gave his casting vote with the 
Noes. 

So the motion was negatived, and the section was agreed to. 

Sections 48 to 82 Avero agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in section 83. 

Sections 84 to 89 were agreed to. 

Section 90 ran as follows:— 

“ Whenovor the dwelling-house of one proprietor, with the offices, building, and grounds 
immediately attached thereto, shall have been included in the separate estate of another 
proprietor, and the annual rent to bo paid in perpetuity in respect of the land occupied 
thereoy .shall have been fixed by tlie Deputy Collector and stated in the paper of partition, os 
provideil in .spution 87, the proprietor whoso dwelling-house, ofliccs, and buildings have been 
included as aforesaid may apply to the Deputy Collector for permission to redeem the annual 
rent so fixed.” 

The IIon'ble Mb. Dampiek moved the addition to the section of the 
following words:— 

“ And the Deputy Collector shall give such permission, unless ho shall bo of opinion that 
such rodemidion would endanger the safety of the land revenue for the payment of which the 
separate C'tate in which such dwelling-house, buildings, offices and grounds have been 
included will bo liable.” 

The necessity of this amendment had forced itself upon his conviction 
since the Select Committee had reported upon the Bill. 'J he point was con¬ 
sidered in comraittee, and he with others then thought this precaution would bo 
necessary, but since then ho had reason to think differently. When the dwelling- 
house of one jjroprietor by the process of butw'nrah was placed within the 
separate estate assigned to another proprietor, the Bill provided that the owner 
of the dwelling-house should hold the land occupied by It at the juunna to bo 
fixed by the Deputy Collector in perpetuity. Then this section wont on to say, 
not only should the proprietor have the benefit of holding the land on which 
the house stoc^d at a fixed jumina, but he might convert it into a rent-fnio 
holding by redeeming the li.xcd rent assigned to it by the Deputy Collector by 
the payniem; of a capitalized sum, as in the section described, Tlie quc.stiurt 
was whether this provisioji w'as sufficient for the protection of the interests of 
the Governnent. Take the case of a small estate broken up into four separate 
estates. A, B, C, D, each very small. It might happen that in the particular 
separate estate A a considerable portion of the area was occupied by the dwell¬ 
ing-house and yard and immediate premises of another |)ropriotor, not the 
proprietor of estate A but of estate C. In that case, on the land which was so 
occupied might be imposed a fixed jumma of say Rs. 5. It might so 
happen that the Government revenue of the whole separate estate A was only 
Rs. 8, Now, under the provisions of this Bill, C might redeem the rent of the 
land on which his dwelling-house was situated by a capitalized payment to the 
proprietor A, so that the separate estate A would remain with assets of Rs. 3 
only out of which to meet a sudder jurnma of Rs. 8 ; or in other words, tho 
assets would be reduced to an amount below the amount for which proprietor 
A was liable. It could not bo denied that this danger might exist. Mb. 
Dampier thought it would be bettor to give'the Deputy Collector authority to 
refuse to allow the rent to bo redeemed on this ground, if he thought it neces¬ 
sary to do so. 

The motion was agreed to. 

A similar amendment was, on the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Daupieb, 
mado in section 91. 

Sections 92 to 103 were agreed to. 

Section 104 provided that lands held rent-free were not to be divided, 
but might be left appertaining jointly to all thh separate estates which were 
formed out of the parent estate.

On tho motion of tho Hon’ble Mr. Dampiek tbo following words were added 
to the section : — , 

“ Provided that such lands or any of them may be allotted among the different separate 
estates with the consent of all tho proprietors of the parent estate, but not otherwise.” 

Section 105 provided :-r 

“ Whenever tho Deputy Collector shall find in tho parent estate any lands which are 
hold at u fixed rent on a patiii or other permanent intermediate tenure created by all the 
proprietors of tlie parent estate or their predecessors, tho Deputy Collector may either— 

(1) Assign lands which are held on such tenure and tho assets thereof eutirel}' to one 
or more of tho separate estates, the rental being calculated as provided in exception two or 
in excoi>tion three {as the case may bo) of section 7 ; or 

(2) Loavo such lands unossignod to any separate estate, and specify in the partition 
papei-s and ])rocooding8 tiiat tlie lands are left appertaining jointly to all the separate 
estates iu tho proportion which each separate estate bears to the parent estate.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. DAMriKii said the question had been raised by Mr. Money 
of a case where nine out of ten proprietors admitted that the tenure was created 
by all the proprietors of the estate, and the tenth proprietor denied that it was 
80 created. No procedure was provided by which tho Deputy Colleotor should 
ascertain the facts of tho case. To get over this difficulty, Mu Oampieb 
proposed the substitution of the words “ falling within exception 2 or exception 
3 of section 7 ” for tho words “created by all tho proprietors of the parent 
estate or their predecessors ” in line 5 of this section. 

Tlie Hon’blk Baboo Kristodas Pal submitted tliat tho point raised by Mr. 
Money in connection with this section wsw not .satisfactorily answered. He 
raised the question of what was to bo the procedure where nine proprietors 
admitted tho creation of the tenure and the tenth did not. Was he to reject the 
tenure*because one proprietor out of ten did not acknowledge its reality; or 
was ho to accept tho acknowledgment of the nine proprietors and reject the 
objection raised by the tenth ? 

The Hon’ble ]Mii. Dampier said he was decidedly of opinion that where 
a tenure was acknowledged by nine propriotons to have been created and to 
be valid against all tho proprietors, and its creation ind validity was denied 
by tho tenth, the Collector should not recognize tho tenure, but should 
divide tho hind.s of such tenure between the different estates created by such' 
partition. After all tho only difference would be that the Collector would, on 
the papers, divide the ryottoc rental of the lands, instead of the tenure-holder’s 
rental, among the different separate estates. Rights would not be affected. 

After some conversation the motion was agreed to. 

Sections 106 to 100 were agreed to. 

Section 110 was ])assed after an unimportant ameudment. 

Sections 111 to 137 were agreed to. 

On tho motion of tho llon’ble Baboo Ramshunkcr Sen a clause was inserted 
in section 138, giving an appeal from the decision of the Deputy Collector to 
tho (Jollector, when ffxing the rent to bo paid under section 87 by one proprietor 
for tho land and dwelliiig-houso belonging to him but situate in tho separate 
estate allotted to another proprietor. And a clause was inserted in section 139, 
giving a similar appeal from tho Collector to the Commissioner. 

Tho remaining sections of tho Bill, with tho schedule and the preamble 
and title, were agreed to. 

Tho Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 1st April.

Read— 

A Minute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the SOtli August 187.5, on the 
establishment of authorized lodging-houses for students at (lovernmcnt colleges 
and higher English srhoeds. 

A letter from the Director of Public Instruction, No. 1363, dated the feOth March 1876, 
reporting da the measures to be taken fur carrying out thu directions of the 
Minute. 

The Licutenant-Govei-nor's Minuto of the 30th August 1875 reforn d to 
the establishment of hostels or lodging-houses as a matter subsidiary to higlier 
education in which the Government might possibly be able to reiulrr help to 
students and their parents. Tin; plan proposed was that the heads of colleges, 
high schools, and zillali schools should h; authorized to estahlish lodging- 
houses, and to appoint some of the native masters to supervise t'lem, caeli 
master so appointed receiving a capitation grant, varying ac<;«jrding to circum¬ 
stances, from four annas to eight annas per month for each student who 'night 
lodge with him. Thus, a master uecommodating 50 students in his lodging-house 
might receive from Government lls. 25 per month, of which part would be for 
the trouble of supervision, and part to assist in meeting the expenses which he 
would have to incur. This grant would be independent of the payments made 
by the students themselves, which would ho arranged between the student's and 
the master, and would vary according to the character of the accommodnti()n 
provided. 

2. The letter of the Director of Public Instruction reports on the 
applications which have been made for grants upon the .system indicated in 
tbe Minute. From some districts replies have not yet been received, and in 
others it is found either that satisfactory arrangements already exist for the 
lodging and boarding of the pupils, or that none of the masters is willing to 
take the trouble and risk of establishing a b)dging-house. But there remain 
a considerable number of districts which liave expressed a wish to avail 
themselves of the assistance which the Minute offers to them, 

3. Lodging-houses or hostels for Hindu students already exist in Calcutta, 
Hoogbly, Berhampore, Patna, and Dacca. The Calcutta hostel was established 
about 16 years ago, chiefly through the exertions of the late Professor of the 
Presidency College, Baboo Peary Churn ISirkar. It is assisted ny Govern¬ 
ment to the extent of Rs. 50 per montli, which pays half the rental of the house; 
but tbe institution has not proved self-supporting, and tbe Director .ittributes 
this want of success to the situation of the building, which is at, too great a 
distance from the Presidency College and from the Hindu and Haro 8cliools. 
Mr. Woodrow remarks that there is a piece of Government land on the west f)f 
the Senate House which would be an eligible site for a new lodging-house, and 
he proposes, if Government will give this land, to appeal to tl>e public for 
subscriptions to erect a suitable building. The Lieutenant-Governor will direct 
enquiries to be made regarding the proposed site; and if the result of these 
enquiries should be satisfactory, he will have much pleasure in granting the land, 
and in authorizing the invitation of subscriptions for thu erection of the hitildin". 
He trusts that the liberality of native gentlemen, which has been so oft/in 
shown in the carrying out of other works of public usefulness, will not be 
wanting in the realiz ition of a scheme which is calculated to ho of .so much 
advantage to the best interests of education. 

4. The hosbl at Berhampore is supported partly by Government aid and 
partly by the interest of a fund locally suhscrib-d. Its financial condition is 
reported to be satisfactory. At Hoogbly tho hostel r(\peive.s a monthly grant of 
Rs. 44 from Government; but it is not self-supporting Iven with this assistance.

At Dacca and Patna grants of Rs. 200 were made for establishing tho hostels, 
and advances were also given, which were to be repaid from the receipts. 
These advances, however, have not been refunded; and in the case of the Dacca 
hostel, the lieutenant-Govemor has agreed that repayment shall not be 
enforced. 

5. The Director recommends that grants, not exceeding Rs. 500 per annum, 
should be made to each of the above institutions. It is not quite clear 
whether he intends this subvention to be in lieu of, or in addition to, the 
capitation grants proposed in the Minute. Considering the importance of 
maintaining these lodging-houses at the principal centres of education, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to sanction grants of Ks. 500 per annum to 
each of these hostels, and, in addition, to allow head-money at the rate 
of eight annas in each of the mofussil colleges, and at the rate of Rc. 1 
in tlie Calcutta hostel, in consideration of the greater expenses which attend 
a residence in the Presidency town. 

6. AtMidnapore and Ranchi the District School Committees propose to 
erect the necessary buildings from the surplus funds of the schools, and apply 
for head-money at the full rate of eight annas. These grants will be given as 
soon as it is certified to the Director that the buildings are ready for the accom¬ 
modation of students. 

7. The District Committees of Mymensingh, Tipperah, and Noakholly 
have-applied for Government grants for the erection of buildings, in addition 
to the head-money sanctioned by the Minute. The Cuttack Committee also 
ask for a sum of Ks. 500 as a preliminary grant. The Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets that it is not in his power to comply with these additional applica¬ 
tions, though quite willing to give the head-money according to the sanctioned 
scale. The object is one to which the surplus funds of a school may very 
propcr*!ly and usefully be devoted; and the scheme indicated in the Minute 
did not contemplate* any further assistance from Government than the 
amount of the capitation grant. 

8. At Shahabad, Sarun, and Pooree the District Committees have 
expressed a desire to adopt the system, and have applied for head-money; 
but it is not explained how the necessary buildings are to be provided. As in 
the cases of Midnapore and Kancbi, the grants asked for will be made on 
a certificate b(dng given that suitable biddings have been erected or rented 
for the purpose. 

9. At Rungpore the District Committee have proposed to place the 
master of the normal school in charge of the lodging-house; but as the normal 
.school at that station will not be permanently retained, this arrangement will 
require to be modified. 

10. At the mofussil colleges the hostels will be under the supervision 
and control of the College I'rincipnls. The Calcutta Uostel, which is not 
attached to any special e>lucational institution, will be under the supervision 
of the Inspector of the Presidency Circle. Hostels which may be opened in 
connection with zillah schools will be supervised by the circle inspectors. 
It will be understood that these officers are not callcii upon to exercise any 
minute interference with the details of management, or with the terms upon 
which students are boarded and lodged, but it will be their province to satisfy 
themselves that the hostels are conducted in such a manner as to justify tho 
continuance of Government assistance to them. 

11. The Director is requested to call for and submit proposals from those 
districts which have not yet replied to the Minute.

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FORMATION OF A BOTANICAL GARDEN AT RUNGAROON. IN THE 

DARJEELING DISTRICT. 

Minute hy the LieutenanUGovernor /)f Bengal, dqted th» l^th September 1876 

It sccnit) to me that the time has come when a Botanical Garden should 
be established at or near Darjeeling for the cultivation of plants, shrubs, and 
trees suitable to the soil and climate of the Eastern Himalayas. Kich as arc the 
hills around Darjeeling in many beautiful sorts of trees, they are yet destitute of 
one of the most remarkable natural orders of the Himalayan region, namt^ly 
the Coniferw, the cedars, firs, pines, larches, spruces, cypresses, and others which 
are such usual and strilung objects in other parts of the nioiftitainous country. 
The culture of‘these various and noble species has to a slight extent* been 
commenced at Darjeeling, and will, I hope, be carried on porsoveringly. The 
culture of many species of the Rhododendron genus, which are found in such 
magnificence in the higher parts of the Darjeeling district, and of the neighbour¬ 
ing State of Sikkim, is scarcely undertaken at all at Darjeeling, though it 
doubtless might be begun there under extraordinary advantages. The Ergihrina 
and other flowering trees and shrubs which already grow there might bo 
cultivated yet more extensively. The growth of a large tea industry in the 
surrounding districts, the approach of the railway, the proximity of the 
cinchona plantations, the presence of the head-quarters of tlie Forest Depart¬ 
ment of Bengal during several months in each year, and other material 
causes, combine to afford encouragement for an undertaking of this description 
on the part of Government, and to promise the successful issue of such efforts 
as niight be made for the advancement of practical science and for the public 
benefit. 

Thus many botanical experiments of much value might bo, and ought to be, 
carried out in the Darjeeling district, a locality so highly favored by nature, 
if a good site were available. It is not, however, easy to find such a spot. 
After examining po.ssible sites in various directions and at various altitudes in 
these hills, I anive at the conclusion that the place known as the Ruiigaroon 
Gardens affords quite the best site for the purposes above indicated. It is 
situated on a slope at the lower edge of the great forest whi(;h clothes the 
Scnchal Mountain; its altitude of about 6,000 feet, somewhat lower than that 
of Darjeeling (7,000 feet', constitutes an advantage; its distance, six miles from 
Darjeeling, is convenient; it is ea.sily accessible from the road between 
Darjeeling and the Cinchona plantations at Rungbee; it has an excellent soil, 
watered during most months of the year by running streams; it has trees oit 
the Goniferas order, planted some years ago, and already flourishing. It is 
therefore proved by experiment to be well suited to one of the main objects of 
our botanical culture. It was originally cleared and laid out in 1863 by tho 
Cinchona Plantation Establishment, and its general arrangement had the 
advantage of profes.sional knowledge. I propose, therefore, that this spot should 
be devoted to the purpo.se of a Botanical Garden for the Darjeeling district. And 
I desire that the Commissioner will be pleased to take tho earli(5st opportunity 
of considering the details of this project, for tho carrying out of which I greatly 
rely on his good offices and exertions. 

Tho land and the buildings erected by tho Cinchona Department, but now 
unused, are the i)roperty of Government, but they, together with other lands, 
the whole amounting to about 800 acres, have lieen temporarily made over to a 
private gentleman on a lease which is terminable on the giving of three months’ 
notice before the end of tho official year. I request that due notice bo given 
before the end of the current official year 1875-76 for tho termination of tho 
lease in respect to so much of these lands as may be required for tho BotanicEil 
Garden, that is, in respect to an area not exceeding one hundred acres round 
about the existing buildings. This much of area, or as jpuch less as the 
Commissioner may consider expedient, must be resumed by Government for its 
Botanical Garden. 

Within the abovementioned area of 800 aerfiw, there is situate a valuable 
forest of about 300 acres, regarding which separaVo instructions have been 
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given that it bo included in tlio adjoining rcHorvcd forestn and placed under 
the Conservator of Forests. Duo notice regarding the tcmiination f»f the h-ase 
in respect to these lands also shotdd bo given by the proper autlK)iity. 'I'hc 
Conservator will, however, detemnne the exact amount of land tfj bo taken 
over by his department. Thus 100 plus 300, in all 400 acres, or thereabuuts, 
wjll bo reserved for Govemnv)nt. • 

Regarding the remainder of the area, namely 400 acres, the Commissioner 
is authorized either to continue the lease to the present lessee, or to mak(? such 
other arrangements as ho may deem best. I would place the Rotanical Garden 
under the sole control of the Commissioner, who will work through the De]>uty 
Commissioner of Darjeeling. 

For the re])air of tlic existing buildings on the gardens, I will allow the 
sum of Us. 2,000 from “ Provincial Services.” F(jr the remainder of the 
expenses, that is, for the stocking and keeping up of the gardens and tin; 
current repairs of tluj buildings, I shall expect local resources to provide. 
The expenditure re<}uin?d in the first instance for the improvement and exten¬ 
sion of the existing garden may be defrayed from the balance of the Local 
Improvement Fund. 'J'he annual cost of maintaining the garden may be met 
from the resources placed at the disposal of the district authorities under my 
Minute of the 0th November 1874. Su(;h charges will be fixed as the Commis¬ 
sioner may deem expedient for the admission of visitors and for the sale of 
plants, &c., to individuals. Any sums realized from these sources might be 
credited to the local revenue nderred to aljove. 

I am .sure that the Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner, with his 
subordinates, will apjjreciatc the valm? of this garden as a local institution, and 
will do their best to extend its'usefulness to the whole neighbourhood.

With reference to your letter No. 2636T, dated the 14th September last, • 
on the subject of the formation of a Botanical Garden at Rungaroon near • 
the Darjeeling station, 1 have the honor to forward, for the information of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, the accompanying copy of a letter from the Deputy 
Commissioner of Darjeeling, siiowing the progress that has been made up to 
date in carrying out the project for the formation of the garden. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor by his Minute sanctioned the appropriation 
of a portion of the Local Improvement Fund to this work, but did not specify 
the amount up to which it might be drawn upon. Mr. Edgar estimates his 
full requirements at Rs. 6,000, and I have authorized a gross expenditure from 
the fund for the purposes of the garden not exceeding that amount. I iiarc 
directed the Deputy Commissioner to sell a portion of the securities in which 
the capital of the Improvement Fund is invested to realize the amount required. 

3. 1 believe, however, that the confirmation by Government of the per¬ 
mission to realize this property is needed, and 1 request early orders on the 
subject. 

4. I would also draw especial attcution to paragraph 6 of Mr. Edgar’s 
letter. It certainly was understood at the time that this project of resuming 
possession of Rungaroon, theretofore assigned in lease fur agricultural 
purposes, was under discussion, that the Forest Dei>artment would, in consi¬ 
deration of the advantages accruing thereto from this transaction, forego all 
claim to the cost of timber. 1 have now to request that the Government in 
its Revenue Department will now ratify that implied compact, and order the 
remission of the amount of the bill submitted by the Assistant Conservator, 
which amounts to Ks. 330 The timber was used in the repairs of the two 
bungalows, the cost of which is met from the Lieutenant-Governor s assign¬ 
ment (Rs. 2,000; from provincial resources. 
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No. 283, dated Darjeeling, the 23rd February 1876.

With reference to your letter No. 87 of the 1st October 1875, and previous correspondence, 
I have the honor to submit a report on the measures since taken with regard to Rungaroon, 
together with rough estimate for the formation of the Botanical Garden. 

» - I 

2. The entire estate was surveyed by Captain Saudeman before his party was removed, 
and it was found that the area of the land contained within the boundaries fixed by us for the 
Botanical Garden is 75 acres 1 rood and 35 poles, of which rather more than 26 acres is 
under forest. 

The area of the land to be included in the forest reserve is 423 acres 1 rood and 4 poles; 
the Reverend .Mr. Wilsutrhas accepted my oQ'et of a lease for 388 acres and 12 poles, the area 
of the remainder. 

3. The season has not yet permitted us to take any steps towards forming the garden, 
and we have agreed'to allow Mr. Wilson to keep such plants as he may not sell to us on the 
ground till the season allows of their removal. Meantime we are repairing the buildings and 
roads ; the roof and Boor of the lower bungalow have been renewed, and work on the upper 
bungalow has been commenced. The road to the garden from the ridge has been repaired, and it 
is now fairly rideable; but the gradient is so steep (hut it will always be an unpleasant road 
during the rains. 1 therefore propose to make an alternative road, with an easier gradient, from 
a point near the Senchal jhora. 

4. It is to be hoped that in a short time the weather will be mild enough to permit 
Mr. Wilson to remove his flowers, and us to betrin work at the Botanical Garden. I should 
like to have some professional advice and assistance at the first start, both in laying out the 
garden and in forming nurseries. 

1 understand that Mr. Jaffray, of the Cinchona Department, is entitled to three months 
privilege leave, which he might be induced to spend in starting the Botanical Garden. As he is an 
excellent gardener, and laid out the Rungaroon grounds in the first instance, this arrangement 
would be better than any other 1 can think of, and I have written to Dr. King, the Superin* 
tendent of the Howrah Garden, to ask whether he would permit Mr. Jaflfray to give his 
services in the manner proposed. If Dr. King assents, its 1 have no doubt he will, f should, 
with your permission, offer Mr. Jaffray Rs. 100 a month for three months, and the use of one 
of the bungalows, on condition of his residing at Rungaroon for the time, starting the garden, 
and drawing up a scheme fur its working. 1 should allow him at least fifty coolies daily, at 
the rate of Rs. 6 per month, for the three months, and let him make his own temporary 
arrangements for under-gardeners. For this purpose and contingencies, I should put down 
Rs. 300. In consequence of the absence of Mr. Wilson and myself, no arrangement has been 
yet come to about the plants and seedling claimed by him. 1 propose to appoint Mr. Gammie, 
of the Cinchona Department, as arbitrator on our behalf, and 1 think Mr. Wilson will nomi¬ 
nate Mr. C. B. Clarke; but I do not know where that gentleman is at present. I have not been 
able even to make a guess at the amount these gentlemen are likely to assess the value of the 
plants at, but I think it cannot possibly exceed, or even approach to, Rs. 1,000. Still I shall put 
down that sum for the suke of safety. In estimating for the repairs of the bungalows, I 
intentionally left out the forcing house, as I wa« not satisfied that it is advisable to repair it, 
while the repairs, if undertaken, will be very costly. I understand .Mr. Gammie to think its 
construction so faulty as to make it not worth keeping up. Mr. Wilson, on the other hand, 
thinks well of it, and he has used it much. I am at present inclined to think i. worth while to 
repair it, but in this I shall be guided by Mr. Jaffray, in whose practical knowledge 1 have 
much confidence. The cost of repairs, &c., would be about Rs. I,5U0. 

The cost of making new roads and repairing old ones will be under Rs. 1,000, but I 
estimate it at that sum. 

5. The rough estimate for starting the garden, apart from repairs of the bungalows, is 


therefore as follows;—

Under the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor, contained in the Minute of the 14th September, 
the expenditure required in the first instance for the improvement and extension of the 
Botanical Garden is to be met‘from the balances of the Local Improvement Fund. If therefore 
you sanction the estimates given above, 1 can begin work at once. 

6. I take this op|)ortunity of forwarding a bill receivedkfrom the Forest Department for 
trees made use of in the repairs of the bungalows, and itould solicit the remission of the 
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demand. Hvfore ^oin^ on leave, I had sotne conversation with Dr. Schlich on the subject 
of the timber required f»r the repairs, and 1 understood from him that the price could be 
remitted by tlie Government of B(jn;;al in the Itevcnue Department. 

I believe that some, if not all, of the trees were cut in the forest which was included in 
the Rungfaroon estate, and which we now propose to make forest reserve. The odierrs of the 
Forest Department will of course enjoy the use of the bun;;alow8 which we arc repairing, .and 
when 1 undertook to repair them for the sAin of Its. 2,000, it was on the understanding that 
I should not have to pay anythin;; to the department for trees cut down fur the work. Under 
these circumstances, 1 hope that the claim may be remitted.

2. In reply, I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor approves of your 
action in having authorised the expenditure, on account of this garden, of a 
sum not exceeding Rs. 5,000 from the Darjeeling Local Improvement Fund. 
His Honor also approves of,your instructions to realise the required amount 
by a sale of a portion of the Government securities in which tho capital of the 
Fund is invested. The Forest Department will be instructed to forego their 
claim for payment of Its. 3110, being the cost of timber supplied for the repairs 
of the bungalows at Hungaruon. 

3. AVith regard to Mr. Edgar’.s proposal to employ Mr. Jaffr.a'y while on 
privilege leave) at Uungaroon for tho purpose of starting the garden, I am to 
say that it has since been a.sccrtainecl from the Superintendent of the Botanical 
Garden that Mr. Jalfray docs not wish to take leave, but an arrangement has 
been made by which Mr. J affray u ill bo employed for some time on public 
duty at Uungaroon, and that bis services will be available during that period 
for assisting in the laying out of the garden. 

4. In conclusion, I am to express to you and to Mr. Edgar the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s thanks and satisfaction at the progress made towards the formation 
0^ tho garden.

8. In the selection of Mahomedan Registrars, 
preference shall ordinarily be 
given to ex-kasis and Govern¬ 
ment pensioners, being Maho- 
medans, who reside at a convenient place within 
the limits of the proposed jurisdiction; but no 
person shall be appointed a Mahomedan Registrar 
merely by reason of some supposed hereditary 
right. A Sub-Registrar of Assurances may be 
nominated as Mahomedan Registrar, provided 
he be a Mahomedan, and is otherwise qualified. 

4. The limits within which a Mahomedan 
Registrar shall be licensed to 
act shall for the present coin¬ 
cide with the limits of a sub-district under the 
Indian Registration Act, or with the jurisdiction 
of a police station.

5. The District Registrar's nomination, with 
the accompanying applications and ccriificates, 
shall be forwarded to Govcrunieut by the Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Registration with his remarks and 
recommendation. 

-6. Should such a course appear expedient

(1.) Arabic and vernacular of the district.

On ilic motion of tlic IIon’ble Mr. Damheu the Counoil procecdod to tlie 
further f^otwidorution of tho Bill to amend and consolidate the law relating tt> 
Municiiialities. 
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The ITon’blk Mr. Dampiku said, sinco the last raectiiif? of the Council the 
Chairman of the Justices had sufrjfcstod to him the j)n)priety of inserting in the 
JUll certain sections taken from the Calcutta Municipal Bill to provide for the 
more elHcient registratioit of deaths. It was considered that these sections 
would be found useful in such* municipalities as the suburbs of Calcutta, 
Howrah, Dacca, Patna, and Moorshedabad, and they wouhl be niado afiplicable 
only to such muuicipalties as rcipiired their introduction. He therefore moved 
the insertion of the following sections after section 270 :— 

“279ff,—The Lieutenant-Governor may require the Commissioners of any municipality 
to appoint and maintain at each hiuning gh&t and n.ativG burial-ground a siih-registrar for 
the registration of all corpses brought to such burning ghit or burial-ground for cremation 
or iutenneiit. 

'J796.—Whenever a sub-rogistrar shall havo been nppoint<?d for any burning ghat or 
burial-ground under the last preceding section, information of iho particulars requirotl by 
section S of the ssiid Bengal Act lY of 187:J to be known and registorwi may bo given in 
vesjiect of the death of any person whoso b»Hly is brought to sueh burning ghat or burial- 
ground for cremation or interment to such sub-registrar, and informal ion so given shall 
lie deemed to be information given to tlio registrar of tbo district as reciuired by the said 
section. 

279r.—Whenever a death shall occur in any hospital within the limits of any muniei- 
I'alitj^ in rospoct of which tho Jjieutonant-Governor has directed that all deaths shall be 
registered under tho said Bengal Act IV of 187«{, it slmll ho tho duty of tho medical ollioer 
in oluwgo of such ln)spital forthwith to send a notice in writing of the oecurreiioo of snob deal ii 
to the Commissioners in such form as tho Lioutonant-Goveriior may prtwribo ; and in siicli 
caso no other person shall l)0 required to give information of such death to a registrar or 
sub registrar under this Act.

'riic IIon’ulk Baboo Kkistoda.s Pal siiid ho ontiroly concurred with tho 
lutii’hlo mover ti8 to tho noco.ssitv of making armngomoiits for tho ivgi.strution 
of doaths in first clas.s muiiicipalitioa.

'^riio IIon’blk Sir .Stuart Hoot; observed that be was unable to follow the 


argument of the hon’blo member. Ho vvas unable to see why the rotpuring of 
a certificate should in any wf^y facilitate tho exaction t>f illegal fee.s from 
the friends of the deceasotf. There mu.st be always at each buruingghfit a person 
to look after it, and ho did not seo why the mere fsict of u corj)sc being accoin- 
j)anied by a certificate sjiould in any way facilitate exttirt-ion. 


The Hon’ble Baboo Jiiogadanund Mookriuee concurred with tho hon’bh? 
mover of the amendment that to require a certificate w'ouhl not only be a hard¬ 
ship upon the poor, but lead to extortion. In the interior of tlie niofussil there 
were no burning ghfits in tho sense in which the term wa.s known ; it w as only 
where tho Ganges ran that burning ghats cxi.sted. To re(|uiio a certificate 
Av'ould be a great hardship, becau.so in the mofu.s.sil very few people were in 
a jiosition to call in tho aid of a medical man profe,s.sionally, and w'heii they 
did do so, the medical man generally h ft before death en.suod. Ifo there¬ 
fore thought that these sections f d) and (<?) would not only act as a har<Lhip, 


• I 
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but would bo an instrument in the hands of registrars and otliors of extortion 
upon the poor. 

The Hon’ulp: B.vnoo RAMsiirjNKKK Snsr instanced the buming ghats at 
(Jhogdah, Santiporo, and Dacca, aiid in order to meet the objection ruisf.'d as to 
abuse of authority, he would suggest the additiojiof a j)enal se-ction to tlie ciTect 
that any sub-registrar who. received any gratification or foe, or who failed to 
reirister a death, siiould be iined. 

'rhe IIon’iilk llAitoo Kkistodas Pal said tlic gist of his objection laid not 
been fully understood by tim lion’blc member on his right (Sir Stuart Ilogg). 
ft was true that these sections would not be absolutely extended to all muuici- 
palities, but only to those w'hich were so far advanced as to admit of the 
registration of deaths. But what ho w'ished to impre.ss upon the Council was 
that the ])er.sous likely to be appointed sub-registrars would generally be 
apjjointed upon sirvtll pay, and might convert their jiowei; into a sounre of 
extortion; they might charges persons with suspicious deaths, and so forth, and 
thus put peopte to no end of annoyance at a time when their feelings ought to 
bo scrupulously rcs[>ecterl. This was most likely to happen, knowing as w'e 
did that in the mofussil little men dressesd in brief autliority were but tbo apt. 
to turn their authority into a source of gain. Ho thought the legislature; 
ought to hesitate before they multiplied opportunities for gain for such per.so)js. 

The IIon’ulk Jtu. DAMriKn observed that after what had been said it 
appeared to him that the tw<j sections which had b<;en objected to would be .so 
<;xcessively unpopular that he w*< 4 ^d consent to withdraw them. 


The HoN'itLi: Snt Sri’AnT Iloco .said that he tvas entirely op|)Osed to the 
withdrawal of these seetiims. It was well known that people W'er(^ opposed to 
th(i regfctration of deaths, and it seemed to liini very neces.sary tliat some steps 
should betaken to c«>mpel them to do so: they might either go to the suh- 
registrar for registering »i('aths, or the deaths might be registered at tlio spot 
wiiere tlu' eorpsi' was to he interred or burnt, and he would make it incumbent 
on immicipalirH s to koi'p up tlie.se sub-regi.strar.s. Surely it was not too much 
to ask the friends of a <lec<'ased person to go to the sub-registrar to register the 
ileatli, and obtain a certitic.atc that the registration had been duly effected; 
they could then produce the certificate, show it to the »)fticer in charge of the 
Imrial-ground or i>urniug ghat, and bury or burn the corpse as the ca.se might * 
la?, lie tlamght that no hardship was likely to ari.so fr«*m passing tlusc 
.sections, and lie was therefore entirely opposed to their being omitteil. 'J'he 
s.'imo l.aw exi.xtcd in Calcutta, and as tlio matter Avas very impoi*tant, he thought 
the law in the suburbs slriuld be the same: it was not proposed to extend thc**:e 
sections throughout Bengal, but only to such jilaces as the Lieutenaut-GoA ornor 
might think fit. 

The Hon'iu.k Badoo Kkistoda.s I*ai. said there AA*as already a general laAv 
for the reyi-'^tration of births and ilcaths apjilicable to the aa'IioIo of Beng.al— 
Act IV' of i.S7:{ of this (,\nincil. All tliat he gatlicred from the hon'blo nu)V('r 
Avas tliat ceitain facilities should be given in some of the mofussil munici))aliti« > 
for the registration of deaths: these AAOuld consist in the cinpl > niont of 
sub-registrars at burial-grounds and buming ghats. Ho did not kno AA'lietlier 
there were many first cla.ss numicipalitios Avliich Avero in a position to •'■'mjihn' 
sub-registrars at iliiYcreut [daces, for if sub-registrars avoxv ap[)ointed at ihc 
rate of even ten rupc'es a month, the establishment Avould sAA'alloAV np some five 
hundred vnpot's, Avhich few first class inunicijiaKtics eould alTord to pay. lie 
theri'foro tlmught it Avonld not be desirable to introduce these soctitms, exct‘[»t 
in the most Avealthy munici|)ulitios. But Avheri'ver Act IV’ of IS?-'! might lu* 
in force, it appeared to him th.at it Avas not necc's.sary t# impost* additional 
obligations, such as the production of a certificate, on jiersons avIio might carry 
a CAirpse to he. buried or burnt. Tlu‘inconvenience, annoyance, and harassment 
which might he caused by the sub-registrars in regard to the granting ot 
certificates had been acknoAvh'dged by the hon’hle nu>ver of the Hill, and he 
hopeil therefore that sci'tious (</) and Avould be omitted. 

After .some furth<*r conversation sections and‘J7th’ AA*cro withdpiAvn, 

and 270n, 270/*, and ‘J79c Avere agreed to, with the addition to section '2t0/t «>f 
the AA'ords— ‘‘ Secti n 0 of Bengal Act IV’^ of 1879 shall bo applicable to OA'cry 
sub-registrar apiiointed under this Act.” 
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PARTITION OF ESI’ATES. 

On tho motion of the IIoN’iiiiK Mil. Dampier the Rill to make better provi¬ 
sion for the partition of estates was furtlier considered in order to tho settlement 
<)f its clauses. 

Section 48 provided that tho civil court mij^ht order tho j>arties to j)ay 
expenses ineurred in dividing an estate. 

On tho motion of tho IIox’hle Mr. Daupier the following words were 
added to tho section: — 

“and tho Collector shall levy tho expenses and fees from tho parties in tho proportion 
ordered by the civil court in tho same manner nn<l by tho same means as if tho levy of such 
expenses and fees had been ordered by tho ('ollector. ” 

On tho motion of tho Hon’hle Mk. Dampier tho following sections were 
substituted for section 113; and sections ll’J, 113, 113fl!, and 1134 were trans¬ 
posed so as to come immediately after section 04:— 

“ 1 lt3.—When the aggrepato of two or monj shares equals one other slmre, or equals tho 
aggi-egato of two or more other shares, tho Heputy l'oiledor, witli the s:inciion of tho 
Collector, may cause such aggregate shares to be treated sis one sbsiro for the purpose of 
determining by lots .os aforesaid which portion of the parent estate shall bo assigned to each 
proprietor as his separate estate; 

“and may decide which shares shall bo formed into one nggregato share for tho purpose 
of causing such lots to be drawn; 

“ and may cause lots to bo drawn in like manner as often as ho shall think proper for 
such purpose. 

“And after lots shall have been drawn once (or more than once if necessary) as aforesaid, 
the Deputy Collector shall proceed to divide the portion'of the ]mront estate which has fallen 
by lot to each aggregate share among tho proprietors of tho dilforent shares which were formed 
into such aggregate share for the purpose of drawing lots, and shall assign to every 
such proprietor his sep.arate estate within such portion in sueli position ns the Deputy Col¬ 
lector may think proper. 

“Provided that lots shall in no case ho drawn until after full opportunity shall hnvC been 
given to tho proprietors to ndvaneo their objections in respect of the pa)»er3 aeeeptdl as tho 
basis of the partition and of tho assets of tho different land.s as stated in such ptipera, and 
until such objections which may liavo been made shall have been disposed of. 

Section 113a.—Tho Dejmty Collector may, by a notioo served as proscriboil in 
section 131, require any propriidor in respect of whose share Iota aro to ho drawn as provided 
in either of the two last preceding sections, to attend at tho ofiloo of the Deputy Collector 
in person or by authorized agent at a time to he fixed by tho Deputy (’ollector for the purpose 
of drawing lots; 

“ and may similarly require tho proprietors of any shares which ho may have ordered to 
be formed into an aggregate share for tho purpose of drawing lots, jointly to appoint an 
agent duly authorized to draw lots on their joint behalf; and if at tho time fixed for drawing 
such lots such proprietors have failed to agr(?o to any such joint appointment, and sli.all fail 
to causo the attenrlanoe of an agent so aiitliorizod t<> act jointly for all sucli proprietors, all 
such proprietors shall be deemed to have failed to comply with tbo Collector's reqiiisifion. 

“1134.*—"Whenever any propru'tor or jirojirietors sliail liave failed to coniplj’- with a requi¬ 
sition of tbo Deputy C^»lleetor as tnade Ulster the h'lst jireeoding section, tin* Deputy Collector 
may aiipoint a person to draw lots on bt-lialf of sueh projwietor, or on the joint behalf of 
such proprietors who shall havo so failed."’ 

t)n tho motion of tho IIon’hle JIr. Damimku tlu; following <*hiijso was 
introducod aftor clause (d) of section 138:— 

“ (rfl) fixing under section 87 tho limits of land, or the rents to bo paid for land.” 

And tho foUowinjr clause \v:is inti odueod after cilauso (/) of section 13t):— 

“ (/1) fixing und(!r section 87 tho limits of land, or tho rent to bo paiil for land.” 

The IIon’iji.eRahoo Ramshunker Hen moved the introduction of the follow¬ 
in'? section after section 145:— 

“ Serdon 145«.—'I^ho provisions of this Act m.ay also, so far as they aro applicable, ho 
applied under orders of tho Board or of a court of compotc-ut jurisdiction, to tho partition of 
any landed property compriscMl in any ti nuro or holding of a permanent and transferable 
nature held directly under Govommeut and subject to tho payment of a fixed amount of rent. 

“ Provided that if the result of such part ition w'ould l)o to form separate holdings, whereby 
the area of each is redn'oed below live katds, no ai>plicr,tion for snob partition shall bo 
nntortainod until all tho holders thereof agree to rodocm tho amount of Govemmont rovonuo 
for which each soparato holding would bo liable, by tho payment of such sum as tbo Ijicute- 
nant-Govemor may fix with rofenmeo to tho circumstances of tho Govommeut estate within 
which the tenure or bolding is situated.” , 
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Afttsr soiiu? (ronvoiHation it was affriujd that Kortum 140 of tlio Jiill k]iou 1(1 
ba oinitt(‘(l, and thu lloii'lilo Bubuu Uaiiiiihuiikor Seira uiotion wu.s l>y leave 
withdrawn. 

H»!cti()n 104 ]>rnvided as followa:— 

“ "Wlioivvor lh« Deputy Collootor shall find in the parent esiate hui'D which aro 
aetn.ally liehl rent-free (wiielher the proprietors of the estate do or do not eluim a r;'htio 
receive rent from Mie.h lands), tho Deputy (collector shall make a di\is on or a'-df.MiTa.-ut 
of such huids among tho sejwirato n'slates, hut shall spec fv in tho ]iartit.on papers and 

J tnKicedings ilint such lands are loft a[)pi‘rtaining jointly to all the separate estates wlneli are 
ornnsl out of tho pariuit ostalo, in tho proportion which each sopurut- estate hear.■^ to tin; 
parent estate.” 

Tho Ifox'iu.K Haiuk» Kkistodas Pal movt‘d the Kiibstitution of the word 
** a” for “ no before tho wtn'd.s ‘‘ tllvision ora.ssiirnmentand the oinissirui of 
all tho wonhs from tin; words “ but shall sjun-ify ” to tho end of tho .section. 
After .sonii! tjonversation the motion was jjut and negativetl. 

ItKCISTHATION OF ESTATES. 

Tiik IIon'iu.k DA.Mt’iKit moved that the furtluT lieport of the Select 
r’ommittee on the itill to provide for tin; rc*jristration of revenur--payin<f estates 
and revenue-free lands, wliieh was jn-e.senled to the Couneil at tin* la-t meotin;ir. 
1 m; taken into eonsideratif»n in order to tho settlement of theclaiiM-s f>t‘ the Hill, 
lie said the Committee had eon.sulted .s(‘veral otli<-er.s, nn»st of whom wer»: 
.strong’ly of opinioti that the Colleet<»r, instead of tin; <*ivil <*oint, should ])e 
allowi'tl to deeitle <ines(ions «tf disjnitod succe.ssion. 'I'he Committee had tiiere- 
fore provided that the Collector mi;^ht either himself decide the que.sti<m of 
ri;rht to p<»sse.ssion after summary iiupiirv, or might refer the (pn;stion for 
suiuiiiarv <leeislon by the eivil court, if he eonsider«;«i that the dispute miglit 
inor«* ]iroperly he so determined. If he found that only vexatious or frivohms 
ohj('etion.s were taken, he would probably decide* the (juestion himself. Hut if 
tin; right to sue(*e*ssion dep('nd<*d ujxm an intri«*ate title, tlie Colh*crur would 
no doubt refer the <juesti<»n for the deci.sion of the<*ivil <-ourt. 

1'hen tin* Hill provided that a proprie*tor who did nut :ip|)ly for registration 
within tin*, time pn*serllM*d .should be puui.shoel. Now, by .se-ction tio. whieli was 
an (*xp<'«lienev se<*tion, the Committee bad provided that although tin* pr«tj»rietor 
imturred tin; pe*nulty l)y not applying within the proscribeel time, tin* p(*naltv 
Kiiould not be* enfon ed if In; came in of his own motion even after tho pre.seribed 
time, hut before* tho Colle*e*tor be*gan to take action against him to enforce; 
re'gi.stration. That Avemlel hold ejut an inducomont tei propri(.*t<»rs to conn* in for 
re*gistrati«»n e*ve*n afte*r the; time iixed. 

'rhe*n the* Committee hael introduced a new Part V, whieli made* sorin* 
aine'inlme*nts in the* jirovisienis of Ae*t XI of LSotl, as tei the e>pe.*ni;ig eif .se'parato 
ae*comits of lainl reve*nue feir share's eif estates. These aiiieiuluu'nts were made 
te) me*e*t a elinie ulty which Jiael suggi'ste'd it.self in ee>nnee*tion with tin* Hill 
fell* the* partition eif e*state*s. IJinleT the registratiem se'ctions eef .\e*t XI «f 4So}». 
a pe*rsem hedding a share eif an e.state; might reepiire a se'parate account of his 
share te) be kept, and if the estate fell into arrears, his share woiihl not be* liable 
to .sale unh'ss tin* sale of the eitln'i* share's faileel to eeivor tin* amount of such 
arre;ars. Hut whe*n eme*o a .se'jiarate aere'emnt hael be*en e»pem*d tliere was ;i,» 
preivisiein for ove*r (;l<»siug it. If four shareheihlers, e'ae*h of a four-annas sliar** 
in an estate, all a]){tli(*el for the opening of separate ace*ounts, ihe* accounts 
would be e)pene.*el fe>i* e'ae*li;biil if siibM'epn’iitly tlu'se share's became broki-t 
up and re-ainalgamate;d, se) tliat the estate eon.siste'el. .say, of om* niu(*-amias ami 
eme* seven-annas share, the separate aee*.ounts for the four four-annas shave s mu-t 
remain em the re'giste*r, althemgh this distributiein no longer repre'seiite«l i!i * 
eixisting di.stribntion e>f tin; preipriotors’ inlere.st. 

As Ai;t XI e>f ItSoO stemd, there was no jietwi'r to e‘le>se* sue*h an aeeomir w!;. ii 

otu'e opened. The Ceuninitte'e; hael tlu'refore provide*il how an .. miaiit 

bo cle)seel anel ne;w ae*e*euiut.s might be* e)pe*nt'el • to re*pre*senl a ri'-anaiigcd 
distribution of the* intere'st.s in an ('.state;. 

'rin'ii, in se*(*tion 71, the* Comniitleje linel take'ii the ojeporlunity of h galizing 
a praetie;e wbie*b hael be'em followt'd by (aille'(*tor.s iiiidi'r Act XI <»t |mt 

wbiejh was neit authorized by that law, uiul which might h'ad to legal ebllii-uhies. 
Under se;ctie>n 10 of Act Xl of 18,VJ, a proprietor who was a joint-sharer in 
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i-oDimoti tfUiincy over the whole ('state inijjht have u separate aeeouiit ojj( ii<d, 
ami uiulor strtum 11 a propiiet<»r who was the entire owner of speciitt; lands 
iiii^ht have an account opeiu'd. Ihit a man who was neither the owtier 
of a fractional undiviih'd share over the whole estat(), nor the entire owner of 
sjH'citic lands of anv part'of an estati', but who was the owiu'r of an undivided 
fractional share onlv in certain specilic lands, (and not extendiu}' ov(>r the whoh* 
estate,) could m»t have a si'paiate account opened under Act XI of iSoD. Section 
71 of this Bill made provision for opening sepamto accounts in respc'ct of such 
composite interc'sts. 

Then, in sc'ctimis the Committee Itad provideni that the Collectijr 

should furnish an (*xtraet from the rc'gistor showing how the registered inteia'sts 
stood on any particular date, and that whenever any clmngt! was made in tlu' 
ri'gisters in tlu' names of the ])roprietors or managers of an (‘stati*, or in 
the extent of their interest, the CVdlector should give the greatc'st publicity to 
such change throughout the estate. T’he ohji'ct of these provisions was in 
coniu'crion wif'^ sections 7(» and 77, which were very imp.irtant s<a-lions. 'I'liey 
gave indemnity to a person who paid rent to a joint proprietor holding in 
common tenancy iu proportion to the extent of interest in ivspect of which 
such proprietor was registered, and relieved th(i tenant from liability to 
j'av rent to any proprietor in exce.ss of such proportion; and as a m'cessary 
adjunct to the al)ovo, the Comn>itt('e had re-introduced the j)rovision that no 
person should be bound to pay rent to a propric'tor who was re<piired to caus<i 
lis name to be regi.ster,('d under the xVet, unless his name should have been 
so registered, or unles.s his apjdication for registration was pmiding When the 
Bill was originally referred to the Select (.’ommittc'c. there was a .s('ction in it 
fliat no person sluudd be bound to pay rc'nt to anv yu'oprietor who was not 
regi.stined; the object then was to apply an additional imjtetus to imim e 
proprietors to ri'gister. The Select Committee had, when they tirst rejiort<d 
the Hill to Council, omitHal that provision as unm'cessary. Hut they had now 
re-introduced it with ipiite a different obj(a*t. it was now’ introduced as a 
eomph'nient to the section w’hich gave the tenant indemnity for payim*nts made 
in accordance with registered interests. If the Council retaine«l this pnoi.'ion 
in the Hill, the otln'r jirovi-sion relic'ving the tenant from the ()bligation to pay 
to an unregistered projirictor was an unavoidable adjnmrt to it. 

The Committee had provided that whenever any sum of money should ho 
payable by th(> Collector to the proprietor.s of any estate or reveniu.'-freo 
propiu'ty Jointly, he might [lavto anyone or more registered proprietors thereof 
such portion of tin* sum payable as was in proportion to tlie (‘xti'iit of their 
regl.sti'red interests, and the Hill gave the Collector an indemnity for payments 
so luade, as iu the case of tenants paying rent. 

The f’ommittee had also .saved the conditions of written contracts, and 
had provided that the time rerjuired for obtaining copi(!.s of the orders complained 
agalr,.'t »hould be deducted in computing the time allow’ed for appeals under 
the Acr.

T he lIoN'F.T.r. Mr. ItKVNOLrs moved the insertion of the following w'orda 
at tiic tuid of s(;c:Ion 1:— 

'• I’r.ivi ifii tiint .sufli (“l.-msf'S of t]ii.« Act as rcqiiiro the registration of the e.xtent ef 
(-.I l.y iiiiy j>ro»)ri<-t(ir .'hiiU not come ii.to force in any district until they sli.ill 
li. "!) r j:i i-iidly tlK-njto by an oi\ler of the Lioutonaut-Governor published in

Ite .said. Avlu n this rr.oa.-;nrn camo before the Council on the 12th February 
last, the Hill laid been but a v<.‘ry short lime, ho thought oidy a frw hours, in 
hi.! bands, and he had thiwi'fore then doferriid any remarks he might liave to 
offer njjon the- changca which had been made in the Hill during its p ■.ssago 
tbrf)Uali tin* St If ct Committee; lie bad wi.sliod to liavo further lime for llio 
coii.si(i(;ratic)n (d those changes, and ab'-o to hear what miglit ho said, bv the 
lion’ble mover in tavor of them. Among.st the mo.st important of* these 
chauge;;, as it seemed to‘him, was the introduction of a provision for tho 
registration of tho extent of interest <»f the proprietons of estates. 

lie iM'od not remind tlu? Council that tlii.s provision formed no part 
of tiui Bill a.s originally introduced and as referred to the Select Committee. It 
was alti^geihor foreign to the scope and purpose of the Hill, apd no mention of 
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it. was t«» bo found in llu* Statomont of objoota and roasciiis drawn up by the 
iion’ble mover: in faet, he ludioved lie was correct in way in;; that the hon’ble 
mover himself had ori«finully been opposed to the introduction of these clausi.-s 
into the Itill. 'riicv had boifii i;itrodu«!ed into tho Hill during its pus.-<aoe throuf^h 
8<‘lect Committee on the rcconimendation (he believed) of the horiMib,; member 
opposite (Haboo Kristodas Pal), and had been since adopted and supported by 
the luui’blo mover. 


Mu. Hkvnoi.i».s waff quite aware of the great importance and wei;r)it which 
must attach to the opinion of those members of the Select (Joinmiitee wiio 
had signed the report, and he was also aware that tin? great inajoritN’ of 
mofussil oflicers who had been consulted w'ero in favor of these clause.s. Hut 
it appeared to him, on the best consideration that he had been able to give to 
the subject, that these pr<»visions were likely to do more harm than good: that 
the clauses for the regi.stration of the extent <»f a proprietor s interest had better 
have been omittel; and that, if they were to be introduced, they ought to oc 
introduced cuutiou.>^y and gradually. 

lie must say at once that some of tho objections imfde to these clauses 
appeared to him to be of no importance or weiglit at all. For instance, it liad 
been objected that tho eflect of them would be to flood the revenue ollicers with 
work. He thought there was no force in this ohjection, District oflicers were 
put where they were iti order tliat they might be flooded with work, and if it 
was for the jmbllc interests tliat the work should be done, the more district 
ollicers wer<- lloodtd with it the better. In that case it was simply the pro¬ 
vince tif the Fxeculivo (joveniment to increase the number of oflicers so 
as to eiuible them to keep pace with the work. His objection to tht-se clause.s 
was not that they would give revenue oflieers too imieli to do, but that tliev 
would emphiy them on work that had better not bo done at all. 

He wished to sav a few words iqion an argument wliich had been adduced 
in support «if tlK'se clauses, and on which considerable srrt ss had been laid by 
tho hoifble inoiiiher opposite. Jt had been said tliat they would operate as a valu¬ 
able pioteetion to tlie ryot, by enabling him to know l.he extent of bis luiidioid's 
share, foul eonsetpuaitly the proportion of rent which be might justly be called 
ujion to pay. A /emimlar, it was urged, who was registered as the owner of a 
four anna.s share would he able to screw six annas (*f tlie rent out of the ryots: 
and, in fact, the Hill .as it now stood relieved the ryot from liability to pay rent 
in excess of tho n gistered share of the landlord. Hut this idea of protectiou 
seemed to Mu. Ukynolds to be delusive. 'I'lie ryot would not in one case ogt 
of a hundred know anything about th® entries in the r gister; and, secondly, 
the groat majority of ryots did not pay their rents tt> zemindars, but to 
iutermciliate temue-holders or farmers, A register of zemindars' titles was 
a matter in wliieb the ryot bad very little interest. 


This, however, was a merely negative objeetion; it miglit .show that tlu-e 
clauses w’otild not produce some of the. bcueiits wliieh were expeete^l it'oni them, 
but it Would not show that tlii'V would do :niy real lia-in. (.'oming now to wiuit 
he coiisiiiereil to be the real obji elions to th(.*.>e clauses, be would iXMiiark that 
the question was rt'ally rr.t /mina'ii. Tiie memiuandum which .Sir Harnes 
Peacock had recorded in 1SiV3 r-'garding the Hill of tliat year apjdiod in all 
its bri'adth and strength to these cl.iuscs of tlie measure now 1 h fore the Coumdl. 
lie slmuld only weaken the argument of that eminent jurist if he atteinjited 
to lav it before them in any other language than tlu; autliows own. Sir 
Barnes Peacock wrote as follows :— 


“ If it is intontlod that any rel’anfi* sliall ln' y.laood on tho hv porson? ahoip 

purnhasn IuihI or to h'litl nionoy Ujnm tho sivurity llnTi.>ot’. 1 thiiiu it wiil I'o w-.r.**' lliaii 
n.seloBB, ns it will i'r«-<picnlly ivforti porso.’.s to ln» lii«» owners of rights nhich Jo not bi-long to 
them, and may tluiB he iinulo an iT.sirmut-.a of fnunl.” 


Sir Harnes Peacock then went on to argue very clearly and fona'lily 
on \he impossibility of entrusting the Collector with the p<*wer «)f ailjudi- 
cating on the question ol' right, and tlu: usoli ssness oi allowing him ineiely 
to determine possession without reference to title, and he finally summed up 
tho ease thus :— 


“8honhl tho Most Nohlo tho novomor-G.'nnrnl an.l my Imn'hlo oolloyiruos oononr with 
jno in tho viow I havo taken of the proposed Act, I think the Sndder l^oaid had bolter bo 
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informed thereof, and probably it would be advisable to nail their attention to the above 
remarks, and request them to inform the Oovornmont in what rospoot tlxoy oousidor that su<.-h 
a reyistjjr as that which wouhl be prodiii’ed by the proposed Atd, aiPording no ocHTe«t inform¬ 
ation as to the rights of parties, nor even as to the lawfulness of tlieir poasessimj, and affonl- 
ing no ooneliisivo evideueo oven in a summary suit, could bo of any real iKsneflt for fiscal, 
judicial, or police purposes,” 

JEk. RKYNtn.Ds was quite aware that he would bo told that those criticisms 
were not applicable to tlio present Bill. It would bo said ^iiat the Bill of ISo’d was 
too ambitious in its aims. Its avowed intention was to*enhance the value of landc'd 
propeitv, to facilitate the raisinfj: of money on loans an I mortj^ajres, and to 
diminish litio-ation in respect of landed property; whereas tlie object of this 
Bill was of a diftbrent and far more limited character, and airnod at nothing more 
than the registration of possessory titles. Tlio answer to that ar'gumont seennul 
to him vory simple and easy. I'hoy had to look, not to the object which tlio 
legislature might avow, but to the character of the lo.:islatlon itself. He had 
compared tlie Bill of IS5*3 with the Bill of 1870, and, so far as the.so 
clauses of the Bill^ wore concerned, the only practical dsHerence In? found 
was that the summary investigation into the question of possession which undi.T 
the former Bill was to be made by the Collector, under the pnrsent Mill 
was to be made sometimes by tlio Collector and sometimes by the Civil 
Court. That was the whole ditference between the two Bills as fur as these 
clauses wore coneorned ; and that being so, it seemed to him to be of little 
use to say that the objects of the former Bill were distinctly repudiated, wlien 
the same measures to effect them were intr«>duccd now as were projjosed 
then. This seemed to him to be keeping the word of prmnise to the ear and 
breaking it to the hope. 

Tie thought it would be admitted that if it could be shown that the result.s 
which Sir Barnes Peacock anticipated from the h'gislation of IS-VJ would 
follow from the present Bill, the consequences would be nuKih to bt< deplonul. 
It so happened that the Council wore not without tho means of juilging how 
the Bill would bo regarded in the mofussil, as this could bo asecrtaim;<l iVoiu 
a perusal of tho opinions of tho officers who had been cousultial. Mr. Mmrkland, 
the Commissioner of Murdw^n, in dhscussiug tho question whctlu-r th«i litigants 
ought to be called upon to bear the cost of tne eiujuiry, wrote as follows : — 

“ It soeras to mo that tho iuoroasod value given to land hy tho estahlishnieut of a ch'ur 
record of title is amply suflieieiit to justify the oompulsory registration of the exient of the 
interest of each proprietor at tho cost of the dispnlaiits.” 

But Mr. Harrison, Collector of Midiuiporo, went a good deal further than 
this. He said:— • 

“ The great advantage, it appears to me. of tho registration of shares is the enhanced 
value of the property thus registere(L At present estates soM for arrears of n'veime f*>tfh 
many times the value of estates sold for debt in tho civil court, solely hecanse the title is 
thereby secured. Registration of shares will not entirely remove defects of title, but it 
will go far to do so, and thereby enhance tho value of lainled property in tho Lower I'r.)- 
vinces by perhaps Rs. 100,000,000 times the i)reaent laud reveuuoj. To achieve such 
a result is worth some expenditure of time and trouble. * 

If tho Council avero to accept that very extravagant estimate—if they 
were to believe that the landholders of Bengal would bo under tho delu.sii>u 
that by registering their nattics and the extent of their interest under this Bill 
they would increase the value of their property to tlie amount of a hun¬ 
dred millions of rupees, it would bo hardly too much to .say that in pa.s.sing 
these clauses of the Bill as tliey stood this Couueil would ho is.suing notes to the 
value of a hundred millions ot rupoe-s, and that tlio.so no<e.s would bo forgeries. 

He need hardly say that he entirely disclaimed the least intention of 
attributing to the hon’ble mover any desire to create or foster such a 
delusion as this. 

But they had to look to tlio character of tho jiersons for whom thov were 
legislating. They were Icgi.sluting not for men of exce[)tion;'l wisdom aiul clear¬ 
sightedness, but for the average Bengal zemiiidar, the ordinary proprietor of 
laud in those Lower Provinces, lliid the Council any right to as.sumc—had 
they even the slightest reason to suppose—that this avinage zoinindar would lie 
better able to comprehend .the object and effect of the.so clauses of tho Bill 
than such able and experienced officers as Mr. Bucklatid and Mr. Harrison? 
And if they must answer this question in tlio negative, how could they 
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bo justified in passing a provision, the meaning of which was sure to bo mis¬ 
understood ? 

Mr. Kkynolos hud spoken of Mr. Harrison’s estimate as extravagant, and 
it a])poared to him that it was extravagant in degree and quantity. But 
he hud no doubt that tliero was some substratum of truth at the bottom 
of it. lie had no doubt that a zemindar wlio might register his name as owner 
of a four annas share would believe—and his neighbours, and friends, and 
enemies, and creditors would bi,‘lievo too—that in some undefined w'ay he had 
a bettor right to that share than he had before ho registered it. Uis right, in 
fact, would bo exactly the same as it was before. 

Mr. Reynolds’ objections, therefore, to these clauses were three-fold. Firs/, 
that they were foreign to the scope and jnirpose of the Bill; stirond/j/, that they 
were sure to bo misunderstood ; thirdlt/, that if they w'ere misunderstood, they 
could hardly fail to do a great deal of harm. Ho did not mean to say that such 
provisions as these would be bad always, and bad everywhere. The time might 
come when it would be.possiblo to introduce them generally w-ilhout danger : 
and oven now there might bo localities in which they might be introduced at 
once without any evil consequences. But he thouglit the Council would incur 
a very serious re.spon.sibility if it sanctioned the exten.sion of these clauses at 
once to all parts of tlie country, before the Government had an opportunity of 
satisfying itself that there would bo no misajiprehension as to their real object 
and eftect. Ho therefore hoped the Council would accept the amendment 
which he had moved. 

The Hon’hlk Mr. Bell .said, with regard to tlie fir.<t great objection which 
the hon’ble mover of the amendimuit had taken, that the nature of these 
<*lauses, regarding the registration of shares, w'as foreign to the scope of the 
whole liill, he would rejdy that he could see no ditterenee between the registra¬ 
tion of entire iHteie.sts and of fractional .«hares. If there would be a difficulty 
in asetuiaining who was the proprietor of the one, there would cijually bo a 
difficulty in ascertaining w’ho were the proprietors of the other. Even under 
♦ he existing law, fractional shareholders were regi.stered, and the only difference 
which the Bill would nuike would be to compel them to declare what the 
<‘xtent »)f their intere.sts was. The Bill provided for detiirmining the rights of 
parties where the fact of j)o.s.s(‘s.sion avos disputed, and he thought the Council 
would be .stopping far short of the requirements of the country if it only 
provideil means for determining the fact of jmssession of entire estates and not 
of fractional shares as avi^II. 

The hon'ble member had refern'd to the Bill Avhich had been condemned 
by Sir Barnes Peac<K‘k, but Mu. Bell thought that any hon’blc member who 
had setjn that Bill Avould agree Avith him that the whole scope and tenor of that 
Bill were op|n).s«‘d- to the scope and object of the Bill now Indore the Council. 
But his princqial ansAver to the arguments against the scheme of the Bill 
was that the jicoplc throughout the country were in faA'our of it. It Avas notoidy 
the ofli«*ers of Government, but the zemindars as Avell AVt;re equally in favour 
of the measure; and such iM'ing the ca.se, ho thought the Council ought not to 
nqect these sections on the purely theorotieal ground that they Avere opposotl 
to the scope of the Bill. For hi. own part he could not see hoAv they were 
opposed to the scope of tlu' Bill: and as both the zemindars and the officers of 
tiovernment Avi're in favoiir of the t ’. uses, he thought the Council Avould be 
doing wrong to reject them. 

Agsiin, ins luurble friend said that he suav no conceivable use in enfoivingthe 
registration of shares, and that, as far as the ryota were concerned, the protection 
which these sections Avas sujiposed to affonl was absolutely delusive. Here, 
again, he could not agree Avith his hon’ble friend, 'rhe present system (iften 
led to great injustice being done to the ryot. A case came helbre him the 
tdher day, in Avhich the ryots were paying seventeen annas to the rupt'c. It 
happimed in this Avise. 'I'wo shareholders were disputing about an anna share 
of the property, and each collected from the ryot the rent from this anna share, 
and the n'sult Avas that the unfortunate ryots had to pay seventeen instead of 
sixteen annas to the nipeo. 

Then there Avere obvious ailvautages Avhich would result to the country 
generally by this registration of shares. Ho Avould give one or two instances.

It frequently happened that a joint proprietor not only paid what was due 
on his own share, but also the amount of arrears of the other share- 
hol<h?rs. And the question wa.s, how was ho to realize the amount that he had 
paid in excess of his owni share? In many eases it was perfectly impossible 
to say who were the sharehohhn-s, or what was the amount of their rcspeidivi. 
8harc.s; but if tlie.se particulars wore unknown, no suit for contribution would lie. 
A esuse came before him the other day in which ho had advised a joint proprietor 
to ffive up the sum he had ])aid in excess of .his own share of the revenue, 
rather than submit to the harassment and expense of a.skin" the civil court to 
a.scertaiii and apportion the amount of the respiictive liability of each partuailar 
shareholder of the estate. Now, if this Hill had been passed, all the shareholders 
would have been rey;istered, and the shareliolder who paid more tlian his share 
would have had no difficulty in recovering the amount from the other 
sliareholders. 


Another ilifficulty of frequent occurrence in the mofussil arose out of the 
sale of estates for arrears of revenue. It generally ^lappened afti‘r the sale 
that a certain‘port ion of the sale proceeds rtMiiained to b(! distributeil, ami 
this distribution was hardly ever acconqilislied without a suit in the civil court, 
to determine the resjiective shan’s which i*aeh proprietor held. Hut if the 
provisions of this Hill became law, the C<»llect(U* would be able to ilistrihute 
the surplus sale proceeds without seeking the assistance of the civil court. 

Hut his hon’ble friend next objected that if shares were regi.stered the 
object and effect of n’gistration would be misimderstood. Hut the Council were 
not respoiLsible if thi'v were misunderstood. Mu. Hi'LL liy no means agreed 
with the distingiiiished Collector, who.se opinion had been n'ferred to, in think¬ 
ing that the value of lamled property throughout the country would be va.stly 
increased bv the pa.ssing of this Hill. Hut without attril)uting to the Hill 
virtues whicli it did not possess, ho thought it would bo a great advantage to 
the country that there should bo some means knowing who tin; responsible 
owners of landed property wore. The imn-o fa(!t of registration would not of 
course give a man a title. If a man purchased an e.state, he would’have to 
look beyond the fact of r(.'gistration: but the fact of registration would bo a 
guarantee that he had some .sort of a title. 

If a man could get his name on the register wathout opposition from hia 
co-.sharer.s, it was primd fneic 2 )roof that he had at any rate some .soi’t of a title, 
and was in pos.session. This question of the registration (»f shares ho couhl 
a.s.sure the Council had been very carefully and very earnestly considered in 
►Select Committee, and as both the offic(?rs of (.lovernnumt who had lieen con¬ 
sulted, and the landed interest as w(^ll, were in favour of it, ho had given tlio pro¬ 
position his unhesitating support in Committee, and he would ask the Council 
to do so now. 


The Hon'ble Bakoo Kki.stodas Pal said, as the original mover of this 
section for the registration of shares, ho felt bound to say a few Avords in 
rc2)ly to the lu)nM)le mover of the amendmeut. lie thought it w:ls hardly con¬ 
sistent to condemn the registration of shares, and at the .same time to move an 
amendment to the effect that the provision.s of those sections should be extended 
at the discretion of the Lieutenant-Governor. If on princijdo the registration 
of shares were deemed objectionable, ho thought the hon’bhj member was 
inconsistent in holding that the objection would be removed by the exercise 
of the di.scretion of the Lieutenant-Governor. H.\i$oo KiiiSTOi)A.s Pal thought 
it would have been more intelligible if the hon’blo member had moved the 
omission of these sectlon.s altogether, instead of saying, as in effect lie had said, 
that the registration would bo altogether delusive, but that circum.stanco.s might 
arise when the Lieutenant-Governor mi”ht with aflvantngo externl the scheme. 
So much for the ))rinciplo jim which the amendment was ba.scd. 

Then the hon’ble member said that although the Collectors in the 
districts had almost to a man .su])ported thc.so sections, still tliey could not 
deny that they would lead to considcrublo increu.so of work, which would 
not be quite do.sirahlo. Baboo Kkistoim.s Pal admitted that in a matter 
like this the hon’ble member was a bettor judge than himself. But when 
he balanced again.st the opinion of the hoii’blo member the opinions of the 
district executive officers, i.e., the Collectors and Commissionofs, who had 
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roported on these sections, ho must confess that wlieii tlie majority of these 
officers did not apprehend much increase of work, liut, on the contrary, warmly 
advocated the iutroduetion of the new system, their opinion was certainly 
entitled to greater consideration. 

Tho hon’blo member thought that the advantage which would accrue 
to ry«»ts in the wav of protecting tlieir interests would be quite delu.<ive; that 
although it was had down in the iJill that no ryot should bo bound to pay rent 
to any proprietor wlioso naino and extent of intere.<t had b(*en n:gi.stf;refl, or 
more than tiie amount indicated by liis share, still it was a delusion. It might 
be a delusion ; but no one couhl .say that it w'ould jintve a delusion unlos it 
had had a fair trial. H.a.ijoo Kki.stoims Pal thought that when -ijice it had been 
notified lo the rytits that the shares (»f the dilhjrent proprietors in an estate were S(j 
much, they w<iuld take precious good care not t«) pay more than they were legally 
liable to pay. In fact, if wo turned to the rather voluminous correspondence 
which had pii.ss«*d between tho Government of Itengal and the different di.strict 
officers abtmt tho (*Vils of the s(>parate management f*f joinb estate.s, one evil 
which perhaps raised its head far higher than any otln-r evil, hf? might .sav. 
was the uncertainty about the re.spectivo shares of dilforent proprietrjrs. It 
was this uncertainty which led to great abu.ses—an evil of which the ryots 
complained .so much. 


Then the Imn’ble member sai»l that even if this advantage could be 
realized the ryots in mo.st ca.se.s ili«l nt)t })ay their rent to the zemindar.s direct, 
but to fanners, jotedars, and otlier.s. lint surely in many cases the ryots did 
pay directly to the zemindar.s, and if that was not tin; case, then the evils of the 
.separat<5 managmnent of joint e.states would not have been so great a.s to lead 
tlie Govi'rnment t<i prop<i.se a laea.-nre on tlie subject, <if whicii the hoirhle 
member himself was well aware. In tin; niuj<*iity of (‘.states, he might .say, the 
ryots paid their rent directly to tin; zmiiindar, and although .'•ub-infeud at ion 
bad lM.*en (?xt(‘nding rapidly, still the direct management of e.st:ite.s l>y zemin¬ 
dar.s largely prepoiid(*rated. 


Then the hon'bh; member n.-niark* d that tlio Pill would give a fictitiou.s 
security of title to property. He had in su)»port of his po.sitioii quut(.‘d the 
opinion of yir Ihirin;s Piaieoek, and liad al.<o alluded to tin? Jiill which was pre- 
pur(‘d in ISot*. 'rho hou'ljh' member had himself an.sw(^red tho objection he had 
raised on tho point. He had himself pointed out that there was a great difference 
btd.wee.n the Pills of IS;)2 and 1870; that tho view whiidi Sir Parnes Peacock 
took did not apply to ti.o jircseiit .state of things ; that, whatever might be the 
opinion of the mofu.ssil officers, tho Pill did not pri»fe.ss to give additional 
s(*curity of titli'. When the hon'ble im;inber had so distinctly and sati-sfat;- 
torilv an.swercd his own objection, h«' had loft tht^ Council very little to aiLswer 
on this point. Put P.\noo Kki.stoiv\s Pal might In' permitted to observt'. 
that if the regi.stratloii of shuri'S sin mid in any degrt'o lead people to attach 
gr(;ator value to it than was (;ontemplated, surely .such a rc.suIt .should not be 
regretted by tho Council. The Pill di.stinctly pn»vidcd t.liat registration was 
intended only for the purpo.st*.s of the Pill, and not for any other purpo^', or to 
enhance the security of title to property. Put if the collateral result should be 
as the hon’ble member bad su])pos('d, it .should tmt he a matter of regret, ami 
in that view of tho case regi.stratioii would be preferable to non-registration; 
for if with the aid of this Pill we could secure a registratum of title to 
prop(;rty, Pahoo Kkistodas Pal thought a greater hi>on could not be coiiterred. 
For his ow'n part, bethought that the two Pills going hand in hand. viz. the 
Partition and tho Ib'gi.stration Pill, would (;ortainly cause eonsiderable improvo- 
inent in tho record of rights in laud, and if the Council aect'ptod these provisions, 
they would confer a signal heiu'iit ujton the pi;oplo. 


1'hc IIoN’nLK Mil Dampieu said, the hon’ble member who moved tlie 
amendment said that the registration of interests was not a porti*inof the.scliome 
of the Bill as originally introduced; that it was not mentioned in tlie t'late- 
ment of objects and reasons. That was the case. Put the hoiflde member 
would find that when Mr. Hampieu asked h'livo to inirodiiei' tlie Pill, he 
expressly stated that h'ave was not askc'd to makt' thc^ registration of 
shares a part of tho scln'ine, bccau.se it was eoii.sidcrod impracticable to 
work sucli registration. That was certainly his own imju’csslou at the 
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time. But ho did not tloubt then, more than ho did now, that tho iniprac- 
ticahility of workinjf oneo {'ot over, tho benofit would bo material. When 
tho Bill went to tho Select C«)mmittoo, ho 8tron{»;ly held the opinion that 
it would not be found piacticablo to work tho measure. 'Phat opinion was 
shared by other Uevenue olUcors whose experience in tho districts was not of 
to-day. 'On pressure being put upon tins Oommitteo by tho two hon’blo 
members wlio spoke last, Mk. Dami’IKK being fully convinced of tho advantages 
which would result if tho measure could be w'orked out, suggested that they 
should consult tho most able and experienced of tin? district otKcers who wore 
working the revenue machine. 'Pho Oommitteo did con.sult thos(< olHcors, 
and Mu. Dampieu must admit that he was surpriseil to find, not a consensus of 
opinion, but a heavy preponderance of opinion of tlu^ local officers in favour 
of this registration being attempted. iSo he luung convinc(‘d by the evidence 
of those actually engaged in the work of the ilistricfs, that practically the 
measure "was workable, and having long held the opinion tliat if the impracti¬ 
cability could be; got over, great advantages would result from the? registra¬ 
tion of tho cxtc'iit of iuterc'sts, he agrc?c'd with the two hon’ble mcMubers 
to whom ho hud referrc?d, and tlie lesult was the Bill in the form in which it 
M'as now before the Council. 

Tho hon’blo nn?mber had said that the ryots would never know the 
particulars of this regi.stration. Not one in a hunclred would know whose names 
were registered and the extcuit of their interests, and thc?refore th(?y would not 
have the bc?nefit of the sections wdiich affect to give? them protection sigainst 
tho.se zemindars who cluimc?d to levy rent in c*xc<?ss of their registered intc?rc^Hts. 
Mu. Dampier could not agree in that, lie bc'lieved that within a year after 
the law W'us introduced anywhere, any ryot who re.sidcMl on any c?state in wdiich 
disputes were going on, would find out whose? mimc's we're registered and 
to what extent, and from that moment he w'ould o!)j('ct to pay one pico more 
than the rent properly due in acce?rdance with the rc'gi.sterc'd sharers. 

Again, the hoii'ble member had said that the relief to tlie ryots would Ik? 
inappreciable, because there were few rye?ts who lurid thc'ir lands direertly 
of the zemindar. Mu. Dampier admitted that the relief would only be to 
the ryots wlu> paid directly fo the zemindar. But it was not only the ryot 
who complained of the difficulty of not knowing to whom he should pay, 
talcKikdars and middlemen laboreel unde?r it also. And he saiel that if these 
provisions suercceded, and in the event of therir being found to afford praertical 
rerliof, as far as they went, to those who paid direrctly to the zermindar, the present 
measure might probably bo the germ of a further nu';isure' to be introduced 
hereafter, which should have for its object the rcgistnition of interc'sts in under- 
tenures, so as to extend tho benefit to all rent-payers. 

Then the hon’ble member had said that tho Bill was the same as the Bill 
which had been drafted by the Board in 18,')2. Tho Bill might be in its 
structure the same as the Bill of 1852, but it appoiireid in quite a di£fe?ri?nt 
phase. The avowed main object of the draft of 1852, os put forward, was to 
increase the value of property by giving security to titles. Now, as state?el 
by tho hon’ble member opposite (Bal^o Kristodas l*al), the advocates of the* 
present measure did not claim that virtue for it. They admitted that the value 
of the measure in that particular directiem hud Ikhiii even elangereuisly over- 
e.stimatcd. It die! not in it.sedf pre>fe?ss to give any se?e;urity of title. Ne? 
pnule?nt ])urchasor would bo justified in relying em the register as suflicie?nt te? 
ssitisfy him that the? title was secured. What ho did claim fe>r the? Bill was this, 
that the? fac.t eif registration wexild help a purchaser in ase?ertaining in what 
dirccti<»n ho must look for the piiiqieise e>T clearing the title. If a man’s 
name was on the regist(?r, it would put tho inteneling purchaser on an 
enepiiry; it woulel give him a now lead, as it wore, into the past history of the 
title to the estate. 8o much he did claim for the Bill, and he did think that 
even that was a gre?at gain. 

Then his hon’ble? friend had seiid that the zeiiiinelars in distant parts of 
Bengal would misunderstand the object of tho Bill, especially as some of the 
(jovemmeiit offieiials themselves did not understand its scope and object. 
I ‘ossibly at first this might be? tho case, but if tho zemindar did not understand 
the object anel intention eif the Bill, and how far it affected tho title to the 
property which ho wished to purchase, he would have lawyers altout him whose 
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profession it was to understand laws, and would consult thorn just as anybody 
in Phi^land would do if ho wished to inircliJiH© jirojrerty. 

To sum up then, Mii. Dampikk’s doubts as to the practioubility of tin? 
measure had f^ven way before the ojririions of the district olHc.ors. lie had also 
been influenced by the wish of the zemindars for the repstration of shares and 
by the assistance which such registration would afford to executive r)lli« <*rs in 
many matters in connection, with their daily work. Recondlv, it w«juld be a 
protection to tenants and ryots paying their rent directly to zemindars on estates 
in which disputes existed as to the amount of rent payable to different claimants. 
Thirdly, though he did not claim for this Bill that a consultation of the register 
would per «« give any one any reasonaUe notion for bcli<‘ving Uiat he < oul(l 
purchase an estate safely, yet he said that the Bill would give ,«oine h«*lj). 
would throw some light on that darkness which existed with regard to the titles 
and intere.st8 in estates in llengal: it would go some way tinvards clearing 
away the chaos and jgnorance which now prevaih'd in this respect. It wouM 
give clues towards following up and ascertaining how the thle really stood. 
And fourthly, Mu. Dampikr thought anfffher benefit of the Bill would be that 
it w'ould tend to dimini.sh confusion by bringing disputes as to claims and rights 
to an i.s8ue. The Council were all aware that such disputes, now often ahno^t 
interminable, wont on, and that they had the effect of distracting and harassing 
all persons connected with the land, and especially the tenantry ; and it was 
claimed that the effect of tho Bill would be to force such di.xputes tti a jioint. 
and press on the definition of rights. 

The IIon’bi.e Mr. Ueyxoi.ds would say a few words by way rather of 
explanation than of reply. He said this, because he thought no real answ« r 
had been given to the arguments he had used, and because in the course of 
tin? discussion he had been repre.sonted as holding opinions which he not only 
did not hold, but which he had distinctly di.s.avowcd. The hon’ble member 
opposite (Baboo Kristodas Pal) had said that one <if Mr. Reynolds’ great objec¬ 
tions to these clauses w'as tho increase of work they would throw ujion t.V»l- 
Icctors. He had expressly said tliat he attached no weight to that at all. His 
remarks had been treated as if they were directed against the Bill as a wlndc, 
whereas he was a cordial supporter of the Bill; and even a.s regarded the 
particular clauses to which he objected, he only desired that the Government 
should bo allowed to defer putting them in force till it considered it .safe t<» 
introduce them. 

The words of tho hon’ble member who had just sat down 'Mr. Dumpier) 
.seemed to him to involve an acceptance of the whole principle of tho amend¬ 
ment. Mr. Dumpier had admitted that “ possibly at first ” these clauses miglit 
bo misunderstood : and Mu. Rrynolds’ only object was to prevent this po.ssiblc 
misumlerstanding, and to defer the introduction of these clauses until it wa< 
ascertained that they would not be misundcr.'itnod. But after the ronunks «>t 
tho hon’blo members who had .spoken, he could not hope to carry the amend- 
nicnt, and it was unnecessary for him to say anything more. 

The motion was then put and negatived. 

Section 2 was agreed to. 

A verbal amendment was made in .section *1. Sections 4 to (i wcr.' 
agreed to. 

Verbal amendments were made in sections 7 and 8. 

Sections 9 to 31 were agreed to. 

Tho Hon’blf. Baboo Kristoda.s Pal moved the omission ot s(ctio:i>. 
and 33. IIo said, this was perhajis the only pfunt ujion which the Seh i t (’(.ui 
mittoo were not unanimous. 'Pho hon’blo niembor in charge of tin* Pill tlii*i:gi.T 
it necessary, perha|>.s more in deference to the opinion of the hou'Me ineiidu i 
now absent (Mr. Scluileli) than fiis own couvietion, to include rcnt-lVee land in 


to include them. Ho need not repeat the ivasons wliiib the miiiority timught 
jmijior to urge in Selcsct Coimnitteo, but his niniii objj'ction was that ihey wimlil 
indirectly tend to increase litigation. Jt was allowed on all hands that 


this Bill. Now, this was a Bill which professed to provide for the reir:s»r ition 
of revenue-paying lands. Tt had nothing to do with rent-free lami.'s. ^ et, iiu. u- 
si.stcutly enough, these .sections were introduced. As these tuo .‘Sections ••ovi'rt d 
hind which was not wnthin the scoih? of the Bill, he thought it was iiieoiisisleiif 
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tlio zcmintlar wouM not rcaililv ailniit tho validity of clainia to rent-froo 
lauds, Avliilo tln> (‘laiuiant would not readily surrender his rijjht, and the 
result would be that the ])arties would be forced into Court, and there would 
et nsequeutly be increased lili»:atiim. lUuoo Kkistodvs Pal thoujfht that 
these seetioius were foreign to the object of the Bill, and would therefore move 
tlu'ir omission. 

The Hox’rle Mk. Bkix said ho would support the hon’blo member in 
his nmtiou to «miit these sections. On any point in connection with this Ibll, 
he sluudd be indeed st)n v to ])lace himself in opposition to the lion’ble 
member in charge of tlu' Bill Avho had so skilfidly carried it through Select 
Committee. • But these sections, which were ttiken from tho Bead Cess Act, 
seemed to him to bo-totally out of place in tho pn'sent Bill. They wore very 
jn-operly included in the Bead Cess Act, because all lands, whether revenue- 
fri'c or rcv('ime-payxug, AveVe assessed to the road cess, and the cess imposed 
on rent-frt't' land was collecti'd by tho zemindar, and then^fore it was necessary 
in the Bead Cc'ss Act to have a s(.>ction of this sort. But he failed to perceive 
Avhat conceivable purj)ose they Avoidd accomplish here. Ho agreed with tho 
hon'l)h‘moA'cr of the amendment in thinking that these .sections Avouldbotho 
eausi' of much litigation and many disputes. jMk. Bell Avas quite j)repared 
to alloAV the sections to stand if tho hon’ble mover could .show any practical 
j)urj)ose AA Inch they Avould answer. But, as far as he was aAvart?, there Avas no 
practical purpose Avhlch they Avotild serve ; and considering that there Avas no 
reason for tlu'ir introduction, audth.-it they Avould tend to litigation and dispute, 
lie thought that tluy .slioidd be omitted. 

The Ho.n’iilf. Mk. DAMriEit said, this Bill was a Bill to provide for the 
registration of reA'enuo-paying and revenue-free lands, and of tho proprietors 
and manajfers thereof. Ho insisted that (jvory plot of land, if all men had 
their rights, Avas either a plot of revenue-paying land, or a plot of rcA'onuo-freo 
land, ilo held that if any ono claimed to hold land in this country as 
revenue-free, the burden of proof Avas on that claimant; and until a man 
formally established his right to hold his land rcA'cnue-froe, ho was, so 
far as tho Government Avas concerned, the holder of revenue-paying land. 
[The Ada'ocate-Gexf.ral. That was tho ruling of tho old Sudder Court: the 
High Court had held dilferently.] Tho object of thc.so .sections was to bring 
every acre of land in the district under registry in one or other of tho registers, 
and to give tlie Collector, the executive officer, knoAvledgo (as regards every 
acre) of tho person to Avhom he was to look for the fulfilment of the duties as 
proprietor of tho estate as imposed by other Acts. Tlie.so sections folioAA'od tho 
two existing Acts, tho J-hnbankment and tho Boad Oss Acts. If a piece of 
land Avas licld r<.*nt free, that Avonld not entitle it to be entered in tho revenue- 
free rcgi.ster. Tho reAenuo autliorities could not recognize it as revenue-free 
unless the roA'cimc-ficc title had been formally established. They must 
therefore enter it .somoAvhere in the revenue-paying regi.stcr; but where? The 
occupant would not by Avord or deed admit that his land formed part of this 
or that estate. Tho object Avas simply, in such cases, for convcnieiico sake to 
]>ros»aib(! a proeodnro for determining Avhother this pioco of land should bo 
treated as part of estsite A on tliis side of tbo land, or of ostato B on the other 
side of it f>r the pi r]}o.ses of tho registsy. No riglits would bo alTccted; and if 
tins Avoro not done, then the register Avould no longer profess to includo all land 
in the ‘listrict. 


d’ho ILon’rle the AnvocATE-GkNEUAL observed that these sections related to 
1and.s which Avere held, or claimed to bo bold, rent-free, but as far as tbo 
6OA'crniMc.jt Avas concoined, unle-ss they were •recognised and admitted to bo 
lakhiraj, they Avoro rovemio-paying lands, and should bo included in tho Bill. 
Tin; motion Avas thou put and negatived, and the sections were agreed to. 
Sections .‘J-l to 41 worij agroi.-d to. 


A verbal aiiKMulment Avas made in section 4.5, and tho position of sections 
15 and 46 avus tran.sjiosed. 

- Sections 47 to 70 Avere. agreed to. 


A A'erbal ameiidiiiont Avas made in section 71.

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AID BY GOVERNMENT TO THE NATIVE ASSOCIATION FOR THE 
ADVANCEMENT OP A TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


Minute hy the Lieutenant-C m oceruor of lienyul^ dated the 18/4 April 1870. 

Dukincj the visit of llis Royal lli'flmoss tliP Princo of Wale.s to Calcutta, 
an Association of Native "onthunon was forinod (many of whom were members 
or promoters of the Indian Reform J^eague) for the cultivation of practical 
science. It was at first liojied that this Association might be amalgamated 
with the Association promoted by Dr. Mahendra Lai Sircar (which forms the 
subject of my Slinnto of the v'l.st January last); but, after discussion, it was 
found that the two Associations Avould hardly consent to work in combination. 
Among otlier reasons there was this reason, that Dr. Maheiidra Lai’s Asso¬ 
ciation aimed rather at the culture of science in the abstract; whereas the 
other Association aimed rather at the teaching of science practically, with the 
immediate object of enaliling the pupils to earn their living thereby. 

Th« present Assoiuation then apparently desires to establish an Institution 
for the culturo of practical science, an Institution partaking of the character of 
a technical school. For this purpose several of its members, eminent native 
gentlemen, have promised suliscrijitions, amounting in all to nearly one lakh 
and three-quarters of rupees, among whom niay be mentioned IJaboo Hurris 
Chunder (.’houdhree, Rai J)hunput Sing liahadoor (donors of Rs. 45,000 and 
Rs. 40,000 respectively), Ihiboo Rrojendro Kumar Rai (of Dacca district), 
liaboo Sooraj Kanth Acnarjee fof Slymeiisingh district), Haboo Shana Shunkur 
Rai I of Fiireedpore district^ and others. They also desire that the Institution 
be considered as aoiemorial of the visit of llis Roval Hiirhness the Prince of 
Wales. 

The Asso«*iation having enquired what assistance wouhl or could bo 
rendered by (Government, 1 have informed them through the Director of 
I’ublic Instruction that, in the event of their raising subscriptions to the 
amount of two lakhs of rupees, and investing the same in Government securities, 
so as to produce an income of Rs. 8,000 per annum, a corresponding amount, or 
Jis. 8,000, would bo annually contributed by Government, so as to make up the 
income of the Institution to Rs, 10,000 per annum, irrespective of whatever 
might be obtained froyt tees or current subscriptions. I felt justified in agreeing 
to this grant-in-aid, considering that, if the sum of two lakhs of rupees should 
be thus raised and invested, it would reprc.sent an important and honourable 
enterprise undertaken by tlio natives themselves, and a praiseworthy niunifi- 
cenco on the part of several natiA’o donors for the sake of practical scieuccV an 
object of national importance to Bengal. Indeed, the Association deserves 
both the matei’ial support and the moral synqcithy of the Government. 

Subject only to the occasional Inspection of tb.o Director of Public 
Instruction, 1 would leave the management of the Institution to the* discretion 
and ])ublic spirit of tho Association itself, under such conditions as the members 
might sctilc among themselves. 

Tho Association have intimated a wish to oecuj)y, for the purposes of the 
Institution, that portion of tho Governuient Norm;;l School bailding which is 
not wanted for tho school, but which is now oc’cupieil by the private servants of 
the landlord. They have been infv)rmcd that there is no objection whatever 
on tho part of Government to any arrangement whlcli the}’ may bo able to 
make in tiiis respect.

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RESOLUTION ON THE WORKING OP THE CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 
ACT IN THE TOWN AND SUBURBS OP CALCUTTA. 

MKDICAL. 

The 18/^ April 1870. , 

Kkad— 

A letter from the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, No. 5C9, (luted 25tii March 1876, 
submittioir ihe Annual Iteport by the Superintendent of Lock-iiospitais on the 
working of the Cputagious Disea-scs Act in tiie Town and Suburbs of Calcutta. 

Head again— 

The report for the previous year, with the orders of (lovernment passed thereon. 

1. Briefly stated, the following are the chief results to be gathered from 
the report now sulimitted on the Avorking of the Contagious Diseases Act in 
Calcutta and its Suburbs during tlie past as compared wifh the previous year. 
In 1876, the number of persons borne on the register at the close of the year 
was 7,925, and the number of persons newly registered Avas 1,204; Avhile in 
1874, 6,815 persons only Avere enten'd on the register, and tiic number of those 
newly registered amounted to 91i7 only. In the past year, howeVer, the 
number of defaulters from examination had increased to 7,409 as against 6,2(53 
in the previous yi'ar. The number of arrests made by the police at the same 
time increased from 802 for non-jregistration and 2,572 for non>attendance at 
exantinatioiis in 1874, to 1,054 and 4,588 respectively in 1875. The number 
of persons found to be diseased in the past year Avas 410 among thcjse 
examined for the first time, and 2,2^8 among otltors; the corresponding figures 
for the prelHous y<*aT having been 251 and 1,773 respectively. Among the troops 
in garrison, tUi‘ ratio of disease rose from 9-4 pi?r cent, in 1874 to 10-3 in 1875; 
while as ri'gards the civil population the returns of the various city and subur* 
ban hospitals sliow that 9,235 cases of venereal disease were treated as against 
7,941 cases in the previous year. 

2 These results, tbi* Lieutenant-Governor regrets to say, he still regards 
as far from satisfactory. In reviewing the rei>ort for tlio previous year, he 
expressed his opinion that, after making OA'ery alloAvance, it was apparent that 
the rules had not been (mforced Avith sutticient striernc.ss. In one particular it 
is evident that there has been some improvement, as siiown by tiie increased 
number of arrests Avbich were made of defaulters and unregistered persons. 
Still the great amount of disease which is prevalent ambiig the civil population 
would seem to indieat(?, in a very marked manner, that the measures hitherto 
adopted have raer(;ly aff*ctcd the surface, and that far more en'rgetic and 
vigorous action is nei.cssary to reach the root of the evil, and to insure that 
protection which it is tiiC object of the laAv to afford. 

3. As long as a limited area only is brought under the oporctions of the 
Act, and no control can be e-xercised over the male population of the town and 
suburbs, complete success can never be looked for; but notwirhstauding the 
advance A^hich has been made during the year under revicAV, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is convinced that the number of persons at present on the register is 
far smaller than it should he, and that, even under existing conditions^ much 
better results might be achieved by the exercise of stricter supervision and 
control over those who have been already brought under the provisions of the 
law. 

4. It is no doubt creditable to the police that 1,204 persons, Avho had 
hitherto evaded the law, were detected and brought on the register; but the 
fact that 410 of th<!se, or over 31 percenr, were found to he diseased, and might, 
for aught that is stated, have been engendering disease for years, speaks unfavour¬ 
ably for the manner in which tin; rules have been hitherto carried out. These 
figures also indicate very clearly that the sources from which the large amount 
of prevalent diseases aru contracted ar(! to be found within the area wliich has 
been already brought under the control of the law, as well as the obvious 
action which it is within the poAver of the authorities to adopt with the vioAV 
of counteracting the existing evils. All persons detected in evading the law 
should, the Lieutenant-Governor considers, bo severtdy dealt with, iii order to 
deter others from the same offence; but tljo statements submitted show that five 
persons only Avere prosecuted by the police authorities, and of these, three only 
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were fined, the rest being discharged. Unless more vigorous action is taken for 
the puaishmeut of offenders, it cannot be a matter of surprise that over a 
thousand persons should bo found defying the law in a single year. 

• 6. Similarly, there would seem to have been much laxity in tho enforce* 

ment of the rules requiring attendance at the periodical examination. Of 7,409 
defaulters, 698 are not accounted for, about 2,123 attended after a reminder, 
and 4,588 were arrested. Bu( of those arrested, it seems that 13 only were 
imprisoned and 161 fined, the rest being simply warned. What the amount 
of the fines imposed was, or what amount was really realized from tlio 
defaulters, is not stated. But, under any circumstances, it appears to the 
Lieutenant-Governor that the measures taken to repress this growing evil—for 
experience proves that those who evade the examinations are usually diseased— 
were very inadequate. There also arises a question as to whether full effect 
is given to the intention of the law in the magisterial courts; this will form 
the subject of a separate correspondence. 

6. As regards the health of the persons who have been.entered on tho 
register, it appears from table C of the report submitted by the Commissioner 
of Police that 33'3 pur cent, of the total number of those liable to attend were 
found on examination to be diseased, the corresponding ratio in the previous 
year having been 29-3 per cent. Ibis increase, as well as the increased number 
of defaulters, accounts for, and corresponds with, the increased number cf cases 
treated in the several hospitals and dispensaries in ttie town and suburbs. 

7. It is stated that during the past, as in previous years, tho greatest 
amount of disease was found to occur in those parts of the town which are 
most frequented by European soldiers and sailors, and by persons of the better 
class, who chiefly endeavour to evade the operations of the Act, and are must 
successful in doing so. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to obserio that the 
Commissioner of Police states that special measures have now been /aken by 
him to enforce the provisions of the Act more strictly in those parts where 
disease has been shewn by Dr. Payne to be most prevalent. 

8. But notwithstanding that an increased number of per.«ons were 
admitted for treatment into the lock-hospitals, it is sutistactory to notice that 
during late years the type of tho disease has been less severe among them, 
and that, as compared with tho previous year, there has beeu a considera'ile 
reduction in the number of cases of serious disease. The general health of the 
persons under treatment appears also to have been good. Among a daily 
average of 282 in hospital, 18 deaths only are shewn to have occurred. Pull 
details have not been given of the cases of venereal disease treated in the 
several hospitals; but it is shewn generally that the number of cas..‘s of primary 
syphilis whidt were admitted amounted to 3,410 as against 2,675 in the previ¬ 
ous year, and that there has thus been apparently a large iacrcase of tiie severe 
form of the disease among the civil population. It must be observed, however, 
that this increase is solely attributable to the large number of cases admitted 
into the Mayo Uospital, which exceeded those of the previous year by 945; 
while there was a decrease of 210 cases in all the other hospitals. Tlie 
Lieutenant-Governor is willing to admit, as urged by Dr. Payne, that some of 
these cases of disease may have been contracted elsewhere than in Calcutta, 
and that the people now avail themselves more readily of the advantages 
afforded them of treatment in the Mayo Uospital, as shewn by the contem¬ 
poraneous and great increase in the number of cases of all kinds which 
were treated during the past year; but at the same time the Lieutenant- 
Governor must hold that the results, when considered in connection with the 
decrease of the severe form of disease among sucli of the registered persons 
as attended the examinations, show very clearly the deieets of the system in 
certain localities, and that tho real root of the evil has yet to bo reached, as 
has been already noticed. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets that he has been obliged to ascribo 
the unfavorable results of the past year in some measure at least to deficiencies 
and defects in the administration. He is fully aware that the matter is a 
delicate one, and that great difficulties, and perhaps greater evils, have to be met 
and guarded against; but, as already observed, much might have been done to 
secure better results, which was left undone, and ho trusts that it will now be 
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the anxious endeavour of all connected with the enforcement of the Act to 
mitigate the evil which afflicts some sections of the urban population 

10. With an average strength of 906 European troops in garrison, 9-1 
cases of venereal disease only .are reported to have occurred. But though there 
was a slight increase in the general ratio of disease as above noted, it is shewn 
that this was entirely attributable to the mild form of the disease. 

11. The total charges on account of the lock«hospitals in Calcutta and 
the Suburbs during the past year amounted to Hs. 39,609 against Rs. 34,877 
in the previous year. The share of this cost paid by Government was 
Rs. 26,409, to which must be added a sum of Rs. 18,681 paid on account of 
preventive establishment. There was thus a saving of some Rs. 5,000 on the 
maximum, expenditure sanctioned by Government for charges to be incurred 
in enforcing the Act! 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that no complaints of 
any importance were brought during the year under review against any of the 
officers employed in connection with the administration of the Act. In 
urging the adoption of more energetic and vigorous action, the Lieutenant- 
Governor must at the same time impress upon the Commissioner of Police 
that increased vigilance will be necessary on his part to prevent unnecessary 
arrests or needless interference by the police. The Lieutenant-Governor also 
notices with pleasure that Dr. Payne is again able to bear favorable testimony to 
the character of his subordinates, and to the careful manner in which they have 
discharged their duties. Sir Richard Temple’s thanks are duo to Dr. Payne 
for his full and interesting report,and for the assistance which he has afforded 
the Government in the discussions which have been held during the past year 
with a view to extending the provisions of the Act to other localities.
